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Opening remarks 
Bread Loaf School of English 


27 June 2006 


Good evening, and welcome to the opening of the eighty-seventh session 


of the Bread Loaf School of English. 


A very special welcome to the 84 students at this campus attending 
Bread Loaf for the first time, as well as to the numerous students who 
have attended at least one of our other campuses in a past summer and 
who are in Vermont for the first time this year. This evening’s event and 
another event tomorrow are designed to introduce you to Bread Loaf; 


you are our honorees this evening. 


I’m not sure it’s always an entirely pleasant experience to arrive at 
Bread Loaf for one’s first summer. All the returning people seem to be a 


part of a community already, whereas you as yet know no one. You are 


understandably a bit wary. Everyone, including the director, maybe 








especially the director, seems all puffed-up and self-important about 
what a good school this is. You are h a bit skeptical. Some 
of you have been away from formal education for several years and are 
anxious about returning. Some of you are even sitting there with the 
dreadful suspicion that one, only one, terrible mistake was made by the 
Bread Loaf admissions officer. This, by the way, is in fact true. But to 
the wary, the skeptical, and the anxious, let me say that I hope, indeed I 
believe, that for most of you this summer will begin an extraordinary 
intellectual experience; you will have some of the greatest teachers of 
your lifetime; you will make some of the deepest friendships of your 
lifetime; and you will find yourself a member of one of the most 
stimulating communities you have ever joined. It’s a community that 
has an ideal, among others, of being a community of tolerance--across 
race, ethnicity, sexual orientation, class. That’s not a bad communal 


ideal to have for the coming summer. 


The most striking statistic I know about the School of English is that 
although many students come the first time thinking that one summer 


will probably suffice and having no intention of lasting out the long haul 


of 4 or 5 summers for the M.A. degree, in fact about 80% of you first- 
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year people will return again and again and receive the degree. It’s even 
predictable that some of you first-year people will be back here sitting 
in this theater in another five years, beginning your second Bread Loaf 
degree, the M.Litt. There are right now around 25 M. Litt. candidates 
enrolled at Bread Loaf, most of them with a Bread Loaf M.A. degree 


already under their belts. 


We would like to see who you are. Would all the students attending 
Vermont for the first time this summer please stand and be welcomed 


by all the rest of us? 


Another word to those attending Vermont for the first time. I invite all 
of you to come to in the Barn tomorrow at 5:00. At that time, Id like to 
introduce you to other members of our staff, all of whose missions are to 
make your stay here a rich and enjoyable one. Please do come. Also, I 
hope that each of the first-timers in Vermont will make an appointment 
to see me for a talk during the course of the summer. It will be a get- 
acquainted talk, a talk about your plans, a talk that will have the aim of 


answering your questions. Please drop by the Bread Loaf office to make 


an appointment, preferably early in the summer. 








Tonight, I’m welcoming you to the opening of Bread Loaf/Vermont, but 
other Bread Loaf campuses have already begun. We have started 
staggering the openings of our campuses, since many teachers, 
especially in the East, have school years that end very late, while others, 
especially in the South, have years that begin very early. Bread 
Loaf/New Mexico, led by on-site director Claire Sponsler, opened two 
weeks ago. Bread Loaf/Alaska, led by on-site director Kevin Dunn, and 
our brand-new campus, Bread Loaf/North Carolina, led by on-site 
director Tilly Warnock, opened last week. Our Oxford campus, led by 


on-site director John Fyler, opened earlier today. 


A late-breaking bulletin. ’ve just returned from Asheville, where Tilly 
led a spectacularly successful opening of the school last Tuesday, with a 
Southern barbecue picnic on the grounds, accompanied by the music of 
a bluegrass band. Although subjects such as modern British fiction and 
Milton and the Bible are being taught in Asheville this summer, that 
campus, like all the other non-Vermont campuses, takes a part of its 
emphasis from the region in which it is located, and many of the 


students there are studying Southern literature, African American 




















literature and the literature and culture of Appalachia. Just 30 minutes 
before I began addressing you tonight, the distinguished Southern 
historian John Shelton Reed began his lecture before the Bread Loaf 


School in Asheville, “What’s Southern about the South?” 


There are some 250 of you here in Vermont this summer. The great 
majority of you are teachers, but a sizable number of you are from 
other professions or are between professions. Some of you work as food 
writers, florists, dean’s assistants, retailers, Sr aiterextnutettn interns, 
and in many other professions. Counting all of you at all the campuses, 
there are more than 500 of you, from 41 states and the District of 
Columbia. As is true most years, there are more of you from 
Massachusetts than from any other state, followed by California, 
Vermont, and New York. You are from 14 different countries, including 
Argentina, Brazil, Canada, China, Colombia, France, Germany, 
Hungary, India, Japan, Kenya, Turkey, the United States, and 


Venezuela. 


Some 30 of you are here on special fellowships, provided through grants 


that my Bread Loaf colleagues and I have worked to secure. Money has 





been provided by the Humana Foundation and the CE&S Foundation, ( ) e 
which are together funding 10 Kentucky teachers. School districts such 

as those of eawheniee: MA and Greenville, SC, as well as the South 

Carolina Department of Education, are funding their own teachers to 

attend. Take note. Given the great need for excellent teachers in 

America’s schools, there is money out there to support the professional 

development and continuing education of teachers, and Bread Loaf 

would like to work with you to secure more of that funding. To all of 

you here tonight: if you have close contacts with your local school 

districts, state departments of education, or non-profit foundations and 

would be willing to make contacts there to explore the idea of their ( ) G 
funding teachers to come to Bread Loaf, make an appointment to speak 
with me this summer. As always, Bread Loaf and I personally owe the 
deepest debt of gratitude to our own Dixie Goswami, who works 


tirelessly and completely without conscience or scruple, to raise every 


penny for Bread Loaf teachers that she can. 


It’s going to be a great summer. You’ll have a chance to hear four 


members of our faculty read from their work: David Huddle, Paul 


Muldoon, Patricia Powell, and Catherine Tudish. We will have a staged O 6 








( ) © reading of Dare Clubb’s dramatic work in progress, Light Leaves. We 
will have a special guest when Bread Loaf’s own Julia Alvarez comes 
for a reading early in July. A little later, performance artists Rinde 


Eckert and Ellen McLaughlin will visit and, well, perform. 


You will have the opportunity to see, and some of you will have the 
opportunity to act in, the Bread Loaf Acting Ensemble’s production 
here in the Burgess Meredith Theater. Last year, we presented a play 
that virtually all of us know well, Romeo and Juliet; this year, we 
| present a play that I speculate only a small handful of you know: 

( ® Charles Mee’s Big Love, loosely based on Aeschylus’s The Suppliant 
Maidens, but translated to our own time and speaking directly to the 
issues of our time. Director Alan MacVey calls the play “funny, strange, 


deeply serious, romantic, tragic, and, finally, moving.” 


In addition to Big Love and Light Leaves, you will be able to see Irene 


Fornes’s Mud, directed by your fellow student Marisa Ortega. 


There will be parts for students and other members of the community in 


() © both Big Love and Mud—more parts, indeed, than I can remember ever 








being open, some 37. With this number of people on stage, we may need 
to have try-outs for students to be members of the audience. Casting 


try-outs will begin tomorrow evening here in the theater 


The most celebratory academic event at Bread Loaf each summer is the 
Elizabeth Drew Memorial Lecture, given by a distinguished critic or 
artist. This year’s Elizabeth Drew Lecturer is a former member of the 
Bread Loaf faculty, who taught here between 1997 and 2003. In 2004, 
after ten spectacular years as artistic director of the Trinity Repertory 
Theatre in Providence, he, Oskar Eustis, was named the artistic director 
of New York’s Public Theater, probably the most important theater in 


the country. Oskar will be coming to speak to us on Monday, July 17. 


Even though we are in an extremely remote neck of the woods here at 
Bread Loaf, we have many of the blessings of technology. We have an 
extraordinarily successful electronic network, BreadNet, through which 
we sustain the Bread Loaf community throughout the year. Many 
Bread Loaf teachers carry out substantive, text-based writing exchanges 
between their classrooms and other Bread Loaf teachers’ classrooms 


during the academic year. Our efforts in telecommunications are 
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spearheaded by two people. The first is Bread Loaf graduate and long- 
time director of BreadNet, Caroline Eisner, who runs our computer 
center and during the academic year is associate director of the writing 
center at the University of Michigan. The other, Shel Sax, is Director of 
Education Technology at Middlebury College. Caroline and her 
colleagues in the computer center will be happy, at any time during the 
summer, to give you a BreadNet account, free of charge, as well as 


hands-on instruction in how to use this exceedingly easy-to-learn system. 


One of the happiest developments of the last two years has been the 
implementation of wireless technologies here at Bread Loaf. The sense 
of pastoral here seems to me, paradoxically, only enhanced by seeing 
dozens of students, of a sunny Vermont afternoon, sitting in their 
Adirondack chairs across the Bread Loaf meadows tapping away. And 
whether you have a computer or not, you are welcome in Bread Loaf’s 
computer center beneath Davison Library, where the indefatigable 


Caroline and her minions will be happy to be of assistance to you. 


Beginning tomorrow, you will enter Bread Loaf’s classrooms and there 


meet the people, the faculty, from whom you’ll receive at least the 








formal part of your education here. I’d like to introduce you to them 
now, as I ask them to stand and be seated. As hard as it may be, please 
hold your applause until the end.

private bath like crazy; and--speaking of crazy--you’re feeling much too 

much like the “Grizzly Man,” who was, after all, eaten by a bear in the 

Alaskan wilds not too far from a Bread Loaf campus, after coming to 

believe that he was one—a bear, that is. Remember you’re the ball when 


you Start to ask yourself “was it for this... ?” | 


The more we talk on opening day, I suspect, the more you’re going to 
feel like Cinderella at midnight: like your outfit’s all wrong and you 
don’t belong and all you’ve got to get you home is a pumpkin and a few 
white mice. And the more Bread Loaf will seem like a mysterious cult, 
with its own da Vinci code. Returning students and faculty will talk 
about “the play” and “the pond” as if these words need no referent. 
Caroline Eisner will urge you to get “on BreadNet” (as if it’s something 
you eat, or something you wear, or something you can get arrested for 


ingesting). And after tonight, you will probably think Jim Maddox 


owns a Joe Battell action figure, complete with a full set of little white 








buildings and little yellow buildings and a little copy of Battell’s novel 


Ellen (to put it generously). (Just wait.) That’s only for starters. 


But the longer you’re here, the more you’ll realize Bread Loaf is what 
you make it. Oh yes, there are some “givens”: you should go the speed 
limit in Ripton, and try the salad bar, or the salad bar line, and the 
cookies at lunch just once. At summer’s end, you shouldn’t miss the 
champagne and shrimp reception if you’re a senior or a shrimp. And 
you probably should see—or say you’ve seen—a moose or a bear or, if 
you’re less ambitious, a chipmunk or moth. But you don’t have to read 
| @ all the poems along the Robert Frost trail or put them on your iPod. 
And you don’t have to sit—or even pretend that you have sat—in an 


Adirondack chair. 


If you’re looking to find or lose yourself in the course readings, you can 
find here titles to live by on a good day (The Chosen Place, How It Is, 
Why Video Games are Good for your Soul, Where the Wild Things Are); 
titles to write by on a bad day (100 Demons, Language Death, A Long 


Day’s Journey Into Night, Things Fall Apart); and even titles to do 


laundry by (Beyond the Pleasure Principle, What the Living Do, Some 


vie 








Like It Hot). Bread Loaf is a place for diversity, and you—along with all 


you bring and imagine--are what makes the difference. 


Wherever you come from, however you get here, whatever you’re 
wearing, you are both the dancer and the dance. So be the ball and have 
one. And if the ashes settle here, perhaps PI see you there.

The time has come. Each opening night at the Bread Loaf campus, I 
gather you around the campfire and tell you the origin myth, the story 
of the founding of Bread Loaf. The reason for doing so is lost in the 
dark backward and abysm of time. But, for decades, the Bread Loaf 
director has resembled the Ancient Mariner, in laying his withered and 
palsied hand on the arm of any passing first-year student on opening 
night and narrating the origin myth. It is said that we are able to keep 
our satellite campuses filled each year because Bread Loaf TENE 


after their first summer in Vermont, flee there, to avoid this narrative. 


One fine day in the 1860’s a wealthy young man named Joseph Battell 
rode on horseback from Middlebury up here to this site. Battell had 


been a Middlebury undergraduate, but he was, in that quintessentially 


nineteenth-century word, “sickly”; since he was both sickly and wealthy, 
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he broke off his studies to take a European jaunt, and, although he 
returned to spend the rest of his life in Middlebury, he never completed 
his college work. Still, he was to become one of the college’s greatest 


benefactors. 


So, at any rate, on that day in the 1860’s, he fell in love with this spot (as 
who would not?) and bought the small farmhouse that sat just about 
exactly where the Bread Loaf Inn lobby is today. He was a great lover of 
Nature, and he was also a shrewd Yankee entrepreneur, and these two 
qualities in him created this community. He built the Inn for paying 
summer guests, and he built all the other buildings on this side of route 
125 that are today painted cream-yellow and green. All the white 
buildings on campus were built, later, after Battell’s death. Not only did 
he build this stately group of mid- and late-Victorian buildings, he also 
purchased tens of thousands of acres of forests, so that he could boast, 
as he stood on the Inn’s porch, that he owned all the land that one could 


see from there; he had larger landholdings, in his lifetime, than anyone 


else in Vermont, some 40,000 acres. 








Battell rented out rooms to guests in the Inn, in the Annex, in Cherry, 
Birch, and Maple, and he let some of his friends build their own small 
cottages across route 125, provided they would eventually sell the 
cottages to him--and those cottages across the road still bear the names 
of the families who summered in them: Fritz, Cornwall, Treman, and 
the rest. Like any prosperous northern Vermonter, Battell had a herd of 
cattle here, to supply his Inn with milk and butter--and that’s the 
explanation for the existence of the major Bread Loaf building after the 
Inn, the Barn, where our classrooms are now located. He also had here 
some of his beloved Morgan horses, the breeding of which was another 
great passion of his. Don’t leave Middlebury this summer without going 
out to the Morgan Horse Farm, which Battell also founded; the 
beautiful major building at the farm is immediately recognizable as 
being by the same architect, Clinton Smith, who built the grandest of 


the buildings here at Bread Loaf. 


You must allow me one personal digression here. I am an inveterate 
haunter of antique shows and antique shops, and when I’m in the 


Middlebury area, I keep an eye out for Bread Loaf materials. When I 


was down at the Middlebury Antiques Center about 10 days ago, my 














eye fell upon a document called an “American Morgan Register Official 
Certificate.” I looked more closely, and following the hand-written 
family-history of the horse that was being entered in the registry was 
the 1910 signature of Joseph Battell. My wife immediately heard from 
me the six words she dreads most: “Lucy, I have to buy this.” Battell 
founded the registry and personally entered the name of each new 
horse—meaning that every Morgan horse now alive in the world has 
ancestors recorded by Joseph Battell. I had another, much more 
egotistical reason for purchasing this document. The name given to the 
horse in this document was . . . Director. Those of you cynical about my 
way of running this place will be pleased to know that Director’s sire 


was named Dictator. 


But enough of horses; let’s get on to the gossip, for I must at this point 
move on to the most regrettable fact about Battell. Around the turn of 
the twentieth century Battell published, at his own expense, a book 
titled Ellen, or Whisperings from an Old Pine. In it, an old pine tree in 
the Vermont forest gives a liberal education, and especially his thoughts 


on science, to a virginal young woman named Ellen. Now, it does not 


take a rocket scientist to guess that the old pine is in fact that old 








slyboots, Joseph Battell himself, ingeniously disguised. Perhaps there’s 
some pathos to be found in this meeting between the masculine tree and 
the young woman, once we learn that in his early manhood the young 
Battell was in fact in love, from afar, with a woman named Ellen; 
Battell even named a mountain north of here Mount Ellen. In matters 
romantic, Battell seems to have been extremely shy, and all of his 
relations with women seem to have been from afar. Or, rather, he seems 
to have had a marked talent for falling in love with women who were 
conveniently out of reach. One even suspects that in the relationship 
between Ellen and the tree (named “Piney,” by the way), Battell devised 
for himself the perfect relationship with a woman, close and yet, 


necessarily, physiologically, distant. 


Battell published his book, as I have said, at his own expense, and we 
cannot read even a page into the book without realizing why. The prose 
is of an awfulness that surpasses description; one cannot imagine a 
publishing house that would touch the manuscript. Many times, in used 
bookstores around Middlebury, I have come upon copies of Ellen, a 


hundred years old, and they were in mint condition; clearly they had 


never been read, perhaps never even opened. Sometime Bread Loaf 




















faculty member John Elder has an interest in Battell and at least claims 
to have turned every page of Ellen, but even John does not claim to have 
read the whole thing. Visitors to Bread Loaf in the years after Battell’s 
death reported seeing numerous copies of Ellen here, where they were 


used as doorstops. 


Now, what you have just witnessed in my description of Ellen is the 
annual opening-night hazing of Joseph Battell. There is something 
comical about Battell that is deserving of our mockery. Both in the 
dramatic situation of old Piney and Ellen in the book and in the dreary 
prose in which all of that situation is given to us, there is something that 
leaves us somewhere between merriment and embarrassment. But let’s 
inspect a little more closely this belittling attitude toward Battell that 
has historically been something like the official Bread Loaf stance 
toward him. If, in a post-Freudian age, Battell’s attitudes toward Ellen 
seem to modern eyes to share some of the pathologies that Freud 
described in many of his Victorian male patients, perhaps there’s also 
something a bit Freudian in our attitudes toward our parent, old Joe. 


We delight in a certain Oedipal aggressiveness toward him, as we kick 


free from him and display what we consider our superiority to him. But 








he was after all our institutional daddy, and 7 at least feel a great deal of 
affection for him. So let me spend a couple more minutes trying to 


defend and even redeem him. 


A good transition from lampoon to defense might be a few final words 
about Battell and Ellen. The form that Battell’s affection toward Ellen 
takes would strike many Victorianists as very typical of his age. Placing 
Ellen on a pedestal, Battell idealizes her in a way that seems both to 
affirm and to repress any passionate interest in her. Battell does this by 
the bizarre transformation of himself into a tree. That’s one way of 
expressing attraction and repression at the same time, maybe not a 
brilliant one, but one way. To this compare the way of another 
American Romantic—for certainly Joseph Battell was an American 
Romantic. Battell’s fellow Romantic Edgar Allan Poe followed the 
strategy of first being sure that his beloved ... was dead. Now who 


seems weird, Battell, or Poe? 


More seriously (if by now you believe I can plausibly use such a phrase), 
let’s step aside from our leering attitude toward Battell and Ellen. Let’s 


notice what Battell is actually doing: he’s offering her an education. 
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)) @ Battell was in fact an outspoken champion of women’s education in the 
late nineteenth century. He even went to the extent of declaring in his 
will that if Middlebury College were to split into two colleges, one for 

| men and one for women (and there was discussion of that possibility at 
the time), he wished his bequest to Middlebury to benefit the women’s 
college. Finally, it’s with a certain shock that we realize that that odd 
picture, of Old Piney giving his lectures to Ellen, is actually the first 
image ever of education taking place beneath Bread Loaf Mountain. 


That image, like it or not, is the precursor of the Bread Loaf School of 


English. 


Battell was a quintessential Romantic in another way. What was 
Battell’s Bread Loaf but a major example of the nineteenth-century 
effort to establish a utopian community? Down in Middlebury, Battell 


was a hardbitten businessman, editor of the newspaper, a Vermont 


| legislator, and a Trustee of Middlebury College, full of practical ideas 
| and stubborn in his determination to implement them. But when he 
came up to Bread Loaf in the summers, to spend the season here with 


his friends and paying guests, he was a utopian dreamer. Like some 


()) ® other utopians, Battell found his ideal, not in the creation of a new order, 








but in the restoration of the past. Battell in many ways hated the 
direction of his contemporary world. The years of his establishment of 
Bread Loaf were also the years of the invention and the early 
flourishing of the automobile—and Battell would not allow the 
automobile on his mountain. If you drove your car to Vermont for a 
Bread Loaf summer, you had to leave it below, in East Middlebury. The 
Bread Loaf carriage would come down Sand Hill and pick you up. The 
carriages were of course drawn by horses. And in retrospect, Battell’s 
registering of all those Morgan horses in the opening years of the 
twentieth century seems, symbolically, not only a sign of his love for 
those creatures but also a quixotic attempt to keep alive the pre- 


industrial past. 


Another way in which Battell was a Romantic involves those 40,000 
acres that he used to gaze at so proudly from the porch of the Inn. At 
first, this may seem an image of the smug pride of the robber baron— 
and Battell’s life is congruent with the latter years of the great robber 
barons, the nineteenth-century railroad and industrial tycoons. But 


Battell was something like a robber baron stood on his head. The far, 


far wealthier Vanderbilts, true robber barons, left, as perhaps their

most famous architectural legacy, Biltmore House, the largest family 
dwelling ever built in the U.S., based upon a Loire chateau, and 
standing today, coincidentally, just outside Asheville, North Carolina, 
where our new campus is located. The comparison between Biltmore, 
genuinely lovely as it is, and the homely and homey buildings of Bread 
Loaf seems, to me at least, altogether to Battell’s credit. Biltmore is a 
gesture of George Washington Vanderbilt’s self-aggrandizement. Bread 
Loaf is truly the site of a community. I find it eloquent, for example, 
that I have never been able to discover for sure just where Battell 
himself lived in these buildings: the man has disappeared into the 
community. But, to repeat: What about those 40,000 acres? Here again, 
Battell’s distrust and dislike of the modern world comes into play. It is a 
bit difficult to believe today, but in Battell’s lifetime, Vermont was 80% 
cleared of forest (today it is 20% cleared of forest). Battell feared that 
the next generation might see the complete disappearance of all 
wilderness from the state. His purchase of his tens of thousands of acres 
was an attempt to preserve wildness for future generations. Battell was 
actually akin, not to the robber barons, but to his younger 
contemporary the trust-buster Theodore Roosevelt. And Battell’s 


anxiety to preserve wildness in Vermont is a direct analogue to one of 





Roosevelt’s greatest acts, and perhaps the most magnificent outcome of 


American Romanticism, the establishment of the National Park system. 


Middlebury College today stresses environmental awareness, arguably, 
more strenuously than any other major American college or university. 
The ultimate reason for that is the example and the philanthropy of 


Joseph Battell. 


When Battell died in 1915, he left the Bread Loaf Inn and other 


buildings and thousands of acres of surrounding forest to Middlebury 


D 


College. Now 1915 was a crucial year: in that year the college founded 


the first of its famous summer language schools, of which today there 
are nine, occupying the campus of Middlebury College each summer 
while we are up here within sight of Bread Loaf Mountain. While the 
Language Schools continued to proliferate over the next several years, 
the college remained baffled at what to do with Joe Battell’s inn and 
other buildings, until, on another fine day, someone (and no one is quite 
sure who) suggested a school for English that would be the equivalent of 
the Language Schools. The School of English opened in 1920; Robert 


Frost, who had a long-standing interest in such a school, began 





summering here and took the school under his wing; a few years later, 
the Bread Loaf Writers’ Conference split off from the School of English 
(and still occupies this campus every summer for 12 days after we leave), 
and the rest is history. That’s how we all come to be sitting here this 
evening in this incredibly beautiful place . . . before the deluge of 


activity tomorrow. 


I can think of no other nineteenth-century utopian community that has 
survived so intact and in such good health as Bread Loaf. But there’s 
one major difference between Battell’s utopia and our own. Battell’s 
utopia was designed, as I’ve said, in some ways to deny the present. 
We’re rather different. Remember that picture, a pleasant picture, I 
believe, that I tried to conjure up earlier, of Bread Loaf citizens sitting 


in their Adirondack chairs on the West Lawn, clicking away at their 


laptops. This is a place where the pastoral and the utopian are vehicles 


aimed toward the future. Oh, and, speaking of vehicles, we even let you 


bring your car. 


Now, come with me to the Barn for some refreshments.

Dear Colleague: 


This letter is addressed to all Bread Loaf faculty members. A variant of this letter will be familiar 
to returning colleagues, but it would be nice if you would refresh your memory about our grading 
strategies anyway. 


Your grading at Bread Loaf should in general reflect the grading you do at your home institution 
for students in a Master's program. In general, grades from A to A- should indicate a distinguished 
performance. In practice, grades from B+ to B- cover a very broad range, from quite good work (B+) to 
passing but very undistinguished work (B-). C is a grade for work that does not merit a pass. F is for a 
total failure in the course, usually reflecting a failure to finish the work. 


Bread Loaf has not been immune to the spread of grade inflation over the years. In most classes, 
half or more of the students receive grades of A- and above. This high range of grades, sometimes (I 
believe) for not very distinguished work, has become too common at Bread Loaf; if you exercise greater 
rigor in grading, you certainly have my full backing. 


More important than the grades on the transcript are the comments I ask you to write on each 
student at the time you submit your grades. These judgments become a part of the School's records and 
are, very occasionally, helpful in determining whether to readmit a student. Our greatest use of the 
comments, by far, however, is in the writing of letters of recommendation. As you may well imagine, 
given some 550 Bread Loaf students annually, many of whom are considering new jobs, further study, or 
career changes, the demand for letters of recommendation is at times staggering. Emily Bartels and I, with 
the assistance of Judy Jessup, compose over a hundred letters of recommendation a year. I urge you to 
remember this use of the comments in letters of recommendation as you compose your comment 
cards. I attach a statement of School policy regarding these comments, since they are included under the 
Family Education Rights and Privacy Acts of 1974. 


Papers with due-dates early in the summer could help you spot trouble--a weak student, a 
miscalculation in the demands of the course, etc. Most members of the faculty in literature assign an 
eight- to ten-page paper due around mid-session and another due toward the end of the session. There’s 
nothing prescriptive about that observation. 


We have in recent summers become plagued with late papers and requests for extensions; I urge 
you to require that all work be submitted in time for grading before the end of the summer session. It's 
definitely a good idea to announce your policy on due dates early on. Casualness in regard to deadlines 
can create problems you don't need in late July or August. On behalf of the students, I ask that any papers 
not read and graded by the end of classes be handed in to the Bread Loaf office for mailing if the student 





has left before commencement. All grades and comment cards must be turned in prior to your departure; 
this requirement should, of course, be considered a part of your contractual obligations. 


Most students at Bread Loaf should achieve a grade of B without difficulty. Clearly the crucial 
grade is B-. This grade is your recommendation that a student be readmitted the following summer on 
probation. If he or she then fails to achieve B or better in both courses, we will not readmit. In all fairness 
to everyone, of course, a Bread Loaf faculty member should not give a student a passing grade and then 
suggest in confidence that I not readmit her or him. 


Enclosed is a list of first-year students. Please pay special attention to them, for their sake and 
yours. 


I will be glad to discuss with you problems of student workload, grading, and standards of the 
School. And (of at least equal usefulness to you) I encourage you to discuss grading with faculty members 
who have taught here in past summers.

It is very helpful to know your needs a few days ahead of time, so if you'd like to use the 
actors this week or next, please contact one of us fairly soon. If you get an idea late, we |i 
do our best, of course, to make it successful. We’re here to support your teaching in any 
way we can. All of us look forward to working with you.

I am writing to welcome both returning Bread Loaf faculty, Acting Ensemble members, and staff 
members, as well as those of you spending your first summer at our Vermont campus. Our Acting 
Ensemble's major production for the summer will be Charles Mee’s Big Love. 


Travel 
The Bread Loaf campus is on VT Rte. 125, a five-minute drive east of Ripton, and 11 miles from 


Middlebury. Middlebury is about 40 miles south of Burlington and 40 miles north of Rutland on U.S. Rte. 
T 


The closest airport is in Burlington, 40 miles north of Middlebury. Several airlines fly into 
Burlington; you should have no trouble making connections. Once at the airport, you will need to take a 
taxi from the airport to Bread Loaf or make arrangements with Middlebury Transit (see the enclosed 


flyer). 


Driving Instructions 
From New York or New Jersey and points south and west, take the NY Thruway (87 north) to 


exit 24 for the Northway (89). Take the Northway to exit 20 for Rte. 149 east. Take Rte. 149 east to Rte. 4 
east. After entering Vermont on Rte. 4, take exit 4 for Rte. 30 north; this goes into Middlebury. Follow 
signs for Rte. 7 south. After going halfway around the Middlebury rotary, continue south on Rte. 7 about 
5 miles, then take a left on Rte. 125 east. You will drive through the small town of East Middlebury and 
then take a sharp right over a bridge (still Rte.125) and head up the winding mountain road. In about 5 
minutes you'll reach the even tinier town of Ripton (take the 30 mph speed limit seriously). In five more 
minutes you'll reach Bread Loaf, a striking collection of mostly yellow Victorian buildings, impossible to 
miss. The first (very large) yellow building on your left is the Bread Loaf Inn. 


From Boston or points east: Take Interstate 93 north to Interstate 89 north. Follow 89 north into 
Vermont and take exit 3 for Bethel and Rte. 107 west. Take 107 to Rte. 100 North. Take Rte. 100 to 
Route 125 west. The Bread Loaf campus is about a ten-minute drive up a mountain from the junction of 
Routes 100 and 125. 


From Burlington: Take Rte. 7 south to Middlebury, and follow the directions above. 


Some estimates of driving times to Bread Loaf: from Boston 3-4 hours; from Hartford 3-4 hours; 
from Albany 2-3 hours; and from New York City 5-5 1/2 hours. 





Please return the enclosed arrival form as soon as you know your plans and before June 1. 


Rooms 
Accommodations will be available on Sunday, June 25. The first meal to be served will be 


Sunday dinner at 6 p.m. 


Pets are strictly forbidden in many of the faculty houses and in school buildings. If you have been 
planning on bringing an animal, please be in touch with Elaine Lathrop in the Bread Loaf office at an 
early date, if you have not already notified her. 


If you are inviting guests but cannot accommodate them yourselves in your Bread Loaf lodging, 
there are several nice motels, inns, and bed-and-breakfast places in the area. A list is included in your 


arrival packets. 


Registration 
Upon arrival at Bread Loaf, you should go to the Inn Desk to check in and receive your room and 


post office box assignments from the Inn Managers, Edward and Victoria Brown. 


Please stop in the Bread Loaf office to pick up an arrival packet that will include your course 
list(s) of students and notification of where your classes will be meeting as well as a form or two to be 


completed. 


We have ordered desk copies of textbooks for those of you who requested them; these copies can 
be picked up from the assistants in Treman. Bread Loaf cannot purchase any desk copy that has not been 


received. 


The School will officially open with a brief, friendly ceremony in the Burgess Meredith Theater 
at 7:30 p.m. on Tuesday, June 27. Please be sure to attend, as you will be introduced at that time to the 
students. Following the opening ceremony there will be a reception. 


Clothing/Bedding 

You should bring informal clothing for country wear, both for cool (40 to 50 degrees) and warm 
(75 to 90 degrees), wet and dry weather. Vermont weather is notoriously fickle. Bring insect repellent--for 
example, Cutter's or Deet. Some people have found that Avon Skin So Soft bath oil works well as an 
insect repellent. In choosing clothes to pack, you should be aware that Bread Loaf has (rather rustic) 
tennis courts, volleyball courts, and Johnson Pond and nearby Lake Pleiad for swimming, as well as 
hiking trails. Bring a flashlight and extra batteries. 


Blankets, pillows, linens, washcloths and towels will be provided for professors, Acting 
Ensemble members, and staff living on campus. Those living in rental houses will have linens provided 
by the landlords. 


Computers 
We encourage members of the Bread Loaf community to bring their own computers. Bread Loaf, 


however, has its own very well-equipped computer center with both IBM and Mac machines. Computer 
Center Director Caroline Eisner and her staff will be happy to offer assistance in the use of the computers 
and various kinds of software. Bread Loaf also operates its own telecommunications system, BreadNet, 
which we think is the most successful electronic network of teachers in the country. You will be invited to 
join BreadNet; we offer instruction in its use. 





There is Internet connectivity in the Computer Center, in the Inn lobby, and in the library. There 
is also wireless access on the entire campus. 


Correspondence

(oddly) the failure to include the person's name in the address. Notify your post office to forward your 
mail to Bread Loaf only until August 1.

Newspapers, magazines and other items that are not first-class mail cannot be forwarded to you after you 
leave Bread Loaf. Express packages sent in advance should be addressed to you at the address mentioned 


earlier in this paragraph. 


Phones 
The telephone switchboard closes at 11 P.M. Late evening calls should be completed by this time. 


Incoming calls should be received well before 11 P.M. Please remind your family and friends of any time 
differential between their home and Vermont. The Bread Loaf campus telephone is 802-443-2700. Long 
distance calls can be made using a calling card or calling collect. There are also pay phones available on 
campus. Emergency telephone messages will be delivered at any time. After 11:00 p.m., emergency 
messages can be left with the Middlebury College Security Office at 802-443-5911. 


Because of the remoteness of the Bread Loaf campus, cell phones are not operable there. 


Newspaper 
You can purchase a subscription to the New York Times by returning the enclosed form. 


Check Cashing 
For your convenience, personal checks up to $50 as well as traveler's checks can be cashed at the 


Front Desk of the Bread Loaf Inn. There are numerous automatic teller machines in Middlebury. 


Paychecks 
Your salary will be divided into three paychecks. As a courtesy, the first paycheck will be 


available during the first few days provided all appropriate forms have been received. The second 
paycheck will be distributed on July 20th. The third paycheck will be distributed on the last day of 


classes, August 9. 


Commencement Regalia 
Commencement regalia rental is more expensive each year. In order to help the School of English 


keep costs down (especially in such economically challenging times), we are requesting that those of you 
who own your cap, gown, and hood bring them with you. If you do not own regalia, the Bread Loaf 
assistants will assist you in ordering regalia (at Bread Loaf's expense) for commencement.

This summer, the Mary Johnson Children’s Center in Middlebury will continue to provide child care for 
the children of Bread Loaf parents at the Ripton Elementary School, not far from the Bread Loaf campus; Bread 
Loaf children will continue to benefit from a high-quality, well-organized program. We have made this 
arrangement with Mary Johnson since children must not be left unattended on the Bread Loaf campus at any 


time. 


The Mary Johnson Children's Center needs to receive as quickly as possible information from parents 
planning to enroll their children. If you will be enrolling your child/children in this program, please call Elaine 
Lathrop as soon as possible at 802-443-5360, or e-mail her at elaine_lathrop@breadnet.middlebury.edu. In 
addition, please fill out the enclosed form and return it at your very earliest convenience to Elaine Lathrop, 
Bread Loaf School of English, Middlebury College, Middlebury, Vermont 05753. Once we have received the 
form, we will notify the Mary Johnson Children’s Center; they will send you a packet of information and forms 
that they will need for you to return including your child/children’s medical history. 


Half-day rates (either morning or afternoon session) will be $135 per week for infants/preschool 
children and $115 per week for school-age children. Full-day rates will be $216 per week for infants/preschool 
children and $190 per week for school-age children. Families with more than one child attending the program 
will qualify for a one-third discount on the second child enrolled. Mary Johnson requires that you enroll your 
child/children in full-week units. Parents must commit to blocks of time; it will not be possible to drop off 
children from time to time on an irregular basis. 


The most important information we need to know is whether you plan to use the child-care facilities the 
entire day (8:15 - 5:15), only in the mornings (8:15 - 12:30) or only in the afternoons (12:30 - 5:15). We will not 
be able to sign a contract with Mary Johnson until we have this information, so, again, please respond at your 
very earliest convenience. 


The child-care facility will provide a nutritious lunch for the children as well as snacks in the morning 
and afternoon. 


If your child or children are beyond the age at which a children’s center is appropriate, we can offer a 
short list of alternatives. We provide this list simply for your information; we are unable to offer 
recommendations.

Dear Colleague: 


This letter is addressed to all Bread Loaf faculty members. A variant of this letter will be familiar 
to returning colleagues, but it would be nice if you would refresh your memory about our grading 
strategies anyway. 


Your grading at Bread Loaf should in general reflect the grading you do at your home institution 
for students in a Master's program. In general, grades from A to A- should indicate a distinguished 
performance. In practice, grades from B+ to B- cover a very broad range, from quite good work (B+) to 
passing but very undistinguished work (B-). C is a grade for work that does not merit a pass. F is for a 
total failure in the course, usually reflecting a failure to finish the work. 


Bread Loaf has not been immune to the spread of grade inflation over the years. In most classes, 
half or more of the students receive grades of A- and above. This high range of grades, sometimes (I 
believe) for not very distinguished work, has become too common at Bread Loaf; if you exercise greater 
rigor in grading, you certainly have my full backing. 


More important than the grades on the transcript are the comments I ask you to write on each 
student at the time you submit your grades. These judgments become a part of the School's records and 
are, very occasionally, helpful in determining whether to readmit a student. Our greatest use of the 
comments, by far, however, is in the writing of letters of recommendation. As you may well imagine, 
given some 550 Bread Loaf students annually, many of whom are considering new jobs, further study, or 
career changes, the demand for letters of recommendation is at times staggering. Emily Bartels and I, with 
the assistance of Judy Jessup, compose over a hundred letters of recommendation a year. I urge you to 
remember this use of the comments in letters of recommendation as you compose your comment 
cards. I attach a statement of School policy regarding these comments, since they are included under the 
Family Education Rights and Privacy Acts of 1974. 


Papers with due-dates early in the summer could help you spot trouble--a weak student, a 
miscalculation in the demands of the course, etc. Most members of the faculty in literature assign an 
eight- to ten-page paper due around mid-session and another due toward the end of the session. There’s 


nothing prescriptive about that observation. 


We have in recent summers become plagued with late papers and requests for extensions; I urge 
you to require that all work be submitted in time for grading before the end of the summer session. It's 
definitely a good idea to announce your policy on due dates early on. Casualness in regard to deadlines 
can create problems you don't need in late July or August. On behalf of the students, I ask that any papers 
not read and graded by the end of classes be handed in to the Bread Loaf office for mailing if the student 





has left before commencement. All grades and comment cards must be turned in prior to your departure; 
this requirement should, of course, be considered a part of your contractual obligations. À | 


Most students at Bread Loaf should achieve a grade of B without difficulty. Clearly the crucial 
grade is B-. This grade is your recommendation that a student be readmitted the following summer on 
probation. If he or she then fails to achieve B or better in both courses, we will not readmit. In all fairness 
to everyone, of course, a Bread Loaf faculty member should not give a student a passing grade and then 
suggest in confidence that I not readmit her or him. 


Enclosed is a list of first-year students. Please pay special attention to them, for their sake and 
yours. 


I will be glad to discuss with you problems of student workload, grading, and standards of the 
School. And (of at least equal usefulness to you) I encourage you to discuss grading with faculty members 
who have taught here in past summers.

PLACEMENT AND READMISSION RECORDS 
BREAD LOAF SCHOOL OF ENGLISH 


The policy of Middlebury College and the Bread Loaf School of English regarding the Family 
Educational Rights and Privacy Act of 1974 is as follows: 


Students or former students have the right to inspect and review all admission and placement 
letters placed in their files after 1 January 1975, unless they sign the Student's Waiver Statement attached. 

Placement 
letters are letters of recommendation written by the Director or Associate Director of the School of 
English. Comment cards contain remarks submitted each summer by the instructors regarding student 
performance. The Director or Associate Director uses these comments for determining readmission and 


for preparing letters of recommendation. 


If the Student's Waiver Statement is not signed, instructors will be advised that comments they 
may submit cannot be held confidential.

e To audition for Big Love, come prepared to read any poem of your choosing. It 
should be about a minute long and you don’t have to memorize it. 


e Mud has three excellent roles. The central role is a woman in her twenties who is 
struggling to move out of poverty. There is also a young man without any 
education and an older man who tries to help. To audition for these roles, simply 
come and we will have selections for you to read.

Director Jim Maddox is across the hall. 


Come here for registration, for class photocopying, to make appointments with the director, to 
drop or add courses, to request a room change, to ask questions about your academic status, to 
hand in forms, to give change-of-address information—and much more. 


Inn Seminar Room West: Dixie Goswami, Judy Jessup, Sandy LeGault 


Come here if you are a fellowship student with money questions, if you need a letter of recom- 
mendation, or if you have questions about transferring courses or about the M.Litt. Program. 


The Front Desk in the Bread Loaf Inn offers many and varied services. Think of it as a 
combination post office, bank, tourist information center, telephone switchboard, lost-and-found, 
and sports central. They will cash your checks, give you messages, sort your mail, lend sports 
equipment, and answer any number of questions. The Front Desk is also your gateway to the 
Bread Loaf physical plant. If you want to report a flood in the bathroom or a burned-out light bulb, 
they will make sure your message is delivered to the custodial and grounds staff. 


Getting the News: The Crumb C@ 
Your best source of information during the summer is the daily newsletter, cleverly named The 

Crumb. In it you will find announcements about lectures, social events, sightseeing tips, academic 

reminders, various bits of Bread Loaf arcana, contests, and more. Off-campus students should 

make a special effort to get copies, since this important publication will keep you connected and 

informed. Copies will be distributed each day at lunch and can be picked up. after lunch at the 

Front Desk in the Inn. The Crumb will also be posted online on BreadNet, in the Cyberbarn folder, 

where you can also find the daily newsletters from the other Bread Loaf campuses. 


Beginning of Summer & Registration 
Because the Bread Loaf campus is used by other groups before our session starts, you cannot 
arrive before the stated arrival date unless you have requested and received prior approval 
because of special circumstances. When you arrive on campus you must stop by the Bread Loaf 
office and Blue Parlor in the Inn for registration: you will confirm your courses; pick up IDs, class 
and library information, maps, forms; register cars; settle outstanding financial matters, etc. 

The official registration day in Vermont is Tuesday, June 27. If you arrive late and miss 
registration, stop by the Bread Loaf office as soon as possible after arrival to take care of 
business. 


End of the Summer & Leaving Bread Loaf 

At all five campuses, students may leave after all class obligations are completed. In Vermont, 
students must leave before noon on the Sunday after graduation (August 13). There are no 
exceptions. 





ACADEMIC MATTERS 


Getting Help 

Ours is an academically demanding, fast-paced program. Because of the intensive, compressed 
nature of Bread Loaf and the special challenges associated with being away from home for six 
weeks, small problems can sometimes mushroom in unexpected ways. Students experiencing any 
difficulties—academic, personal, or medical—should never hesitate to seek help when they need it, 
as soon as they need it. The Bread Loaf administration, staff, and faculty stand ready to help. There 
will be an orientation session at each campus to introduce you to the staff and impart vital 
information about the resources available to you during the summer. 





Auditing 

Enrolled Bread Loaf students and their spouses or partners may audit literature classes (but not 
writing or theater classes) after checking with the Bread Loaf office to see whether the instructor 
permits auditors and then checking with the instructor to make sure that space permits. It has been a 
tradition since 1920 to ask auditors who are not enrolled students to pay the School $1.00 for each 
class hour to help the Bread Loaf office meet routine office expenses in providing services to 
classes. This policy applies to all campuses except Oxford, where auditing is not permitted. 

Formal auditing by non-enrolled current and former Bread Loaf students may be permitted 
on a case-by-case basis, for a fee of one half of the normal per-course fee for each course audited. 
Requests should be made in writing to the director. As is the case with all auditing, even paying 
auditors cannot audit writing or theater courses. Only students paying full tuition are permitted to live 
on campus. 


Confidentiality: Blue Waiver Forms 

Federal law (FERPA, the Federal Family Educational Rights and Privacy Act) dictates that students 
have access to any comments written about them in letters of recommendation or similar documents 
unless they sign a form specifically waiving the right to read those comments. That being the case, all 
first-year students will be asked to sign a blue waiver form. By signing the top portion of this form, 
students agree to waive their rights to review materials placed in their Bread Loaf files. Specifically, 
this covers the comments written by the Bread Loaf faculty about each student in each class and any 
letters of recommendation written by Bread Loaf administrators that incorporate these comments. 
Students can decline to waive this access, and in that case must sign the bottom portion of the form. 
The waiver form will be placed in each student's file and will remain in effect until the student notifies 
the director in writing that he or she wants to change it. If a student rescinds the waiver, any letters or 
comments written while it was in effect will be destroyed. 

The Bread Loaf director strongly suggests that you agree to waive access to the comments, 
simply because letters of recommendation written under conditions of confidentiality are very often 
granted very much more credence than non-confidential letters. The vast majority of Bread Loaf 
students choose to sign the waiver. The choice, of course, remains the student's.

Drop/Add 
Students can drop or add courses up to a week after the start of classes. Students wishing to drop or 
add a course must see Elaine Lathrop in the Bread Loaf office. 


Attendance, Late Arrival, or Early Departure 

Students are expected to attend all classes. Barring emergencies, the director must approve any late 
arrivals or early departures from Bread Loaf (i.e., after classes have begun or before your last class); 
requests should be made well ahead of time. In the case of an early departure, you should first talk 
to your professors. All students may leave after their last class, unless the requirements of the 
course dictate otherwise. 
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Withdrawal and Refunds 
Students who wish to withdraw during the session should first talk to the director. Students who 

withdraw for medical reasons or serious emergencies forfeit the enrollment deposit and room fees, (© 
but may receive refunds for any additional amounts paid as follows: 


- Before the end of the first week of classes: 60% of tuition (and 60% of board) 
- Before the end of the second week of classes: 20% of tuition (and prorated board) 
- No refunds after the end of the second week of classes 


A request for a refund must be submitted, in writing, to the director. Any refund granted is remitted to 
the person who paid the charges. If a refund represents, in whole or in part, the proceeds of a 
student loan, remittance is made by the College first to the lender or holder of the loan. Students are 
given written notice of such disbursements made on their behalf. 


Plagiarism 
Bread Loaf is governed by the following statement on plagiarism, based on that adopted by the 
Middlebury College faculty: 


As an academic community devoted to the life of the mind, Middlebury College requires of 
every student complete intellectual honesty in the preparation of papers and other academic 
exercises. The habit of intellectual honesty is essential to both intellectual and moral growth. 
Effective evaluation of student work and helpful instruction can take place only in an 
environment where intellectual honesty is respected. 

Plagiarism is a violation of intellectual honesty. Plagiarism is passing off another person’s 
work as one’s own. It is taking and presenting as one’s own the ideas, writings, creations, or 
inventions of another. It makes no difference whether the source is a student or a professional 
in some field. For example, in written work, whenever as much as a sentence or a key phrase is 
taken from the work of another without specific citation, the issue of plagiarism arises. 
Paraphrasing is the close restatement of another’s ideas using approximately the same C@ 
language as the original. Paraphrasing without acknowledgment of authorship is also 
plagiarism and is as serious a violation as unacknowledged quotation. 

The individual student is responsible for ensuring that his or her work does not involve 
plagiarism. Ignorance of the nature of plagiarism or of College rules may not be offered as a 
mitigating circumstance. Graded assignments should be the work of the individual student, 
unless otherwise directed by the instructor. It is the student’s responsibility to seek clarification 
about such matters as paraphrasing lecture notes, giving proper citations and footnotes, and 
proper recognition of joint work. Students who have uncertainties and questions on these 
matters should consult with the course instructor for whom they are preparing work. 


Late Work and Incompletes 

Students are expected to hand in all work on time. In a case where an extraordinary circumstance (a 
personal or family emergency) makes it impossible for you to finish the work for a particular course, 
you must notify both your professor and the Bread Loaf office immediately. Before you leave Bread 
Loaf you must fill out a special form and you and your professor must agree on a date by which all 
course work will be completed (usually within 30 days of the end of the session). Both of you must 
sign the form, agreeing to that deadline, and the director must approve the Incomplete. Any late work 
must be submitted directly to the Bread Loaf office in Vermont, not to the professor. If you do not 
finish before the agreed-upon deadline, you will automatically receive a grade of F for the course. 


Grades and Grade Reports 
Bread Loaf uses a letter grade system. A grade of B- is probationary; a student receiving a B- may 
return to Bread Loaf, but must show improvement before being permitted to continue toward a 
degree. A grade lower than B- is considered a failing grade and will result in a denial of readmission. 

Grades will be available online within a month of the end of the summer session; students Q © 
will receive instructions for accessing online grade reports at the end of the summer (you can also 
find instructions by going to the Bread Loaf Web site: 





www.middlebury.edu/academics/blse/students/grades/). If you do not know your Middlebury College 
identification number (it's your student ID number), get in touch with the Bread Loaf office. Students 
no longer receive hard copies of their grade reports. Please note: You will not be able to access 
your grades until you have paid any outstanding balance on your Bread Loaf bill. 





Credits: Note to Middlebury College Undergraduates: If you plan to use your Bread Loaf credits 
as part of your undergraduate degree, you must let the Middlebury College Registrar's Office know 
this as soon as possible at the end of the summer session. Once it is designated as undergraduate 
credit, you cannot change it (and you cannot use it for graduate credit in the future). 


Expiration of Credits 

This information appears in the Bread Loaf catalog, but is worth repeating here. If you are in a Bread 
Loaf degree program you must complete all work within ten years: Bread Loaf credits (for the 
purposes of counting towards a Bread Loaf degree) expire after ten years. Courses taken more 
than ten years ago will remain on your transcript, but you can’t use them toward a Bread Loaf 
degree. If you are transferring credits from another institution, those credits, too, must be less than 
ten years old by the time you graduate. There is one exception to this rule: with permission of the 
director, credits earned towards a Bread Loaf degree will not expire after the tenth year if (and only 
if) you return to Bread Loaf by the tenth summer, and then attend Bread Loaf every summer 
thereafter until you have completed your degree. 


Degree Status: Degree or Nondegree? 

On Bread Loaf admission and re-enrollment forms, we ask applicants to indicate whether they are 
applying as degree or nondegree students. This creates anxiety for some students, who cannot 
always plan several summers in advance. If you know for certain that you want to come for only one 
summer, you will be considered a student in continuing graduate education and you will get a 
Certificate in Continuing Graduate Education at the end of the summer. If you plan, or even hope, to 
work towards an M.A. or M.Litt. (requirements for both are described in the Bread Loaf catalog), you 
should check that line on the form. The important point is that Bread Loaf considers all students 
equal and that your choice is non-binding. Many students enroll for what they think will be only one 
summer and find themselves leaving the Burgess Meredith Theater holding a diploma five years 
later. Other students plan to get the degree, but then life intervenes and they are unable to finish. 
Changing your mind is fine. 


M.Litt. Procedures 
The M Litt. degree program builds in a concentrated, specialized way on the broader base of the 
M.A. in English, which is a prerequisite for this degree. The program is administered by associate 
director Emily Bartels. If you’re a new student who already has an M.A. in English from another 
institution, or if you are nearing the completion of your Bread Loaf M.A. and are contemplating this 
challenging extension of your Bread Loaf studies, please get in touch with Sandy LeGault in the 
Bread Loaf office; she can answer many of your questions and will provide an information packet 
that includes guidelines, an application form, and examples of possible M.Litt. topics. You should 
also make an appointment with Emily Bartels, either in person or online, to talk about applying to the 
M.Litt. program, and about possible programs of study. 

All students, even those holding M.A.s from Bread Loaf, must apply for entrance to the 
M.Litt. program. 


Independent Reading Projects 

An Independent Reading Project (IRP) is a project of reading, research, and writing that you carry 
out independently during the academic year and bring to completion the summer after. The subject 
for an IRP must be an extension and intensification of work in a field that you have already explored 
in a Bread Loaf course (you must have received a grade of A- or better in that course). An advisor 
from the Bread Loaf faculty will supervise and sign off on your proposal at the beginning of the 
process (before you leave campus in the summer prior to the start of your project), and that or 
another faculty advisor will guide you in bringing the project to completion the following summer. 
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The work you do in between is entirely independent, since the Bread Loaf faculty does not "exist" 
during the academic year. The associate director must approve all projects, and she will send 
detailed guidelines to all students early in the summer. She or the director will be happy to meet with 
you during the summer to talk through possible topics or to answer any questions. 

If you are contemplating undertaking an IRP during the coming year, arrangements must be 
completed while you are at Bread Loaf; there are no exceptions to this rule. You should consult a 
faculty advisor well before the summer session ends since the final proposal—signed by a faculty 
member—must be submitted to the Bread Loaf office before the last day of classes. 





Course Transfers 

Requests to transfer courses should be made to the associate director, through Judy Jessup in the 
Bread Loaf office. You may transfer up to two units of graduate credit (six semester hours or nine 
quarter hours, the equivalent of two regular Bread Loaf courses) from other institutions to count 
toward your degree at Bread Loaf. The easiest way to find out if a course is transferable is to contact 
the Bread Loaf office and ask. We will send you detailed guidelines (also downloadable from the 
Bread Loaf Web site), but below are the basic criteria: 


e The course must be taken at an accredited institution. Online or correspondence courses are not 
acceptable for transfer to Bread Loaf. 

e The course must be a graduate-level offering. 

e The course should be offered in the institution’s English Department; if it is not, it must be a 
course that could be used toward a graduate degree in English at that institution. 

e The course must be worth the equivalent of one Bread Loaf unit; that is, the equivalent of 3 
semester-hour credits or at least 4.5 quarter-hour credits. 

e You must receive a letter grade—a B or higher—for the course. 

e You cannot transfer credits to Bread Loaf that are already being used for degree credit 
elsewhere. Similarly, you cannot transfer courses being used for a Bread Loaf degree to other 
institutions. 

e The life span of a course credit is ten years; Bread Loaf will not transfer a credit that has expired 
(i.e., is ten or more years old) or will expire (i.e., turn ten years old) before you receive your 
Bread Loaf M.A. or M.Litt. 





Before the associate director can approve a transfer she will need to see (1) a catalog description 
from the year in which the course was given, (2) a full syllabus (again, from the year you took the 
course), and (3) an official transcript once the course is completed. It is always a good idea to obtain 
preliminary approval (send the course description to Judy Jessup at the Bread Loaf office) before 
enrolling in a course you plan to use for transfer credit. Please note that Bread Loaf must have all 
official transcripts for transfers on record no later than June 1 of your senior summer. 

Bread Loaf courses are generally transferable to other institutions. 


Computers and BreadNet 

We encourage students to bring their own computers if possible. Bread Loaf students may also use 
Bread Loaf's Computer Center, which is fully wired and well equipped with PCs and Macintoshes. 
Laser printing is available at a nickel a page. Computer Center Director Caroline Eisner and her staff 
will be happy to offer assistance in the use of the computers and various kinds of software. There is 
no Ethernet access in the dorms, but there are Ethernet connections in the lobby of the Inn, the 
Davison Library, and in the Barn classrooms. There is currently wireless access in some parts of the 
Inn, the Barn, the Barn classrooms, and in some dorms. More access areas may be added as the 
summer progresses. Wireless cards for PC laptops should be available for sale in the Bread Loaf 
book store. Those of you with Macintosh laptops not currently equipped with Airport cards should 
consult retailers at home before coming to Bread Loaf.

use, and instructions for downloading the software are available for those who want to access 
BreadNet from a computer outside of the Bread Loaf computer rooms. 


Library 

The Davison Memorial Library at Bread Loaf has a small but rich collection of books and maintains 
reserve shelves for each course. Students may also use the facilities of the Middlebury College 
libraries, which include the Abernethy collection of Americana and the Robert Frost Room. There is 
online catalog access to all of Middlebury’s library resources on computers in the Davison Library. 


Textbooks 

There is a bookstore on the Vermont campus that sells textbooks, paper, and office and personal 
supplies (if you are auditing a course, please wait a couple of days before purchasing these books, 
to ensure that enrolled class members get the books they need). 


Graduation and Senior Obligations 

First, and most important, if you plan to graduate earlier than anticipated—by transferring in courses, 
doing independent work, or taking an overload during the summer—please notify Elaine Lathrop in 
the Bread Loaf office well in advance of the summer. Similarly, if you are a graduating senior and do 
not plan to stay for graduation, please notify Elaine as early as possible (before the summer) so that 
your absence can be noted on the commencement program and can be taken into account during 
final preparations. 

All Bread Loaf students are invited, but certainly not required, to attend the graduation that 
takes place at the end of the session for the awarding of M.A. and M.Litt. degrees. These are lovely 
ceremonies, and each campus has its own style and special traditions. Students remaining on 
campus are also invited to attend such graduation-related events as Vermont's senior prom. 

There will be a meeting for seniors in the first week of the session to go over graduation 
plans and procedures. Although senior doings are traditionally cloaked in secrecy, it is helpful to 
know certain things going into the process. During the first senior meeting of the summer, seniors 
will choose a class president or co-presidents who will relay the confidential information about the 
hooder and speaker to Elaine for inclusion in the commencement program. Seniors should be 
prepared to spend a little money: members of the graduating class might be asked to contribute to a 
class gift (this is not mandatory, but is traditional) and they must pay for the rental of their graduation 
robes and hoods. Seniors must also choose the graduation speaker and hooder, plan the senior 
party, and choose the class gift. One important note: seniors or their guests must pay for senior 
banquet meals eaten by any guests they invite (anyone not on the Bread Loaf meal plan). The picnic 
lunch on graduation day is free to families and friends, and all are invited. 


Re-enrollment 

Students planning to return to Bread Loaf next summer must fill out a pink re-enrollment form, 
available in the Bread Loaf office. Students are re-enrolled initially based on these forms, and a 
summer submission will give you your best chance of reserving a spot for 2007 at your first-choice 
campus. If you forget to do this before you leave Bread Loaf, you can download a form from the 
Bread Loaf Web site. We urge you to re-enroll early in the fall, as some of the campuses fill very 
rapidly and even returning students run the risk of being waitlisted. 


Campus Choice 

You can begin your Bread Loaf career at any one of the five campuses, and you can go to any one 
of them (providing there is room) in subsequent summers. The only residency requirement is that 
everyone must spend at least one summer at the home campus in Vermont. 


Transcripts 

Requests for transcripts must be made by the individual student in writing (e-mailed or faxed 
requests will not be accepted) to the Registrar's Office, attn. Mary Bartz, Forest Hall, 5142 
Middlebury College, Middlebury VT 05753. You can download a transcript request form by going to: 
www.middlebury.edu/administration/records/student_info/graduate. Requests must include your 
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name (and your name at the time of attendance if different), current address, telephone number, 
social security number, and dates attended or the date of your degree. Make sure your signature is 
included with your request; transcript requests cannot be processed without a signature. Please 10 
indicate where the transcripts should be mailed and the number of copies needed, and include 
complete addresses. 
Pricing: One official transcript from the Bread Loaf School of English will be issued by 
Middlebury College free of charge the very first time a student requests a transcript. A fee of $5.00 is 
charged for each additional transcript and all subsequent transcripts; there is a charge of $1.00 for 
each additional copy sent at the same time to the same address; make checks out to Middlebury 
College. No transcript will be issued to students who are financially indebted to the College until 
satisfactory arrangements have been made with the controller. 
You can view your (unofficial) academic transcript online at any time by following the 
instructions for accessing your online grade report (for instructions see above, p. 6; or go to the 
Bread Loaf Web Site: www.middlebury.edu/academics/blse/students/grades/). 








Letters of Recommendation 

Requests for letters of recommendation should be made to the associate director, through Judy 
Jessup in the Bread Loaf office, and not to Bread Loaf faculty. These letters will incorporate 
comments written about you by your Bread Loaf professors, and they will be kept on file in the Bread 
Loaf office for future use. When asking for a recommendation, please include the name and address 
of the person to whom the letter should be mailed and your own contact information. During the 
academic year, requests, including any forms and envelopes, should be sent to Judy in the Bread 
Loaf office. These requests should be received by the Bread Loaf office at least two weeks before 
the letters are needed. Students may also create placement files through Middlebury College's 
Career Services Office (see below). 


Bread Loaf students have full access to the Middlebury College Career Services Office (CSO), located 
in Adirondack house on the downtown campus. They may consult with career counselors in that office 
regarding resume critique, self-assessment, job-search strategies, and other career related matters, 
and they may create placement files through the CSO (call campus ext. 5100 to make appointments). 
Many valuable resources are accessible on the CSO homepage: http//web.middlebury.edu, and the ~ 
career resource library is a central source of information on a broad range of careers, graduate study, 
internship offerings, and employment opportunities.

FACILITIES AND STUDENT LIFE 


Keys and ID Cards 

Students can ask for room keys at the Front Desk. When deciding whether or not to lock your room 

door, please remember that Bread Loaf does not assume any responsibility for items lost or stolen. 
All students will receive a student ID when they arrive on campus. You can use these ID 

cards to check out books at the Davison Library and use facilities on the main Middlebury College 

campus (the College libraries, the fitness room, and other athletic facilities) and to get student prices 

for tickets to various events downtown. 


Accident Insurance 

Middlebury College does not provide sickness insurance for the summer but does automatically 

provide accident insurance for students who are enrolled for classes during the summer session. 

Klais & Company, Inc. will pay the claims for the expense of treating injuries up to a maximum of 

$2,000 for any one accident. Claims will be paid only to the extent that they are not payable under 

the terms of other policies covering the student. Covered treatment includes x-rays, laboratory tests, 09 
surgery, physician’s visits, nursing care, hospital care and treatment, and prescription drugs. The j 
coverage of dental treatment of injuries to sound natural teeth is limited to $1,000 per policy year. 
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In the event of an accident, claims should be reported to: Klais & Company, Inc., 1867 West 
Market Street, Akron OH 44313-6977 (1-800-331-1096 or e-mail klaisclaims@klais.com) within 30 
days from the date of the accident. Medical bills must be submitted within 90 days from the date of 
treatment. A claim form is not required; you can use an itemized bill to submit your claim. You should 
be aware of the limitations and exclusions of this plan before making a claim for benefits. If you have 
any questions, please contact Koster Insurance Agency, plan administrator, at 1-800-457-5599 or at 
studentcare@kosterins.com. This insurance will be effective from 6/1/06-9/1/06. (Coverage is for 
one time frame for students who are enrolled for classes during Summer Term.) 


Health Services 

All students should have completed and returned the health forms they received in May. Students 
are urged to inform relevant Bread Loaf staff of any special medical needs and to bring all necessary 
health information, medications or prescriptions, and insurance ID cards with them. There is an on- 
campus infirmary in Cornwall Cottage that offers limited nursing services, Monday through Friday, 

8 a.m. to 2 p.m. The nurse on duty can evaluate and treat many health problems and provide health 
information and referrals to the Parton Heath Center on the Middlebury campus, the Emergency 
Department at Porter Hospital (in Middlebury, a 25-minute drive away), and private physicians. For a 
detailed description of the service provided, see the Student Health Services handout. Students who 
need refrigeration for medicine should see the nurses. 


After-Hours Healthcare 

In the case of a serious medical emergency, call 911. This can be backed up by a call to the Bread 
Loaf Front Desk at ext. 2700. If the Front Desk is closed, please refer to page 3 of this handbook for 
the full range of emergency telephone numbers and procedures. Again, we urge students with 
special medical needs to inform Bread Loaf staff. It might also be a good idea to inform friends or 
hallmates of relevant details if you anticipate possible emergency situations. 


Medical Transportation 

Bread Loaf staff will assist students with transportation in the case of a medical emergency that must 
be handled off-campus. Students must find their own transportation for all other off-campus medical 
appointments. 


Counseling Services and Support Groups 

The Middlebury College Counseling Service, staffed by three counselors, is available for crisis 
intervention, short-term counseling, and referrals to local therapists for those wishing more long-term 
assistance. The counselors particularly understand the stresses of the summer sessions, and they 
can support you in discussing issues that arise for you in this intensive program, as well as other 
concerns you may have. Twelve-step and other support groups are available in the Middlebury area. 
For more information, contact the College Counseling Service or Health Center. You may make an 
appointment with the Counseling Service by calling ext. 5141. 


Students with Disabilities 

The Bread Loaf School of English is committed to providing meaningful access to its programs and 
will arrange reasonable accommodations for students with disabilities. Students needing such 
accommodation should let the Bread Loaf office know this well in advance of the summer session by 
filing the special needs identification form that is supplied to each student (with the exception of 
those going to Oxford) upon acceptance to Bread Loaf. Students can find fuller information about 
ADA compliance on that form, or by going to the Middlebury College Web site:

Dormitory Living 

Room assignments/room changes: Elaine Lathrop makes the housing assignments in Vermont, and 
any problems should be brought directly to her. Students are not permitted to change rooms without 
first seeking the permission of the Bread Loaf office. 
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Guests: Guests are not permitted to stay in student rooms. 


Linens: In Vermont Bread Loaf provides blankets, bedspreads, and pillows free of charge. Students 
should bring linens to fit a twin bed, pillowcase, towels, and face cloths. Linens (towels, wash cloths, 
and bedding) will be provided for international students. 


Laundry: Coin-operated washers and dryers are available for students, staff, and faculty in the little 
white building between Larch and the Barn. 


Pets: Pets are not allowed in student rooms and must not be kept anywhere on campus. 


Electrical and Appliance Amenities and Prohibitions: The electrical systems in these old wooden 
buildings have a limited capacity, and appliances such as refrigerators, microwaves, hot plates, TVs, 


and coffee pots are forbidden. Hairdryers and curling irons may be used only in the bathrooms. 
Medical supplies needing refrigeration may be given to one of our nurses. 


Housing Problems and Requests: Problems connected with the physical plant should be directed to 
the Front Desk staff; they will fill out a work order for the custodial and grounds staff. 


Smoking 

Bread Loaf has a strict no-smoking policy for ALL buildings, at ALL campuses. Students who smoke 
outdoors should check to make sure that they are not smoking under someone's open window. 
Please use proper receptacles for extinguishing and disposing of smoking materials. 


Quiet Hours 

Because walls are thin and the noise of even one radio can be unbelievably disruptive, Bread Loaf 
maintains constant vigilance against noise. No sound-producing electronic or battery-operated 
devices (radios, CD players, etc.) are permitted in the dormitories unless they are used with 
headphones. Silence is maintained between the hours of 11 p.m. and 7:00 a.m. to offer the 
opportunity for sleep. As with smoking, students chatting outside should be aware of their 
surroundings, since voices can carry through open windows with disquieting clarity. There are 
designated social spaces at all campuses for late-night chatting. 


Dining at Bread Loaf 

Weekday meals are served by student waiters; weekend meals are served buffet style. Meal hours 
will be posted outside of the dining room and listed in the first issue of The Crumb. Students with 
special dietary requirements or food allergies should already have made them known to the Bread 
Loaf office (and if they have not, they should so immediately). We will work with the kitchen staff to 
accommodate special needs where possible. Coffee, juice, and snacks will be available in the Barn 
after breakfast through mid-morning. Beverages and fruit will be available in the Barn after dinner. 
Off-campus students can buy meal tickets for the dining room at the Front Desk. Students’ children 
are not permitted to eat in the dining room. 


Telephones 

e Cell phones do not work at Bread Loaf. 

e The main Bread Loaf campus telephone number is 802-443-2700; all outside calls made to this 
number come through the switchboard at the Front Desk and are transferred to appropriate 
residence halls/floors. Please take messages for each other. If a call isn’t answered in four rings, 
it bounces back to the switchboard and the Front Desk staff will take the message and put it in 
the student's mailbox. The telephone switchboard closes at 11 p.m., and after that time all 
incoming calls dialed to 802-443-2700 will be routed to the Middlebury College Department of 
Public Safety. They can deliver emergency telephone messages through the nighttime security 
officer on duty at Bread Loaf. 

e There are no telephones in student rooms, so students use phones in common areas in the 
residence halls and the Bread Loaf Inn, and there is a public phone booth near the laundry room. 
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Campus phone directories should be located near each dorm phone. To get an outside line on a 
Bread Loaf phone, simply dial 9. The Front Desk’s extension is 2700; dialing 0 will connect you 
to the main Middlebury College switchboard downtown. 

e Long distance calls can be made using a calling card or calling collect; for local calls, dial 9 first 
to get off-campus and then the seven-digit number. For calls within the Bread Loaf campus, or to 
other Middlebury College offices, just use the last four digits. To make a calling card call, dial 9- 
1-800 and the number of your carrier; please wait for a dial tone after the 9 or you might end up 
calling 911 by mistake. If you do dial 911 by mistake, please do not hang up. Stay on the line 
and talk to the 911 dispatcher before you disconnect. In the event of a hang-up, the 911 operator 
will attempt to call you back, or if there is no answer, will send someone to the location you 
called from. 





Security 

Your room can be locked from the inside, and you can obtain a room key from the Front Desk to lock 
it from the outside. Many Bread Loaf students do not lock their room doors, and this mostly works 
just fine. But please be aware that occasionally theft does occur and Bread Loaf does not assume 
responsibility for stolen personal items. You and your roommate (if you have one) must show up 
together in order to receive keys. There will be a charge for lost keys. 


Recycling and Environmental Awareness 

As a state, Vermont is greener than most, and Middlebury College, a longtime champion of the 
environment, makes recycling easy. You will find blue recycling containers throughout the campus, 
clearly marked "glass," "paper," and "plastic." Please bring batteries and other hazardous waste to 
the Front Desk. We also ask that you turn off lights in classrooms if you're the last to leave, shut 
doors behind you, and use your own containers, if you have them, for water and other potables. 


Work-aid and Student Jobs 

Student jobs, in almost all cases, are part of a student's work-aid. Work-aid positions are available to 
students living on campus (students work for their room and board). Jobs have been filled for this 
summer, but if any last-minute vacancies occur an announcement will be posted. If you are 
interested in working next summer, contact the Bread Loaf office. There are work-aid positions on all 
campuses except Oxford and North Carolina. 


Faxes 
Faxes may be sent from the Bread Loaf office, for $1.00 (domestic) or $2.00 (foreign). Bread Loaf 
fax numbers are listed at the front of this manual. 


Check Cashing 
The Front Desk can cash personal checks up to $50.00. There are ATMs in East Middlebury and 
Middlebury. 


Parking 

Anyone bringing a car to Bread Loaf must register it with the Bread Loaf office during registration. All 
students, staff, and faculty must park in the parking lot in front of the Barn. Parking along Rte. 125 is 
illegal and can block emergency vehicles. There is no parking or driving on the grass for any reason. 
Only residents of the outlying Brandy Brook, Tamarack, and Gilmore may park at their residences. 


Property Insurance 

Middlebury College does not carry insurance to cover items that are lost, stolen, or damaged while 
you are at Bread Loaf. You should make sure that your personal insurance will cover any valuable 
items, like jewelry, cameras, computers, that you plan to bring with you. 


Photocopying 
The Bread Loaf office will do class photocopying for faculty. The only photocopying it will do for 
students is for class presentations requiring handouts for each member of the class. Students must 
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pay for any personal photocopying, which can be done in the library at a cost of 10¢ per page. 
Personal copying includes making personal copies of papers handed in to Bread Loaf professors. ( © 





Transportation 

The Front Desk offers limited free shuttle service on a set schedule to and from Middlebury in the 
Bread Loaf van. The Addison County shuttle bus will make several stops at Bread Loaf on Thursday 
through Sunday throughout the session; schedules are available at the Front Desk. 


Student Conduct and Disciplinary Measures 
Bread Loaf reserves the right to dismiss from its programs any student whose behavior: 


e presents a clear danger to him/herself, or to other members of the community; 

e is physically aggressive or destructive of property, or violates the dignity or rights of others; 

e violates laws and regulations, including those that relate to use, possession or distribution of 
drugs or alcohol; 

e demonstrates inability to participate constructively in the program; 

e disrupts the educational function of the program, or is otherwise detrimental to its operation. 


The director or, in his absence, the acting director, will handle any disciplinary problems.

Middlebury College Facilities and Events 

Bread Loaf students are also Middlebury College students, and they (and faculty and staff) can take 
advantage of many of its facilities.

No children under 12 
are admitted. A responsible adult must directly supervise children between the ages of 12 and 16.

x) must read and understand the posted Fitness Center rules upon entrance.

Middlebury ID holders and their guests have priority for their use. (Please take your ID with you.) 


CULTURAL EVENTS: The Middlebury College summer Language Schools sponsor a varied 
selection of films, plays, readings, and concerts. Those events that are open to the public are listed 
in the Weekly Calendar, available each Friday at the Sunderland information desk on the main 
campus, or on the Middlebury College Web site. Please be aware that students attending the 
Language Schools have signed a pledge promising to speak only the language they are studying 
throughout the summer. So don't be taken aback when a casual question or comment to a stranger 
at a movie is answered in Italian or Arabic. The language pledge is taken very seriously. 


1@ CENTER FOR THE ARTS: The Middlebury College Center for the Arts serves as a hub of arts 
activity on campus. Opened in 1992, this visual and performing arts facility serves the College and 
the surrounding communities. The Center is home to the Middlebury College Museum of Art, the 
black-box style Seeler Studio Theatre, the Dance Studio, the Music Library, the Concert Hall, and 
Rehearsals Cafe, as well as classrooms and music practice rooms. 


MIDDLEBURY COLLEGE MUSEUM OF ART: Located in the Middlebury College Center for the 
Arts, the Museum houses the college’s permanent collection of several thousand art objects, from 
the antique through the present period.

Attached is a copy of Bread Loaf's blue student waiver form. You must sign either the top of the form, 
waiving your rights to review materials placed in your file, or the bottom portion, declining to waive your rights of 
access, and return the form to the Bread Loaf office.

Emily Bartels and I use these 
comments almost exclusively for the purpose of writing letters of recommendation--over a hundred of which are 


requested by Bread Loaf students each year. 


Federal law dictates that students have access to any comments written about them in letters of 
recommendation or similar documents, unless the student signs a form specifically waiving the right to read those 
@ comments. (On the back side of this letter is Middlebury College and Bread Loaf's policy regarding the Family 
i Educational Rights and Privacy Act of 1974.) That being the case, I am enclosing a form, on which I ask you to 
make the decision whether or not to waive access to these comments. 


I would strongly suggest that you agree to waive access to the comments, simply because a letter of 
recommendation written under conditions of confidentiality is very often granted more credence than non- 
confidential letters. I certainly have no interest in encouraging you to sign the waiver: it is simply my professional 
opinion (and I believe that you would find it to be the opinion of all my colleagues on the Bread Loaf faculty) that 


letters of recommendation are most effective when confidential. 


Once that is said (and stressed), however, let me assure you that you of course have the right not to waive 
access. In that case, I will still solicit the comments from your professors, and you will have access to the 
comments that the professors write.

Dear 2006 Bread Loaf Senior in Vermont: 


Į am writing to give you some details ahead of time about the events leading up to 
commencement, which will take place on Saturday evening, August 12. The most efficient way 
of doing this, I think, is to go through the entire series of summer events that the semiors will be 
involved in. This letter will perhaps offer more detail than you even desire, but (perhaps) better 
too much information than not enough. 


There will be a reception in your honor at 5:00 p.m. on the first Thursday of the session, 
June 29. If the weather is good, the reception will be on the lawn of Earthworm Manor, about 
two-tenths of a mile down 125, toward Middlebury. If the weather doesn’t cooperate, we will 


p announce an alternate site. 
} 


On the first Friday of the Bread Loaf session (June 30), I will convene a meeting of all 
seniors in the Blue Parlor at 5:00 p.m. One thing that you must do on this occasion is to begin 
choosing a senior class president (or presidents). The president will take the lead in calling 
subsequent meetings of the class and will also have the ceremonial role of speaking on behalf of 
your class at the commencement banquet, just before the graduation ceremonies. 


The trouble is that the idea of a “class” is actually something of an artificial construct at 
Bread Loaf. Some of you are graduating in the more or less standard five years, some in fewer, 
some in more. You have attended various campuses, out of syne with each other. And so many of 
you won’t know your fellow seniors very well. Some of them you won’t know at all. Several 
years ago, we abandoned the idea of electing a president of the class at this first meeting. Instead, 
a number of willing seniors are nominated, and each is asked to say a few words about himself or 
herself, but the balloting is delayed for a week. There is sometimes even, in a mild form, some 
campaigning and lobbying before the election the following Friday. 


There is another election that traditionally takes place on that first Friday that I think it 
wise not to delay: the election of a faculty member to be the speaker at commencement. Being 
elected to be the commencement speaker is both an honor and a burden, since the elected speaker 
must spend much of the summer preparing a speech. It’s best to give the faculty speaker the most 
time possible--hence the desirability of electing her or him the first Friday. I am enclosing a list of 
this year’s Vermont faculty, along with a list of faculty members who have spoken in the recent 
past (whom it would be wise to avoid, I think, given the wealth of other faculty members to 
choose among). It is also necessary for you to elect from among the faculty or staff a “hooder,” 

D who will place the master’s hood on each of you as you receive your degree. I also enclose a list 











of all staff and a list of recent hooders. At this point in that first Friday’s meeting, I will ask one 
of you to take over the meeting, and I will withdraw, so that you can discuss your choice of 
speaker and hooder in complete confidence. At the conclusion of your election, you will need to 
report your choice to me (it is necessary, of course, for Elaine and me to know the name so that it 
can appear in the commencement program). Otherwise, for years and years, it has been more or 
less a tradition for the choice of speaker to remain a secret (Elaine and I promise to remain as 


silent as the tomb). 


Still at that first Friday’s meeting, Victoria Brown will explain to you the mechanics of 
commencement evening. We hope that you will invite family members and other friends to come 
and be with you on your graduation night. We will do all within our power to house and feed 
everyone you invite. Doing this is always extremely hectic (Victoria is at no time more 
completely the heroine than in the days surrounding commencement), since your guests will 
occupy the rooms being vacated by those students not staying for commencement. Last year the 
room charge was $30 per guest; rooms were available on Saturday, with some availability on 
Friday. If you would like for your guests to occupy posher rooms than those in the Inn or other 
Bread Loaf dormitories, you can of course rent rooms for them at local inns, hotels, and B&Bs. 
The sooner you do this, the better. There will be a banquet the evening of commencement. Your 
own meal will be gratis (since you will still be on the meal plan), but there will be a charge for 
each of your guests. We do not yet know precisely what that charge will be. Last year it was $22. 
It is likely that this year’s charge will be slightly above that. At any rate, you will find yourself in 
constant touch with Victoria over the course of the summer, working out the devilish details of 


your guests’ happy arrival, lodging, and feeding. 


Even as Victoria is speaking to you, the three assistants to the director, all Bread Loaf 
graduates (Kurt Broderson, Jennifer Hansum, and Christie Beveridge), will be circulating among 
you, taking head measurements for your academic regalia. It will be necessary for you to rent the 
regalia, at a cost of approximately $38. 


The next week, after the election of your president(s), his, her, or their first responsibility 
will be to call meetings periodically to decide various questions that each class must ponder: 
prominent among these are the choosing of a gift (if any) for Bread Loaf and the planning of a 
party that will take place immediately after the graduation ceremonies. Many classes come up 
with new, never-tried-before ideas. The entire Bread Loaf staff and I are happy to work to make 
commencement what you want it to be. One caveat. Bread Loaf will provide the class with a 


modest sum to help fund the post-commencement party. If the party becomes more extravagant 
than this gift allows for, you will have to seek contributions from the members of the class. 


Now let’s rush to the end of the summer. On the last day of class, Wednesday, August 9, 
there will be a closing reception in your honor, probably on the lawn of Earthworm Manor. This 
is the famous “big shrimp and champagne party,” itself a worthy goal of five summers of hard 


work. 


There follow two days of down time, while the professors finish grading and the seniors 
decompress. 


On Saturday, commencement day, there will be a picnic lunch on the west lawn of the 
Inn for all students and families of graduating seniors; this meal is free to your families. Then, 
commencement. You will all gather in the Blue Parlor before dinner, to be escorted into the 
dining room by the faculty. (By tradition, graduating seniors ask a faculty or staff member to 
escort them into the dining room.) A top-of-the-line banquet follows. Children under the age of 











12 cannot attend the banquet or the graduation ceremony, but childcare will be available during 
f 10 both events. At the banquet's conclusion, the class president(s) address the class and their guests. 
Then we assemble on the porch outside the Blue Parlor, for the procession into the theater. The 
ceremony is brief. The commencement speaker speaks at once. Then the actual graduation takes 
place. Then President Liebowitz will say a few words. The madrigalists will close with a couple 
of selections. Then we’ll have a very nice party in the Barn, and we’ll all say good-bye that 
evening or the next morning. 





So that’s the drill. I hope this run-through gives you some idea of what the “senior” part 
of your senior summer will be like.

SUBJECT: Independent Reading Projects 


If you wish to undertake an Independent Reading Project over the next academic year, 2006-07, 
please read the following guidelines carefully. If you have any questions about the process or about your 
plans, get in touch with me. 


The Independent Reading Project (IRP) is a project of reading, research, and writing that you 
carry out on your own during the academic year and bring to completion the summer after. An advisor 
from the Bread Loaf faculty will supervise and sign off on your proposal at the beginning of the process, 
and that or another faculty member will guide you in bringing the project to completion the subsequent 
spring and summer. Please note, however, that IRPs are not literary correspondence courses between 
Bread Loaf students and faculty. The Bread Loaf faculty are not paid by Bread Loaf during the academic 
year and therefore cannot properly be contacted during the year. You will do the reading, research, and 
writing of your project independently. The initial consultation with a faculty advisor about your IRP 
proposal is therefore of very great importance, and it should happen soon. 


The IRP should be considered an extension and intensification of work in a field that you have 
already explored in a Bread Loaf course. Projects can be approved only if you have received a grade of A- 
or above in the course out of which the project grows. 


WHAT YOU NEED TO DO THIS SUMMER 


Before choosing a faculty advisor, prepare a draft of your proposed subject and a list of the 
primary texts and secondary sources you intend to explore. Your goal should be to produce a two-page 
prospectus (including a full bibliography) that outlines the project in enough detail to merit its acceptance 
as a study roughly the equivalent, in its scope and depth, of a 3-credit course. The IRP is intended to 
involve the kind of focused work and scholarship usually required for an M.A. thesis. As a general guide, 
you are looking to produce an essay or portfolio of approximately 30-35 pages. IRPs can take the shape of 
creative or pedagogical projects, but in all cases they should be complemented by a substantial reading 
list and a set of research objectives. 


Once you have drafted a proposal, you should consult with the instructor in the course on which 
the IRP is grounded in order to assure that the project itself is tenable and that your bibliography is 





adequate and manageable. If, in a prior year, you have taken (and received an A- for) a course in the 
relevant field from an instructor not now on the faculty, you should consult with a faculty member who is 
teaching in that field. Your faculty advisor will assist you in focusing your subject and will suggest 
additional readings, but you should not expect him or her to devise the project for you. Often proposals 
will need to be reworked at least once; do allow time. 


Once you have finalized the proposal, your faculty advisor must sign off on it. (This is not 
something faculty enjoy doing at the very last minute.) You will then turn the signed proposal into the 
Bread Loaf office by the last day of classes for your campus. We do not give extensions, and we will not 
accept unsigned proposals; nor will we track down faculty in person or by email to secure signatures. 


WHAT HAPPENS NEXT 


Once your proposal has been approved and signed by your professor and turned in by you, the 
Bread Loaf Office will route it then to Emily or to me for a final review. If your grade in the course on 
which the project builds is an A- or above, and if the proposal is refined and detailed enough to suggest 
that you could successfully carry out the work on your own, I will give you final approval. You can 
expect to hear from me by early October. 


You should not solicit further guidance from any faculty member after the Bread Loaf session. I 
am on-line (BreadNet) throughout the year and will be happy to discuss any problems that arise as you 
begin your work. You should contact me if your project changes direction in any major way. 


By April 1, 2007 you must submit a complete and polished (not rough) draft of your project. Send 
a hard copy of this draft (no email attachments, please) to Elaine Lathrop at the Bread Loaf office in 
Vermont. If the project appears to be developing satisfactorily, you will at that time be enrolled in the IRP 


for the coming summer session and charged for a course. The IRP has the same cost as a normal Bread 
Loaf course. If you do not submit your draft in the spring, you will not be allowed to complete the project 
during the 2007 summer. If you are not returning in 2007, you may take up the work during your next 
Bread Loaf summer, and in that case the draft will be due on April 1, 2008 


Please note: As you select a campus for the summer, it is important that you choose a site with a 
faculty member who works in the general field of your IRP and who could therefore serve as your 
advisor. We don’t offer Group I courses in Oxford, for example, and not all campuses offer courses in 
Creative Writing and Theater Arts. You do not need to find an advisor for yourself (I will make that 
assignment); but you do need to be in a place where there is an appropriate advisor. 


Once you have submitted the draft in April, I will assign you an advisor from the 2007 faculty 
and forward your work directly to that faculty member. (This advisor may not be the faculty member who 
signed the proposal initially.) Your new advisor will read the draft, make comments and suggestions, and 
return the project to the Bread Loaf office; we will then send it and the reader's comments back to you for 


revision. 


On registration day, you will turn in a revised draft of your project to the Bread Loaf office at 
your campus. We will route it to your advisor, who may then accept the project as complete or ask for 
further revisions. You and your advisor should then meet and set up, as needed, target dates for any 


additional drafts. 


Your final grade for the project will be determined by the faculty reader. As with all courses at 
Bread Loaf, your grade must be a B- or better to earn three credits.

Accompanying this note is a memo to all Bread Loaf students concerning the 
Independent Reading Projects; please read it over to familiarize (or refamiliarize) yourself with 
the procedures. | am encouraging students to start thinking about these projects now rather 
than at the end of the summer, to avoid the IRP frenzy that in the past happened during the 
closing days of term. | am hoping an earlier start will allow students time to craft their proposals 


carefully and will give you enough time to guide and comment. We expect students to do 
substantial reading and research, and they may need your assistance, especially in the 
construction of a full and rich bibliography. 


Let me appeal to you to sign off on projects only when they are in finished form and 
make good sense as academic projects. The more rigorous you are, the better for the students 
in the long run. In the past, some projects have come in that did not have enough focus or 
direction. Because my tendency is to endorse whatever you have approved, the screening of 
these kinds of problems needs to come from you. Students often perform less well on IRPs 
than they do in their Bread Loaf courses; hence, the more advantages we can give them at the 


outset, the stronger the work will be.

Faculty and students remain standing until everyone has reached his or her seat. At Jim's 
signal, everyone uncaps and is seated. 


After the ceremony, faculty must return their rented regalia to Treman. 


THE PROGRAM

Presentation of the M.A. candidates to President Liebowitz. The candidates for the degree 
will rise at the request of Jim.

Commencement address 


Andrew Mahlstedt 


Everything that needs to be said about the Bread Loaf School of English has already been 
said by my eloquent predecessors. 


I would like to add... 


a moment: two years ago, in the midst of a misty summer in Vermont; we sat beneath the 
great oak tree in the circle to the left of the barn, the great oak tree we sat underneath so 
often in John Elder’s class, the great oak tree in whose boughs I had climbed when John 
had me read the first stanza of Tintern Abbey; the great oak that is now cut down. I 
climbed two trees that summer: this was one, PI get to the other later. 


John Elder, one of the vast pantheon of Bread Loaf gods that has graced the most 
accomplished, compassionate, powerfully brilliant cohort of faculty assembled in 
academia anywhere, shared his erudition and experience with us, the students in his 
Pastoral Tradition class. “Bread Loaf is the pastoral,” John said. For our guests, the 
pastoral tradition is writing about the constant loss of a mythical Golden Age, when 
everything was crystalline and pure, and the very human desire to return to that 
evanescent moment of pastoral perfection. 


So when John said, “Bread Loaf is the pastoral’, it clicked for me — here we have sat, in 
places as surreally stunning as Juneau, Santa Fe, Oxford, Guadalajara, and Vermont, 
reading literature while clouds drift beneath mountains and towers and seas, and 
sunstreaks slide across waving meadows — we live, or appear to live, for six weeks each 
summer, in the Golden Age. 


And yet, each summer I have struggled with my existence in such a golden place. In my 
first summer at Bread Loaf, in Juneau, I had a schismatic moment, appropriately, while 
reading Virginia Woolf. We sat discussing the rapture Lily felt while painting, but I felt 
my Own rupture — what was I doing, discussing such abstract, fanciful ideas, when there 
was a world out there to be engaged with. What did this have to do with the reality 
experienced by the majority of the world? What right had I to experience such privilege, 
when others struggled to eat? I nearly left the classroom. 


Each summer at Bread Loaf, I have had such a schismatic moment — while watching 
“Farenheit 9/11” in the year of a heated presidential campaign, when trains and a bus, 
immediately outside the office of my school’s international headquarters were bombed in 
London, this summer when watching a documentary about the “invisible children” of 
Uganda, boys and girls who walk miles each day into cities to avoid being kidnapped, to 
avoid fighting as child soldiers in their country’s civil war. Each time, I nearly quit 
Bread Loaf, wondering what this degree was possibly doing to better the world, how this 
would help me make a positive impact on the world at large. 





Sometimes I feel this way. That Bread Loaf “is the pastoral”, and that this is dangerous. 
That to be cut off from the world at large, but even from the realities more immediately 
around us, is incomplete and dangerous. Each day, while we sleep, Chef Jim Logan, 
Randy Bushee, David Scott, Mike Degray, Amber Degray, Ashley Conwin, Hank Stowe, 
Dylan Zwicki, and Seth and Ethan Dickinson prepare our food; while we eat, Carol 
Williams, Brenda Hanson, Darlen Gero, Karen Reynolds, Joyce Fleming, Marilyn 
Dragon, and Jessica Rochon clean our barn, our library, our bathrooms; while in class, 
George Coro, Tim Kerr, Ray Hollerook, Larry Burns, and Leo Hotte keep everything 
working, and the grasses waving at the appropriate length for moments of poetic 
revelation. And sometimes, while in class, I have caught myself grimacing when a 
tractor drives just outside the window because I couldn’t hear the last comment about 
how Marlowe constructed Turkish identity in the Elizabethan period. 


This summer, while we read Milton, Keats, Dickens and Beckett, four UN peacekeepers 
were killed, perhaps intentionally, by Israeli missiles, in retaliation to Hezbollah missiles; 
it has become clear that BP’s 267,000 gallon oil spill in Alaska earlier this year was 
entirely preventable by following standard business practices; 180 people were killed in 
Bombay on sardine-packed commuter trains during rush hour. I say all this not to depress 
anyone on a night of celebration, but to root us in the earth, in a reality that exists 
continuously, and one with which we should use literature to engage. 


Each summer, when I have this schismatic moment, when I almost pull out of Bread 
Loaf, I struggle to remember what I have remembered each other time, what Bread Loaf, 


in fact, has taught me — Bread Loaf is so special, for me, because is brings together so 
many people who can seek to positively impact the world through the teaching of 


empathy and compassion. 


Earlier this summer, Oskar Eustis spoke to a crowded barn. Oskar is the director of the 
New York Public theatre, and is known by some as the “brains and brawn” of the 
contemporary American theatre. Oskar’s speech captivated. And his message spoke to 
me. He said, “Fundamentalism comes from a rejection of a world without community, of 
radical individualism so rife in our modern world.” I feel so strong about Bread Loaf, 
certainly for the community that we create here, but so much more for the communities 
with which it helps us engage, and how it helps us engage with those communities. 


This community here, each summer, is so ephemeral — six weeks of the year -- and so for 
me, it is the other forty-six weeks that Bread Loaf truly exercises its power over me. 
Through the friendships created here, with fellow students and with professors, I seek 
each year to teach the same empathy that my professors and classmates have taught me, 
to attempt to reach outside my world, my comfort zone, into the lives of characters in 
another’s world. Through understanding how language constructs and deconstructs 
realities — ethnic, racial, and class identities, power, war, love, and hatred — we help 
ourselves, our students, and those who interact with us challenge the “radical 
individualism” that we face. On any level, literature is necessarily about community, 
necessarily about understanding another’s perspective, both in a classroom environment 





and in reading on our own; it is necessarily responsive to the world, yes, but it can also 
be, at its best, transformative and provocative to its audience: to our values, our 
assumptions, our ways of understanding the world around us. 


I so appreciate my time here at Bread Loaf because it has challenged me to see the world 
through another’s lenses, and forced me to re-formulate my own engagement and 
understanding of the world. At our worst we take the easy, comfortable path; at our best, 
we challenge ourselves, our students, and our friends to truly understand another human’s 
perspective, and to understand what it means to try to understand another’s perspective — 
how limited that necessarily is, but how necessary it is nevertheless. 


For while John Elder taught us the aesthetic power of the pastoral tradition, he also taught 
us that the pastoral writers were, for the most part, children of privilege who could afford 
the time in the country, who could sit under the tree to contemplate the herding of the 
sheep because the shepherds, for whom life is not fanciful, were doing the physical labor. 
We joked that summer that the only thing missing in Bread Loaf’s pastoralized surreality 
was a herd of sheep: we could all take turns moving them around the fields, and truly 
“understand” the pastoral writers. But, as John taught us as well, Frost would ring the 
bell when he wanted food, because he had someone to buy, cook, and clean, and what 
would happen to the sheep on Thursday nights when we went to Gilmore to hear Paul 
Muldoon read about Fa, Ha, and Lok in The Inheritors. What would happen to the sheep 
when we all leave? 


Virginia Woolf understood this. In one of her most brilliant, and most missed, passages 
in Mrs. Dalloway, while Mrs. Dalloway flits about her party with Willie Titcomb, Lady 
Lexham, and the Prime Minister (who was good to come), Mrs. Dalloway’s servants, 
Mrs. Walker and Lucy, work: Woolf writes, “The Prime Minister was coming, Agnes 
said: so she had heard them say in the dining room, she said, coming in with a tray of 
glasses. Did it matter, did it matter in the least, one Prime Minister more or less? It made 
no difference at this hour of the night to Mrs. Walker ... All she felt was, one Prime 
Minister more or less made not a scrap of difference to Mrs. Walker” (Woolf, 251, 
Modern Library, NY, 1925). 


All of this is going on right now, right there [point to kitchen]; the cooking team has been 
working for twenty hours to prepare this meal (really). But literature, and Bread Loaf, 
and that first class I took with Carla Mazzio on Mrs. Dalloway, helped to understand me 
this. Bread Loaf has challenged my reality, infused my own worldviews with those of 
Milton, Tagore, Achebe, and Oliver. And as we leave Bread Loaf, we must infuse the 
experienced realities of those worldviews into our study of the ephemeral, ethereal, 
aesthetic. The most powerful thing I have learned at Bread Loaf has been that literature 
can and must be relevant to our lives, to our students’ lives, to the lives of others; to learn 
compassion and empathy, it must be rooted in the experienced reality of the world. 


Robert Frost, Zeus in the pantheon of Bread Loaf gods, perhaps said it best in his great 
poem, “Birches.” At the end of my summer studying with John Elder, I had to go swing 
a birch. (This is the second tree I climbed that summer.) I hiked up to Silver Lake and, 





finding just the right tree, began climbing “black branches up a snow-white trunk”. 
Higher “toward heaven” I climbed, and at that point when the “cup was up to the brim, 
and even above the brim”, I “flung outward, feet first with a swish”. What Frost left out 
was that the ecstasy of this moment that comes not from some abstract, theoretical escape 
from the iron age of earth or reaching towards some golden age, but rather from simple, 
guttural fear — I was really, really high in the air! I was afraid, if I fell, I would break 
something, big (and I know my mother is groaning right now!). As the birch tree began 
to bend back to earth, it even caught its tip in a notch in a nearby tree, and I found myself 
holding onto Frost’s beloved birch, horizontal now, not exactly dipping “its top down and 
[setting] me down again” — I was hanging 30 feet in the air! My friend grabbed the other 
tree, shook it, and, then, the birch laid me down softly back to the earth. “I too am a 
swinger of birches!” I screamed, not in clichéd poetry-turned-reality, but in ecstasy that I 


hadn’t broken my femur! 


While in many ways the poem is about that ecstatic moment when the birch begins to 
bend, about the climbing up, I think the important part of the poem, about the experience, 
is found a few lines before the last verse: “Earth’s the right place for love: I don’t know 
where it’s likely to go better.” As we swing back from our summers of brimming cups, 
let us embrace the earth, the hard realities; let’s remember that the birch can only swing 
us because it has roots. It is the earth that gives us and the writers we read, the inspiration 
to write literature. It is only through working toward an understanding of their 
perspectives that we realize the true potential of literature — to empathize, to learn 
compassion for another. To step outside what we know already, and to try to understand 


the world of another. 





Bread Loaf Graduate School of English Commencement Address 
August 12, 2006 


Andrea A. Lunsford 

President Liebowitz and Trustees of Middlebury College, Director 
Maddox, colleagues, students, family members, friends, and—especially— 
this remarkable group of 2006 memea who represent such a 
fascinating range of experience. 

You come from as far away as India and as nearby as a school right 
up the road. You have hurtled through your degree in three brief summers— 
and have spread it out for as long as eleven . You teach in or come from 
three countries and fourteen states--and speak at least ten languages, 
including Zulu and Mandarin Chinese. You teach in tiny rural hamlets, vast 
urban centers, and just about everywhere in between, in private and public 
schools, in every grade from kindergarten through senior year and even as a 
trainer and writer for an educational software firm. When I look at the sheer 
talent and breadth of imagination, the intellectual and personal integrity here 
before me, I am doubly, triply honored by your invitation to deliver this 
commencement address: thank you, thank you, thank you. 

Several weeks ago, still stunned by the news that I was to be this 
year’s speaker, I fell asleep in a kind of a panic—and I dreamt a panicky 


dream: in my dream, the fabled night had arrived. I rose to speak and 








opened the folder holding my address, only to see that the first page held one 
lone and enigmatic word: linguine. Attempting to appear calm, I turned the 
page: linguine, it glared up at me. And every page held the same taunting 
message: linguine, linguine, linguine: clearly my raven croaked not 
“nevermore” but “linguine evermore.” 

I’m still puzzling over whether this dream signaled the fear that my 
commencement remarks would have all the gravitas of a wet noodle, or 
whether “linguine” is just a not-so-Freudian displacement for “I’m a 
weenie.” Whatever the case, you can be sure that I have checked 
obsessively today to make sure that these pages were not marred by the 
offending word. I also obsessively came over to inspect the en here in the 
Theatre, and especially to locate the microphone—since I remember only 
too well one of my earliest public addresses, during which I spoke clearly, 
earnestly, and directly into what I later realized was a small lamp. 

I want to talk to you tonight not about my close encounters with 
strange foods or my ineptitudes with technology, however, but about what I 
think of as the Bread Loaf promise, which brings with it very great gifts. 

But first, come back with me to another time and place. It’s 


Washington, D.C. on July 21, 1896. On that day, Josephine St. Pierre 


Ruffin, president of the Women’s Era Club of Boston and editor of the first 


(( 














newspaper published by Black women, decided not to get angry but to get 
even. Reacting to the comment of a white journalist that Black women were 
“wholly devoid of morality,” Ruffin called for “an army of organized 
women” to consolidate their voices by joining together in one nation-wide 
organization. Out of her call came the National Association of Colored 
Women’s Clubs, the oldest African American secular organization in 
existence today. The group members chose as their motto one simple 
phrase: “Lifting as we climb.” 

I first learned of this organization and its motto several decades ago, 
as I was beginning to fully appreciate the extraordinary contributions 
African American women—and many other people of color—have made to 
every aspect of our national life, and on a personal note, I’ve had many 
occasions to be grateful for those friends, family members, colleagues, and 
students who have—with the greatest generosity—lifted me up even as they 
were trying to lift themselves. I know, that each of you carries similar 
memories. 

Tonight I want to take some time to recognize how much “‘ifting as 
we climb” is part of Bread Loaf’s promise to all of us and to all our students. 


In doing so, it seems fitting to think first of Bread Loaf’s mother ship, 


Middlebury College, the alma mater of Alexander Lucius Twilight, the first 





African American known to have graduated from a U.S. college or 
university—in 1823. Twilight went on to serve as a Presbyterian minister, a 


school principal and, eventually, a member of the Vermont state legislature, 


giving back bountifully to the college that had contributed to his education. 


I could point to many other ways in which Middlebury has upheld the ideals 
of the NACW motto: I think for instance of May Belle Chellis, first woman 
graduate of Middlebury (1886) after whom Middlebury’s May Belle Chellis 
Women’s Resource Center is named. I think of Mary Annette Anderson, the 
first African American Woman elected to Phi Beta Kappa and a graduate of 
Middlebury in 1899. And I think of Gladstone Lewis Chandler, a 1926 
graduate of Middlebury who went on to teach at Morehouse College in 
Atlanta where he became a mentor for Martin Luther King, Jr. Chellis, 
Anderson, and Chandler were all educated at Middlebury College: lifting as 
they climbed. 

What I am calling the promise and gift of Bread Loaf are in fact 
inscribed in the very beginnings of this graduate program. As Jim told us in 
his opening address just a few short weeks ago, our patron Joseph Battell, 
was known for something other than penning the execrable lines of Ellen. In 
his opening talk, Jim asked us, for a few moments at least, to “step aside 


from our leering attitude toward Battell and Ellen [to] notice what Battell is 





actually doing [in his guise as Old Piney]: he’s offering her an education. 
Battell was in fact an outspoken champion of women’s education in the late 
nineteenth century.” So, Jim concluded, “it’s with a certain shock that we 
realize that that odd picture, of Old Piney giving his lectures to Ellen, is 
actually the first image we have of education taking place beneath Bread 
Loaf Mountain.” 

Battell’s commitment to an inclusive education has been realized most 
fully, however, under the direction of the indefatigable, the inimitable, the 
inordinately learned, eloquent, witty, and wise Jim Maddox. Working with 
Dixie Goswami and Emily Bartels—who themselves are not too shabby in 
terms of learning, eloquence, wit, and wisdom—Jim has worked to quite 
literally change the face of Bread Loaf, by raising millions upon millions of 
dollars to provide scholarships for rural teachers, inner-city teachers, and 


public school teachers from groups underrepresented in the profession. In 


doing so, Jim--and the many other staff members who work tirelessly 


alongside him—are acting out not only the impulse of Battell but also the 
vision and goals of the National Association of Colored Women’s Clubs. 
These women have handed down a legacy to us, a legacy of believing in 
human potential, in the possibility of education for African Americans, for 


women, for people who live in poverty, for all human beings. The women 





of these Clubs believed that all of us are capable of contributing positively to © gq 
the world and that all of us, therefore, are collectively responsible for 

nurturing talents and abilities, regardless of whose talents and abilities they 

happened to be. Lifting as we climb. 

Surely I can’t invoke Bread Loaf’s many gifts, however, without 
reflecting on the Bread Loaf faculty. In preparing these remarks, I tried to 
count the number of Breadnet exchanges that have been mentored by fellow 
faculty members. Michael Armstrong is without doubt the champion 
Exchanger: as many of you know, he has worked with Bread Loaf teachers 
and their students not just for a summer or a term but for years, sharing his 
extraordinary talent as a reader of young people’s writing. But many other 
faculty have worked with these exchanges as well, often long after they’ve 
left the mountain and are deep into their own school years. I think too of 
score upon score of Independent Reading Projects mentored by Bread Loaf 
faculty members—not to mention the ways in which the faculty continue to 
design courses that carry out Cicero’s age-old dictum to “instruct, delight, 
and persuade,” a point alluded to by both Deidre and Andrew earlier this 
evening. Every year I stand rapt—along with many of you—at the 
bookstore, marveling at the readings spread before me, and I never leave 


without a long list of works that, as I have time to absorb and study them, 





teach me how much I still have to learn. Perhaps most of all, however, 
members of the Bread Loaf faculty—at least at our very best—embody a 
lesson often taught by another Bread Loafer, Jackie Royster, who insists that 


the consequences of what we do take root in our students and that, therefore, 


we must be judged by the outcomes of our teaching. As Jackie puts it, when 


we are teaching the promise and gift of Bread Loaf, our pedagogy and 
practice “should be in the interest of creating people with the vision, values, 
and skills that will help them to make a better world.” It goes without 
saying that such a pedagogy will strive against the overt racism and sexism 
characteristic of Josephine St. Pierre Ruffin’s day and Alexander Twilight’s 
day as well as, I am sorry to say, throughout almost all of western history. 
Lifting as we climb. 

Of course, one of Bread Loaf’s most magical gifts is our theatre, with 
its director Alan McVey and its magnificent acting ensemble Earlier this 
summer we had the privilege of hearing Oskar Eustis, former artistic director 
of Trinity Rep and current director of the New York Public Theatre. As 
those of you who were there will remember, Oskar vividly described the 
moment—in ancient Greece—when the orator or rhapsode turned from 
directly addressing the audience to engage in dialogue with another persona 


on the stage. This birthing moment of western drama, Oskar argued, 











encapsulates the unique gift that drama brings to us, the gift of intense focus 





on the perspective of others, on intense and enduring collaboration, on 
intense engagement with all points of view and audiences of all kinds. 
Oskar also argued, passionately, that this gift of theatre must remain as free 
and open to all as possible, and Robert Stepto noted, at the conclusion of 
Oskar’s talk, that Bread Loaf theatre is indeed free and open to all who can 
find a seat. Our ability, summer after summer, to take part in the theatre 


productions—by auditioning and performing, by attending rehearsals, by 





talking with Alan and all the staggeringly gifted actors—and to savor during 

every performance the bringing to life of myriad perspectives and points of 

view—enriches us beyond measure. Lifting as we climb. © [ 
I have, of course, saved the best for last, for the promise and gift of 

Bread Loaf rests most of all in its students. You have your moments, of 

course: cacophonous karaoke crooning at Angela’s, the annual unveiling of 

suppressed (and not so suppressed) desires, the late-night plunges into 

Pleiad, the marathon negotiations over your class gift. But even these playful 

or indecisive moments reflect the robustness of the community that forms 

every summer on this mountain. Those who arrive here in late June come 


from many states, countries, and heritages; many have never been here 


before. Yet seven weeks later, newcomers and oldcomers alike are part of

the kind of community Oskar described, one that believes in the power of 
language, literature, and drama to embody democracy and to better the lives 
of others, one that engages varying and often contentious perspectives with 
openness and candor, one that creates knowledge collaboratively, together 
creating and passing on the promise and the gifts of Bread Loaf. 

Among the Bread Loaf community, you, the graduating class of 2006, 
stand especially tall—resolute in your commitment, as Deidre said earlier 
tonight, to remember that “the texts you encounter may not be in the places 
you have tended to look” but all around you in your surroundings and in 
your students.” And you have no doubt resonated with the question Andrew 
asked during his banquet address: What [does this idyllic, golden Bread 
Loaf experience have to do with the reality experienced by the majority of 
the world? What right had I,” asked Andrew, “to experience such privilege 
when others struggled to eat?” Andrew provided a moving answer to this 
question, and I will add my own: This idyllic, golden Bread Loaf experience 
is precisely the place where you learn to realize the promise and pass on the 
gifts of Bread Loaf by Lifting as you climb. 

Tonight, I have tried—by weaving together the words and images of 


many, many participants in this community—to summon up, to invoke, the 


very best spirit of the Bread Loaf School of English, its promise and its 


many, many gifts. Of course, we do not always live up to this spirit: but it is 
there, ready to be recognized by and reignited in each of us. Because Bread 
Loaf is not about any one person but rather about all of us and about what 
we can do, collectively, to lift even as we climb. 

In the spirit of Bread Loaf community, I’ve asked the seniors to join 
me in presenting poet Marge Piercy’s meditation on this theme of lifting as 
we climb. Here is our reading of her poem, “To Be of Use.”

e The two male roles in Big Love are Giuliano and Oed. Giuliano is a man aged 
somewhere between 18 and 30. He is gentle and sweet, interested in his Barbie 
collection, and is gay. Oed is a fairly macho guy. 

e The other sixteen roles are brides and grooms who enter during the last third of 
the play. Without spoiling it for you, we can say that the scene begins as a 
wedding but doesn’t end that way. There is a lot of physicality to it 

e To audition for Big Love. come prepared to read any poem of your choosing. It 
should be about a minute long and you don’t have to memorize it. 


e Mud has three excellent roles. The central role is a woman in her twenties who is 
struggling to move out of poverty. There is also a young man without any 
education and an older man who tries to help. To audition for these roles, simply 
come and we will have selections for you to read. 

e Copies of Big Love and Mud are on reserve at the Library. 


If you would like to help back stage or assist with scenery, lighting, or costumes, simply 
come to the theatre during auditions and let us know. You may also stop by the theatre 
office (in the Little Theatre) any time.

In his own words: 
What I like 


“My own work begins with the belief that human beings are, as 
Aristotle said, social creatures—that we are the product not just of 
psychology, but also of history and culture, that we often express 
our histories and cultures in ways even we are not conscious of, that 
the culture speaks through us, grabs us, and throws us to the ground, 
cries out, silences us. 


I don’t write “political plays” in the usual sense of the term; out 
write out of the belief that we are creatures of our history and culture 
and gender and politics—that our beings and actions arise from that 
complex of influences and forces and motivations, that our lives are 
more rich and complex than can be reduced to a single source of 
human motivation. 


So I try in my work to get past traditional forms of psychological 
realism, to bring into the frame of plays material from history, 
philosophy, insanity, inattention, distractedness, judicial theory, 
sudden violent passion, lyricism, the National Enquirer, nostalgia, 
longing, aspiration, literary criticism, anguish, confusion, inability. 


I like plays that are not too neat, too finished, too presentable. My 
plays are broken, jagged, filled with sharp edges, filled with things 
that take sudden turns, careen into each other, smash up, veer off in 
sickening turns. That feels good to me. It feels like my life. It feels 
like the world. [Charles Mee was paralyzed with polio as a child. ] 


And then I like to put this—with some sense of struggle 

remaining—into a classical form, a Greek form, or a beautiful dance 

theatre piece, or some other effort at civilization.”

We have 
learned from experience that mail, especially packages, can take a long time to reach Juneau from the 
Lower 48, so it would be wise to send your packages well ahead of time. 


Payment: 

Student bills will be sent from Middlebury College the first week of May and are payable in full 
upon receipt, and no later than June 1. Bills not paid on time will be assessed a late fee. Students admitted 
after June 1 should make every effort to pay upon receipt of the bill prior to arriving. Should there be an 
error on your bill, please contact Kati Partlow in the Bread Loaf office immediately. 


Loans: 
The financial aid office will notify you if you are eligible for a Stafford loan and/or a Perkins 


loan. Each loan that you agree to take will have a promissory note that needs to be signed and returned 
before the funds can be distributed. Money from the loans will first be applied to your bill; any remainder 
will be disbursed either at registration or during the summer, depending on when the loan gets finalized. 
Payments are received in two disbursements, after the money has been received by Middlebury College.

Suites in the residence hall have two 
rooms with two beds in each room and include a mini-kitchenette, with a small refrigerator and 
microwave (but no dishes, pots and pans, or utensils).

If you are contemplating renting a car while you’re in Juneau, I advise some shopping around, 
since car rentals are quite expensive in Alaska. A car makes things convenient, of course, and the 
highway going out from Juneau leads to some breathtaking vistas, but you should be aware (as I’ve 
already mentioned) that the highway system is less than 50 miles long. 


If you choose not to rent a car but would still like some means of getting around, there are bike 
rental agencies in Juneau. The Bread Loaf staff will be able to help you find these. 


You might also want to take a ferry ride, especially for whale-spotting, but also to see some of the 
ruggedly beautiful southeast Alaska islands and coastline. These trips are, unfortunately, not cheap, but 
some of them aren’t prohibitively expensive either. At the last prices I’ve seen quoted, a ferry ticket to 
Haines (which I’ve never visited, but which I’ve heard nominated as the most beautiful spot in Alaska) is 
$36 one-way, and a bit more for a ticket to Skagway. These are walk-on fares. If you by any chance 
would be taking a car, the fares would be considerably more expensive and plans would have to be made 
immediately. If you would like further information ahead of time, the numbers to call (already mentioned 
above) are 465-3941 in Juneau and (800) 642-0066 from elsewhere, from 7:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m., Alaska 


time. 


Information concerning bed-and-breakfasts, hotels, and sightseeing trips is best found at 
www.traveljuneau.com. It would be best for you to plan such trips before or after the Bread Loaf session, 
since your course work is going to keep you pretty busy for most of the session. But a Saturday or Sunday 
trip is of course also possible. 


There will be a summer-long lecture and reading series, open to the Bread Loaf, UAS, and Juneau 
communities, featuring Bread Loaf faculty and Alaska writers. 


I hope that you are looking forward to this exciting summer in Alaska; there is every indication 
that it will be a great success.

In any case, if you want to assign a final grade of Incomplete, please review the 
situation with Kevin first. Before assigning such a grade, arrangements must be made in 
writing with the student for completing the work in the course in a timely fashion, and a form 
(obtainable from Karen) must be completed. Students with this grade should be instructed to 
forward complete work to the Bread Loaf office for transmittal to the instructor. If the work is 
not completed by the deadline established, a grade of F will be recorded. 


COMMENT CARDS 

Please provide an appraisal of each student on the comment card. This evaluation of 
the student's work will explain the significance of the grade and will be helpful in readmitting 
students or in denying readmission, in academic counseling, and above all in preparation of 
letters of recommendation. (If students know that your evaluation of their work is available in 
the Bread Loaf office, they may not feel the need to request letters of recommendation from you 
during the winter.

at the American campuses. Students spend much less time in class there, however, and work 
more on their own.

There are less than fifty miles of highway running in and out of Juneau; the 
highway dead-ends at both ends. I used to recommend that all Bread Loaf students fly into Juneau, but a 
number of them have taken the ferry up from Bellingham, Washington and have had a wonderful time 
along the ferry’s spectacularly scenic route. The ferry runs from Bellingham, Washington to Auke Bay; it 
leaves Bellingham every Friday evening and arrives in Auke Bay on Monday morning. You can sleep ina 
berth or under the stars (people just put sleeping bags out on the heated deck and watch the scenery). 
There is also a ferry out of Prince Rupert, British Columbia, which might be more convenient for some 
students. If you wish to pursue the idea of taking the ferry, you can call the Alaska Marine Highway at 
(907) 465-3941 or toll-free at (800) 642-0066 or visit their website at http://akmhs.com. I should warn 
you that if you by any chance have the idea of taking your car on the ferry, all car reservations are 
probably long since gone. 


A flight on Alaska Airlines (the only vendor) from Seattle to Juneau roundtrip is approximately 
$500-$600. You can often get the best prices by going to their website at www.alaskaair.com rather than 
working through a travel agent. Fares vary quite a bit depending on which flight you take, so shopping 
around for various dates and times can save money. 


The airport is about three miles and the ferry terminal about two miles from the UAS campus. 
Cab fare to UAS is about seven dollars. You should tell the taxi driver to take you to the Housing 
Lodge at UAS. The numbers for taxis are readily available at the airport. 





Registration Day, Tuesday, June 20: 
Registration will take place on Tuesday, June 20, from 9:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. in the Lake Room 


(Mourant Building) on the UAS campus. When you register, you will be given your room assignment and 
the meeting rooms for your Bread Loaf classes, course confirmation, Middlebury College information 
packets, and all pertinent BL-AK information. You will also obtain your UAS photo ID and your login 
for UAS computer access and BreadNet.. Early arrivals on Monday will get their housing assignment on 
Monday and will register with the Bread Loaf office on Tuesday. The University of Alaska will ask for a 
credit card for two additional (but refundable) fees: 1) a room key deposit of $162 and 2) a room damage 
and cleaning deposit of $100. The charge slip will be held during the summer and will be destroyed after 
you check out, provided that you return your key and there has been no damage to your room. Check-out 
and departure for students must be completed by 5:00 p.m. on Wednesday, August 2. A later check-out 
can be arranged at an additional cost of $40 for lodging in a double room and $45 for a single. Additional 
nights will be charged directly to the credit card number on file. 


At registration, you will also be given a University of Alaska Housing and Food Guide. Please 
read it carefully. 


You will be provided with a picture ID, which will serve as identification at meal times, and a key 
card to gain access to the dormitory (Banfield Hall) entrance door, Banfield Hall computer room, Housing 
Lodge rear entrance, and Housing Lodge computer room. If you have not returned the permission form 
for the release of your social security number (the tan form), please do so immediately or the processing 
of your ID will be delayed until the information can be entered into the UAS computer and processed. 








The school will open formally with a meeting led by on-site director Kevin Dunn, beginning at 
5:00 p.m. on Tuesday in the UAS Egan Library. The first meal will be dinner, following that opening 
gathering. All students, including students living off campus, should attend this meeting and dinner. 


Bread Loaf Office: 
The Bread Loaf office will be located in room 103 in the Mourant Building and will be staffed 


from 8:30 a.m. until 3:00 p.m. Monday through Thursday and 8:30 a.m. until 1:00 p.m. on Friday by 
Assistants to the Director (and Bread Loaf graduates) Eileen Clark and Prudence Plunkett. The Bread 
Loaf office phone number is (907) 796-6434. 


Phones: 
UAS has a message phone service in the Housing Lodge. The number is (907) 796-6443. Please 


alert potential callers to the fact that Juneau time is four hours earlier than U.S. East Coast time. All 
apartments and bedrooms in Banfield Hall are equipped with a phone. The phones make free local calls. 
Long distance calls can be made using calling cards, which you may purchase at the Lodge desk or bring 
with you. An answering machine can be hooked up to the phone in the room if you want to bring one with 
you. There are pay phones in the Housing Lodge, Egan Library, and the Mourant Building that accept 
money and phone cards. 


Rooms: 
A bed has been reserved for you in the UAS residence hall unless you have notified us that you 


will not be living there. If you have not turned in your housing forms, please do so immediately. There 
will be a $300 fee for any student moving off campus after May 1. Suites in the residence hall have two 
rooms with two beds in each room and include a mini-kitchenette, with a small refrigerator and 
microwave (but no dishes, pots and pans, or utensils). Your space is reserved from the night of Tuesday, 
June 20, until 5:00 p.m. on Wednesday, August 2. Please be advised that should you remain in the area 
for hiking and sightseeing after August 2, you will need to make appropriate arrangements for your 
luggage as Bread Loaf and UAS are unable to offer storage. 


Banfield Hall is a 15-minute walk from the classroom buildings. Please bring a flashlight and 
extra batteries for night-time walking. Maps of the UAS campus will be readily available on registration 


day. 


Linens: 
Towels, washcloths, sheets, blankets, pillows, and pillowcases will be provided. 


Meals: 
This summer’s meal plan will consist of three meals a day (breakfast, lunch and dinner) Monday 


through Friday and two meals a day (brunch and dinner) on weekends. Breakfast will be served from 7:45 
to 9:00, lunch from 12:00 to 1:00, and dinner from 5:45 to 6:30. On weekends, brunch will be served 
from 10:30 to 1:00 and dinner from 5:30 to 6:30. This schedule may change for July 4 to accommodate 
the holiday schedule. 


Guests: 
If you are planning on having visitors while at Bread Loaf, for security reasons please let Eileen 


Clark know names, dates of arrival and departure. Please be courteous to roommates and do not expect to 
house your visitors in your room. If a visitor can be housed on campus, the Bread Loaf office will collect 
the room fee of $45 per night, and meals can be purchased at the dining hall. 





Computers: 
Bread Loaf students at UAS will have access to computers in the residence hall, in the library, 


and in two computer labs. Both Macintosh and Dell computers will be available, with considerably more 
Dells than Macintoshes. The residence hall computers this year are Dells. All student rooms have 
Ethernet; if you have a laptop with either built-in Ethernet or an Ethernet card you can connect to the 
Internet from your room. You'll need a standard Category 5 (CAT 5) Ethernet cable to connect your 
laptop to the Ethernet network. UAS has implemented a wireless network; students who have laptops 
with a PC Card port should bring a wireless network card if you wish to connect to the wireless network 
for BreadNet and Internet access from anywhere on campus. 


Early in the session there will be workshops on using BreadNet, Bread Loaf’s 
telecommunications system. All Bread Loaf students will be invited to join BreadNet; we provide the 


requisite software free of charge. 


Books: 
You should definitely plan to bring your own course books with you. There is a bookstore on 


campus, but it will not be stocking course books. You should also do absolutely as much of the reading 
ahead of time as possible, since your professors will want you to be ready to hit the ground running. 


Library: 
The UAS library is a very pleasant place to work. The collection there is small, but we have had 
extraordinary cooperation from the librarians, who are working to assemble all the books that the Bread 


Loaf professors have requested for their reserve lists. 


Heath Care: 
Health facilities will not be available at UAS itself. The nearest physicians and hospital are 


located in Juneau. There is an Urgent Care center near the airport. You should have with you at all times 
your insurance ID card. Please return the health card to the Bread Loaf Office by June 1. 


Check Cashing: 
There will be no check-cashing service available at UAS. There is an ATM at the Student 


Activities Center and at the nearby Mendenhall Mall. 


Weather: 
The average temperature in Juneau in July is 58 degrees, with highs around 65 and lows around 


50. Juneau is located within what is technically a temperate rain forest (the Tongass National Forest), and 
so you should bring some rain gear with you. The area averages 5 inches of rain in July, with 5 days of 
heavy rain. 


Entertainment/Transportation: 
You will of course want to go into Juneau itself (UAS is in a country setting, several miles from 


downtown). Juneau still bears the signs of its early frontier history as a mining town; but, especially with 
the advent of cruise ships that stop there, Juneau is also just a leetle bit touristy. But, despite that, Juneau 
is set in a remarkably beautiful locale, with towering mountains, coastal waters, verdant growth, and, to 
top it off, bald eagles often flying over the city itself. 


There is regular bus service between UAS and downtown Juneau, almost hourly. The fare for the 
public bus is $1.50 each way, or you may choose to purchase a student monthly pass for approximately 
$18. There will also be occasional organized outings to Juneau. The cost of these outings will be 
determined by the activity itself. 
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If you are contemplating renting a car while you’re in Juneau, I advise some shopping around, 
since car rentals are quite expensive in Alaska. A car makes things convenient, of course, and the 
highway going out from Juneau leads to some breathtaking vistas, but you should be aware (as I’ve 
already mentioned) that the highway system is less than 50 miles long. 


If you choose not to rent a car but would still like some means of getting around, there are bike 
rental agencies in Juneau. The Bread Loaf staff will be able to help you find these. 


You might also want to take a ferry ride, especially for whale-spotting, but also to see some of the 
ruggedly beautiful southeast Alaska islands and coastline. These trips are, unfortunately, not cheap, but 
some of them aren’t prohibitively expensive either. At the last prices I’ve seen quoted, a ferry ticket to 
Haines (which I’ve never visited, but which I’ve heard nominated as the most beautiful spot in Alaska) is 
$36 one-way, and a bit more for a ticket to Skagway. These are walk-on fares. If you by any chance 
would be taking a car, the fares would be considerably more expensive and plans would have to be made 
immediately. If you would like further information ahead of time, the numbers to call (already mentioned 
above) are 465-3941 in Juneau and (800) 642-0066 from elsewhere, from 7:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m., Alaska 


time. 


Information concerning bed-and-breakfasts, hotels, and sightseeing trips is best found at 
www.traveljuneau.com. It would be best for you to plan such trips before or after the Bread Loaf session, 
since your course work is going to keep you pretty busy for most of the session. But a Saturday or Sunday 


trip is of course also possible. 


There will be a summer-long lecture and reading series, open to the Bread Loaf, UAS, and Juneau 
communities, featuring Bread Loaf faculty and Alaska writers. 


I hope that you are looking forward to this exciting summer in Alaska; there is every indication 
that it will be a great success. If you have any questions about the academic side, feel free to e-mail me at:

Kevin Dunn will of course be available all session long to answer your Bread Loaf-related 
questions. I wish you the most enjoyable of summers at Bread Loaf in Juneau.

Dear Bread Loaf/North Carolina Student: 


The time for the opening of the 2006 Bread Loaf session at the University of North Carolina at 
Asheville, is rapidly approaching, and I am writing to give you some of the details you will need as you 
plan for your trip to North Carolina. 


This will of course be our first session at the University of North Carolina at Asheville--our first 
session, indeed, in the American Southeast. With this new campus, Bread Loaf now has campuses in all 
four quadrants of the country, plus England. Many of us at Bread Loaf have for years desired a 
Southeastern campus, and we believe that we have found an ideal setting in Asheville. The unexpectedly 
cosmopolitan charm of Asheville and the beauty of the surrounding countryside offer us a campus that 
can compete with the attractions of our other campuses, and the Asheville’s elevation at 2,500 feet allows 
us to escape the one dire side-effect of locating in the Southeast in the summer: the heat. We have also 
found an ideal host in the University of North Carolina at Asheville. Never before has Bread Loaf been so 
cordially welcomed by one of its summer host institutions. Associate Vice Chancellor Bill Spellman and 
Ann Martin, Director of the Office of Academic Conferences, both of whom you will no doubt meet this 
summer, have showered us with, well, Southern hospitality. 


Just as each of the other non-Vermont campuses has a curricular emphasis that grows out its 
particular place, we will be emphasizing Southern literature and African American literature at our 
Asheville campus, while also teaching courses on Milton or poetry-writing that can be found at all our 
campuses.

Payment: 
Student bills will be sent from Middlebury College the first week of May and are payable in full 
upon receipt, and no later than June 1.

I recently read all of your evaluations of your experiences this summer, Bread Loaf's first 
in Asheville. The evaluations confirmed what all the anecdotal evidence I had heard had 
suggested: that the summer was in almost all respects (particularly the academic respects) 
a great success. The one large exception was the food at UNCA, which received a 
number of negative comments. 


I have just been to Asheville, to attend the installation of the new chancellor, Anne 
Ponder. During my visit I had a long and, I think, very productive meeting with senior 
UNCA administrators who have food services in their keeping. The UNCA people 
accepted my (i.e. your) criticisms with good grace, acknowledged that problems existed 
this past summer, and reported steps they are taking to resolve those problems. As you 
probably know, the UNCA kitchen was being renovated this summer, and so everything 
culinary was operating below full speed.

Students living at UNCA will be provided weekly with linen (two towels, washcloth, one sheet 


set, a pillow, and a blanket). 


Guests: 
Your guests may not stay on campus, but there are many affordable motels and hotels in 


Asheville. 
Smoking: 
UNCA is a smoke-free environment. Academic areas, public spaces, hallways, lounges and 


residence halls are smoke-free. 


Pets: 





Pets are not allowed in the residence hall. 


Kitchens: 
There is a full-service kitchen located in Governors Hall available for resident student use. When 


using these facilities, please keep in mind UNCA’s guidelines: 

You must provide your own equipment (pots, pans, etc.) for use in the kitchens. Any items left unattended 
are assumed to be abandoned and will be discarded (without notice) by an appropriate staff member. 
After using the kitchen, it must be returned to its original state of cleanliness and working order before 
you leave. Any damage to the kitchen or kitchen area may result in disciplinary action and/or temporary 
closing of the kitchen 


Books: 
You should definitely plan to bring your own course books with you. There is a bookstore on 


campus, but it will not be stocking Bread Loaf course books. You should also do absolutely as much of 
the reading ahead of time as possible, since your professors will want you to be ready to hit the ground 
running. 


Library: 
Ramsey University Library and the reference librarian services will be available to Bread Loaf 
students. Regular summer hours are M-Th 8am-9pm, F 8am-6pm, Sa closed, and Su 1lpm-9pm. 


Check Cashing: 
The Cashier will cash student checks for up to $25. There is an ATM in the Highsmith Student 


Union as well. 








Health Care: 
Health care must be covered by your own insurance. 


Athletic Facilities: 

The following facilities will be available for Bread Loaf students during regular summer 
operating hours (M-F 8am-7pm, Sa-Su 1lpm-5pm): outdoor track, indoor pool, indoor track, racquetball 
and basketball courts and a weight room. The pool is open M-F from 11:30am tol:30pm for lap 
swimming. There will be no charge for Bread Loaf students; however; students must show identification 


for admittance. 


Highsmith University Union: 

Students will have access to the Highsmith University Union. The bookstore, the game room, and 
a convenience store are available to students, but must be shared with participants from other programs. 
The Highsmith Union is open M-Th 7:30am- 9pm, F 7:30am-10pm and Sa 5pm-10pm. The 
bookstore/convenience store hours are M-F 8am-4:30pm. The game room is open M-Th 12 noon-10pm, 
Sa 5pm-10pm. The game room may be rented exclusively for an hourly fee. 


Weather/Clothing: 
Average high temperatures in Asheville in July are 82; average lows are 62; average rainfall in 


July is 4.5 inches. 


Computers: 
There is a computer lab on the second floor of Governors Hall. There are other labs that you will 


have access to; directions to these will be given during orientation. Students must supply their own paper 
for lab printers. Access to BreadNet and the Internet will be available from the computer labs. All student 
rooms have Ethernet access; if you have a laptop with either built-in Ethernet or an Ethernet card you can 
connect to the Internet from your room. You will need a Category 5 (CAT 5) Ethernet cable to connect 
your laptop to the Ethernet network.

ACCIDENT INSURANCE 


Middlebury College does not provide sickness insurance for the summer, but does 
automatically provide accident insurance for students who are enrolled for classes during the 


summer session. 


Klais & Company, Inc. will pay the claims for the expense of treating injuries up to a total of 
$2,000 for any one accident. Claims will be paid only to the extent that they are not payable 
under the terms of other policies covering the student. 


Covered treatment includes x-rays, laboratory tests, surgery, physician’s visits, nursing care, 
hospital care and treatment, and prescription drugs. The expense for dental treatment of 
injuries to sound natural teeth is limited to $1,000 per policy year. 


Claims: In the event of an accident, claims should be reported to Klais & Company, Inc., 1867 
West Market Street, Akron OH 44313-6977 (Phone: 800-331-1096 or e-mail 
klaisclaims@klais.com) within 30 days from the date of the accident. Medical bills must be 
submitted within 90 days from date of treatment. A claim form is not required to submit a claim, 
an itemized bill can be used to submit your claim. You should be aware of the limitations and 
exclusions of this plan before making a claim for benefits.

GENERAL INFORMATION 


Where to Go First If You Have a Question? 


The Bread Loaf office is your first stop for virtually all questions. Director Tilly Warnock and the 
director's assistants, Bread Loaf graduates Peggy Turner and Jenny Wood, are the liaison with 
important offices at UNCA and they are in daily e-mail and telephone contact with the Bread Loaf 
office in Vermont. They can answer questions about the Bread Loaf program and they can point 
you in the right direction if you have questions about Asheville. You should feel free to stop by 
simply to introduce yourself even if you don't have an official reason to visit the office. 


Getting the News: The Biscuit 

Your best source of information during the summer is the daily newsletter published by the Bread 
Loaf office, cleverly called The Biscuit. In it you will find announcements about lectures, social and 
cultural events, academic reminders, sightseeing tips, and more. Off-campus students should 
make an effort to check it out daily, since this important publication will keep you connected and 
informed. The Biscuit will also be posted online on BreadNet, in the Cyberbarn folder, where you 
can also find the daily newsletters from the other Bread Loaf campuses. 


Beginning of Summer and Registration 
Upon arrival on June 20, you will need to check in and register with the Bread Loaf staff, who will be 
temporarily located in the lobby at the Governors Hall (our residence hall). There you will be greeted 
by Jenny Wood and Peggy Turner, who will be the assistants to Bread Loaf director Tilly Warnock. 
They will direct you to your rooms, confirm your courses, give you various pieces of information, and 
answer your questions. 

At registration you will also meet the UNCA conference assistants assigned to Bread Loaf to 
ensure that our session works as smoothly as possible. They will give you their telephone and pager 


numbers, and they will be happy to help you if you cannot find a member of the Bread Loaf staff. 
The first meal served will be the 6:00 picnic dinner. Below is the tentative schedule of for the 
opening events:

(Conducted by Bill Spellman and Ann Martin)

If you arrive late and miss registration, you should go to Governor's Hall. We will leave the pager 
number of the Conference Assistant at the check-in desk there; you can then page the Conference 
Assistant, who will come to Governor's Hall and check you in. You should also stop by the Bread 
Loaf office as soon as possible after arrival to take care of Bread Loaf business. 


End of the Summer and Leaving Bread Loaf 

Students may depart after they have attended their last class and completed their course work. All 
students may, if they wish, stay for the commencement on Wednesday, August 2; all Bread Loaf 
students must leave the University of North Carolina at Asheville by 12:00 noon on Thursday, 
August 3. 





ACADEMIC MATTERS 


Getting Help 

Ours is an academically demanding, fast-paced program. Because of the intensive, compressed 
nature of Bread Loaf and the special challenges associated with being away from home for six 
weeks, small problems can sometimes mushroom in unexpected ways. Students experiencing any 
difficulties—academic, personal, or medical—should never hesitate to seek help when they need it, 
as soon as they need it. The Bread Loaf administration, staff, and faculty stand ready to help. There 
will be an orientation session at each campus to introduce you to the staff and impart vital 
information about the resources available to you during the summer. 


Auditing 

Enrolled Bread Loaf students and their spouses or partners may audit literature classes (but not 
writing or theater classes) after checking with the Bread Loaf office to see whether the instructor 
permits auditors and then checking with the instructor to make sure that space permits. It has been a 
tradition since 1920 to ask auditors who are not enrolled students to pay the School $1.00 for each 
class hour to help the Bread Loaf office meet routine office expenses in providing services to 
classes. This policy applies to all campuses except Oxford, where auditing is not permitted. 

Formal auditing by non-enrolled current and former Bread Loaf students may be permitted 
on a case-by-case basis, for a fee of one half of the normal per-course fee for each course audited. 
Requests should be made in writing to the director. As is the case with all auditing, even paying 
auditors cannot audit writing or theater courses. Only students paying full tuition are permitted to live 
on campus. 


Confidentiality: Blue Waiver Forms 

Federal law (FERPA, the Federal Family Educational Rights and Privacy Act) dictates that students 
have access to any comments written about them in letters of recommendation or similar documents 
unless they sign a form specifically waiving the right to read those comments. That being the case, all 
first-year students will be asked to sign a blue waiver form. By signing the top portion of this form, 
students agree to waive their rights to review materials placed in their Bread Loaf files. Specifically, 
this covers the comments written by the Bread Loaf faculty about each student in each class and any 
letters of recommendation written by Bread Loaf administrators that incorporate these comments. 
Students can decline to waive this access, and in that case must sign the bottom portion of the form. 
The waiver form will be placed in each student's file and will remain in effect until the student notifies 
the director in writing that he or she wants to change it. If a student rescinds the waiver, any letters or 
comments written while it was in effect will be destroyed. 

The Bread Loaf director strongly suggests that you agree to waive access to the comments, 
simply because letters of recommendation written under conditions of confidentiality are very often 
granted very much more credence than non-confidential letters. The vast majority of Bread Loaf 
students choose to sign the waiver. The choice, of course, remains the student's.

Drop/Add 

Students can drop or add courses up to a week after the start of classes. Students wishing to drop or 
add a course must get the on-site director's permission. Students at the non-Vermont campuses 
should begin the drop/add process before the one-week deadline because the office staff will need a 
little extra time to check with the Bread Loaf office in Vermont to make sure that course changes 
won't create problems with your distribution requirements. 


Attendance, Late Arrival, or Early Departure 
Students are expected to attend all classes. Barring emergencies, the director must approve any late 
arrivals or early departures (i.e., after classes have begun, or before your last class) from Bread 
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Loaf; requests should be made well ahead of time. In the case of an early departure, you should first 

talk to your professors. All students may leave after their last class, unless the requirements of the 2 

course dictate otherwise. ©) ®

Withdrawal and Refunds 

Students who wish to withdraw during the session should first talk to the director. Students who 
withdraw for medical reasons or serious emergencies forfeit the enrollment deposit and room fees, 
but may receive refunds for any additional amounts paid as follows: 


- Before the end of the first week of classes: 60% of tuition (and 60% of board) 
- Before the end of the second week of classes: 20% of tuition (and prorated board) 
- No refunds after the end of the second week of classes 


A request for a refund must be submitted, in writing, to the director. Any refund granted is remitted to 
the person who paid the charges. If a refund represents, in whole or in part, the proceeds of a 
student loan, remittance is made by the College first to the lender or holder of the loan. Students are 
given written notice of such disbursements made on their behalf. 


Plagiarism 
Bread Loaf is governed by the following statement on plagiarism, based on that adopted by the 
Middlebury College faculty: 


As an academic community devoted to the life of the mind, Middlebury College requires of 
every student complete intellectual honesty in the preparation of papers and other academic 
exercises. The habit of intellectual honesty is essential to both intellectual and moral growth. 

Effective evaluation of student work and helpful instruction can take place only in an 
environment where intellectual honesty is respected. 

Plagiarism is a violation of intellectual honesty. Plagiarism is passing off another person's 
work as one’s own. It is taking and presenting as one’s own the ideas, writings, creations, or @’ 4) 
inventions of another. It makes no difference whether the source is a student or a professional 
in some field. For example, in written work, whenever as much as a sentence or a key phrase is 
taken from the work of another without specific citation, the issue of plagiarism arises. 

Paraphrasing is the close restatement of another's ideas using approximately the same 
language as the original. Paraphrasing without acknowledgment of authorship is also 
plagiarism and is as serious a violation as unacknowledged quotation. 

The individual student is responsible for ensuring that his or her work does not involve 
plagiarism. Ignorance of the nature of plagiarism or of College rules may not be offered as a 
mitigating circumstance. Graded assignments should be the work of the individual student, 
unless otherwise directed by the instructor. It is the student's responsibility to seek clarification 
about such matters as paraphrasing lecture notes, giving proper citations and footnotes, and 
proper recognition of joint work. Students who have uncertainties and questions on these 
matters should consult with the course instructor for whom they are preparing work. 


Late Work and Incompletes 

Students are expected to hand in all work on time. In a case where an extraordinary circumstance (a 
personal or family emergency) makes it impossible for you to finish the work for a particular course, 
you must notify both your professor and the Bread Loaf office immediately. Before you leave Bread 
Loaf you must fill out a special form and you and your professor must agree on a date by which all 
course work will be completed (usually within 30 days of the end of the session). Both of you must 
sign the form, agreeing to that deadline, and the director must approve the Incomplete. Any late work 
must be submitted directly to the Bread Loaf office in Vermont, not to the professor. If you do not 
finish before the agreed-upon deadline, you will automatically receive a grade of F for the course. 


Grades and Grade Reports e (ê 
Bread Loaf uses a letter grade system. A grade of B- is probationary; a student receiving a B- may A 
return to Bread Loaf, but must show improvement before being permitted to continue toward a 
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degree. A grade lower than B- is considered a failing grade and will result in a denial of readmission. 

Grades will be available online within a month of the end of the summer session; students 
will receive instructions for accessing online grade reports at the end of the summer (you can also 
find instructions by going to the Bread Loaf Web site: 
www.middlebury.edu/academics/blse/students/grades/). If you do not know your Middlebury College 
identification number (it's your student ID number), get in touch with the Bread Loaf office. Students 
no longer receive hard copies of their grade reports. Please note: You will not be able to access 
your grades until you have paid any outstanding balance on your Bread Loaf bill. 


Credits: Note to Middlebury College Undergraduates: If you plan to use your Bread Loaf credits 
as part of your undergraduate degree, you must let the Middlebury College Registrar's Office know 
this as soon as possible at the end of the summer session. Once it is designated as undergraduate 
credit, you cannot change it (and you cannot use it for graduate credit in the future). 


Expiration of Credits 

This information appears in the Bread Loaf catalog, but is worth repeating here. If you are in a Bread 
Loaf degree program you must complete all work within ten years: Bread Loaf credits (for the 
purposes of counting towards a Bread Loaf degree) expire after ten years. Courses taken more 
than ten years ago will remain on your transcript, but you can’t use them toward a Bread Loaf degree. 
If you are transferring credits from another institution, those credits, too, must be less than ten years 
old by the time you graduate. There is one exception to this rule: with permission of the director, 
credits earned towards a Bread Loaf degree will not expire after the tenth year if (and only if) you 
return to Bread Loaf by the tenth summer, and then attend Bread Loaf every summer thereafter until 
you have completed your degree. 


Degree Status: Degree or Continuing Education? 

We ask applicants to indicate whether they are applying as degree or nondegree students on their 
admission and re-enrollment forms. This creates anxiety for some students, who cannot always plan 
several summers in advance. If you know for certain that you want to come for only one summer, 
you will be considered a student in continuing graduate education and you will get a Certificate in 
Continuing Graduate Education at the end of the summer. If you plan, or even hope, to work towards 
an M.A. or M.Litt. (requirements for both are described in the Bread Loaf catalog), you should check 
that line on the form. The important point is that Bread Loaf considers all students equal and that 
your choice is non-binding. Many students enroll for what they think will be only one summer and 
find themselves leaving the Burgess Meredith Theater holding a diploma five years later. Other 
students plan to get the degree, but then life intervenes and they are unable to finish. Changing your 
mind is fine. 


M.Litt. Procedures 
The M.Litt. degree program builds in a concentrated, specialized way on the broader base of the 
M.A. in English, which is a prerequisite for this degree. The program is administered by associate 
director Emily Bartels. If you’re a new student who already has an M.A. in English from another 
institution, or if you are nearing the completion of your Bread Loaf M.A. and are contemplating this 
challenging extension of your Bread Loaf studies, please get in touch with Sandy LeGault in the 
Bread Loaf office; she can answer many of your questions and will provide an information packet 
that includes guidelines, an application form, and examples of possible M.Litt. topics. You should 
also make an appointment with Emily Bartels, either in person or online, to talk about applying to the 
M.Litt. program, and about possible programs of study. 

All students, even those holding M.A.s from Bread Loaf, must apply for entrance to the 
M.Litt. program. 


Independent Reading Projects 

An Independent Reading Project (IRP) is a project of reading, research, and writing that you carry 
out independently during the academic year and bring to completion the summer after. The subject 
for an IRP must be an extension and intensification of work in a field that you have already explored 
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in a Bread Loaf course (you must have received a grade of A- or better in that course). An advisor 
from the Bread Loaf faculty will supervise and sign off on your proposal at the beginning of the 
process (before you leave campus in the summer prior to the start of your project), and that or 
another faculty advisor will guide you in bringing the project to completion the following summer. 
The work you do in between is entirely independent, since the Bread Loaf faculty does not "exist" 
during the academic year. The associate director must approve all projects, and she will send 
detailed guidelines to all students early in the summer. She or the director will be happy to meet with 
you during the summer to talk through possible topics or to answer any questions. 

If you are contemplating undertaking an IRP during the coming year, arrangements must be 
completed while you are at Bread Loaf; there are no exceptions to this rule. You should consult a 
faculty advisor well before the summer session ends since the final proposal—signed by a faculty 
member—must be submitted to the Bread Loaf office before the last day of classes. 


Course Transfers 

Requests to transfer courses should be made to the associate director, through Judy Jessup in the 
Bread Loaf office. You may transfer up to two units of graduate credit (six semester hours or nine 
quarter hours, the equivalent of two regular Bread Loaf courses) from other institutions to count 
toward your degree at Bread Loaf. The easiest way to find out if a course is transferable is to contact 
the Bread Loaf office and ask. We will send you detailed guidelines (also downloadable from the 
Bread Loaf Web site), but below are the basic criteria: 


The course must be taken at an accredited institution. Online or correspondence courses are not 
acceptable for transfer to Bread Loaf. 

The course must be a graduate-level offering. 

The course should be offered in the institution's English Department; if it is not, it must be a 
course that could be used toward a graduate degree in English at that institution. 

The course must be worth the equivalent of one Bread Loaf unit; that is, the equivalent of 3 
semester-hour credits or at least 4.5 quarter-hour credits. 

You must receive a letter grade—a B or higher—for the course. 

You cannot transfer credits to Bread Loaf that are already being used for degree credit 
elsewhere. Similarly, you cannot transfer courses being used for a Bread Loaf degree to other 
institutions. 

The life span of a course credit is ten years; Bread Loaf will not transfer a credit that has expired 
(i.e., is ten or more years old) or will expire (i.e., turn ten years old) before you receive your 
Bread Loaf M.A. or M.Litt. 


Before the associate director can approve a transfer she will need to see (1) a catalog description 
from the year in which the course was given, (2) a full syllabus (again, from the year you took the 
course), and (3) an official transcript once the course is completed. It is always a good idea to obtain 
preliminary approval (send the course description to Judy Jessup at the Bread Loaf office) before 
enrolling in a course you plan to use for transfer credit. Please note that Bread Loaf must have all 
official transcripts for transfers on record no later than June 1 of your senior summer. 

Bread Loaf courses are generally transferable to other institutions. 


Computers and BreadNet 

There is a computer lab on the second floor of Governors Hall. There are other labs that you will 
have access to; directions to these will be given during orientation. Students must supply their own 
paper for lab printers. Access to BreadNet and the Internet will be available from the computer labs. 
All student rooms have Ethernet access; if you have a laptop with either built-in Ethernet or an 
Ethernet card you can connect to the Internet from your room. You will need a Category 5 (CAT 5) 
Ethernet cable to connect your laptop to the Ethernet network. 

Bread Loaf operates its own telecommunications network, BreadNet, which we think is the 
most successful electronic network of teachers in the country. All Bread Loaf students receive 
BreadNet accounts (with a BreadNet account user ID and password), free of charge, when they 
arrive on campus. If you have not used BreadNet before, the office staff can help you get started; the 





office will also provide instructions for downloading the software for those who want to access 
BreadNet from a computer outside of the Bread Loaf/North Carolina computer lab. 


Library 
Ramsey University Library and the reference librarian services will be available to Bread Loaf 
students. Regular summer hours are 8:00 a.m.—9:00 p.m., Monday through Thursday; 8:00 a.m.— 
6:00 p.m., Friday; closed on Saturday; 1:00 p.m.—9:00 p.m., Sunday. 


Textbooks 
There is a bookstore on campus, but it will not be stocking Bread Loaf course books. 


Graduation and Senior Obligations 

First, and most important, if you plan to graduate earlier than anticipated—by transferring in courses, 
doing independent work, or taking an overload during the summer—please notify the Bread Loaf 
office in Vermont well in advance of the summer. Similarly, if you are a graduating senior and do not 
plan to stay for graduation, please notify the Bread Loaf office in Vermont as early as possible 
(before the summer) so that your absence can be noted on the commencement program and can be 
taken into account during final preparations. 

All Bread Loaf students are invited, but certainly not required, to attend the graduation that 
takes place at the end of the session for the awarding of M.A. and M.Litt. degrees. These are lovely 
ceremonies, and each campus has its own style and special traditions. Students remaining on 
campus are also invited to attend any all-school graduation-related events, and all students who are 
on the meal plan may stay for the graduation meal if there is one. 

There will be a meeting for seniors in the first week of the session to go over graduation 
plans and procedures. Although senior doings are traditionally cloaked in secrecy, it is helpful to 
know certain things going into the process. During the first senior meeting of the summer, seniors 
will choose a class president or co-presidents who will relay the confidential information about the 


hooder and speaker to the Bread Loaf office for inclusion in the commencement program. Seniors 
should be prepared to spend a little money: members of the graduating class might be asked to 
contribute to a class gift (this is not mandatory, but is traditional) and they must pay for the rental of 
their graduation robes and hoods. Seniors must also choose the graduation speaker and hooder, 
plan the senior party, and choose the class gift. 

One important note: seniors or their guests must pay for senior banquet meals eaten by 
any guests they invite (anyone not already on the Bread Loaf meal plan). 


Re-enrollment 

Students planning to return to Bread Loaf next summer must fill out a pink re-enrollment form, 
available in the Bread Loaf office. Students are re-enrolled initially based on these forms, and a 
summer submission will give you your best chance of reserving a spot for 2007 at your first-choice 
campus. If you forget to do this before you leave Bread Loaf, you can download a form from the 
Bread Loaf Web site. We urge you to re-enroll early in the fall, as some of the campuses fill very 
rapidly and even returning students run the risk of being waitlisted. 


Campus Choice 

You can begin your Bread Loaf career at any one of the five campuses, and you can go to any one 
of them (providing there is room) in subsequent summers. The only residency requirement is that 
everyone must spend at least one summer at the home campus in Vermont. 


Transcripts 

Requests for transcripts must be made by the individual student in writing (e-mailed or faxed 
requests will not be accepted) to the Registrar's Office, attn. Mary Bartz, Forest Hall, 5142 
Middlebury College, Middlebury VT 05753. You can download a transcript request form by going to: 
www.middlebury.edu/administration/records/student_info/graduate. Requests must include your 
name (and your name at the time of attendance if different), current address, telephone number, 
social security number, and dates attended or the date of your degree. Make sure your signature is 
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included with your request; transcript requests cannot be processed without a signature. Please 
indicate where the transcripts should be mailed and the number of copies needed, and include © 2 


complete addresses. 

Pricing: One official transcript from the Bread Loaf School of English will be issued by 
Middlebury College free of charge the very first time a student requests a transcript. A fee of $5.00 is 
charged for each additional transcript and all subsequent transcripts; there is a charge of $1.00 for 
each additional copy sent at the same time to the same address; make checks out to Middlebury 
College. No transcript will be issued to students who are financially indebted to the College until 
satisfactory arrangements have been made with the controller. 

You can view your (unofficial) academic transcript online at any time by following the 
instructions for accessing your online grade report (for instructions see above on p. 6; or go to the 
Bread Loaf Web Site: www.middlebury.edu/academics/blse/students/grades/). 


Letters of Recommendation 

Requests for letters of recommendation should be made to the associate director, through Judy 
Jessup in the Bread Loaf office in Vermont, and not to Bread Loaf faculty. You can reach Judy by 
e-mail at judy_jessup@breadnet.middlebury.edu. These letters will incorporate comments written 
about you by your Bread Loaf professors, and they will be kept on file in the Bread Loaf office for 
future use. When asking for a recommendation, please include the name and address of the person 
to whom the letter should be mailed and your own contact information. During the academic year, 
requests, including any forms and envelopes, should be sent to Judy in the Bread Loaf office. These 
requests should be received by the Bread Loaf office at least two weeks before the letters are 
needed. Students may also create placement files through Middlebury College's Career Services 
Office (see below). 


Career Services Office, Middlebury College 

Bread Loaf students have full access to the Middlebury College Career Services Office (CSO). They 

may consult with career counselors in that office regarding resume critique, self-assessment, job- j O) 
search strategies, and other career related matters, and they may create placement files through the \ 
CSO. Many valuable resources are accessible on the CSO homepage: http//web.middlebury.edu, and 

the career resource library is a central source of information on a broad range of careers, graduate 

study, internship offerings, and employment opportunities. 


FACILITIES AND STUDENT LIFE 


Keys and ID Cards 

You will be given a room key at registration. There is a $10 fee for each key that is lost or not 
returned. All students will also receive a "One Card," which will serve as your ID for the summer. 
Students living on campus will present it at meals; students living off-campus can put money on it to 
use in the dining halls to purchase individual meals if they wish. 


Security 
Please keep in mind that Asheville is a city; we recommend that you keep the doors to your rooms 
locked at all times and exercise normal caution when you go out after dark. 


Accident Insurance 

Middlebury College does not provide sickness insurance for the summer but does automatically 
provide accident insurance for students who are enrolled for classes during the summer session. 
Klais & Company, Inc. will pay the claims for the expense of treating injuries up to a maximum of 
$2,000 for any one accident. Claims will be paid only to the extent that they are not payable under 
the terms of other policies covering the student. Covered treatment includes x-rays, laboratory tests, r 
surgery, physician's visits, nursing care, hospital care and treatment, and prescription drugs. The © ] 
coverage of dental treatment of injuries to sound natural teeth is limited to $1,000 per policy year. 
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In the event of an accident, claims should be reported to: Klais & Company, Inc., 1867 West 
Market Street, Akron OH 44313-6977 (1-800-331-1096 or e-mail klaisclaims@klais.com) within 30 
days from the date of the accident. Medical bills must be submitted within 90 days from the date of 
treatment. A claim form is not required; you can use an itemized bill to submit your claim. You should 
be aware of the limitations and exclusions of this plan before making a claim for benefits. If you have 
any questions, please contact Koster Insurance Agency, plan administrator, at 1-800-457-5599 or at 
studentcare@kosterins.com. This insurance will be effective from 6/1/06—9/1/06. (Coverage is for 
one time frame for students who are enrolled for classes during Summer Term.) 


Health Services 

All students should have completed and returned the health forms they received in May. Students 
are urged to inform Bread Loaf staff of any special medical needs and to bring all necessary health 
information, medications or prescriptions, and insurance ID cards with them. Health care must be 
covered by your own insurance. 

In the case of an emergency, contact a member of the Bread Loaf staff. If you have a 
medical emergency and the Bread Loaf office is closed you should call 911 or the UNCA Campus 
Police. 

Should you have a medical condition that could cause an emergency, please be sure to let 
the Bread Loaf office know. Please also consider informing your neighbors of your condition if you 
think you might possibly need help at odd hours. 


Students with Disabilities 

The Bread Loaf School of English is committed to providing meaningful access to its programs and 
will arrange reasonable accommodations for students with disabilities. Students needing such 
accommodation should let the Bread Loaf office know this well in advance of the summer session by 
filing the special needs identification form that is supplied to each student (with the exception of 
those going to Oxford) upon acceptance to Bread Loaf. Students can find fuller information about 
ADA compliance on that form, or by going to the Middlebury College Web site:

Dormitory Living 

Bread Loaf students will be housed in the west wing of Governors Hall, in single and double rooms 
arranged in suites that share a common bathroom. Students will be responsible for cleaning their 
own rooms. Vacuum cleaners will be provided by UNCA, but students will need to provide their own 
cleaning supplies. UNCA bans the use of halogen bulbs or lamps in the residence halls. 


Room assignments/room changes: Students can change rooms only under extraordinary 
circumstances. Please talk to the Bread Loaf staff if you have a problem with your room. 


Kitchen: There is a full-service kitchen located in Governors Hall available for resident student use. 
When using these facilities, please keep in mind UNCA’s guidelines: 


You must provide your own equipment (pots, pans, etc.) for use in the kitchens. Any items left 
unattended are assumed to be abandoned and will be discarded (without notice) by an 
appropriate staff member. After using the kitchen, it must be returned to its original state of 
cleanliness and working order before you leave. Any damage to the kitchen or kitchen area 
may result in disciplinary action and/or temporary closing of the kitchen 


Guests: Your guests may not stay on campus, but there are many affordable motels and hotels in 
Asheville. 


Linens: Students living at UNCA will be provided weekly with linen (two towels, washcloth, one sheet 
set, a pillow, and a blanket). 

Laundry: Coin-operated washing machines and dryers are located on campus. The laundry rooms 
are open 24 hours a day. 
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Pets: Pets are not allowed in student rooms and must not be kept anywhere on campus, at any of 
the Bread Loaf campuses.

Electrical, Appliance, and Candle Prohibitions: Hot plates, coffee pots, and cooking equipment of all 
sorts are forbidden in the dormitories, as are candles, lit or unlit, and air conditioning units. UNCA 


also bans the use of halogen bulbs or lamps in the residence halls. 


Housing Problems and Requests: Report any broken or malfunctioning items to the Bread Loaf 
office. 


Cars 
At registration all students and faculty with cars (even if they are not staying on campus) will need to 
complete a Vehicle Registration Card and receive a decal. 


Transportation 
Information about the Asheville transit system, including buses that go to the UNCA campus, will be 
available at Bread Loaf. 


Smoking 

Bread Loaf has a strict no-smoking policy for ALL buildings, at ALL campuses. In fact, all of UNCA is 
a smoke-free environment: academic areas, public spaces, hallways, lounges and residence halls 
are smoke-free. Students who smoke outdoors should check to make sure that they are not smoking 
under someone’s open window. Please use proper receptacles for extinguishing and disposing of 
smoking materials. 


Quiet Hours 

Because the noise of even one radio can be unbelievably disruptive, Bread Loaf maintains constant 

vigilance against noise. No sound-producing electronic or battery-operated devices (radios, CD rs) | D 
players, etc.) are permitted in the dormitories unless they are used with headphones. Silence is 

maintained between the hours of 11 p.m. and 7:00 a.m. to offer the opportunity for sleep. As with 

smoking, students chatting outside should be aware of their surroundings, since voices can carry 

through open windows with disquieting clarity. There are designated social spaces at all campuses 

for late-night chatting. 


Dining at UNCA 

Many of you are living on campus and on the meal plan at UNCA; if you are living off-campus, we 
encourage you to take your lunches at UNCA, so that you will be fully a part of the on-campus 
community. Breakfast costs $5.25, lunch $6.25 and dinner $7.25. If you are living on campus you will 
simply present your One Card to get your meals. If not, then you can put money on your One Card 
to use in the dining hall or pay cash for meals. Breakfast will be served from 7:30 to 8:30, lunch from 
11:45 to 1:00, and dinner from 5:30 to 6:30. Please note that meal times could change due to 
campus needs; if that happens an announcement will be posted in The Biscuit. It is recommended 
that if you live off campus you put money on the One Card ahead of time, because if you pay cash 
instead of using the One Card you will be charged sales tax. 


Telephones 

Local telephone service, including a voice mailbox for each student, is included in the cost of the 
residence hall room. Each dorm room is equipped with a phone line but no phone. If you require a 
phone UNCA has a limited number available for a $40 rental. You should already have contacted 
Susan in the Bread Loaf to reserve a phone; you will receive the telephone number for the phone in 
your room upon arrival. We encourage students to give this number to those who may call during 
your stay. A calling card is necessary to place long distance calls.

The Cashier will cash student checks for up to $25. There is an ATM in the Highsmith Student Union 


as well. 


Property Insurance 

Middlebury College does not carry insurance to cover items that are lost, stolen, or damaged while 
you are at Bread Loaf. You should make sure that your personal insurance will cover any valuable 
items, like jewelry, cameras, computers, that you plan to bring with you. 


Photocopying 
The Bread Loaf office will do class photocopying for faculty. The only photocopying it will do for 
students is for class presentations requiring handouts for each member of the class. 


Student Conduct and Disciplinary Measures 
Bread Loaf reserves the right to dismiss from its programs any student whose behavior: 


e presents a clear danger to him/herself, or to other members of the community; 

e is physically aggressive or destructive of property, or violates the dignity or rights of others; 

e violates laws and regulations, including those that relate to use, possession or distribution of 
drugs or alcohol; 

e demonstrates inability to participate constructively in the program; 

e disrupts the educational function of the program, or is otherwise detrimental to its operation. 


The on-site director will handle any disciplinary problems.

The bookstore/convenience store hours are M-F 8:00 a.m.—4:30 
p.m. The game room is open M-Th noon-10:00 p.m., Saturday 5 p.m.—10 p.m. The game room may 
be rented exclusively for an hourly fee.

Dear Colleague: 


This letter is addressed to all Bread Loaf faculty members. A variant of this letter will be familiar 
to returning colleagues, but it would be nice if you would refresh your memory about our grading 


strategies anyway. 


Your grading at Bread Loaf should in general reflect the grading you do at your home institution 
for students in a Master's program. In general, grades from A to A- should indicate a distinguished 
performance. In practice, grades from B+ to B- cover a very broad range, from quite good work (B+) to 
passing but very undistinguished work (B-). C is a grade for work that does not merit a pass. F is for a 
total failure in the course, usually reflecting a failure to finish the work. 


Bread Loaf has not been immune to the spread of grade inflation over the years. In most classes, 
half or more of the students receive grades of A- and above. This high range of grades, sometimes (I 
believe) for not very distinguished work, has become too common at Bread Loaf; if you exercise greater 
rigor in grading, you certainly have my full backing. 


More important than the grades on the transcript are the comments I ask you to write on each 
student at the time you submit your grades. These judgments become a part of the School's records and 
are, very occasionally, helpful in determining whether to readmit a student. Our greatest use of the 
comments, by far, however, is in the writing of letters of recommendation. As you may well imagine, 
given some 550 Bread Loaf students annually, many of whom are considering new jobs, further study, or 
career changes, the demand for letters of recommendation is at times staggering. Emily Bartels and I, with 
the assistance of Judy Jessup, compose over a hundred letters of recommendation a year. I urge you to 
remember this use of the comments in letters of recommendation as you compose your comment 
cards. I attach a statement of School policy regarding these comments, since they are included under the 


Family Education Rights and Privacy Acts of 1974. 


Papers with due-dates early in the summer could help you spot trouble--a weak student, a 
miscalculation in the demands of the course, etc. Most members of the faculty in literature assign an 
eight- to ten-page paper due around mid-session and another due toward the end of the session. There’s 


nothing prescriptive about that observation. 


We have in recent summers become plagued with late papers and requests for extensions; I urge 
you to require that all work be submitted in time for grading before the end of the summer session. It's 
definitely a good idea to announce your policy on due dates early on. Casualness in regard to deadlines 
can create problems you don't need in late July or August. On behalf of the students, I ask that any papers 
not read and graded by the end of classes be handed in to the Bread Loaf office for mailing if the student

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GENERAL INFORMATION 


Where to Go First If You Have a Question? 


The Bread Loaf office is your first stop for virtually all questions. Director Claire Sponsler and 
the director's assistants, Bread Loaf graduates Alfredo Lujan and SuZanne Curtis, are the liaison 
with important offices at St. John's College and they are in daily e-mail and telephone contact 
with the Bread Loaf office in Vermont. They can answer questions about the Bread Loaf program 
and they are also an excellent source of information about Santa Fe and environs. You should 
feel free to stop by and simply introduce yourself even if you don't have an official reason to visit 
the office. 


Getting the News: La Miga 

Your best source of information during the summer is the daily newsletter, La Miga. In it you will 
find announcements about lectures, social and cultural events, academic reminders, travel tips, 
and more. Off-campus students should check it out often, since this important publication will keep 
you connected and informed. A hard copy will be posted on all dorm bulletin boards throughout the 
summer, and the first three issues will be distributed into student boxes on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays. After the third issue it will be posted electronically in the Santa Fe folder on BreadNet 
for the remainder of the summer. La Miga will also be posted online on BreadNet, in Cyberbarn in 
the Conferences folder, where you can also find the daily newsletters from the other Bread Loaf 
campuses. 


Beginning of Summer and Registration 

Tuesday, June 13, is arrival day. (Students traveling long distances or who have difficulty getting 
flights into Albuquerque at a reasonable hour on Tuesday may arrive during the day on Monday, June 
12 if they have received prior permission from the Bread Loaf office; these early arrivals will find their 
key packets at the front desk/switchboard Peterson Student Center at St. John's College.) Once at 
St. John's College (on June 13), you will see a sign pointing to the Upper Common Room on the 
second level of Meem Dorm. Registration begins at 10:00 a.m. There you will be greeted by on-site 
director Claire Sponsier, and assistants Alfredo Lujan and SuZanne Curtis. They will check you in 
and direct you to your rooms and to the Bread Loaf office, located on the first floor of Anderson (102): 
If you arrive late, you can register in the Upper Common Room after dinner on June 13th, and if you 
miss registration altogether, stop by the Bread Loaf office as soon as possible after your arrival to 
take care of business. St. John’s has registration cards that must be filled out before you stay on 
campus. : 
Off-campus students: please be sure to give the Bread Loaf office at St. John’s your local 
contact information: home phone, cell phone, address, etc. 

The school will open formally with a reception at 5:00 upstairs in the Junior Common Room 
at Peterson Student Center, followed by a welcome from on-site director Claire Sponsler and dinner 
at 6:00. That dinner will be the first meal of our session will be the dinner at 6:00 p.m. on Tuesday. 
Meals will be served at the following times:

All Bread Loaf students, upon the completion of their classes and class work, must depart St. John’s 
by 4:00 p.m. on Wednesday, July 26, unless they are attending Commencement; students attending 
Commencement must depart by 10:00 a.m. on Thursday, July 27. There are no exceptions. 








ACADEMIC MATTERS 


Getting Help 

Ours is an academically demanding, fast-paced program. Because of the intensive, compressed 
nature of Bread Loaf and the special challenges associated with being away from home for six 
weeks, small problems can sometimes mushroom in unexpected ways. Students experiencing any 
difficulties—academic, personal, or medical—should never hesitate to seek help when they need it, 
as soon as they need it. The Bread Loaf administration, staff, and faculty stand ready to help. There 
will be an orientation session at each campus to introduce you to the staff and impart vital 
information about the resources available to you during the summer. 


Auditing 

Enrolled Bread Loaf students and their spouses or partners may audit literature classes (but not 
writing or theater classes) after checking with the Bread Loaf office to see whether the instructor 
permits auditors and then checking with the instructor to make sure that space permits. It has been a 
tradition since 1920 to ask auditors who are not enrolled students to pay the School $1.00 for each 
class hour to help the Bread Loaf office meet routine office expenses in providing services to 
classes. This policy applies to all campuses except Oxford, where auditing is not permitted. 

Formal auditing by non-enrolled current and former Bread Loaf students may be permitted 
on a case-by-case basis, for a fee of one half of the normal per-course fee for each course audited. 
Requests should be made in writing to the director. As is the case with all auditing, even paying 
auditors cannot audit writing or theater courses. Only students paying full tuition are permitted to live 
on campus. 


Confidentiality: Blue Waiver Forms 

Federal law (FERPA, the Federal Family Educational Rights and Privacy Act) dictates that students 
have access to any comments written about them in letters of recommendation or similar documents 
unless they sign a form specifically waiving the right to read those comments. That being the case, all 
first-year students will be asked to sign a blue waiver form. By signing the top portion of this form, 
students agree to waive their rights to review materials placed in their Bread Loaf files. Specifically, 
this covers the comments written by the Bread Loaf faculty about each student in each class and any 
letters of recommendation written by Bread Loaf administrators that incorporate these comments. 
Students can decline to waive this access, and in that case must sign the bottom portion of the form. 
The waiver form will be placed in each student's file and will remain in effect until the student notifies 
the director in writing that he or she wants to change it. If a student rescinds the waiver, any letters or 
comments written while it was in effect will be destroyed. 

The Bread Loaf director strongly suggests that you agree to waive access to the comments, 
simply because letters of recommendation written under conditions of confidentiality are very often 
granted very much more credence than non-confidential letters. The vast majority of Bread Loaf 
students choose to sign the waiver. The choice, of course, remains the student's.

Drop/Add 

Students can drop or add courses up to a week after the start of classes. Students wishing to drop or 
add a course must get the on-site director's permission. Students at the non-Vermont campuses 
should begin the drop/add process before the one-week deadline because the office staff will need a 
little extra time to check with the Bread Loaf office in Vermont to make sure that course changes 
won't create problems with distribution requirements. 


Attendance, Late Arrival, or Early Departure 
Students are expected to attend all classes. Barring emergencies, the director must approve any late 
arrivals or early departures (i.e., after classes have begun, or before your last class) from Bread 
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Loaf; requests should be made well ahead of time. In the case of an early departure, you should first 
talk to your professors. All students may leave after their last class, unless the requirements of the 
course dictate otherwise. 


Withdrawal and Refunds 

Students who wish to withdraw during the session should first talk to the director. Students who 
withdraw for medical reasons or serious emergencies forfeit the enrollment deposit and room fees, 
but may receive refunds for any additional amounts paid as follows: 


- Before the end of the first week of classes: 60% of tuition (and 60% of board) 
- Before the end of the second week of classes: 20% of tuition (and prorated board) 
- No refunds after the end of the second week of classes 


A request for a refund must be submitted, in writing, to the director. Any refund granted is remitted to 
the person who paid the charges. If a refund represents, in whole or in part, the proceeds of a 
student loan, remittance is made by the College first to the lender or holder of the loan. Students are 
given written notice of such disbursements made on their behalf. 


Plagiarism 
Bread Loaf is governed by the following statement on plagiarism, based on that adopted by the 
Middlebury College faculty: 


As an academic community devoted to the life of the mind, Middlebury College requires of 
every student complete intellectual honesty in the preparation of papers and other academic 
exercises. The habit of intellectual honesty is essential to both intellectual and moral growth. 
Effective evaluation of student work and helpful instruction can take place only in an 
environment where intellectual honesty is respected. 

Plagiarism is a violation of intellectual honesty. Plagiarism is passing off another person's 
work as one’s own. It is taking and presenting as one’s own the ideas, writings, creations, or 
inventions of another. It makes no difference whether the source is a student or a professional 
in some field. For example, in written work, whenever as much as a sentence or a key phrase is 
taken from the work of another without specific citation, the issue of plagiarism arises. 
Paraphrasing is the close restatement of another’s ideas using approximately the same 
language as the original. Paraphrasing without acknowledgment of authorship is also 
plagiarism and is as serious a violation as unacknowledged quotation. 

The individual student is responsible for ensuring that his or her work does not involve 
plagiarism. Ignorance of the nature of plagiarism or of College rules may not be offered as a 
mitigating circumstance. Graded assignments should be the work of the individual student, 
unless otherwise directed by the instructor. It is the student's responsibility to seek clarification 
about such matters as paraphrasing lecture notes, giving proper citations and footnotes, and 
proper recognition of joint work. Students who have uncertainties and questions on these 
matters should consult with the course instructor for whom they are preparing work. 


Late Work and Incompletes 

Students are expected to hand in all work on time. In a case where an extraordinary circumstance (a 
personal or family emergency) makes it impossible for you to finish the work for a particular course, 
you must notify both your professor and the Bread Loaf office immediately. Before you leave Bread 
Loaf you must fill out a special form and you and your professor must agree on a date by which all 
course work will be completed (usually within 30 days of the end of the session). Both of you must 
sign the form, agreeing to that deadline, and the director must approve the Incomplete. Any late work 
must be submitted directly to the Bread Loaf office in Vermont, not to the professor. If you do not 
finish before the agreed-upon deadline, you will automatically receive a grade of F for the course. 


Grades and Grade Reports 
Bread Loaf uses a letter grade system. A grade of B- is probationary; a student receiving a B- may 
return to Bread Loaf, but must show improvement before being permitted to continue toward a 








degree. A grade lower than B- is considered a failing grade and will result in a denial of readmission. 

Grades will be available online within a month of the end of the summer session; students 
will receive instructions for accessing online grade reports at the end of the summer (you can also 
find instructions by going to the Bread Loaf Web site: 
www.middlebury.edu/academics/blse/students/grades/). If you do not know your Middlebury College 
identification number (it's your student ID number), get in touch with the Bread Loaf office. Students 
no longer receive hard copies of their grade reports. Please note: You will not be able to access your 
grades until you have paid any outstanding balance on your Bread Loaf bill. 


Credits: Note to Middlebury College Undergraduates: If you plan to use your Bread Loaf credits 
as part of your undergraduate degree, you must let the Middlebury College Registrar's Office know 
this as soon as possible at the end of the summer session. Once it is designated as undergraduate 
credit, you cannot change it (and you cannot use it for graduate credit in the future). 


Expiration of Credits 

This information appears in the Bread Loaf catalog, but is worth repeating here. If you are in a Bread 
Loaf degree program you must complete all work within ten years: Bread Loaf credits (for the 
purposes of counting towards a Bread Loaf degree) expire after ten years. Courses taken more 
than ten years ago will remain on your transcript, but you can't use them toward a Bread Loaf degree. 
lf you are transferring credits from another institution, those credits, too, must be less than ten years 
old by the time you graduate. There is one exception to this rule: with permission of the director, 
credits earned towards a Bread Loaf degree will not expire after the tenth year if (and only if) you 
return to Bread Loaf by the tenth summer, and then attend Bread Loaf every summer thereafter until 
you have completed your degree. 


Degree Status: Degree or Continuing Education? 

We ask applicants to indicate whether they are applying as degree or nondegree students on their 
admission and re-enrollment forms. This creates anxiety for some students, who cannot always plan 
several summers in advance. If you know for certain that you want to come for only one summer, 
you will be considered a student in continuing graduate education and you will get a Certificate in 
Continuing Graduate Education at the end of the summer. If you plan, or even hope, to work towards 
an M.A. or M.Litt. (requirements for both are described in the Bread Loaf catalog), you should check . 
that line on the form. The important point is that Bread Loaf considers all students equal and that 
your choice is non-binding. Many students enroll for what they think will be only one summer and 
find themselves leaving the Burgess Meredith Theater holding a diploma five years later. Other 
students plan to get the degree, but then life intervenes and they are unable to finish. Changing your 
mind is fine. 


M.Litt. Procedures 
The M.Litt. degree program builds in a concentrated, specialized way on the broader base of the 
M.A. in English, which is a prerequisite for this degree. The program is administered by associate 
director Emily Bartels. If you’re a new student who already has an M.A. in English from another 
institution, or if you are nearing the completion of your Bread Loaf M.A. and are contemplating this 
challenging extension of your Bread Loaf studies, please get in touch with Sandy LeGault in the 
Bread Loaf office; she can answer many of your questions and will provide an information packet 
that includes guidelines, an application form, and examples of possible M.Litt. topics. You should 
also make an appointment with Emily Bartels, either in person or online, to talk about applying to the 
M.Litt. program, and about possible programs of study. 

All students, even those holding M.A.s from Bread Loaf, must apply for entrance to the 
M.Litt. program. 


Independent Reading Projects 

An Independent Reading Project (IRP) is a project of reading, research, and writing that you carry 
out independently during the academic year and bring to completion the summer after. The subject 
for an IRP must be an extension and intensification of work in a field that you have already explored 
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in a Bread Loaf course (you must have received a grade of A- or better in that course). An advisor 
from the Bread Loaf faculty will supervise and sign off on your proposal at the beginning of the 
process (before you leave campus in the summer prior to the start of your project), and that or 
another faculty advisor will guide you in bringing the project to completion the following summer. 
The work you do in between is entirely independent, since the Bread Loaf faculty does not "exist" 
during the academic year. The associate director must approve all projects, and she will send 
detailed guidelines to all students early in the summer. She or the director will be happy to meet with 
you during the summer to talk through possible topics or to answer any questions. 

If you are contemplating undertaking an IRP during the coming year, arrangements must be 
completed while you are at Bread Loaf; there are no exceptions to this rule. You should consult a 
faculty advisor well before the summer session ends since the final proposal—signed by a faculty 
member—must be submitted to the Bread Loaf office before the last day of classes. 


Course Transfers 

Requests to transfer courses should be made to the associate director, through Judy Jessup in the 
Bread Loaf office. You may transfer up to two units of graduate credit (six semester hours or nine 
quarter hours, the equivalent of two regular Bread Loaf courses) from other institutions to count 
toward your degree at Bread Loaf. The easiest way to find out if a course is transferable is to contact 
the Bread Loaf office and ask. We will send you detailed guidelines (also downloadable from the 
Bread Loaf Web site), but below are the basic criteria: 


e The course must be taken at an accredited institution. Online or correspondence courses are not 
acceptable for transfer to Bread Loaf. 

e The course must be a graduate-level offering. 

e The course should be offered in the institution’s English Department; if it is not, it must be a 
course that could be used toward a graduate degree in English at that institution. 

e The course must be worth the equivalent of one Bread Loaf unit; that is, the equivalent of 3 
semester-hour credits or at least 4.5 quarter-hour credits. 

e You must receive a letter grade—a B or higher—for the course. 

e You cannot transfer credits to Bread Loaf that are already being used for degree credit 
elsewhere. Similarly, you cannot transfer courses being used for a Bread Loaf degree to other 
institutions. 

e The life span of a course credit is ten years; Bread Loaf will not transfer a credit that has expired 
(i.e., is ten or more years old) or will expire (i.e., turn ten years old) before you receive your 
Bread Loaf M.A. or M.Litt. 


Before the associate director can approve a transfer she will need to see (1) a catalog description 
from the year in which the course was given, (2) a full syllabus (again, from the year you took the 
course), and (3) an official transcript once the course is completed. It is always a good idea to obtain 
preliminary approval (send the course description to Judy Jessup at the Bread Loaf office) before 
enrolling in a course you plan to use for transfer credit. Please note that Bread Loaf must have all 
official transcripts for transfers on record no later than June 1 of your senior summer. 

Bread Loaf courses are generally transferable to other institutions. 


Computers and BreadNet 
There will be a modest number of computers available for use by students. The computer center will 
be equipped with several Dell laptops, with MS Word and Netscape for Internet access. The 
Macintosh lab will have 3 to 5 Macintoshes and a networked laser printer. Access to the Internet and 
BreadNet will be available from the computer labs. All student rooms have Ethernet access; if you 
have a laptop with either built-in Ethernet or an Ethernet card you can connect to the Internet from 
your room. You will need a Category 5 (CAT 5) Ethernet cable to connect your laptop to the Ethernet 
network. 

Bread Loaf operates its own telecommunications network, BreadNet, which we think is the 
most successful electronic network of teachers in the country. All Bread Loaf students receive 
BreadNet accounts, free of charge, when they arrive on campus. Check with the office for your 
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BreadNet account user-ID and password. If you do not know how to use BreadNet, ask for help in 
the office. BreadNet has been installed in the St. John's computers, and instructions for downloading 
the software are available for those who want to access BreadNet from a computer outside of the 
Bread Loaf/New Mexico computer rooms. 


Library 
The St. John's library is relatively small, but has a large number of reserve texts requested by Bread 
Loaf professors. 


Textbooks 
New Mexico students should bring their course books with them. There is a bookstore at St. John's, 
but it does not stock Bread Loaf's course books. 


Graduation and Senior Obligations 

First, and most important, if you plan to graduate earlier than anticipated—by transferring in courses, 
doing independent work, or taking an overload during the summer—please notify the Bread Loaf 
office in Vermont well in advance of the summer. Similarly, if you are a graduating senior and do not 
plan to stay for graduation, please notify Elaine as early as possible (before the summer) so that 
your absence can be noted on the commencement program and can be taken into account during 
final preparations. 

All Bread Loaf students are invited, but certainly not required, to attend the graduation that 
takes place at the end of the session for the awarding of M.A. and M.Litt. degrees. These are lovely 
ceremonies, and each campus has its own style and special traditions. Students remaining on 
campus are also invited to attend such graduation-related events as the senior party, and all 
students who are on the meal plan may stay for the graduation banquet. 

There will be a meeting for seniors in the first week of the session to go over graduation 
plans and procedures. Although senior doings are traditionally cloaked in secrecy, it is helpful to 
know certain things going into the process. During the first senior meeting of the summer, seniors 
will choose a class president or co-presidents who will relay the confidential information about the 
hooder and speaker to the Bread Loaf office for inclusion in the commencement program. Seniors 
should be prepared to spend a little money: members of the graduating class might be asked to 
contribute to a class gift (this is not mandatory, but is traditional) and they must pay for the rental of 
their graduation robes and hoods. Seniors must also choose the graduation speaker and hooder, 
plan the senior party, and choose the class gift. 

One important note: seniors or their guests must pay for senior banquet meals eaten by 
any guests they invite (anyone not already on the Bread Loaf meal plan). 


Re-enrollment 

Students planning to return to Bread Loaf next summer must fill out a pink re-enrollment form, 
available in the Bread Loaf office. Students are re-enrolled initially based on these forms, and a 
summer submission will give you your best chance of reserving a spot for 2007 at your first-choice 
campus. If you forget to do this before you leave Bread Loaf, you can download a form from the 
Bread Loaf Web site. We urge you to re-enroll early in the fall, as some of the campuses fill very 
rapidly and even returning students run the risk of being waitlisted. 


Campus Choice 

You can begin your Bread Loaf career at any one of the five campuses, and you can go to any one 
of them (providing there is room) in subsequent summers. The only residency requirement is that 
everyone must spend at least one summer at the home campus in Vermont. 


Transcripts 

Requests for transcripts must be made by the individual student in writing (e-mailed or faxed 
requests will not be accepted) to the Registrar's Office, attn. Mary Bartz, Forest Hall, 5142 
Middlebury College, Middlebury VT 05753. You can download a transcript request form by going to: 
www. middlebury.edu/administration/records/student_info/graduate. Requests must include your 
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name (and your name at the time of attendance if different), current address, telephone number, 
social security number, and dates attended or the date of your degree. Make sure your signature is 
included with your request; transcript requests cannot be processed without a signature. Please 
indicate where the transcripts should be mailed and the number of copies needed, and include 
complete addresses. 

Pricing: One official transcript from the Bread Loaf School of English will be issued by 
Middlebury College free of charge the very first time a student requests a transcript. A fee of $5.00 is 
charged for each additional transcript and all subsequent transcripts; there is a charge of $1.00 for 
each additional copy sent at the same time to the same address; make checks out to Middlebury 
College. No transcript will be issued to students who are financially indebted to the College until 
satisfactory arrangements have been made with the controller. 

You can view your (unofficial) academic transcript online at any time by following the 
instructions for accessing your online grade report (for instructions see above on p. 6; or go to the 
Bread Loaf Web Site: www.middlebury.edu/academics/blse/students/grades/). 


Letters of Recommendation 

Requests for letters of recommendation should be made to the associate director, through Judy 
Jessup in the Bread Loaf office, and not to Bread Loaf faculty. You can reach Judy by e-mail at 
judy_jessup@breadnet.middlebury.edu. These letters will incorporate comments written about you by 
your Bread Loaf professors, and they will be kept on file in the Bread Loaf office for future use. When 
asking for a recommendation, please include the name and address of the person to whom the letter 
should be mailed and your own contact information. During the academic year, requests, including 
any forms and envelopes, should be sent to Judy in the Bread Loaf office. These requests should be 
received by the Bread Loaf office at least two weeks before the letters are needed. Students may 
also create placement files through Middlebury College's Career Services Office (see below). 


Career Services Office, Middlebury College 

Bread Loaf students have full access to the Middlebury College Career Services Office (CSO). They 
may consult with career counselors in that office regarding resume critique, self-assessment, job- 
search strategies, and other career related matters, and they may create placement files through the 
CSO. Many valuable resources are accessible on the CSO homepage: http//web.middlebury.edu, and 
the career resource library is a central source of information on a broad range of careers, graduate 
study, internship offerings, and employment opportunities. 


FACILITIES AND STUDENT LIFE 


Keys and ID Cards 

At registration, you will be given a room key and a meal card; your meal card will double as your 
pass for St. John's new athletic facility. There is a $15 fee for each key that is lost or not returned 
and a $10 fee to replace meal cards that are lost during the session. 


Security 

We strongly recommend that you keep your door locked at all times, whether you are in your rooms 
or not. We also strongly encourage you to bring a partner, and your cell phone if you have one, 
when you walk on the trails behind the campus; similarly, we do not recommend that you walk to or 
from downtown in the dark. 


Accident Insurance 

Middlebury College does not provide sickness insurance for the summer but does automatically 
provide accident insurance for students who are enrolled for classes during the summer session. 
Klais & Company, Inc. will pay the claims for the expense of treating injuries up to a maximum of 
$2,000 for any one accident. Claims will be paid only to the extent that they are not payable under 
the terms of other policies covering the student. Covered treatment includes x-rays, laboratory tests, 
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surgery, physician’s visits, nursing care, hospital care and treatment, and prescription drugs. The 
coverage of dental treatment of injuries to sound natural teeth is limited to $1,000 per policy year. 

In the event of an accident, claims should be reported to: Klais & Company, Inc., 1867 West 
Market Street, Akron OH 44313-6977 (1-800-331-1096 or e-mail klaisclaims@klais.com) within 30 
days from the date of the accident. Medical bills must be submitted within 90 days from the date of 
treatment. A claim form is not required; you can use an itemized bill to submit your claim. You should 
be aware of the limitations and exclusions of this plan before making a claim for benefits. If you have 
any questions, please contact Koster Insurance Agency, plan administrator, at 1-800-457-5599 or at 
studentcare@kosterins.com. This insurance will be effective from 6/1/06—-9/1/06. (Coverage is for 
one time frame for students who are enrolled for classes during Summer Term.) 


Health Services 
All students should have completed and returned the health forms they received in May. Students 
are urged to inform Bread Loaf staff of any special medical needs and to bring all necessary health 
information, medications or prescriptions, and insurance ID cards with them. 

Health care will not be available at St. John's; however, St. Vincent's Hospital is only five 
minutes from St. John’s. In the case of an emergency, contact a member of the Bread Loaf staff. If 
you have a medical emergency and the Bread Loaf office is closed call 911 (see emergency 


procedures on page 2). 

Should you have a medical condition that could cause an emergency, please be sure to let 
the Bread Loaf office know. Please also consider informing your neighbors of your condition if you 
think you might possibly need help at odd hours. 


Students with Disabilities 

The Bread Loaf School of English is committed to providing meaningful access to its programs and 
will arrange reasonable accommodations for students with disabilities. Students needing such 
accommodation should let the Bread Loaf office know this well in advance of the summer session by 
filing the special needs identification form that is supplied to each student (with the exception of 
those going to Oxford) upon acceptance to Bread Loaf.

Dormitory Living 

Room assignments/room changes: Students can change rooms only under extraordinary 
circumstances. Please talk to the Bread Loaf staff only if you have an otherwise irresolvable problem 
with your room. 


Guests: Guests are not permitted to stay on campus, but there are many affordable motels and 
hotels in Santa Fe. 


Linens: Students living at St. John's will be provided weekly with linen (one towel, wash cloth, two 
sheets, and pillowcase). Linen exchange day will be posted in La Miga. 


Laundry: Coin-operated washing machines and dryers are located on campus. The laundry rooms 
are open 24 hours a day. 


Pets: Pets are not allowed in student rooms and must not be kept anywhere on campus, at any of 
the Bread Loaf campuses. 


Electrical and Appliance Prohibitions: Hot plates, coffee pots, and cooking equipment of all sorts are 
forbidden in the dormitories. 


Parking 
Anyone bringing a car to Bread Loaf in New Mexico is asked to register with the Bread Loaf office 


during registration. Students will receive a map showing designated parking areas. 
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Local Transportation 

There is a city bus that makes daily runs to the St. John’s campus. The Bread Loaf office will provide 
copies of the schedule; you can also pick up a copy of the bus schedule at the front desk at 
Peterson Student Center. 


Smoking Policy 

Bread Loaf has a strict no-smoking policy for ALL buildings, at ALL campuses. Students who smoke 
outdoors should check to make sure that they are not smoking under someone’s open window. 
Please use proper receptacles for extinguishing and disposing of smoking materials. 


Quiet Hours 

Because the noise of even one radio can be unbelievably disruptive, Bread Loaf maintains constant 
vigilance against noise. No sound-producing electronic or battery-operated devices (radios, CD 
players, etc.) are permitted in the dormitories unless they are used with headphones. Silence is 
maintained between the hours of 11 p.m. and 7:00 a.m. to offer the opportunity for sleep. As with 
smoking, students chatting outside should be aware of their surroundings, since voices can carry 
through open windows with disquieting clarity. There are designated social spaces at all campuses 
for late-night chatting. 


Dining at St. John's 

The first meal at St. John's will be dinner at 6:00 on June 13, after the opening gathering. Most of 
you are living on campus and on the meal plan at St. John's; if you are living off-campus, we 
encourage you to take your lunches at St. John's, so that you will be fully a part of the on-campus 
community; meal tickets can be purchased at St. John's. Breakfast costs $4.75; lunch, dinner, and 
Sunday brunch are $6.75. Breakfast will be served from 7:30 to 9:30, lunch from 11:45 to 1:30, and 
dinner from 5:00 to 6:30. Sunday brunch is from 10:30 to 1:30 p.m. 


Telephones 

Each dorm room is equipped with a phone. Students will receive the telephone number for the phone 
in their room upon arrival. We encourage students to give this number to those who may call during 
your stay. To make a local call, dial 9 first. A calling card is necessary to place long distance calls. 
Voice mail is not available on these phones. In case of emergency, the Conference Services Office at 
St. John's can be contacted at 505-984-6024; they will deliver messages to the Bread Loaf staff. 


Faxes 
Faxes may be sent from the Bread Loaf office, for $1.00 (domestic) or $2.00 (foreign). 


Getting Money 

Traveler's and cashier's checks (no personal checks) of up to $50.00 can be cashed at the cashier's 
window of the Treasurer's Office between the hours of 12:30 and 3:30 p.m., Monday through Friday. 
The cashier's window is located on the first floor of Weigle Hall just inside the front door. Needless to 
say, there are multiple ATMs in Santa Fe itself.

The time for the opening of the 2006 Bread Loaf session at St. John's College in Santa Fe, New 
Mexico is rapidly approaching, and I am writing to give you some of the details you will need as you plan 
for your trip to New Mexico. 


Correspondence:

For everyone’s convenience, if you will be having your mail at home forwarded to you at St. 
John's this summer, please arrange for the forwarding to cease around July 19, because St. John’s will not 
re-forward your mail to you. 


Payment: 

Student bills will be sent from Middlebury College the first week of May and are payable in full 
upon receipt, and no later than June 1. Bills not paid on time will be assessed a late fee. Students admitted 
after June 1 should make every effort to pay upon receipt of the bill prior to arriving. Should there be an 
error on your bill, please contact Kati Partlow in the Bread Loaf office immediately. 


Loans: 
The financial aid office will notify you if you are eligible for a Stafford loan and/or a Perkins 


loan. Each loan that you agree to take will have a promissory note that needs to be signed and returned 
before the funds can be distributed. Money from the loans will first be applied to your bill; any remainder 
will be disbursed either at registration or during the summer, depending on when the loan gets finalized. 
Payments are received in two disbursements, after the money has been received by Middlebury College. 
Because delays can and do happen, please do not plan to use excess loan money to live on during the 
summer. 


Travel: 

Our contract with St. John's College names Tuesday, June 13, as the earliest time you can take up 
occupancy. Check-in begins at 10:00 a.m. Students traveling long distances or who have difficulty getting 
flights into Albuquerque at a decent hour on Tuesday may arrive during the day on Monday, June 12; if 
you plan to arrive early, you must first notify Kati Partlow in the Bread Loaf office. (Bread Loaf will pay 
for this extra night for you, but you will be responsible for finding your own meals until the first Bread 
Loaf meal, dinner on June 13.) All Bread Loaf students, upon the completion of their classes and class 
work, must depart St. John’s College by 4:00 p.m. on Wednesday, July 26, unless you are attending 
Commencement; those students must depart by 10:00 a.m. on Thursday, July 27. 











If you are planning to arrive at St. John’s on Monday, June 12, please remember to send Kati 
Partlow an e-mail (Kati_Partlow@breadnet.middlebury.edu) by Wednesday, May 24. 





There are no major airline flights to Santa Fe itself, but United Express does service the small 
airport in Santa Fe. The vast majority of people flying in from out of state will be flying into 
Albuquerque, about 55 miles south of Santa Fe. 


For travel to and from the Albuquerque airport, contact Sandia Shuttle (www.sandiashuttle.com) 
at 1-888-775-5696 (or locally in Santa Fe at 474-5696). Sandia Shuttle is frequently willing to drop guests 
directly at St. John's in addition to their regular stops. Another airport shuttle company is Santa Fe Shuttle 
(www.shuttlesantafe.com) at 1-888-833-2300. We recommend that you make advance reservations by 
calling the toll-free number or visiting the shuttle website. 


Alternatively, you might think of renting a car--although I am aware that this is a major budget 
item. I raise this possibility simply because there are so many stunning sites to visit, within striking 
distance by car from Santa Fe. You should check out different companies to get the best deal for yourself. 
Even if you think you would like to rent a car just for a weekend, I would advise looking into fees and 
consider renting it for a week. (Sometimes renting a car for 3 or 4 days is more expensive than renting it 
for a week.) There are many rental companies near the Albuquerque airport; there are fewer rental 
companies in Santa Fe. 


A couple of words to the wise, if you're thinking of renting a car. First, check with your insurance 
company, to see whether you are covered in a rental car; coverage is transferable on many policies, and so 
you can save the insurance that some rental companies rather disingenuously try to persuade the renter to 
buy. Second, make advance reservations, choosing the size car you feel you'll need, and don't let the agent 
on the spot talk you up to a more expensive car--as some agencies try to do. (I've even had agents insist 
that the "small engine" in the car I was renting just couldn't hack it in the higher altitude north of ( J € 
Albuquerque: this is not the case.)

Once at St. John's College, you will see a sign pointing to the Upper Common Room on the 
second level of Meem Dorm.

Weather/Clothing: 
The most frequent misconception I come across about northern New Mexico is the idea that since 


this is the Southwest, it's very, very hot. But northern New Mexico is quite different geographically and 
climatically from, say, Phoenix (which is very, very hot). Much of northern New Mexico is 6,000-7,000 
feet above sea level, and this altitude has several effects. First, especially during the initial days, if you 
exercise strenuously, your lungs will let you know that you are at 6,000 feet, with considerably thinner 
air. You will find, however, that you will acclimate fairly quickly to this change in altitude. Second, the 
thinner air does cause some people to sunburn more easily, and local experts advise wearing hats if you're 
out for long periods of time. Third, although in these Greenhouse Effect days every place can be hot (and, 
although it's not Phoenix, northern New Mexico can definitely have its very hot days), northern New 
Mexico can be cool, even in the summer. Here's a description of the weather (quoted from Frommer's 
Santa Fe, Taos, and Albuquerque, a guide as useful as any other I've seen): "Santa Fe is consistently 10 
degrees cooler than the nearby desert but gets the same sunny skies, averaging more than 300 days of 
sunshine out of 365. Midsummer (July-August) days are dry and sunny (around 80 degrees), with brief 
afternoon thunderstorms common; evenings are typically in the upper 50s." So the common-sense advice 
is: bring summer clothes for warm, even hot weather, but also bring some light wraps (especially, for 
example, if you plan to attend the Santa Fe Opera or other evening events). 


Guests: 
Your guests may not stay on campus, but there are many affordable motels and hotels in Santa 


Fe. 


Smoking: 
Smoking is not permitted inside any buildings, including dormitories. Fire danger is extremely 
high, since you are in high-desert country. If you smoke outside, please carefully dispose of your 
cigarettes in the ash buckets located throughout campus. 


Pets: 
Pets are not allowed on campus. 
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Meals: 
The first meal at St. John's will be dinner at 6:00 on June 13, after the opening gathering. Most of 


you are living on campus and on the meal plan at St. John's; if you are living off-campus, we encourage 
you to take your lunches at St. John's, so that you will be fully a part of the on-campus community; meal 
tickets can be purchased at St. John's. Breakfast costs $4.75; lunch, dinner, and Sunday brunch are $6.75. 
Breakfast will be served from 7:30 to 9:30, lunch from 11:45 to 1:30, and dinner from 5:00 to 6:30. 
Sunday brunch is from 10:30 to 1:30 p.m. 


Computers: 
There will be a modest number of computers available for use by students. As of now, we believe 


that the computer center will be equipped with 12 to 15 Dell laptops, with MS Word and Netscape for 
Internet access. The Macintosh lab will have 3 to 5 Macintoshes and a networked laser printer. Access to 
BreadNet and the Internet will be available from the computer labs. All student rooms have Ethernet 
access; if you have a laptop with either built-in Ethernet or an Ethernet card you can connect to the 
Internet from your room. You will need a Category 5 (CAT 5) Ethernet cable to connect your laptop to 
the Ethernet network. 


If you wish to ship your own computer to St. John's, please see the earlier info under 
Correspondence for mailing and shipping. (Be sure to display your own name on the outside of the 


shipping box.) 


Entertainment: 
When you go into Santa Fe, there are numerous possibilities for enjoyment. There are museums: 


the Palace of the Governors, the Georgia O’Keeffe Museum, the Museum of Fine Arts, the Museum of 
International Folk Art, the Museum of Indian Arts and Culture, and the Wheelwright Museum of the 
American Indian (to go no further). 


I would also recommend the galleries in Santa Fe, both those showing contemporary art and those 
showing Native American pottery, weavings, baskets, etc., mainly of the nineteenth and twentieth 
centuries. These galleries are bunched in two locations: around the Plaza and along Canyon Road. 


If you're interested in taking trips to other destinations (and I strongly urge you to do so), there 
are various options--far more than I can list here. Nevertheless, let me name a few. A very nice day-trip 
could take you north of Santa Fe, through the Hispanic town of Chimayo, with its beautiful (and fabled) 
early-nineteenth-century church (and the Rancho de Chimayo, a great place to stop for lunch), and then 
on to Taos, Ranchos de Taos (with its own splendid church, almost certainly the subject of more paintings 
and photographs than any other church in America), and Taos Pueblo. Albuquerque, 55 miles south of 
Santa Fe, has far more attractions than you could cover in a single day; a special attraction is Old Town. If 
you're interested in longer expeditions, perhaps over a weekend, then think of going to Acoma Pueblo, 
west of Albuquerque. You might consider visiting the two most spectacular archaeological sites in this 
part of the world, Mesa Verde and Pueblo Bonito in Chaco Canyon. And if you really want to hit the 
highway, it's possible to go to astonishing Canyon de Chelly (my own candidate for the most beautiful 
place in the Southwest), the Hopi Pueblos in Arizona, or even the Grand Canyon. (You should read all 
this advice in the context of Lucy's profound conviction that I always try to see too much in too short a 


time.) 


For more detailed advice about trips, long or short, speak with the Bread Loaf office staff, or 
Bread Loaf students and faculty who have been in New Mexico before. I, for that matter, would be happy 
to answer what questions I can (jim_maddox@breadnet.middlebury.edu).

Middlebury College does not provide sickness insurance for the summer, but does 
automatically provide accident insurance for students who are enrolled for classes during the 


summer session. 


Klais & Company, Inc. will pay the claims for the expense of treating injuries up to a total of 
$2,000 for any one accident. Claims will be paid only to the extent that they are not payable 
under the terms of other policies covering the student. 


Covered treatment includes x-rays, laboratory tests, surgery, physician’s visits, nursing care, 
hospital care and treatment, and prescription drugs. The expense for dental treatment of 
injuries to sound natural teeth is limited to $1,000 per policy year. 


Claims: In the event of an accident, claims should be reported to Klais & Company, Inc., 1867 
West Market Street, Akron OH 44313-6977 (Phone: 800-331-1096 or e-mail 
klaisclaims@klais.com) within 30 days from the date of the accident. Medical bills must be 
submitted within 90 days from date of treatment. A claim form is not required to submit a claim, 
an itemized bill can be used to submit your claim. You should be aware of the limitations and 
exclusions of this plan before making a claim for benefits. If you have any questions, please

The insurance for the summer term will be effective from 6/1/06-9/1/06. (Coverage is for one 
time frame for students who are enrolled for classes during Summer Term). 


NOTE: Under Britain’s medical program, you must have medical coverage to meet the 
treatment of medical conditions and problems you have on arrival in Britain. National Health will, 
at the discretion of our doctor, meet expenses of emergencies encountered during the summer. 
Expenses of hospitalization are paid by National Health under normal circumstances. Be sure to 
bring your medical insurance forms for claiming expenses under your own medical insurance 


plan.

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GENERAL INFORMATION 


Where to Go First If You Have a Question? 


The Bread Loaf office is your first stop for virtually all questions. Director Claire Sponsler and 
the director's assistants, Bread Loaf graduates Alfredo Lujan and SuZanne Curtis, are the liaison 
with important offices at St. John's College and they are in daily e-mail and telephone contact 
with the Bread Loaf office in Vermont. They can answer questions about the Bread Loaf program 
and they are also an excellent source of information about Santa Fe and environs. You should 
feel free to stop by and simply introduce yourself even if you don't have an official reason to visit 
the office. 


Getting the News: La Miga 

Your best source of information during the summer is the daily newsletter, La Miga. In it you will 
find announcements about lectures, social and cultural events, academic reminders, travel tips, 
and more. Off-campus students should check it out often, since this important publication will keep 
you connected and informed. A hard copy will be posted on all dorm bulletin boards throughout the 
summer, and the first three issues will be distributed into student boxes on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays. After the third issue it will be posted electronically in the Santa Fe folder on BreadNet 
for the remainder of the summer. La Miga will also be posted online on BreadNet, in Cyberbarn in 
the Conferences folder, where you can also find the daily newsletters from the other Bread Loaf 


campuses. 


Beginning of Summer and Registration 

Tuesday, June 13, is arrival day. (Students traveling long distances or who have difficulty getting 
flights into Albuquerque at a reasonable hour on Tuesday may arrive during the day on Monday, June 
12 if they have received prior permission from the Bread Loaf office; these early arrivals will find their 
key packets at the front desk/switchboard Peterson Student Center at St. John's College.) Once at 
St. John's College (on June 13), you will see a sign pointing to the Upper Common Room on the 
second level of Meem Dorm. Registration begins at 10:00 a.m. There you will be greeted by on-site 
director Claire Sponsler, and assistants Alfredo Lujan and SuZanne Curtis. They will check you in 
and direct you to your rooms and to the Bread Loaf office, located on the first floor of Anderson (102). 
If you arrive late, you can register in the Upper Common Room after dinner on June 13th, and if you 
miss registration altogether, stop by the Bread Loaf office as soon as possible after your arrival to 
take care of business. St. John’s has registration cards that must be filled out before you stay on 
campus. 

Off-campus students: please be sure to give the Bread Loaf office at St. John’s your local 
contact information: home phone, cell phone, address, etc. 

The school will open formally with a reception at 5:00 upstairs in the Junior Common Room 
at Peterson Student Center, followed by a welcome from on-site director Claire Sponsler and dinner 
at 6:00. That dinner will be the first meal of our session will be the dinner at 6:00 p.m. on Tuesday. 
Meals will be served at the following times:

All Bread Loaf students, upon the completion of their classes and class work, must depart St. John’s 
by 4:00 p.m. on Wednesday, July 26, unless they are attending Commencement; students attending 
Commencement must depart by 10:00 a.m. on Thursday, July 27. There are no exceptions. 
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ACADEMIC MATTERS 


Getting Help 

Ours is an academically demanding, fast-paced program. Because of the intensive, compressed 
nature of Bread Loaf and the special challenges associated with being away from home for six 
weeks, small problems can sometimes mushroom in unexpected ways. Students experiencing any 
difficulties—academic, personal, or medical—should never hesitate to seek help when they need it, 
as soon as they need it. The Bread Loaf administration, staff, and faculty stand ready to help. There 
will be an orientation session at each campus to introduce you to the staff and impart vital 
information about the resources available to you during the summer. 


Auditing 

Enrolled Bread Loaf students and their spouses or partners may audit literature classes (but not 
writing or theater classes) after checking with the Bread Loaf office to see whether the instructor 
permits auditors and then checking with the instructor to make sure that space permits. It has been a 
tradition since 1920 to ask auditors who are not enrolled students to pay the School $1.00 for each 
class hour to help the Bread Loaf office meet routine office expenses in providing services to 
classes. This policy applies to all campuses except Oxford, where auditing is not permitted. 

Formal auditing by non-enrolled current and former Bread Loaf students may be permitted 
on a case-by-case basis, for a fee of one half of the normal per-course fee for each course audited. 
Requests should be made in writing to the director. As is the case with all auditing, even paying 
auditors cannot audit writing or theater courses. Only students paying full tuition are permitted to live 


on campus. 


Confidentiality: Blue Waiver Forms 

Federal law (FERPA, the Federal Family Educational Rights and Privacy Act) dictates that students 
have access to any comments written about them in letters of recommendation or similar documents 
unless they sign a form specifically waiving the right to read those comments. That being the case, all 
first-year students will be asked to sign a blue waiver form. By signing the top portion of this form, 
students agree to waive their rights to review materials placed in their Bread Loaf files. Specifically, 
this covers the comments written by the Bread Loaf faculty about each student in each class and any 
letters of recommendation written by Bread Loaf administrators that incorporate these comments. 
Students can decline to waive this access, and in that case must sign the bottom portion of the form. 
The waiver form will be placed in each student's file and will remain in effect until the student notifies 
the director in writing that he or she wants to change it. If a student rescinds the waiver, any letters or 
comments written while it was in effect will be destroyed. 

The Bread Loaf director strongly suggests that you agree to waive access to the comments, 
simply because letters of recommendation written under conditions of confidentiality are very often 
granted very much more credence than non-confidential letters. The vast majority of Bread Loaf 
students choose to sign the waiver. The choice, of course, remains the student's.

Drop/Add 
Students can drop or add courses up to a week after the start of classes. Students wishing to drop or 


add a course must get the on-site director's permission. Students at the non-Vermont campuses 
should begin the drop/add process before the one-week deadline because the office staff will need a 
little extra time to check with the Bread Loaf office in Vermont to make sure that course changes 
won't create problems with distribution requirements. 


Attendance, Late Arrival, or Early Departure 
Students are expected to attend all classes. Barring emergencies, the director must approve any late 
arrivals or early departures (i.e., after classes have begun, or before your last class) from Bread 
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Loaf; requests should be made well ahead of time. In the case of an early departure, you should first 
talk to your professors. All students may leave after their last class, unless the requirements of the 
course dictate otherwise. J 


Withdrawal and Refunds 

Students who wish to withdraw during the session should first talk to the director. Students who 
withdraw for medical reasons or serious emergencies forfeit the enrollment deposit and room fees, 
but may receive refunds for any additional amounts paid as follows: 


- Before the end of the first week of classes: 60% of tuition (and 60% of board) 
- Before the end of the second week of classes: 20% of tuition (and prorated board) 
- No refunds after the end of the second week of classes 


A request for a refund must be submitted, in writing, to the director. Any refund granted is remitted to 
the person who paid the charges. If a refund represents, in whole or in part, the proceeds of a 
student loan, remittance is made by the College first to the lender or holder of the loan. Students are 
given written notice of such disbursements made on their behalf. 


Plagiarism 
Bread Loaf is governed by the following statement on plagiarism, based on that adopted by the 
Middlebury College faculty: 


As an academic community devoted to the life of the mind, Middlebury College requires of 
every student complete intellectual honesty in the preparation of papers and other academic 
exercises. The habit of intellectual honesty is essential to both intellectual and moral growth. 
Effective evaluation of student work and helpful instruction can take place only in an 
environment where intellectual honesty is respected. 

Plagiarism is a violation of intellectual honesty. Plagiarism is passing off another person’s 
work as one’s own. It is taking and presenting as one’s own the ideas, writings, creations, or ® 
inventions of another. It makes no difference whether the source is a student or a professional 
in some field. For example, in written work, whenever as much as a sentence or a key phrase is 
taken from the work of another without specific citation, the issue of plagiarism arises. 
Paraphrasing is the close restatement of another’s ideas using approximately the same 
language as the original. Paraphrasing without acknowledgment of authorship is also 
plagiarism and is as serious a violation as unacknowledged quotation. 

The individual student is responsible for ensuring that his or her work does not involve 
plagiarism. Ignorance of the nature of plagiarism or of College rules may not be offered as a 
mitigating circumstance. Graded assignments should be the work of the individual student, 
unless otherwise directed by the instructor. It is the student’s responsibility to seek clarification 
about such matters as paraphrasing lecture notes, giving proper citations and footnotes, and 
proper recognition of joint work. Students who have uncertainties and questions on these 
matters should consult with the course instructor for whom they are preparing work. 


Late Work and Incompletes 

Students are expected to hand in all work on time. In a case where an extraordinary circumstance (a 
personal or family emergency) makes it impossible for you to finish the work for a particular course, 
you must notify both your professor and the Bread Loaf office immediately. Before you leave Bread 
Loaf you must fill out a special form and you and your professor must agree on a date by which all 
course work will be completed (usually within 30 days of the end of the session). Both of you must 
sign the form, agreeing to that deadline, and the director must approve the Incomplete. Any late work 
must be submitted directly to the Bread Loaf office in Vermont, not to the professor. If you do not 
finish before the agreed-upon deadline, you will automatically receive a grade of F for the course. 


Grades and Grade Reports 
Bread Loaf uses a letter grade system. A grade of B- is probationary; a student receiving a B- may © 
return to Bread Loaf, but must show improvement before being permitted to continue toward a 





degree. A grade lower than B- is considered a failing grade and will result in a denial of readmission. 

Grades will be available online within a month of the end of the summer session; students 
will receive instructions for accessing online grade reports at the end of the summer (you can also 
find instructions by going to the Bread Loaf Web site: 
www.middlebury.edu/academics/blse/students/grades/). If you do not know your Middlebury College 
identification number (it's your student ID number), get in touch with the Bread Loaf office. Students 
no longer receive hard copies of their grade reports. Please note: You will not be able to access your 
grades until you have paid any outstanding balance on your Bread Loaf bill. 


Credits: Note to Middlebury College Undergraduates: If you plan to use your Bread Loaf credits 
as part of your undergraduate degree, you must let the Middlebury College Registrar's Office know 
this as soon as possible at the end of the summer session. Once it is designated as undergraduate 
credit, you cannot change it (and you cannot use it for graduate credit in the future). 


Expiration of Credits 

This information appears in the Bread Loaf catalog, but is worth repeating here. If you are in a Bread 
Loaf degree program you must complete all work within ten years: Bread Loaf credits (for the 
purposes of counting towards a Bread Loaf degree) expire after ten years. Courses taken more 
than ten years ago will remain on your transcript, but you can’t use them toward a Bread Loaf degree. 
If you are transferring credits from another institution, those credits, too, must be less than ten years 
old by the time you graduate. There is one exception to this rule: with permission of the director, 
credits earned towards a Bread Loaf degree will not expire after the tenth year if (and only if) you 
return to Bread Loaf by the tenth summer, and then attend Bread Loaf every summer thereafter until 


you have completed your degree. 


Degree Status: Degree or Continuing Education? 

We ask applicants to indicate whether they are applying as degree or nondegree students on their 
admission and re-enrollment forms. This creates anxiety for some students, who cannot always plan 
several summers in advance. If you know for certain that you want to come for only one summer, 
you will be considered a student in continuing graduate education and you will get a Certificate in 
Continuing Graduate Education at the end of the summer. If you plan, or even hope, to work towards 
an M.A. or M.Litt. (requirements for both are described in the Bread Loaf catalog), you should check 
that line on the form. The important point is that Bread Loaf considers all students equal and that 
your choice is non-binding. Many students enroll for what they think will be only one summer and 
find themselves leaving the Burgess Meredith Theater holding a diploma five years later. Other 
students plan to get the degree, but then life intervenes and they are unable to finish. Changing your 


mind is fine. 


M.Litt. Procedures 
The M.Litt. degree program builds in a concentrated, specialized way on the broader base of the 
M.A. in English, which is a prerequisite for this degree. The program is administered by associate 
director Emily Bartels. If you’re a new student who already has an M.A. in English from another 
institution, or if you are nearing the completion of your Bread Loaf M.A. and are contemplating this 
challenging extension of your Bread Loaf studies, please get in touch with Sandy LeGault in the 
Bread Loaf office; she can answer many of your questions and will provide an information packet 
that includes guidelines, an application form, and examples of possible M.Litt. topics. You should 
also make an appointment with Emily Bartels, either in person or online, to talk about applying to the 
M.Litt. program, and about possible programs of study. 

All students, even those holding M.A.s from Bread Loaf, must apply for entrance to the 


M.Litt. program. 


Independent Reading Projects 

An Independent Reading Project (IRP) is a project of reading, research, and writing that you carry 
out independently during the academic year and bring to completion the summer after. The subject 
for an IRP must be an extension and intensification of work in a field that you have already explored 
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in a Bread Loaf course (you must have received a grade of A- or better in that course). An advisor 
from the Bread Loaf faculty will supervise and sign off on your proposal at the beginning of the 
process (before you leave campus in the summer prior to the start of your project), and that or 
another faculty advisor will guide you in bringing the project to completion the following summer. 
The work you do in between is entirely independent, since the Bread Loaf faculty does not "exist" 
during the academic year. The associate director must approve all projects, and she will send 
detailed guidelines to all students early in the summer. She or the director will be happy to meet with 
you during the summer to talk through possible topics or to answer any questions. 

If you are contemplating undertaking an IRP during the coming year, arrangements must be 
completed while you are at Bread Loaf; there are no exceptions to this rule. You should consult a 
faculty advisor well before the summer session ends since the final proposal—signed by a faculty 
member—must be submitted to the Bread Loaf office before the last day of classes. 


Course Transfers 
Requests to transfer courses should be made to the associate director, through Judy Jessup in the 


Bread Loaf office. You may transfer up to two units of graduate credit (six semester hours or nine 
quarter hours, the equivalent of two regular Bread Loaf courses) from other institutions to count 
toward your degree at Bread Loaf. The easiest way to find out if a course is transferable is to contact 
the Bread Loaf office and ask. We will send you detailed guidelines (also downloadable from the 
Bread Loaf Web site), but below are the basic criteria: 


e The course must be taken at an accredited institution. Online or correspondence courses are not 
acceptable for transfer to Bread Loaf. 

e The course must be a graduate-level offering. 

e The course should be offered in the institution's English Department: if it is not, it must be a 
course that could be used toward a graduate degree in English at that institution. 

e The course must be worth the equivalent of one Bread Loaf unit; that is, the equivalent of 3 
semester-hour credits or at least 4.5 quarter-hour credits. 

e You must receive a letter grade—a B or higher—for the course. 

e You cannot transfer credits to Bread Loaf that are already being used for degree credit 
elsewhere. Similarly, you cannot transfer courses being used for a Bread Loaf degree to other 
institutions. 

e The life span of a course credit is ten years; Bread Loaf will not transfer a credit that has expired 
(i.e., is ten or more years old) or will expire (i.e., turn ten years old) before you receive your 
Bread Loaf M.A. or M.Litt. 


Before the associate director can approve a transfer she will need to see (1) a catalog description 
from the year in which the course was given, (2) a full syllabus (again, from the year you took the 
course), and (3) an official transcript once the course is completed. It is always a good idea to obtain 
preliminary approval (send the course description to Judy Jessup at the Bread Loaf office) before 
enrolling in a course you plan to use for transfer credit. Please note that Bread Loaf must have all 
official transcripts for transfers on record no later than June 1 of your senior summer. 

Bread Loaf courses are generally transferable to other institutions. 


Computers and BreadNet 
There will be a modest number of computers available for use by students. The computer center will 
be equipped with several Dell laptops, with MS Word and Netscape for Internet access. The 
Macintosh lab will have 3 to 5 Macintoshes and a networked laser printer. Access to the Internet and 
BreadNet will be available from the computer labs. All student rooms have Ethernet access; if you 
have a laptop with either built-in Ethernet or an Ethernet card you can connect to the Internet from 
your room. You will need a Category 5 (CAT 5) Ethernet cable to connect your laptop to the Ethernet 
network. 

Bread Loaf operates its own telecommunications network, BreadNet, which we think is the 
most successful electronic network of teachers in the country. All Bread Loaf students receive 
BreadNet accounts, free of charge, when they arrive on campus. Check with the office for your 





& 





BreadNet account user-ID and password. If you do not know how to use BreadNet, ask for help in 
the office. BreadNet has been installed in the St. John's computers, and instructions for downloading 
the software are available for those who want to access BreadNet from a computer outside of the 
Bread Loaf/New Mexico computer rooms. 


Library 
The St. John's library is relatively small, but has a large number of reserve texts requested by Bread 


Loaf professors. 


Textbooks 
New Mexico students should bring their course books with them. There is a bookstore at St. John's, 


but it does not stock Bread Loaf's course books. 


Graduation and Senior Obligations 

First, and most important, if you plan to graduate earlier than anticipated—by transferring in courses, 
doing independent work, or taking an overload during the summer—please notify the Bread Loaf 
office in Vermont well in advance of the summer. Similarly, if you are a graduating senior and do not 
plan to stay for graduation, please notify Elaine as early as possible (before the summer) so that 
your absence can be noted on the commencement program and can be taken into account during 
final preparations. 

All Bread Loaf students are invited, but certainly not required, to attend the graduation that 
takes place at the end of the session for the awarding of M.A. and M.Litt. degrees. These are lovely 
ceremonies, and each campus has its own style and special traditions. Students remaining on 
campus are also invited to attend such graduation-related events as the senior party, and all 
students who are on the meal plan may stay for the graduation banquet. 

There will be a meeting for seniors in the first week of the session to go over graduation 
plans and procedures. Although senior doings are traditionally cloaked in secrecy, it is helpful to 
know certain things going into the process. During the first senior meeting of the summer, seniors 
will choose a class president or co-presidents who will relay the confidential information about the 
hooder and speaker to the Bread Loaf office for inclusion in the commencement program. Seniors 
should be prepared to spend a little money: members of the graduating class might be asked to 
contribute to a class gift (this is not mandatory, but is traditional) and they must pay for the rental of 
their graduation robes and hoods. Seniors must also choose the graduation speaker and hooder, 
plan the senior party, and choose the class gift. 

One important note: seniors or their guests must pay for senior banquet meals eaten by 
any guests they invite (anyone not already on the Bread Loaf meal plan). 


Re-enrollment 

Students planning to return to Bread Loaf next summer must fill out a pink re-enrollment form, 
available in the Bread Loaf office. Students are re-enrolled initially based on these forms, and a 
summer submission will give you your best chance of reserving a spot for 2007 at your first-choice 
campus. If you forget to do this before you leave Bread Loaf, you can download a form from the 
Bread Loaf Web site. We urge you to re-enroll early in the fall, as some of the campuses fill very 
rapidly and even returning students run the risk of being waitlisted. 


Campus Choice 

You can begin your Bread Loaf career at any one of the five campuses, and you can go to any one 
of them (providing there is room) in subsequent summers. The only residency requirement is that 
everyone must spend at least one summer at the home campus in Vermont. 


Transcripts 

Requests for transcripts must be made by the individual student in writing (e-mailed or faxed 
requests will not be accepted) to the Registrar's Office, attn. Mary Bartz, Forest Hall, 5142 
Middlebury College, Middlebury VT 05753. You can download a transcript request form by going to: 
www.middlebury.edu/administration/records/student_info/graduate. Requests must include your 
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name (and your name at the time of attendance if different), current address, telephone number, 
social security number, and dates attended or the date of your degree. Make sure your signature is 


included with your request; transcript requests cannot be processed without a signature. Please J 


indicate where the transcripts should be mailed and the number of copies needed, and include 
complete addresses. 

Pricing: One official transcript from the Bread Loaf School of English will be issued by 
Middlebury College free of charge the very first time a student requests a transcript. A fee of $5.00 is 
charged for each additional transcript and all subsequent transcripts; there is a charge of $1.00 for 
each additional copy sent at the same time to the same address; make checks out to Middlebury 
College. No transcript will be issued to students who are financially indebted to the College until 
satisfactory arrangements have been made with the controller. 

You can view your (unofficial) academic transcript online at any time by following the 
instructions for accessing your online grade report (for instructions see above on p. 6; or go to the 
Bread Loaf Web Site: www.middlebury.edu/academics/blse/students/grades/). 


Letters of Recommendation 
Requests for letters of recommendation should be made to the associate director, through Judy 


Jessup in the Bread Loaf office, and not to Bread Loaf faculty. You can reach Judy by e-mail at 
judy_jessup@breadnet.middlebury.edu. These letters will incorporate comments written about you by 
your Bread Loaf professors, and they will be kept on file in the Bread Loaf office for future use. When 
asking for a recommendation, please include the name and address of the person to whom the letter 
should be mailed and your own contact information. During the academic year, requests, including 
any forms and envelopes, should be sent to Judy in the Bread Loaf office. These requests should be 
received by the Bread Loaf office at least two weeks before the letters are needed. Students may 
also create placement files through Middlebury College's Career Services Office (see below). 


Career Services Office, Middlebury College 

Bread Loaf students have full access to the Middlebury College Career Services Office (CSO). They S 
may consult with career counselors in that office regarding resume critique, self-assessment, job- ' } 
search strategies, and other career related matters, and they may create placement files through the 

CSO. Many valuable resources are accessible on the CSO homepage: http//web.middlebury.edu, and 

the career resource library is a central source of information on a broad range of careers, graduate 

study, internship offerings, and employment opportunities. 


FACILITIES AND STUDENT LIFE 


Keys and ID Cards 

At registration, you will be given a room key and a meal card; your meal card will double as your 
pass for St. John's new athletic facility. There is a $15 fee for each key that is lost or not returned 
and a $10 fee to replace meal cards that are lost during the session. 


Security 
We strongly recommend that you keep your door locked at all times, whether you are in your rooms 


or not. We also strongly encourage you to bring a partner, and your cell phone if you have one, 
when you walk on the trails behind the campus; similarly, we do not recommend that you walk to or 
from downtown in the dark. 


Accident Insurance 

Middlebury College does not provide sickness insurance for the summer but does automatically 

provide accident insurance for students who are enrolled for classes during the summer session. 

Klais & Company, Inc. will pay the claims for the expense of treating injuries up to a maximum of 

$2,000 for any one accident. Claims will be paid only to the extent that they are not payable under D 
the terms of other policies covering the student. Covered treatment includes x-rays, laboratory tests, 








surgery, physician's visits, nursing care, hospital care and treatment, and prescription drugs. The 
coverage of dental treatment of injuries to sound natural teeth is limited to $1,000 per policy year. 

In the event of an accident, claims should be reported to: Klais & Company, Inc., 1867 West 
Market Street, Akron OH 44313-6977 (1-800-331-1096 or e-mail klaisclaims@klais.com) within 30 
days from the date of the accident. Medical bills must be submitted within 90 days from the date of 
treatment. A claim form is not required; you can use an itemized bill to submit your claim. You should 
be aware of the limitations and exclusions of this plan before making a claim for benefits. If you have 
any questions, please contact Koster Insurance Agency, plan administrator, at 1-800-457-5599 or at 
studentcare@kosterins.com. This insurance will be effective from 6/1/06—9/1/06. (Coverage is for 
one time frame for students who are enrolled for classes during Summer Term.) 


Health Services 
All students should have completed and returned the health forms they received in May. Students 


are urged to inform Bread Loaf staff of any special medical needs and to bring all necessary health 
information, medications or prescriptions, and insurance ID cards with them. 

Health care will not be available at St. John's; however, St. Vincent's Hospital is only five 
minutes from St. John’s. In the case of an emergency, contact a member of the Bread Loaf staff. If 
you have a medical emergency and the Bread Loaf office is closed call 911 (see emergency 


procedures on page 2). 
Should you have a medical condition that could cause an emergency, please be sure to let 


the Bread Loaf office know. Please also consider informing your neighbors of your condition if you 
think you might possibly need help at odd hours. 


Students with Disabilities 

The Bread Loaf School of English is committed to providing meaningful access to its programs and 
will arrange reasonable accommodations for students with disabilities. Students needing such 
accommodation should let the Bread Loaf office know this well in advance of the summer session by 
filing the special needs identification form that is supplied to each student (with the exception of 
those going to Oxford) upon acceptance to Bread Loaf. Students can find fuller information about 
ADA compliance on that form, or by going to the Middlebury College Web site:

Dormitory Living 


Room assignments/room changes: Students can change rooms only under extraordinary 
circumstances. Please talk to the Bread Loaf staff only if you have an otherwise irresolvable problem 


with your room. 


Guests: Guests are not permitted to stay on campus, but there are many affordable motels and 
hotels in Santa Fe. 


Linens: Students living at St. John's will be provided weekly with linen (one towel, wash cloth, two 
sheets, and pillowcase). Linen exchange day will be posted in La Miga. 


Laundry: Coin-operated washing machines and dryers are located on campus. The laundry rooms 
are open 24 hours a day. 


Pets: Pets are not allowed in student rooms and must not be kept anywhere on campus, at any of 
the Bread Loaf campuses. 


Electrical and Appliance Prohibitions: Hot plates, coffee pots, and cooking equipment of all sorts are 
forbidden in the dormitories. 


Parking 
Anyone bringing a car to Bread Loaf in New Mexico is asked to register with the Bread Loaf office 


during registration. Students will receive a map showing designated parking areas. 
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Local Transportation 
There is a city bus that makes daily runs to the St. John’s campus. The Bread Loaf office will provide 


copies of the schedule; you can also pick up a copy of the bus schedule at the front desk at N) 
Peterson Student Center. 


Smoking Policy 

Bread Loaf has a strict no-smoking policy for ALL buildings, at ALL campuses. Students who smoke 
outdoors should check to make sure that they are not smoking under someone’s open window. 
Please use proper receptacles for extinguishing and disposing of smoking materials. 


Quiet Hours 
Because the noise of even one radio can be unbelievably disruptive, Bread Loaf maintains constant 


vigilance against noise. No sound-producing electronic or battery-operated devices (radios, CD 
players, etc.) are permitted in the dormitories unless they are used with headphones. Silence is 
maintained between the hours of 11 p.m. and 7:00 a.m. to offer the opportunity for sleep. As with 
smoking, students chatting outside should be aware of their surroundings, since voices can carry 
through open windows with disquieting clarity. There are designated social spaces at all campuses 
for late-night chatting. 


Dining at St. John's 

The first meal at St. John's will be dinner at 6:00 on June 13, after the opening gathering. Most of 

you are living on campus and on the meal plan at St. John's; if you are living off-campus, we 

encourage you to take your lunches at St. John's, so that you will be fully a part of the on-campus 

community; meal tickets can be purchased at St. John's. Breakfast costs $4.75; lunch, dinner, and 

Sunday brunch are $6.75. Breakfast will be served from 7:30 to 9:30, lunch from 11:45 to 1:30, and 

dinner from 5:00 to 6:30. Sunday brunch is from 10:30 to 1:30 p.m. 

Telephones ~ 
Each dorm room is equipped with a phone. Students will receive the telephone number for the phone y | 
in their room upon arrival. We encourage students to give this number to those who may call during 

your stay. To make a local call, dial 9 first. A calling card is necessary to place long distance calls. 

Voice mail is not available on these phones. In case of emergency, the Conference Services Office at 

St. John's can be contacted at 505-984-6024; they will deliver messages to the Bread Loaf staff. 


Faxes 
Faxes may be sent from the Bread Loaf office, for $1.00 (domestic) or $2.00 (foreign). 


Getting Money 
Traveler's and cashier's checks (no personal checks) of up to $50.00 can be cashed at the cashier's 


window of the Treasurer's Office between the hours of 12:30 and 3:30 p.m., Monday through Friday. 
The cashier's window is located on the first floor of Weigle Hall just inside the front door. Needless to 
say, there are multiple ATMs in Santa Fe itself. 


Property Insurance 
Middlebury College does not carry insurance to cover items that are lost, stolen, or damaged while 


you are at Bread Loaf. You should make sure that your personal insurance will cover any valuable 
items, like jewelry, cameras, computers, that you plan to bring with you. 


Photocopying 
The Bread Loaf office will do class photocopying for faculty. The only photocopying it will do for 
students is for class presentations requiring handouts for each member of the class. 


Student Conduct and Disciplinary Measures 
Bread Loaf reserves the right to dismiss from its programs any student whose behavior: DY | 


e presents a clear danger to him/herself, or to other members of the community; 











e is physically aggressive or destructive of property, or violates the dignity or rights of others: 

e violates laws and regulations, including those that relate to use, possession or distribution of 
drugs or alcohol; 

e demonstrates inability to participate constructively in the program: 

e disrupts the educational function of the program, or is otherwise detrimental to its operation. 





The on-site director will handle any disciplinary problems.

Watch Out For that First Step Out the Door — It’s a Doozey! 
Cliff Dwellings at Bandelier National Monument 


Bandelier National Monument was home to Ancestral Pueblo People and their restored cliff dwellings 
remain there. These ancestral people, known as the Anasazi, disappeared suddenly sometime during the 
thirteenth or fourteenth century. Anthropologists still debate the reason for this sudden disappearing act. 
Some attribute it to severe droughts that led to widespread famines, while others believe it was in reaction 
to a Super Wal-Mart being developed upstream. Anyhow, when was the last time you were able to spend 
some quality time alone in a cave? (For obvious reasons, this question does not apply to anyone from New 
Jersey). One can spend a few hours or most of a day walking through the ruins and there are some cool 
spots near the river that runs through the park to enjoy a bag lunch. Make sure you make the short hike out 
to Ceremonial Cave where you get to climb a wooden ladder into the stratosphere for a view that will make 
your palms sweat. 


Directions to Bandelier: Take US 285/84 north of Santa Fe to NM 502. Once on NM 502, turn south on 
NM 4 to Bandelier National Monument. 





Some Take the Low Road, But I Suggest the High Road ... 
High Road to Taos 


When God created Taos, he threw away the tectonic plates. It is a place suffused with physical beauty and 
drenched in history. All kinds of history: Indian Pueblo, Hispanic, and Anglo. One can visit the Taos 
Pueblo with its famous multi-storied adobe dwellings, the restored Spanish Colonial home of the infamous 
Father Martinez, and the Millicent Rogers Museum with its wondrous collection of Maria Martinez pottery. 
For the more macabre among you, there is even the grave of D. H. Lawrence. The burial place of Lawrence 
is located a bit north of Taos on route 68 to San Cristobal, and his specific plot is conveniently sandwiched 
between that of Elvis and Jim Morrison. 


For those of you, like myself, who find visiting museums much like waiting in long lines at Home Depot, 
there is also just hanging out, and the Taos Plaza is great for people watching. On several occasions, I saw a 
local guy walking his dog without a leash, which is no big deal except that a live cat rides on the back of 
the dog and a white rat rides on the back of the cat. The powers that be should send this dude to the Middle 
East to conduct peace talks. And, then there are hippies: Old hippies, middle-aged hippies, young hippies, 
Euro-hippies, neo-hippies, pseudo-hippies and born again hippies. As a result there are numerous shops 
where one can load up on tie-dye and patchouli oil. 


As for me, I start my adventure in Taos by driving through town on U.S. 64 to the Rio Grande Gorge 
Bridge, which presents an awesome overlook — several hundred feet at least — of the Rio Grande slicing 
through sheer rock. Talk about cleavage ... I walk out to the center of the bridge and hang my head over 
the side until I’m paralyzed with vertigo, and then walk weak-kneed to my car and drive to Out Back Pizza, 
which is on the way back into town on the right. It’s the only pizza place in Taos with a Missile fuselage 
standing erect near the outdoor dining area. 


“Life is a journey, not a destination,” is an aphorism most commonly used by those like myself who 
couldn’t quite complete their PhD, but it also applies to the trip to Taos. Getting there is more than half the 
fun. Considered to be one of the ten most scenic drives in the U.S., the High Road to Taos leads you 


through some of New Mexico’s most dramatic landscape and interesting villages. A visit to the Santuario 
de Chimayo is a must. Located in Chimayo, the Santuario is a beautiful little church, which is world 
famous for it’s healing dirt and is visited by thousands of pilgrims each year. You will pass through the 
quintessential Northern New Mexican town of Truchas, which is where the film Milagro Bean Field War 
was shot, and you will also pass through Rancho de Taos where the adobe-buttressed San Francisco de 
Assisi Church is located. This is the church often painted by Georgia O’Keefe and reproduced on every 
conceivable object souvenir shops sell.

Tinn-Nee-Ann Trading Company, 923 Cerrillos — It looks like a 1920’s roadside 
attraction but it has some beautiful bracelets and earrings—prices and quality are much 
better than on The Plaza! They also have a dress shop where you can get a great deal on 
those bright, gauzy boho skirts that the locals wear. 


Pottery 


Santa Fe Pottery, 323 South Guadalupe—Unusual pieces from local potters at good 
prices. Check out the work of Maggie Beyeler, (Magpie Pottery) my pottery teacher. 


Flea Markets and other tiendas 


Tesuque Pueblo Flea Market—you must go at least once but wear a hat and bring 
water! Merchants from many lands sell at this market. Go there to buy interesting, funky 
things from exotic spices to antiques, Mexican pottery, and Kilim rugs. I bought a pair 
of vintage black cowboy boots there for $50! (Vance has bought many older pieces of 
African art here over the years.) Their hours are Friday, Saturday, and Sunday 8-4. 
Directions: Follow St. Francis Drive through Santa Fe (It will turn into Hwy. 
84/285).Continue and follow Hwy. 84/285 north for approximately 5.5 miles. The Flea 
Market has its own exit. 


Jackalope, 2820 Cerrillos —They have an amazing array of imported kitsch and 
southwestern themed merchandise—clothing, furniture, garden decorations. They also 
have a real prairie dog village—very cute!

(1) Using Photoshop. Caroline has provided instructions as an attachment to this 
message. This works for PCs and Macs, if you have the program. 


(2) Microsoft Photo Editor. Instructions (for PCs) follow: 


If you have an image on your desktop, double click to open it, and the image will open 
with Microsoft Photo Editor. 


On the menu bar, under File, select Save as... (this will keep your original image at its 
high resolution and will allow you to create a low resolution image to send on Breadnet). 


Rename the image. If the high resolution image is called bestdog.jpg, I might name my 
new about-to-be-low-resolution image something like Irbestdog.jpg, where "Ir" stands for 


low resolution. Save the image to a memorable location on your computer. 


Now you are working on the low resolution image and the high resolution image will not 
be altered. 


Go to File, and select Properties. 

In the Properties dialog box, under Resolution, change the number from 300 pixels/inch 
to 72 pixels/inch (because 72 pixels/inch is the industry standard for "low resolution") 
Hit OK. 

Under File, select Exit. 

That is it.

Dear Bread Loaf Student at Lincoln College: 


I am sending along the final set of details for your trip to Oxford. I hope that this information 
will make your trip easier and your arrival at Lincoln College pleasant. As this letter is chock full of 
details, I would suggest you take it with you to Oxford to use as a reference. 


There are several important, specific instructions in this letter, so please read it carefully, and at 
your earliest convenience. There are also several enclosures for you to glance over, respond to, and digest 
before the summer begins. 


In some of the following information, the phrasing assumes that you will be in Lincoln College's 
lodgings, right at the College. We don't mean to ignore the Bread Loaf students living with their families 
in off-campus accommodations. (Off-campus residents should be sure to check the Bread Loaf message 
board at Lincoln for daily announcements and messages--including telephone messages.) 


Payment 
Your bill will be mailed to you. Students in the “Shakespeare: On the Page and on the Stage” 


course have an additional $600 fee to cover play tickets and transportation; this charge will be included in 
your bill. The bill is due and payable upon receipt, prior to your leaving for Oxford. Bills not paid by the 
deadline given by Middlebury College will be charged a late fee. If your bill is not correct, please contact 
Susan Holcomb in the Bread Loaf office. 


Loans 
For those of you receiving a Stafford, Perkins, or other loan, you should be aware that loans will 


not be disbursed as one lump sum. Payment will be divided into two segments, ideally one at the 
beginning of the session and one around the middle of the session; exactly when the disbursements are 
made depends upon when the funds are received by Middlebury College and how quickly they can be 
processed. It can be difficult to get these checks delivered expeditiously, so you should not count on 
these funds for summer living expenses. 





Banking/Credit Cards/Traveler’s Checks 

Although traveler’s checks are less important than they used to be because of the greater 
availability of ATMs in Oxford (see below), it is probably wise to take a small amount of money in 
traveler’s checks (American Express, Barclay, Visa) in pounds; banks usually charge 3% of the total 
amount changed with a minimum of £2 for an international exchange transaction. If this transaction fee is 
not of concern to you, traveler's checks in dollars are fine. (Traveler's checks in pounds eliminate the 
uncertainty of currency fluctuations; the dollar may rise or fall in value, relative to the pound, while you 
are in Oxford.) Increasingly, it is the case that your ATM card, Visa card, and MasterCard can be used in 
ATMs in Oxford, often with favorable exchange rates: You may want to check with your issuing bank 
for details. 





We believe that the most widely accepted American credit cards in the United Kingdom are Visa 
and MasterCard. 


Be sure to convert enough money into British currency at the airport (at the very latest) to cover 
your bus or train ticket to Oxford (see below for prices) and to get you through the first day or two. 


There isn't time sufficient to open summer checking accounts at Oxford; even a certified cashier's 
check will take two weeks to clear. Personal checks (yours, or those made out to you) are uncashable. 
You should probably plan on about $1,200, or the equivalent in pounds, for spending money while at 
Lincoln. Seniors will also encounter some graduation-week extras including, but not limited to, a senior 
gift, payment of guest meals for family and friends at the commencement banquet, and the rental of the 
hoods and robes (approximately £8) that are a part of the graduation ceremony. 


The Bread Loaf Office at Lincoln College is unable to accept credit cards. Any fees that need to 
be paid (guest meals, play tickets, etc.) will be in pounds, not US dollars. 


Travel 

Please be sure to carry with you a copy of your acceptance letter as proof that you are accepted 
into the Bread Loaf School of English. Several students last year were asked by Customs to produce 
proof that they were attending an academic program. 


Following are the instructions for arrival at Heathrow Airport (commercial flights: Concourse 
©): 


1. Go through Immigration; present passport; explain nature and length of stay. 
2. Collect luggage downstairs. 
3. If you have nothing to declare (hardly anyone ever does), go through Customs exit, green aisle. 


4. Ifyou still have no British currency, get dollars converted to pounds at the Barclay's Exchange, near 
the Customs exit. 


5. You can take a direct bus to Oxford from Heathrow and Gatwick (X70). The staff at Lincoln College 
strongly recommends the bus. There is frequent service, and it's cheaper than other means of 
transportation. 


6. Take the bus to the terminal at Gloucester Green. It's about a ten-minute walk from there to Lincoln 
College, but if you're loaded down and weary you may wish to take a taxi (tip 10%). If you are walking, 
Lincoln College is located on Turl Street, between Broad and High Streets. From Gloucester Green 
(Gloucester Street) take a left to George Street. In about a block George Street will turn into Broad 
Street. Walk one block on Broad and turn right on Turl. You will pass Ship Street and Market Street on 
your right; the entrance to Lincoln College will be on your left. (It is also possible to disembark from the 
bus at Queen’s College and walk up the High Street to Turl Street, take a right on the Turl, and arrive at 
Lincoln College, on your right. But we are inclined to recommend this advice only to those of you 
already familiar with Oxford.) 


Bus tickets

A period return ticket is a better deal than two one-way tickets or a round-trip ticket and will get 
you back to the airport at the end of the session. Be sure to specify a period return ticket, good for three 
months, and not a return ticket, which is good for 24 hours. The driver will want to be paid in cash when 
you get on. Luggage allowance is two suitcases per person in the hold and a small piece of hand luggage 
inside the coach. 


Train Travel 

You can buy a British Rail (Air-Rail link) ticket to Oxford at the window next to Barclay's. The 
prices are high: £58.60 from Heathrow; £62.20 from Gatwick during peak and £35.30 during off-peak. 
(Prices quoted are approximate; we have not been able to confirm prices for 2006.) Follow coach signs 
outside and get the Brit Rail coach (bus) direct to Reading Station. Board the express train to Oxford. 
Outside Oxford station, get a taxi to Lincoln College (tip 10%). 


Arriving at Lincoln College 

When you arrive at the main entrance to Lincoln (the Porter's Lodge), give your name to the 
Porter, who will give you your room assignment and/or directions to the family housing units. You will 
be met by a Bread Loaf Green Ribbon Greeter. After you deposit your luggage in your room, you should 
stop by the Bread Loaf office to check in (formal registration will be on Tuesday). 


Get over jet lag 

If you are unfamiliar with this monster, here's some advice. If you arrive at Oxford during the 
day, you may, after you have settled in, permit yourself (if necessary) a nap of no longer than an hour or 
two. Even though you may be sleepy, you should at all costs avoid a prolonged sleep before Oxford night 
time. Keep telling yourself, "This, too, shall pass." When you wake up, carry on according to Oxford 
time (have a meal at the Oxford dinner hour, go to sleep at your normal bedtime according to the local 
clock). Many people have found that avoiding alcohol and caffeine and drinking plenty of water during 
the flight will make the adjustment easier. 


And here are the Instructions for arrival at Gatwick Airport: 


1. After you go through Immigration and pick up your luggage, you can get to Oxford by bus (a 2-hour 
trip) or a bus-train link. There are two direct trains per day via Reading. There are many more trains with 
a change at Reading. You can get a convenient direct bus to Gloucester Green, Oxford, a ten-minute 
walk or short taxi ride to Lincoln. There is also a train from Gatwick to Victoria Station, London. At 
Victoria Station, take the Circle Line Underground (subway) west to Paddington Station. Get an express 
to Oxford (1 hour). Or you can catch the X190 bus from Victoria Coach Station to Oxford. Take the bus 
to the terminal at Gloucester Green. It's about a ten-minute walk from there to Lincoln College, but if 
you're loaded down and weary you may wish to take a taxi (tip 10%). If you decide to walk, see the 
directions in number 6 above. 


Rooms at Lincoln 

Your room at Lincoln will be ready on Monday, June 26, 2006. Rooms in College are en suite-- 
i.e. there is a toilet, shower and wash basin within the room. However, some rooms are outside the 
College itself and some Bread Loaf students will be lodged there since it is not possible to accommodate 
all Bread Loaf students in rooms within the College. These accommodations are directly across the Turl 
(Turl Street) where there are shared bathrooms in some entries. As a minimum, all bedrooms have wash 
basins with hot water. In both locations, the staircases can be long, steep, and narrow, and we suggest 
that you bring luggage that will not be too heavy to handle. You should not expect Green Ribbon 
Greeters to carry luggage as they are there to act as guides. 








Early Arrivals 

Lincoln College cannot accommodate early arrivals (before June 26); nor will the Mitre Inn (near 
Lincoln) be available. So if you plan to arrive early you must make your own arrangements with hotels or 
guest houses. The medium-priced guest houses in the attached description have been recommended by 
Bread Loaf students and by Jane Skinner, Assistant Bursar of Lincoln College. 


Radios or stereos will not be allowed in the Lincoln College rooms. 


In my March informational letter, I requested that you return your itinerary by May 1. If you 
haven’t done so, please send it immediately. We need to give Jane Skinner an accurate meal count for 
arrival day. The first meal served is lunch at 1:00 p.m. 


Security 

The peace and quiet inside the walls of Lincoln can beguile you into forgetting that Oxford is a 
big, busy modern city. There is always the possibility of theft, and in past years items have been stolen 
from the rooms of Bread Loaf students. These thefts have occurred with special frequency in the first 
days of the Bread Loaf session, as if the culprits take advantage of the fact that there are new faces in 
Lincoln College; they seem to surmise that the Lincoln staff will mistake them for members of the Bread 
Loaf community. Over the past couple of years, Lincoln College has greatly improved its security 
measures; nevertheless, do keep your room locked at all times, and be especially vigilant in the first week 
or so. If you live on the ground floor, or if your window looks out onto an accessible ledge, be sure to 
lock your window when you leave your room. (If you lock your key inside your room, there is a spare at 
the Porter’s Lodge.) There is a safe in the Bread Loaf office, and the staff is happy to store small 
valuables and passports for you (the American Embassy in London warns that you should not carry your 
passport with you unless you have a specific need for it). 


Though the streets of Oxford are perfectly safe during the day, in past years some students have 
been harassed when walking alone late at night. If you’ll be walking about long after the pubs close, try 
to go with a companion. 


Meals/Meal Plans 
The first meal served will be lunch on Monday, June 26. All meals will be served in Hall at the 
following times: 


Breakfast 8:00 a.m. 
Breakfast on Sunday 8:45 a.m. 
Lunch 1:00 p.m. 
Dinner 7:00 p.m. 
Dinner Saturday & Sunday 6:30 p.m. 


If you are on a special diet, please bring your identification card with you to every meal. 


You will be expected to sign up (at Oxford) for one of the regular meal plans (meat, vegetarian, 
or fish and fowl). The meal plan is not flexible and you may not change your preference based on what is 
being served, so choose carefully. The chefs will prepare only the required amount of servings for each 
meal plan. Students with food allergies need to notify Elaine Lathrop in the Bread Loaf office 
immediately so that appropriate arrangements can be made with Lincoln College to accommodate your 
needs. 


Coffee and tea are served after lunch and dinner in the Junior Common Room (JCR), across from 
the Bread Loaf office in the Chapel Quad. 
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Going to miss a meal? 
Every morning a sign-out sheet for lunch and dinner will be posted on the bulletin board. If you 


are planning to miss a meal, you must sign out for that meal by 9:00 a.m. on the day in question, and by 
Thursday for the weekend. The kitchen needs a fairly accurate head count for meals; otherwise food is 
wasted or there is not enough. Bread Loaf must settle weekly accounts with Lincoln based on attendance 
at meals. Please make signing out for meals a priority. 


Green Ribbon Greeter 
If you have been to the Oxford campus before and would like to be a “Green Ribbon Greeter” and 


help fellow students find their way around, please contact Elaine Lathrop. Green Ribbon Greeters are 
stationed at the Porter’s Lodge to help escort students to their staircases and rooms; once the luggage has 
been put in the room, they bring the student to the Bread Loaf office for check-in. With enough 
volunteers, we can keep shifts relatively short. If you remember arriving at Lincoln your first time, 
disoriented and just a bit frazzled, please consider volunteering to assist your fellow Bread Loaf students 
arriving in a similar state. 


Bread Loaf Office 
The Bread Loaf office on the ground floor of Staircase VIII, Chapel Quad, will be open all day on 


Monday, June 26 and Tuesday, June 27 to welcome students to Oxford. After putting your luggage in 
your room, please stop by the Bread Loaf office to let the director and assistants know you have arrived. 
You can spend the day unpacking, going to Blackwell's (the great bookstore on Broad Street, not far from 
Lincoln), or simply--and pleasurably--getting acquainted with Oxford. Registration takes place on 
Tuesday; at registration you will learn when and where your first seminar will meet and pick up a map of 
Oxford and other important forms and information. John Fyler, on-site director, will be in the Bread Loaf 
office both days, along with assistants Mary Burnham and Joan Altman, who are ready and willing to 
help you adjust to Oxford, socially and academically. John has graciously offered to answer any 
questions not covered in the letter; he can be contacted by e-mail: john.fyler@tufts.edu 


Bodleian Library 
A member of the Oxford staff will take you over in one of four groups on Tuesday, June 27 to the 


Bodleian Library to register and receive your Bodleian ID card. You will need your passport for 
identification. Please be sure to sign up for one of these sessions on Monday. As mentioned in my 
March letter, the Bodleian requires two passport-sized photographs for identification cards, which should 
have been turned in to the Bread Loaf office by May 1. If you haven't sent them to the Bread Loaf office, 
please do so immediately. Please note that a failure to provide us with the photos will result in a delay in 
your getting your card; this could have a serious impact upon your class work. 


Welcoming Activities 
There will be an introductory meeting on Tuesday, June 27 at 5:30 in the Oakeshott Room and a 


reception at 6:15 in the Beckington Room before dinner at 7:00. A short ceremony of welcome will 
follow afterward in Hall. 


Course Preparation 
In those classes run according to the Oxford tutorial system, students will be expected to read 


their papers before their seminar group or in tutorial. (Some classes are run Oxford style, some 
American.) The professors have asked that you read your textbooks prior to arrival. This is important, 
since substantial secondary reading will be assigned. 











Mail 

Mail arrives once a day, first thing in the morning, and is distributed in Hall at breakfast. After 
breakfast, the mail will be picked up and taken to the Bread Loaf office where it can be picked up during 
office hours. 


The Porters will weigh letters and sell postage if they’re not too busy. There is only one post 
office, which is located in the center of Oxford, down St. Aldates Street.

Telephone 

The main phone at the Porter's Lodge of Lincoln College can be direct-dialed from the States: 
011-44-1865-279800. If necessary, the Porter will take an incoming message and leave it on the Bread 
Loaf bulletin board outside the Porter's Lodge, which is the center for all communications at the College. 
The Porter’s Lodge is staffed to answer phones around the clock, but please alert potential callers to the 
fact that Oxford time is five hours later than U.S. East Coast time, so it may be several hours before you 
pick up your messages. Should you need to arrange to receive international calls between 1:30 and 2:30 
p.m., Oxford time, the Bread Loaf office phone at Lincoln is: 011-44-1865-279819. Students should buy 
ACC cards from the Lodge to operate the phones. 


A Lincoln College staff member has offered this useful advice about the use of phones: “Some of 
the rooms, but not all, have telephones. Lincoln College has pay phones only at the Mitre. With a public 
payphone, when the phone card is inserted, a digital display tells you how much money is left on the card; 
once you’re connected, the display counts down so you know how much time is left (and can see it 
ticking maddeningly away). For those rooms that have phones you will need to manually tap out the 
serial number on the call card before dialing the number you require. This system allows you to make 
direct-dial calls to the United States or anywhere else at the lowest rate possible, which is still not so 
cheap. It is, in fact, far cheaper to call from the U.S. to the U.K. than from the U.K. to the U.S.--a good 


thing to keep in mind if you plan to spend hours talking with someone at home.” 


If you want to make collect or credit-card calls to the States, dial 155 for the International 
Operator. The local operator is 100; Directory Inquiries is 194. You can make operator-assisted calls 
from any phone, including pay-card phones. 


If necessary, local, collect, and credit-card calls may be made from the Bread Loaf office during 
the afternoon office hours (1:30 — 2:30). You may also use the Bread Loaf phone for international and 
long-distance calls by first ascertaining from the operator what the charges will be per minute, timing the 
call, and paying the charges in pounds to the Bread Loaf office. Keep in mind, however, that these calls 
are no cheaper than calls made with a phone card. 


Incoming calls 
Please be warned that the Lincoln College pay phones have been rigged so that they will not ring, 
and as a result will not accept incoming phone calls. However, all other pay phones around Oxford do. 





Incoming callers to rooms with phones need to use the number 0870-120-0870 to reach the 
University exchange; they will then be asked to input the extension number they require. You may also 
arrange to have people call you in the Bread Loaf office during office hours. Please don’t arrange to 
receive a phone call in the office at any other time unless, of course, it is an emergency. Messages can be 
left at the Porter’s Lodge at any hour of the day. Please remember that Oxford time is five hours later 
than East Coast time. 


Weather/Clothing 
The weather is at least as unpredictable as Vermont's. Days can be warm (80 degrees or more), 


although the average Oxford temperature in July is 60. It does rain in Oxford, even on sunny days. 
Daylight lasts until 9:30 p.m. or so. 


Casual clothes are fine for travel and daily wear (corduroys, slacks, jeans, shorts, shirts, sweaters, 
informal dresses, skirts and blouses). One or two dressy outfits for our more formal evenings--opening 
night, our evenings in Stratford and London, and commencement--would be appropriate. Don't forget 
your raincoat. It's probably safe to under-pack; there is a wide variety of stores in Oxford if you forget 
anything. Good walking shoes are a must. 


Health Care 
Lincoln College does not have on-call physicians. You will be referred to physicians in the area 


who are located just a few blocks away. The physicians do not treat visiting students on the National 
Health Service. Be sure to bring your medical insurance plan in order to expedite payment to the Oxford 
doctors, should you need their services. Here is a sampling of basic fees: £17 for a consultation with a 
nurse; £27 for a consultation with a doctor; £42 for a visit from a doctor. Please be prepared to pay for 
services at the time of the visit. Should you have a medical condition that could cause an emergency, 
please be sure to inform the Bread Loaf office. You should also inform your neighbors of your condition. 


Laundry Facilities/Linens 
There are two laundry rooms in Lincoln: one near the Bread Loaf office (Stairway 8 in the Chapel 


Quad) and one up two flights of stairs in Stairway 15 (across from Lincoln’s main gate, next to the book 
shop). Lincoln has washers and dryers for your use. Machines cost £1 per wash load and 50 pence for 
drying. The laundry room in Stairway 15 has an ironing board and a permanently affixed iron. The 
laundry in Stairway 8 has only an ironing board. Irons can be signed out from the Porter’s Lodge. 


The College provides blankets, linens and towels, but not washcloths. 


Lincoln College has a housekeeping staff (scouts) who will daily come into your room to make 
the bed and tidy up. Once a week they will change the bed linens and vacuum your room. 


Computers 
There will be modest computer facilities available for Bread Loaf students in Lincoln College. 


We will have access to two small labs: one located in Lincoln House and one in the College in Staircase 
4. The lab in Lincoln House has 8 PCs (Windows XP and Microsoft Office 2000 installed) that are 
primarily for BreadNet/Internet access. The lab in Staircase 4 has 6 PCs (Microsoft Office 2000). 
Lincoln College requests that other software not be installed. You may want to bring a disc so you can 
save your work. Both labs have printers. All student rooms have Ethernet; if you have a laptop with 
either built-in Ethernet or an Ethernet card you can connect to the Internet from the rooms. You will need 
a Category 5 (CAT 5) Ethernet cable to connect your laptop to the Ethernet network. A printer will also 
be accessible via Ethernet. Mike White, the Lincoln College computing manager, will be on hand to help 
sort out any IT problems that may arise. 








We share both the computer facilities and the e-mail facilities with Lincoln College’s graduate 
students; please be patient and obliging in those (fairly rare) cases when the facilities are filled to capacity 
and you must wait for a computer. If you wish to bring your own laptop with you, I advise that you 
consult with a computer specialist about the purchase--and the reliability--of a converter, necessary to 
adapt your machine to United Kingdom electrical current. There is an equivalent of a Radio Shack shop 
close by in Oxford, and appropriate conversion devices may be purchased there. Maybe most to the 
point: remember that your papers may be handwritten at Oxford, so that computers are less of a necessity 
than they are in Alaska, New Mexico, North Carolina, and Vermont. 


If you plan to bring a laptop computer, be sure to keep a record of the model and serial 
identification number, and be sure to secure a travel insurance policy to cover it and any other valuable 
items. You will also need to keep a separate record of your passport number and place of issue, and of 
the numbers and expiration dates of each of your credit card accounts. 


Daily News 
The Bread Loaf office puts out a daily newspaper called The Paniculum, which gets posted on the 


bulletin board by the Porter’s Lodge and is available on-line. The Paniculum will let you know of 
upcoming events such as guest lectures, play schedules, etc. Please check the bulletin board daily for 


announcements. 


Student Organized Events 
There are a couple of events that students organize and run each summer: the Blue Parlor 


readings in Deep Hall (the on-site pub at Lincoln) and the madrigalists’ concerts. If you would like to 
volunteer to organize either of these activities, please contact Elaine in the Bread Loaf office. 


Social Space 
The Junior Common Room (JCR) is a social area for Bread Loaf students to gather after lunch 


and dinner for tea, coffee, and conversation. Be sure to check it out. There will be an informal 
welcome/get-together after dinner on Monday for people to meet one another in the JCR. 


Lincoln’s very own pub is located in Deep Hall, accessible from the Grove Quad. Deep Hall is 
open before lunch and dinner on every day except Sunday. It is perfectly acceptable to grab a pint, a glass 
of wine or a non-alcoholic drink in Deep Hall and bring it upstairs to have with a meal. The pub also sells 


wine by the bottle to take away. 


Deep Hall hours are: 

Monday — Saturday: 11:30 until 1:00; 5:30 until 8:00 
Wednesdays and Fridays: Open in the evening until 11:00 
Sundays: Closed 


Sports 
Tennis courts in the city are available for about £5.00 for 6 weeks. It’s a twenty-minute walk to 


the courts. Bicycles can be hired on a daily or weekly basis. There is also a private gym nearby that 
offers summer memberships. 


Guests 
Visitors and guests (including Bread Loaf students not on the meal plan) may dine in Hall if the 


Bread Loaf office has been notified by 9:00 a.m. on the day in question and by Friday for the weekend, at 
the following rates, payable in pounds in the Bread Loaf office: 








Breakfast £5.70 


Lunch £8.81 

Dinner £13.69 
High Table Dinner £19.06 
Banquet £25.38 


If you plan to have overnight guests, make reservations for them to stay in the Mitre, a bed-and- 
breakfast hotel across the Turl from Lincoln. If you'd like to stay in Oxford after Bread Loaf closes, you 
can book a room at the Mitre. During the summer, your guests can be accommodated at the Mitre; rates 
vary from 30 pounds a night for a single to 72 pounds for a triple; stays of three nights or more bring a 
20% discount. Continental breakfast is included. 


Please note that your guests are not permitted to reside in College without permission from the 
Bread Loaf Office and Lincoln College. Violations of Lincoln's regulations could create an embarrassing 
hassle for the School, but especially for you. You will be billed by the College and your guest will be 
asked to leave. We are guests of Lincoln College and are expected to abide by the rules of Lincoln 
College. 


All-School Plays 
The entire School will make excursions to see Julius Caesar at the Royal Shakespeare Theatre on 


June 29" and Antony and Cleopatra at The Swan Theatre on July 18". Tickets and transportation will be 
provided for you. 


For general information on Oxford and the United Kingdom, Bread Loaf students recommend a 
good student guide like Let's Go. You will be given a map of Oxford when you arrive. The Bread Loaf 
office has a fairly extensive collection of guide books, maps, and other travel information. 


I hope that this letter answers all of your outstanding questions. I hope as well that the trip will 
not be an anxious one (despite all of this letter's concentration upon rules and cautions), because the 
summer holds every promise of being a wonderful one: Oxford, after all, is Oxford. I look forward to 
seeing you when I make my own visit to Oxford in July.

Dear Bread Loaf student and family: 


This letter is to provide you with information about accommodations in Lincoln 
College’s Bear Lane housing. 


The housing in Bear Lane is a private complex, accommodating a mix of 60 or so 
graduate and undergraduate students of Lincoln College, with walled gardens and 
courtyards. The residences include bedrooms, kitchens, and living-room space. 


The following Lincoln College website pages will give you a tour of the 
accommodations. The Upmystreet website will show you where the accommodations are. 
We suggest you visit both web sites.

Study/Bedrooms/flats 
The apartments vary in size; some have two rooms and a small kitchen and 


bathroom, ideal for those coming as a couple; others are four-bedroom flats usually 
occupied by 4 students; they can be converted into family accommodations, with a dining 
room and two or three bedrooms, depending on the requirements of the family. 


All rooms have a washbasin with hot water. 


Sitting Room-Dining Room 

One of the bedrooms will be converted into a sitting room for each family group. 
Lincoln College will ensure that adequate dining-room furniture is provided for everyone 
to enjoy mealtimes. Bear Lane also has a number of picnic tables for meals al fresco 


when the weather is fine. 


Kitchen Facilities 

Each flat has a modest kitchen, with everything supplied: dishes, cups, glasses, 
washcloths, pans, can openers, silverware, tables, chairs, teapots, kettles, stove, 
refrigerator, and freezer. An iron and ironing board will also be provided. 








Laundry Facilities and Cleaning 

There is a card-operated launderette, and the College can arrange for you to be 
provided with bed linen and towels for your stay. Cards are available in £10.00 units and 
can be purchased from the College Lodge in Turl St. 


Linen will be changed weekly and the rooms attended to on a daily basis, with 
thorough vacuuming once a week. You will have access to a vacuum cleaner. 


A Lincoln College scout (cleaning person) will come Monday through Friday to 
empty trash cans, do general cleaning, and make beds; the scout vacuums once a week 
and, in general, spoils the residents with attention and help. 


Recreational Facilities for you and your Children 

There is a TV room at Bear Lane. You and your family will be able to use the 
room. There are various possibilities for activities for children in Oxford. There are 
several swimming pools, tennis courts and an ice-skating rink. Parents may want to rent 
TVs and VCRs for the summer; this can be done locally. 


I hope you have a pleasant summer session in Bear Lane.

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Advice for Summer School readers on how to get the best use from the 
Bodleian Library 


The following has been distributed by the Bodleian Library and may not pertain to the 
Bread Loaf School in all instances. For example, you should already have submitted your 
passport pictures to the Bread Loaf office. The photographs are then sent ahead to Lincoln 
College, Oxford, and used to have IDs ready upon arrival. 


The Bodleian is the main research library of the University of Oxford, and the second 
largest library in the United Kingdom. As such, it has much to offer those carrying out post- 
graduate research, but undergraduates will mostly find it rather different from the university 
campus libraries which they have previously used elsewhere. Accordingly, these notes have 
been compiled particularly to help members of Summer Schools, who are applying for 
admission to read in the Bodleian, to obtain the best use of the Library with as little initial 
difficulty as possible. 


1. Admission 

If you come to be formally admitted as a reader as one of a group all coming together 
at a pre-arranged time (as a Bread Loaf student you will be going over in groups), please be 
punctual so as not to miss the introductory talk: if you are late, we may not be able to admit 
you until a later time. Please be sure to bring with you some evidence of identity which shows 
your name in print together with either your signature or your photograph (or, preferably, 
both). 


If you are applying on your own at a time of your own choice, please make sure that 
you bring with you an individual recommendation written by one of the leaders of your group, 
and individual payment if appropriate, and come to the Admissions Office in the Clarendon 
Building (on the corner of Broad Street and Catte Street), which is open 9:30 a.m. to 4:30 
p.m. on Mondays to Fridays and 9:30 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. on Saturdays. (Members of Summer 
Schools organized by the Oxford University Department of Continuing Education should bring 
recommendations written by the Department's Librarian if applying individually, and will not 
be required to pay an additional admission charge at the time they are admitted.) 


The reader's ticket which will be issued to you when you are admitted must be shown 
every time you enter one of the Bodleian buildings, and will give you access to the three 
central Bodleian buildings, namely the Old Bodleian, New Bodleian, and Radcliffe Camera; 
and also to the following Bodleian dependent libraries: Radcliffe Science Library, Rhodes 
House Library, Bodleian Law Library, Bodleian Japanese Library, Oriental Institute Library 
(two buildings, in Pusey Lane and in Walton Street), and the Indian Institute Library (in the 
New Bodleian building). 


2. Reference use only: Library rules and the Bodleian declaration 

The Bodleian is a reference library, not a lending library, and no reader is allowed to 
borrow or take away books, periodicals or manuscripts. When Sir Thomas Bodley re-founded 
the Library in 1602, he required every reader to read aloud and sign a declaration promising 
to obey all the Library rules, and in particular, in no circumstances to take any of the Library's 
books out of the Library buildings. This requirement continues today, and we will ask you also 
to make this declaration, and to abide by it. Although this requirement for a spoken 
declaration may come as a surprise to you, please remember that it was a significant part of 
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the founder's original provisions, by means of which the Library, firstly, earned its reputation 
for giving books and manuscripts proper care and protection; has thereby over the last four 
centuries attracted numerous gifts, including many unique and valuable documents as well as 
gifts of money; and also thereby has preserved all that it has acquired, so that it is available 
for use by readers today. We want you too to benefit from what the Library has to offer, and 
we ask for your cooperation, in reading the declaration, as the central feature of your formal 
admission, and thereafter in obeying Library rules, so as to ensure that the Library's splendid 
collections remain available intact for those who come after us. 


3. Catalogues 

The structure of the Bodleian's catalogues is complex. At the time of writing, all books 
catalogued since September 1988 are available on the Library's Online Public Access Catalogue 
(OLIS). The Pre-1920 Catalogue is also available for online searching, on separate 
workstations. Books published during the period 1920-1988 are gradually being transferred to 
OLIS, but will not be fully available in an online catalogue for several years, and at present 
most can only be traced through the guard-book catalogue. All of these catalogues are 
available in the Catalogue and General Reference Section of the lower Reading Room of the 
Old Library; and terminals giving access to the post-1988 catalogue (OLIS) are also available in 
the Library's reading rooms. Each reading room also has a local catalogue with details of the 
books on open access in that reading room. Periodicals are included in the catalogues for the 
year when the periodical first appeared under its current title - so some long-established but 
still current periodicals appear only in the Pre-1920 catalogue. 


In addition to consulting the Bodleian catalogues, you will have the opportunity 
through the use of the Internet to consult catalogues of many other libraries throughout the 
world using a special facility called BARD (Bodleian Access to Remote Databases) - and you 
may even find that through this system you can look at the catalogue of the library of the 
institution where you have previously been studying. 


4. Library Opening Times 

Members of Summer Schools and similar groups are generally given access to the 
Library only outside Oxford University term (and normally just for the duration of their 
organized programs in Oxford, although short extensions, still during vacation, would usually 
be possible if specifically requested at the time of admission). Most such groups come to 
Oxford during the Long Vacation, which runs from late June until early October. The times at 
which the individual reading rooms are open vary somewhat during this period, but all reading 
rooms are normally open from 9:00 a.m. at least until 5:00 p.m., and some are open until 
7:00 p.m. Whether closing is at 5:00 p.m. or 7:00 p.m. is best checked direct with the reading 
room concerned, or by enquiring at the Main Enquiry Desk in the Lower Reading Room of the 
Old Bodleian or, in advance, to the Admissions Office. 


The entire Bodleian Library including the dependent libraries closes every year for the 
week beginning on the Bank Holiday which falls on the last Monday of August. The Old and 
New Bodleian, the Radcliffe Camera, and some of the dependent libraries are closed for one 
day in late June, on the first Wednesday of the Long Vacation, when the University's Honorary 
Degree ceremonies take place (encaenia Day). 


5. Closed Access 
Only 15% (900,000) of the Library's 6 million volumes are on open access; all the rest 
are kept in closed access book stacks, and fetching them when requested to the reading 
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rooms in the central Bodleian buildings takes at least two hours. Some little-used material 
which is housed outside central Oxford will take more than 24 hours. Material ordered after 
4:00 p.m. will not be delivered until the next full working day; material ordered on a Friday 
evening, or on a Saturday, will not be available until the following Monday. 


6. Photocopying 

The Bodleian acquires British publications on the basis of the provisions of UK 
copyright law; and, like other libraries, is also bound by the restrictions of copyright law as 
regards photocopying. In the central Bodleian buildings, photocopying can only be done by the 
Library staff. Orders can be placed in any of the reading rooms (turn-round normally about 
half a working day). Self-service photocopying is available only in rooms of the dependent 
libraries. The Bodleian's photocopying arrangements may at first seem complex and 
cumbersome, but please remember that, in addition to needing to comply with the law, we 
also need to take care of copy material in such ways that no harm comes to it, so that it will 
still be available and fit for use by scholars in years to come. 


7. Manuscripts and Early Printed Books 

As a general rule, manuscripts and early printed books are not available to readers 
recommended and admitted in groups, e.g. members of summer schools, and first degree 
students. Reproductions of many manuscripts are available on microfilm or in facsimile 
editions, available to all readers; and if you could satisfy senior Library staff that you had a 
genuine scholarly need to see the original of a particular item, this might be possible as an 
exception to the general rule. 


8. Further Information 

Please make sure that when you are formally admitted you obtain a copy of our 
introductory guide “How to use the Bodleian Library”, and a copy of the Library's Regulations. 
There is also a “fact sheet" which summarizes statistical and historical information; other 
leaflets are available in the reading rooms giving specialized advice about particular subject 
areas or types of service; and an illustrated tourist guide and many distinctive souvenirs are 
on sale in the Library sop in the entrance of the Old Bodleian building.

For example, you should already have submitted your 
passport pictures to the Bread Loaf office. The photographs are then sent ahead to Lincoln 
College, Oxford, and used to have IDs ready upon arrival.

Bread Loaf Computing Facilities - A quick guide 


General. 
There are two rooms which have been set aside for Bread Loaf students at Lincoln, one in Lincoln House across 


the road from the College and one in the College itself. The College computer room can be found at the top of 
Staircase 4 (turn left after passing the Porter's Lodge and go all the way up the stairs), the other (generally 
called the JCR Room), is on the second floor of Lincoln House and is directly opposite you as you climb the 


stairs from the Turl Street entrance. 


JCR Facilities. 
There are 8 PCs in the JCR room running Windows XP and with Microsoft Office 2000 installed. If the PC isn't 


already running you will need to log on to these machines with the username bread and the password Lincoln. 
Although | would suggest leaving them permanently logged on would be the easiest course of action! Please 
remember to save all your documents to floppy disk so that you can use the PCs in either room. These 
computers all have the Breadnet mail client installed but please do not install any other software on these 
machines. If you are using a web-based e-mail system (eg Hotmail etc) then these will be available via a web 
browser. This room is air-conditioned just in case your visit coincides with the one week of the summer! 


College Computer Room Facilities. 
There are 6 PCs available for use, passwords are blank so just press enter if prompted. These PCs also have 


Microsoft Office 2000 installed and are connected to a laser printer on the desk at the end of the office. They 
also have web browsers and the usual Breadnet client. If you want to install extra software such as AIM or MSN 


on these machines please feel free to do so. 


| will make sure that there is always plenty of paper available but if you do notice that supplies are getting low 
please let me know - this is likely to be especially important before a weekend! 


Telephones 
About half of the College rooms have telephones. If you would like to use these phones you are welcome to do 


so; pre-paid 0800 cards can be obtained from any outlet in town but check the rates to the US as they vary 
considerably. To use the phone dial 9 for an outside line followed by the 0800 number from the card and then 
the number you require.

Where to Go First If You Have a Question? ) 


The Bread Loaf office is your first stop for virtually all questions. Director John Fyler and the 
director's assistants, Bread Loaf graduates Mary Burnham and Joan Altman, are the liaison with 
important offices at Lincoln and they are in daily e-mail and telephone contact with the Bread Loaf 
office in Vermont. They can answer questions about the Bread Loaf program and they are also an 
excellent source of information about Oxford and environs. You should feel free to stop by and 
simply introduce yourself if you don't have an official reason to visit the office. 

The Bread Loaf office also has a collection of travel books and bus and railroad timetables. 
Stop by during office hours and browse. 


The Porter's Lodge. This is the portal to Lincoln College, and the men and women behind the 
glass windows as you enter know everything worth knowing about Lincoln College. They will give 
you your room keys, sell you stamps, mail letters, order cabs, and you can report physical plant 
problems to them. 


Getting the News: The Paniculum 

Your best source of information during the summer is the daily newletter, cleverly named The 
Paniculum. In it you will find announcements about lectures, social events, trips to the theater, 
academic reminders, travel tips, and more. A copy will be posted each morning on the Bread Loaf 
bulletin board at the Porters Lodge and on the door of the Bread Loaf office. Off-campus students 
should make an effort to check it out daily, since this important publication will keep you connected 
and informed. The Paniculum will also be posted online on BreadNet, in the Cyberbarn folder, 
where you can also find the daily newsletters from the other Bread Loaf campuses. 





Beginning of Summer, Registration, and Bodleian Registration $ 1 
Because Oxford graduation ceremonies and other Lincoln College end-of-term events take place 
just before our session starts, Bread Loaf students cannot arrive before the stated arrival date. We'll 
give you a day to get your bearings and the official registration day will be on Tuesday, June 27. 
June 27 is also the day you will be taken to the Bodleian Library to get your library card (this 
is a little more complicated than it sounds, so please don't miss this). lf you arrive late and miss 
registration, stop by the Bread Loaf office as soon as possible after arrival to take care of business. 
The first meal of our session will be lunch on Monday, June 26, served at 1:00 p.m. 
Thereafter the regular dining schedule will pertain. All meals will be served in Hall at the following 
times:

Breakfast on Sunday 8:45 a.m. 
Lunch 1:00 p.m. 
Dinner 7:00 p.m. 


Dinner Saturday & Sunday 6:30 p.m. 


End of the Summer and Leaving Bread Loaf 
At all five campuses, students may leave after all class obligations are completed. In Oxford, 
students must leave before noon on August 6, the day after graduation. There are no exceptions. 








ACADEMIC MATTERS 


Getting Help 

Ours is an academically demanding, fast-paced program. Because of the intensive, compressed 
nature of Bread Loaf and the special challenges associated with being in a foreign country for six 
weeks, small problems can sometimes mushroom in unexpected ways. Students experiencing any 
difficulties—academic, personal, or medical—should never hesitate to seek help when they need it, 
as soon as they need it. The Bread Loaf administration, staff, and faculty stand ready to help. There 
will be an orientation session at each campus to introduce you to the staff and impart vital 
information about the resources available to you during the summer. 


Auditing 
Auditing is not permitted at Oxford. It is permitted on a limited basis at the other Bread Loaf 
campuses. 


Confidentiality: Blue Waiver Forms 

Federal law (FERPA, the Federal Family Educational Rights and Pady Act) dictates that students 
have access to any comments written about them in letters of recommendation or similar documents 
unless they sign a form specifically waiving the right to read those comments. That being the case, all 
first-year students will be asked to sign a blue waiver form. By signing the top portion of this form, 
students agree to waive their rights to review materials placed in their Bread Loaf files. Specifically, 
this covers the comments written by the Bread Loaf faculty about each student in each class and any 
letters of recommendation written by Bread Loaf administrators that incorporate these comments. 
Students can decline to waive this access, and in that case must sign the bottom portion of the form. 
The waiver form will be placed in each student's file and will remain in effect until the student notifies 
the director in writing that he or she wants to change it. If a student rescinds the waiver, any letters or 
comments written while it was in effect will be destroyed. 

The Bread Loaf director strongly suggests that you agree to waive access to the TENE, 
simply because letters of recommendation written under conditions of confidentiality are very often 
granted very much more credence than non-confidential letters. The vast majority of Bread Loaf 
students choose to sign the waiver. The choice, of course, remains the student's.

Drop/Add 

Students can drop or add courses up to a week after the start of classes. Students wishing to drop or 
add a course must get the on-site director's permission. Students at the non-Vermont campuses 
should begin the drop/add process before the one-week deadline because the Bread Loaf office will 
need a little extra time to check with the office in Vermont to make sure that course changes won't 
create problems with distribution requirements. 


Attendance, Late Arrival, or Early Departure 

Students are expected to attend all classes. Barring emergencies, the director must approve any late 
arrivals or early departures (i.e., after classes have begun, or before your last class) from Bread 
Loaf; requests should be made well ahead of time. In the case of an early departure, you should first 
talk to your professors. All students may leave after their last class, unless the requirements of the 
course dictate otherwise. 


Withdrawal and Refunds 

Students who wish to withdraw during the session should first talk to the director. Students who 
withdraw for medical reasons or serious emergencies forfeit the enrollment deposit and room fees, 
but may receive refunds for any additional amounts paid as follows: 
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- Before the end of the first week of classes: 60% of tuition (and 60% of board) 
- Before the end of the second week of classes: 20% of tuition (and prorated board) 
- No refunds after the end of the second week of classes 


A request for a refund must be submitted, in writing, to the director. Any refund granted is remitted to 
the person who paid the charges. If a refund represents, in whole or in part, the proceeds of a 
student loan, remittance is made by the College first to the lender or holder of the loan. Students are 
given written notice of such disbursements made on their behalf. 


Plagiarism 
Bread Loaf is governed by the following statement on plagiarism, based on that adopted by the 
Middlebury College faculty: 


As an academic community devoted to the life of the mind, Middlebury College requires of 
every student complete intellectual honesty in the preparation of papers and other academic 
exercises. The habit of intellectual honesty is essential to both intellectual and moral growth. 
Effective evaluation of student work and helpful instruction can take place only in an 
environment where intellectual honesty is respected. 

Plagiarism is a violation of intellectual honesty. Plagiarism is passing off another person's 
work as one’s own. It is taking and presenting as one’s own the ideas, writings, creations, or 
inventions of another. It makes no difference whether the source is a student or a professional 
in some field. For example, in written work, whenever as much as a sentence or a key phrase is 
taken from the work of another without specific citation, the issue of plagiarism arises. 
Paraphrasing is the close restatement of another's ideas using approximately the same 
language as the original. Paraphrasing without acknowledgment of authorship is also 
plagiarism and is as serious a violation as unacknowledged quotation. 

The individual student is responsible for ensuring that his or her work does not involve 
plagiarism. Ignorance of the nature of plagiarism or of College rules may not be offered as a 
mitigating circumstance. Graded assignments should be the work of the individual student, 
unless otherwise directed by the instructor. It is the student's responsibility to seek clarification 
about such matters as paraphrasing lecture notes, giving proper citations and footnotes, and 
proper recognition of joint work. Students who have uncertainties and questions on these 
matters should consult with the course instructor for whom they are preparing work. 


Late Work and Incompletes 

Students are expected to hand in all work on time. In a case where an extraordinary circumstance (a 
personal or family emergency) makes it impossible for you to finish the work for a particular course, 
you must notify both your professor and the Bread Loaf office immediately. Before you leave Bread 
Loaf you must fill out a special form and you and your professor must agree on a date by which all 
course work will be completed (usually within 30 days of the end of the session). Both of you must 
sign the form, agreeing to that deadline, and the director must approve the Incomplete. Any late work 
must be submitted directly to the Bread Loaf office in Vermont, not to the professor. If you do not 
finish before the agreed-upon deadline, you will automatically receive a grade of F for the course. 


Grades and Grade Reports 
Bread Loaf uses a letter grade system. A grade of B- is probationary; a student receiving a B- may 
return to Bread Loaf, but must show improvement before being permitted to continue toward a 
degree. A grade lower than B- is considered a failing grade and will result in a denial of readmission. 
Grades will be available online within a month of the end of the summer session; students 
will receive instructions for accessing online grade reports at the end of the summer (you can also 
find instructions by going to the Bread Loaf Web site: 
www.middlebury.edu/academics/blse/students/grades/). If you do not know your Middlebury College 
identification number (it's your student ID number), get in touch with the Bread Loaf office. Students 
no longer receive hard copies of their grade reports. Please note: You will not be able to access 
your grades until you have paid any outstanding balance on your Bread Loaf bill. 
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Credits: Note to Middlebury College Undergraduates: If you plan to use your Bread Loaf credits 
as part of your undergraduate degree, you must let the Middlebury College Registrar's Office know 
this as soon as possible at the end of the summer session. Once it is designated as undergraduate 
credit, you cannot change it (and you cannot use it for graduate credit in the future). 


Expiration of Credits 

This information appears in the Bread Loaf catalog, but is worth repeating here. If you are in a Bread 
Loaf degree program you must complete all work within ten years: Bread Loaf credits (for the 
purposes of counting towards a Bread Loaf degree) expire after ten years. Courses taken more 
than ten years ago will remain on your transcript, but you can’t use them toward a Bread Loaf degree. 
If you are transferring credits from another institution, those credits, too, must be less than ten years 
old by the time you graduate. There is one exception to this rule: with permission of the director, 
credits earned towards a Bread Loaf degree will not expire after the tenth year if (and only if) you 
return to Bread Loaf by the tenth summer, and then attend Bread Loaf every summer thereafter until 
you have completed your degree. 


Degree Status: Degree or Continuing Education? 

We ask applicants to indicate whether they are applying as degree or nondegree students on their 
admission and re-enrollment forms. This creates anxiety for some students, who cannot always plan 
several summers in advance. If you know for certain that you want to come for only one summer, you 
will be considered a student in continuing graduate education and you will get a Certificate in Continu- 
ing Graduate Education at the end of the summer. If you plan, or even hope, to work towards an M.A. 
or M.Litt. (requirements for both are described in the Bread Loaf catalog), you should check that line 
on the form. The important point is that Bread Loaf considers all students equal and that your choice is 
non-binding. Many students enroll for what they think will be only one summer and find themselves 
leaving the Burgess Meredith Theater holding a diploma five years later. Other students plan to get the 
degree, but then life intervenes and they are unable to finish. Changing your mind is fine. 


M.Litt. Procedures 

The M.Litt. degree program builds in a concentrated, specialized way on the broader base of the 
M.A. in English, which is a prerequisite for this degree. The program is administered by associate 
director Emily Bartels. If you’re a new student who already has an M.A. in English from another 
institution, or if you are nearing the completion of your Bread Loaf M.A. and are contemplating this 
challenging extension of your Bread Loaf studies, please get in touch with Sandy LeGault in the 
Bread Loaf office; she can answer many of your questions and will provide an information packet 
that includes guidelines, an application form, and examples of possible M.Litt. topics. You should 
also make an appointment with Emily Bartels, either in person or online, to talk about applying to the 
M.Litt. program, and about possible programs of study. All students, even those holding M.A.s from 
Bread Loaf, must apply for entrance to the M.Litt. program. 


Independent Reading Projects 

An Independent Reading Project (IRP) is a project of reading, research, and writing that you carry 
out independently during the academic year and bring to completion the summer after. The subject 
for an IRP must be an extension and intensification of work in a field that you have already explored 
in a Bread Loaf course (you must have received a grade of A- or better in that course). An advisor 
from the Bread Loaf faculty will supervise and sign off on your proposal at the beginning of the 
process (before you leave campus in the summer prior to the start of your project), and that or 
another faculty advisor will guide you in bringing the project to completion the following summer. 
The work you do in between is entirely independent, since the Bread Loaf faculty does not "exist" 
during the academic year. The associate director must approve all projects, and she will send 
detailed guidelines to all students early in the summer. She or the director will be happy to meet with 
you during the summer to talk through possible topics or to answer any questions. 

If you are contemplating undertaking an IRP during the coming year, arrangements must be 
completed while you are at Bread Loaf; there are no exceptions to this rule. You should consult a 
faculty advisor well before the summer session ends since the final proposal—signed by a faculty 
member—must be submitted to the Bread Loaf office before the last day of classes. 
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Course Transfers 

Requests to transfer courses should be made to the associate director, through Judy Jessup in the 

Bread Loaf office. You may transfer up to two units of graduate credit (six semester hours or nine ( ’ 
quarter hours, the equivalent of two regular Bread Loaf courses) from other institutions to count i 
toward your degree at Bread Loaf. The easiest way to find out if a course is transferable is to contact 

the Bread Loaf office and ask. We will send you detailed guidelines (also downloadable from the 

Bread Loaf Web site), but below are the basic criteria: 


e The course must be taken at an accredited institution. Online or correspondence courses are not 
acceptable for transfer to Bread Loaf. 

e The course must be a graduate-level offering. 

e The course should be offered in the institution’s English Department; if it is not, it must be a 
course that could be used toward a graduate degree in English at that institution. 

e The course must be worth the equivalent of one Bread Loaf unit; that is, the equivalent of 3 
semester-hour credits or at least 4.5 quarter-hour credits. 

e You must receive a letter grade—a B or higher—for the course. 

e You cannot transfer credits to Bread Loaf that are already being used for degree credit 
elsewhere. Similarly, you cannot transfer courses being used for a Bread Loaf degree to other 
institutions. 

e The life span of a course credit is ten years; Bread Loaf will not transfer a credit that has expired 
(i.e., is ten or more years old) or will expire (i.e., turn ten years old) before you receive your 
Bread Loaf M.A. or M.Litt. 


Before the associate director can approve a transfer she will need to see (1) a catalog description 

from the year in which the course was given, (2) a full syllabus (again, from the year you took the 

course), and (3) an official transcript once the course is completed. It is always a good idea to obtain 

preliminary approval (send the course description to Judy Jessup at the Bread Loaf office) before 

enrolling in a course you plan to use for transfer credit. Please note that Bread Loaf must have all q a 

official transcripts for transfers on record no later than June 1 of your senior summer. é 
Bread Loaf courses are generally transferable to other institutions. 


Computers and BreadNet 

For full details about using computers and computing facilities at Lincoln, please refer to Lincoln 
computing manager Mike White's "Bread Loaf Computing Facilities - A Quick Guide" that you 
received in your May information mailing from Bread Loaf. If you don't have it with you, you can 
get a copy from the Bread Loaf office. Mike's office is directly opposite the computer room in 
Staircase 4; if you have any problems at all just knock on his door (hard!) or leave him a note. 

To repeat some of what Mike said, there are modest computer facilities available for 
Bread Loaf students in Lincoln College. Two rooms have been set aside for us: one in the 
College itself, at the top of Staircase 4 (turn left at the Porter's Lodge and go all the way up the 
stairs), and one on the second floor of Lincoln House across the road from the College (generally 
called the JCR Room). Both have PCs running Windows XP with Microsoft 2000 and BreadNet 
(First Class Client) installed. Please do not install any other software on the JCR Room 
machines, and, as Mike mentioned in his guide, please don't run any Napster file/music sharing 
programs; the University is likely to cut off network access if you do. 

See Mike's instructions about printing. 

Student rooms now have Ethernet; if you have a laptop with either built-in Ethernet or an 
Ethernet card you can connect to the Internet from your room, provided that you have up-to- 
date anti-virus software installed (Mike can help you with this if you don't). Again, refer to Mike 
White's guidelines about laptops and getting connected. 

Bread Loaf operates its own telecommunications network, BreadNet, which we think is the 
most successful electronic network of teachers in the country. All Bread Loaf students receive & 
BreadNet accounts, free of charge, when they arrive on campus. The Bread Loaf office will give you 
your BreadNet account user-ID and password. If you do not know how to use BreadNet, ask for help 
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in the office. BreadNet has been installed in the Lincoln computers, and instructions for downloading 
the software are available for those who want to access BreadNet from a computer outside of the 
Bread Loaf/Oxford computer rooms. 


Library 

Students can use the Lincoln College Library, which has a small but useful literature collection, and 
the Bodleian Library, which is one of the world’s greatest libraries. You will be taken over to the 
Bodleian at the beginning of the session to register and receive your photo ID. If you have questions 
about how to use the Bodleian, or about other libraries throughout Oxford, ask at the Bread Loaf 
office and read the Bodleian handout you received with you May information letter. You will also be 
given a brief introduction to the resources of the Lincoln College Library. You may also be permitted 
to use the English Faculty Library (this was true in 2005), but you will not be permitted to take books 
out. 


Textbooks 

Bread Loaf students, if they have not brought their course books with them, can buy books at 
Blackwells, Borders, or any number of new and used bookstores throughout Oxford. When buying 
books in the U.K., check with the bookstores about their policy for shipping books back to the U.S. at 
the end of the Bread Loaf session. (Blackwell's, for example, will ship books purchased there—at the 
time you buy them—for a reasonable rate.) 


Graduation and Senior Obligations 

First, and most important, if you plan to graduate earlier than anticipated—by transferring in courses, 
doing independent work, or taking an overload during the summer—please notify Elaine Lathrop in 
the Bread Loaf office well in advance of the summer. Similarly, if you are a graduating senior and do 
not plan to stay for graduation, please notify Elaine as early as possible (before the summer) so that 
your absence can be noted on the commencement program and can be taken into account during 
final preparations. 

All Bread Loaf students are invited, but certainly not required, to attend the graduation that 
takes place at the end of the session for the awarding of M.A. and M.Litt. degrees. These are lovely 
ceremonies, and each campus has its own style and special traditions. Students remaining on the 
Oxford campus are also invited to attend such graduation-related events as the senior party in Deep 
Hall, and all students who are on the meal plan may stay for the graduation banquet. 

There will be a meeting for seniors in the first week of the session to go over graduation 
plans and procedures. Although senior doings are traditionally cloaked in secrecy, it is helpful to 
know certain things going into the process. During the first senior meeting of the summer, seniors 
will choose a class president or co-presidents who will relay the confidential information about the 
hooder and speaker to the Bread Loaf office for inclusion in the commencement program. Seniors 
should be prepared to spend a little money: members of the graduating class might be asked to 
contribute to a class gift (this is not mandatory, but is traditional) and they must pay for the rental of 
their graduation robes and hoods. Seniors must also choose the graduation speaker and hooder, 
plan the senior party, and choose the class gift. 

One important note: seniors or their guests must pay for senior banquet meals eaten by 
any guests they invite (anyone not already on the Bread Loaf meal plan). Guests are invited free of 
charge, however, to the reception in the Rector's Garden after the graduation ceremony. 


Re-enrollment 

Students planning to return to Bread Loaf next summer must fill out a pink re-enrollment form, 
available in the Bread Loaf office. Students are re-enrolled initially based on these forms, and a 
summer submission will give you your best chance of reserving a spot for 2007 at your first-choice 
campus. If you forget to do this before you leave Bread Loaf, you can download a form from the 
Bread Loaf Web site. We urge you to re-enroll early in the fall, as some of the campuses fill very 
rapidly and even returning students run the risk of being waitlisted. 
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Campus Choice 

You can begin your Bread Loaf career at any one of the five campuses, and you can go to any one 

of them (providing there is room) in subsequent summers. The only residency requirement is that Y 
everyone must spend at least one summer at the home campus in Vermont. N 


Transcripts 

Requests for transcripts must be made by the individual student in writing (e-mailed or faxed 
requests will not be accepted) to the Registrar's Office, attn. Mary Bartz, Forest Hall, 5142 
Middlebury College, Middlebury VT 05753. You can download a transcript request form by going to: 
www.middlebury.edu/administration/records/student_info/graduate. Requests must include your 
name (and your name at the time of attendance if different), current address, telephone number, 
social security number, and dates attended or the date of your degree. Make sure your signature is 
included with your request; transcript requests cannot be processed without a signature. Please 
indicate where the transcripts should be mailed and the number of copies needed, and include 
complete addresses. 

Pricing: One official transcript from the Bread Loaf School of English will be issued by 
Middlebury College free of charge the very first time a student requests a transcript. A fee of $5.00 is 
charged for each additional transcript and all subsequent transcripts; there is a charge of $1.00 for 
each additional copy sent at the same time to the same address; make checks out to Middlebury 
College. No transcript will be issued to students who are financially indebted to the College until 
satisfactory arrangements have been made with the controller. 

You can view your (unofficial) academic transcript online at any time by following the 
instructions for accessing your online grade report (for instructions see Above on p. 6; or go to the 
Bread Loaf Web Site: www.middlebury.edu/academics/blse/students/grades/). 


Letters of Recommendation 

Requests for letters of recommendation should be made to the associate director, through Judy 

Jessup in the Bread Loaf office, and not to Bread Loaf faculty. You can reach Judy by e-mail at sd 
judy_jessup@breadnet.middlebury.edu. These letters will incorporate comments written about you by ¢ 
your Bread Loaf professors, and they will be kept on file in the Bread Loaf office for future use. When 

asking for a recommendation, please include the name and address of the person to whom the letter 

should be mailed and your own contact information. During the academic year, requests, including 

any forms and envelopes, should be sent to Judy in the Bread Loaf office. These requests should be 

received by the Bread Loaf office at least two weeks before the letters are needed. Students may 

also create placement files through Middlebury College's Career Services Office (see below). 


Career Services Office, Middlebury College 

Bread Loaf students have full access to the Middlebury College Career Services Office (CSO). They 
may consult with career counselors in that office regarding resume critique, self-assessment, job- 
search strategies, and other career related matters, and they may create placement files through the 
CSO. Many valuable resources are accessible on the CSO homepage: http//web.middlebury.edu, and 
the career resource library is a central source of information on a broad range of careers, graduate 
study, internship offerings, and employment opportunities. 


FACILITIES AND STUDENT LIFE 


Keys and ID Cards 

Students will be given assignments and keys to their rooms when they check in at the Porter's Lodge 

upon arrival at Lincoln. They will also receive a card that will get them into the main door to Lincoln 

College and into Lincoln House across the Turl. This same card is also used for entry into the 

Lincoln College Library. All students will receive a Bread Loaf student ID at registration. These are 

necessary only to verify your student status to the outside world and you can use them to get 4q @ 
student rates for many concerts, plays, museums, and for some travel. You will also receive a 

special photo ID card for the Bodleian (using the photos you sent in April). 
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Security 

We strongly recommend that you keep your door locked at all times, and that you be especially 
vigilant during the first and last weeks; most thefts seem to occur in times of flux when there are 
unfamiliar faces around Lincoln. If you live on the ground floor, or if your window looks out onto an 
accessible ledge, be sure to lock your window when you leave your room. (If you lock your key 
inside your room, go to the Porter’s Lodge.) 

There is a safe in the Bread Loaf office, and staff are happy to store small valuables and 
passports for you. The American Embassy in London warns that you should NOT carry your 
passport with you unless you have a specific need for it. Please remember that Oxford is, as Jim 
Maddox said in his May letter to you, "a big, busy, modern city," and Bread Loaf students have 
experienced theft in their rooms, in parks, and on the street. 


Accident Insurance 
Middlebury College does not provide sickness insurance for the summer but does automatically 
provide accident insurance for students who are enrolled for classes during the summer session. 
Klais & Company, Inc. will pay the claims for the expense of treating injuries up to a maximum of 
$2,000 for any one accident. Claims will be paid only to the extent that they are not payable under 
the terms of other policies covering the student. Covered treatment includes x-rays, laboratory tests, 
surgery, physician's visits, nursing care, hospital care and treatment, and prescription drugs. The 
coverage of dental treatment of injuries to sound natural teeth is limited to $1,000 per policy year. 

In the event of an accident, claims should be reported to: Klais & Company, Inc., 1867 West 
Market Street, Akron OH 44313-6977 (1-800-331-1096 or e-mail klaisclaims@klais.com) within 30 
days from the date of the accident. Medical bills must be submitted within 90 days from the date of 
treatment. A claim form is not required; you can use an itemized bill to submit your claim. You should 
be aware of the limitations and exclusions of this plan before making a claim for benefits. If you have 
any questions, please contact Koster Insurance Agency, plan administrator, at 1-800-457-5599 or at 
studentcare@kosterins.com. This insurance will be effective from 6/1/06—9/1/06. (Coverage is for 
one time frame for students who are enrolled for classes during Summer Term.) 


Health Services 

All students should have completed and returned the health forms they received in May. Students 
are urged to inform Bread Loaf staff of any special medical needs and to bring all necessary health 
information, medications or prescriptions, and insurance ID cards with them. 

The doctors associated with Lincoln College do not treat visiting students on the National 
Health Service. Here is a sampling of basic fees (these are approximate; we do not yet have 2006 fee 
information): £17 for a consultation with a nurse; £27 for a consultation with a doctor; £42 for a visit 
from a doctor. You must pay for these visits. Be sure to bring your medical insurance plan in order to 
expedite payment. 

Should you have a medical condition that could cause an emergency, please be sure to let 
the Bread Loaf office know. Please also consider informing your neighbors of your condition if 
you think you might possibly need help at odd hours. If you have a medical emergency and the 
Bread Loaf office is closed, go to or call the Porter's Lodge. There is a Porter on duty 24 hours a 
day. 

Under Britain’s medical program, you must have medical coverage to meet the treatment 
of medical conditions and problems you have on arrival in Britain. National Health will, at the dis- 
cretion of our doctor, meet expenses of emergencies encountered during the summer. Expenses 
of hospitalization are paid by National Health under normal circumstances. Be sure to bring your 
medical insurance forms for claiming expenses under your own medical insurance plan. 


Medical Transportation 

For routine medical needs, the doctors recommended by Lincoln College are a relatively short walk 
away (on Beaumont Street, just a block or so past the Ashmolean Museum and Randolph Hotel). In 
the case of a medical emergency the Porter can call an ambulance or a taxi and, if you wish, a 
member of the Bread Loaf staff will be happy to accompany you if possible. 
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Students with Disabilities 
Because British law differs from American law, the Oxford Bread Loaf campus is not bound by ADA 
guidelines. Y 


Dormitory Living 


Room assignments/room changes: Students can change rooms only under extraordinary 
circumstances. Please talk to the Bread Loaf staff if you have a problem with your room. 


Guests: Guests are not permitted to stay in student rooms without permission from Lincoln College 
(requested through the Bread Loaf office). If Lincoln College deems that your room is large enough 
to accommodate a guest, you must pay a per-night charge. 


Linens: Lincoln College provides blankets, linens and towels, but not washcloths. College scouts make 
student beds daily; they change sheets, clean the room, and give you fresh towels weekly. 


Laundry: There are two laundry rooms with coin-operated washers and dryers in Lincoln: one below 
the Bread Loaf office (staircase 8 in Chapel Quad) and one up two flights of stairs in staircase 15 
(across from Lincoln’s main gate, next to the book shop). The laundry room in Stairway 15 has an 
ironing board and a permanently affixed iron. The laundry in Stairway 8 has only an ironing board, 
but irons can be signed out from the Porter's Lodge. 


Pets: Pets are not allowed in student rooms and must not be kept anywhere on campus, at any of 
the Bread Loaf campuses. 


Electrical and Appliance Amenities and Prohibitions: If you bring such devices as hairdryers or 

electric toothbrushes, you will need a converter to adapt your machine to the U.K. electrical 

current. (Most laptop computers will convert automatically to the European current; but you ® 
should check this before you arrive.) You might also need adapters to convert the actual plugs. ¢ 
Some students find it easier to buy an inexpensive hairdryer in Oxford, thus avoiding electrical 

conversion issues. 


Housing Problems and Requests: Report any broken or malfunctioning items to the Porter's Lodge. 
They can also give you lightbulbs and toilet paper. 


Smoking 

Bread Loaf has a strict no-smoking policy for ALL buildings, at ALL campuses. Students who smoke 
outdoors should check to make sure that they are not smoking under someone's open window. 
Please use proper receptacles for extinguishing and disposing of smoking materials. 


Quiet Hours 

Because the noise of even one radio can be unbelievably disruptive (especially noise that bounces 
off stone walls), Bread Loaf maintains constant vigilance against noise. No sound-producing 
electronic or battery-operated devices (radios, CD players, etc.) are permitted in the dormitories 
unless they are used with headphones. Silence is maintained between the hours of 11 p.m. and 7:00 
a.m. to offer the opportunity for sleep. As with smoking, students chatting outside should be aware of 
their surroundings, since voices can carry through open windows with disquieting clarity. There are 
designated social spaces at all campuses for late-night chatting. 


Dining at Oxford 

Students on the meal plan will be asked at registration to choose one of three meal plans: meat (this 

option actually includes everything; students on the "meat" plan will often eat fish or fowl), fish and 

fowl, or vegetarian. Evening meals (you are not bound by your choice at breakfast and lunch) will be 

prepared strictly based on the numbers of students choosing each option, so students must stick to é ) & 
their chosen plan no matter how tempting the other meals might look on a particular night. Breakfast 

and lunch are served cafeteria style; dinners are served by Lincoln staff, except on Saturdays and 
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Sundays, when there will be a cold buffet (and many desserts) set out on the High Table. Coffee and 
tea are served after lunch and dinner in the Junior Common Room (JCR), across from the Bread 
Loaf office in the Chapel Quad. 

Students are asked not to linger at meals, as the waiters also double as scouts and have 
many other duties awaiting them. 

Off-campus students may purchase tickets for individual meals through the Bread Loaf 
office. Students’ children are not permitted to eat in the dining room (they CAN attend some outdoor 
picnics or barbecues). If there is a special meal to which off-campus students and their families are 
invited, it will be announced in The Paniculum. 

"High Table" dinners are special meals and follow lectures or other special events like 
opening night and graduation. The faculty and several lucky graduating seniors will sit at the High 
Table, wine will be served with a fancier than usual meal, and everyone wears dressier clothes. 


Missing Meals 

Jim Maddox included this in his May information letter, but it bears repeating. Every morning a sign- 
out sheet for lunch and dinner will be posted on the Porter's Lodge bulletin board. If you are planning 
to miss a meal, you must sign out for that meal by 9:00 a.m. on the day in question, and by Thursday 
for the weekend. Aside from the fact that the kitchen needs an accurate head count for meal, Bread 
Loaf must settle weekly accounts with Lincoln based on attendance at meals, so please make 
signing out for meals a priority. 


Going to the Theater 

Tickets to two RSC plays have been purchased for all Bread Loaf/Oxford students this summer. In 
some summers, depending on how many tickets were purchased and how many students we have, 
we end up with a few extra tickets, and students can sign up to buy them for spouses or friends 
(please be aware that there may not be room for extra people on the buses we've hired to take us to 
Stratford; ask the office staff about this). There might also be some extra tickets for some of the 
plays that the "Page & Stage" class is seeing; if there are, the office will make an announcement 
and, again, students can sign up for the opportunity to buy a ticket. 


Telephones 
Jim Maddox's May information letter contained a lot of useful information about telephones at 
Lincoln; you should refer to that. Important things to remember: 


e First, please alert potential callers that Oxford time is five hours ahead of Eastern Standard Time. 

e Many, but not all, of the Lincoln rooms now have telephones. 

e Students can buy pre-paid phone cards from any outlet in Oxford (including the Porter's Lodge), 
but are advised to check the rates to the U.S., as they vary considerably. 

e The payphones in the halls at Lincoln are rigged NOT to accept long distance calls; they are 
good only for outgoing calls, using phone cards. 

e The main phone at the Porter's Lodge of Lincoln College can be direct-dialed from the States: 
011-44-1865-279800. If necessary, the Porter will take an incoming message and leave it on the 
Bread Loaf bulletin board outside the Porter's Lodge. Again, remember the time difference. 
When someone in Massachusetts calls at 9:00 p.m., it will be 2:00 a.m. in Oxford, and at that 
hour the telephone will wake up the Porter, who sleeps in the Lodge. This should happen only in 
the case of a real emergency. 

e You can arrange to receive international calls between 1:30-2:30 p.m., Oxford time, in the Bread 
Loaf office at: 011-44-1865-279819. It is also possible to make local, collect, and credit-card calls 
from the Bread Loaf office (again, only during the afternoon office hours 1:30— 2:30). 

e Ifyou want to make collect or credit-card calls to the States, dial 155 for the International 
Operator. The local operator is 100; Directory Inquiries is 194. You can make operator-assisted 
calls from any phone, including pay-card phones. 
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Faxes 
Faxes may be sent from the Bread Loaf office, for £1.00 (domestic) or £2.00 (foreign). 


Paying for Things 

If you need to pay for a theater ticket or a guest meal or room or anything else, please come to the 
Bread Loaf office. You must pay in cash (in pounds, not dollars) since the office isn't equipped to 
accept checks or credit cards or any currency other than U.K currency. 


Property Insurance 

Middlebury College does not carry insurance to cover items that are lost, stolen, or damaged while 
you are at Bread Loaf. You should make sure that your personal insurance will cover any valuable 
items, like jewelry, cameras, computers, that you plan to bring with you. 


Photocopying 
The Bread Loaf office will do class photocopying for faculty. The only photocopying it will do for 
students is for class presentations requiring handouts for each member of the class. 


Student Conduct and Disciplinary Measures 
Bread Loaf reserves the right to dismiss from its programs any student whose behavior: 


e presents a clear danger to him/herself, or to other members of the community; 

e is physically aggressive or destructive of property, or violates the dignity or rights of others; 

e violates laws and regulations, including those that relate to use, possession or distribution of 
drugs or alcohol; 

e demonstrates inability to participate constructively in the program; 

e disrupts the educational function of the program, or is otherwise detrimental to its operation. 


The on-site director will handle any disciplinary problems.

They know a lot about local arts, museums, good walks, movies, interesting colleges, and good 
places to visit within walking distance or that are an easy train or bus ride away. They are not travel 
agents, but they can make some good suggestions and point you in the right direction. 

If you do leave Lincoln for a weekend, it is a good idea to let friends or the Bread Loaf office 
know where you will be, just in case of an emergency. Happy exploring! 
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NOTE: This first Paniculum contains information that WILL come in handy throughout the summer, 
so it's worth keeping. After today the Paniculum will be posted at the Porter's Lodge, the BL office door, 


and on BreadNet. It won’t be distributed individually.

MEALTIMES 

Here’s the schedule of meals:

Lunch 1:00 p.m. 
Dinner 7:00 p.m. 
Dinner Saturday & Sunday 6:30 p.m. 


There are sometimes exceptions.... Sometimes a scheduled “Old Boys?” dinner or wedding reception for 
a Lincoln graduate takes over The Hall. We will let you know in advance about this. Otherwise, dinner is 


at 7:00, except on Saturday and Sunday. 


Going to miss a meal? This is important, so we’ll repeat what Jim Maddox said in his May information 
letter. Every moming a sign-out sheet for lunch and dinner will be posted on the bulletin board at the 
Porter’s Lodge. If you are planning to miss a meal, you must sign out for that meal before 9:00 a.m. on the 
day in question, and by Thursday for the weekend. The kitchen needs an accurate head count for meals; 
otherwise food is wasted or there is not enough. Bread Loaf must settle weekly accounts with Lincoln 


based on attendance at meals. Please make signing out for meals a priority. 


Socializing after meals: The Junior Common Room (JCR) is a social area for Bread Loaf students to gather 
after lunch and dinner for tea, coffee, and conversation. Be sure to check it out. There will be an informal 
welcome/get-together after dinner on Monday for people to meet one another in the JCR.

The Bread Loaf office puts out The Paniculum each morning. It will be posted on the bulletin board by the 


Porter’s Lodge and is available online on BreadNet. The Paniculum will let you know of upcoming events 
such as guest lecturers, play schedules, etc. Please check the bulletin board daily for announcements. 


FIRST ALL-SCHOOL PLAY ON THURSDAY 
The entire School will make excursions to see Julius Caesar at the Royal Shakespeare Theatre on June 29th 


and Antony and Cleopatra at The Swan on July 18. Tickets and transportation will be provided for students. 
Our future references to these all-school events in the public forum of the Paniculum will be a little 
guarded. For security reasons, we don’t want to announce on a public bulletin board that all students will 


be away on a certain day. This Thursday, the buses will leave promptly from Trinity Gate (take a 
right out of the Porter's Lodge and walk up the Turl) at 4 p.m. Please start assembling there about 
3:45 so we can pass out tickets and meal money.

PHONING IT HOME

letter you received from Bread Loaf. If you forgot to bring yours, stop by the office. 
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Most classes begin Wednesday, but all students have two important tasks today.

All students MUST come to the Beckington Room in Front Quad (look for signs) between 8:30-12:45 for 

registration. That's when we’ll give you your ID card, collect missing forms, confirm your course, ask you | 
to fill out a registration sheet, and impart various bits of important information. In turn, all of this 
information is sent back to Vermont so that Elaine Lathrop can keep a record of your time here. We also 

hope to be able to tell you when and where your first class meets. Not all classes will meet within Lincoln 

College; some of you will be going to your professor's college so this will give you a chance to determine 


the distance and duration of your walk. 


II. BODLEIAN REGISTRATION & OATH--AFTERNOON

Meet in Grove Quad for directions along the passage to this 
other academic nirvana. If you have class during this orientation, make your way to the library and ask for 
assistance from the librarians or an "Old Loafer." 


TONIGHT--EAT, DRINK, AND BE MERRY IN STYLE 

Tonight is the official, formal welcome to Bread Loaf Oxford. The festivities begin at 5:30 in the 
Oakeshott Room (follow the signs in Grove Quad) with an orientation session given by Peter McCullough

for dressing up and tearing yourself away from your books is freely flowing wine, a chance to meet the 
professors, freely flowing wine, fabulous food, and the company of your fellow students.

(1) Using Photoshop. Caroline has provided instructions as an attachment to this message. 
This works for PCs and Macs, if you have the program. 


(2) Microsoft Photo Editor. Instructions (for PCs) follow: 


If you have an image on your desktop, double click to open it, and the image will open with 
Microsoft Photo Editor. 


On the menu bar, under File, select Save as... (this will keep your original image at its high 
resolution and will allow you to create a low resolution image to send on Breadnet). 


Rename the image. If the high resolution image is called bestdog.jpg, | might name my new 
about-to-be-low-resolution image something like Irbestdog.jpg, where "Ir" stands for low 
resolution. Save the image to a memorable location on your computer. 


Now you are working on the low resolution image and the high resolution image will not be 
altered. 


Go to File, and select Properties. 


In the Properties dialog box, under Resolution, change the number from 300 pixels/inch to 
72 pixels/inch (because 72 pixels/inch is the industry standard for "low resolution") 


Hit OK. 


Under File, select Exit.

DEATH'S DUEL IN CHAPEL

In conjunction with his class on religion and literature in seventeenth-century England, Dr 
McCullough will give a reading of John Donne’s most famous sermon, ‘Death’s Duel’, on FRIDAY 
at 11am in Lincoln College Chapel. This, one of the most powerful literary orations in English, 
was preached by Donne shortly before his own death and admired even at the time of preaching 
as being ‘his own funerall sermon’. The Lincoln Chapel is an apt setting for reconstructing 
Donne’s sermons in performance, as it was dedicated in the year of his death and has been 
almost entirely unaltered since.

MEALTIMES 
Here’s the schedule of meals:

Students 
may take courses in continuing graduate education, or they may enroll in full 
degree programs, leading to the Master of Arts and Master of Letters degrees in 
English. The Bread Loaf emphasis has always been upon close contact between 
teacher and student in an intensive six-week course of study.

t arts. Students normally enroll in two one-unit (three semester hours) courses each

Since it was established in 1920, the Bread Loaf School of English has been a 
cornerstone of Middlebury College’s reputation for excellence in the teaching of 
{ literature. The Bread Loaf School is one of 11 summer programs of Middlebury 
College. Others are the Language Schools of Arabic, Chinese, French, German, 
Italian, Japanese, Portuguese, Russian, and Spanish, and the Bread Loaf Writers’ 
Conference. Middlebury College offers no graduate program in English during 
the regular academic year.

Bread Loaf in Alaska, located at the 
University of Alaska Southeast near Juneau, 
enrolls approximately 80 students and offers 
a full range of courses. The program takes 
advantage of Juneau’s unique location; 
several courses are likely to focus on the 
literature and landscape of the Pacific 
Northwest and on indigenous cultures. 


Dormitory housing at UAS is available for 
students; there will be little, if any, family 
housing on campus. Student rooms are 
doubles: four students in two rooms share a 
common bathroom, microwave, and refriger- 
ator. A limited number of single rooms are 
available for an additional fee. Students living 
on campus take their meals together at UAS. 


UAS is a site of spectacular natural beauty 
located just outside Juneau on Auke Lake, a 
short distance from the Mendenhall Glacier 
on one side and the Gastineau Channel on 
the other. Not far from Juneau are Glacier 
Bay and Sitka, the old Russian capital of 
Alaska. Students at Bread Loaf/Alaska enjoy 
hiking, kayaking, fishing, and all-school boat 
trips in the Alexander Archipelago. Juneau is 
accessible from the lower 48 states only by 
boat or by plane.

Students might seriously 
consider renting a car, since many of the 
sites are easily reachable from, but not in 
close proximity to, Santa Fe. 


The Bread Loaf School of English 
at the University of North Carolina 
in Asheville

Beginning this summer, Bread Loaf will 
offer courses at the University of North 
Carolina in Asheville, at the foot of the 

Blue Ridge Mountains. Bread Loaf in 
North Carolina will enroll approximately 

60 students and offers a curriculum similar 
to those offered at the other campuses, but 
with an appropriate emphasis upon literature 
of the South and African American 
literature. 


Students will be lodged in single and double 
rooms on the UNCA campus, which is 
located within Asheville, one mile north of 
downtown. Students living on campus will 
take their meals together in the UNCA 
Dining Hall. There will be some family 
housing available. 


Asheville is a small city; it is both intensely 
regional and strikingly cosmopolitan— 
regional in being a center for local 
Appalachian arts and country and bluegrass 
music, cosmopolitan for so small a southern 
city in its varied ethnic restaurants and 
ubiquitous sidewalk cafes. Mountain sports 
and activities around Asheville include 
hiking, mountain climbing, and whitewater 
rafting. 


Students may attend any of Bread Loaf’s five campuses. The single residency requirement is that stu- 
dents pursuing a degree must spend at least one summer at the Vermont campus. See the front inside 
cover for a complete schedule of dates and fees for all campuses. 


The Bread Loaf School of English 
at Lincoln College, Oxford 
JUNE 26—AuGuST 5, 2006 





Each summer the Bread Loaf School of 
English enrolls about 90 students at Lincoln 
College. Bread Loaf has exclusive use of the 
accommodations of Lincoln College during 
the summer session, so that the School of 
English has its own identity. Each student 
selects one seminar as a two-unit (six semester 
hours) summer program. There are usually 
six students in each seminar, which meets in 
a manner determined by the tutor. For 
example, the tutor may meet all students 
together twice a week and then in tutorial 
for an hour. Oxford tutors place heavy 
emphasis on independent study; students 
should expect to give oral reports and write 
weekly papers. Seminars and tutorials are 
often held at the Oxford college with which 
the tutor is affiliated. 


At Oxford, students have single accommo- 
dations, occasionally consisting of a living 
room and a bedroom. They take their meals 
together in the College Hall. Rooms are 
cleaned by scouts. A limited number of 
suites are available at Lincoln for students 
with spouses, and there are a limited number 
of apartments outside of Lincoln for students 
with families. 


Located on the Turl in the center of the city 
of Oxford, Lincoln is one of the smallest 
and most beautiful of the Oxford colleges. 
The School promotes theater trips to 
Stratford-upon-Avon and London. In recent 
years, Oxford classes have, either officially 
or unofficially, taken excursions to locales 
associated with the courses.

The Bread Loaf School of English 
at Bread Loaf, Vermont 
JUNE 27—AuGuST 12, 2006 





The central location for the Bread Loaf 
School of English is the campus located out- 
side Middlebury, in sight of Bread Loaf 
Mountain in the Green Mountains of 
Vermont. Each year, approximately 250 stu- 
dents come from all regions of the United 
States and from other countries to take 
courses in literature, creative writing, the 
teaching of writing, and theater. All of these 
courses benefit from the on-site presence of 
the Bread Loaf Acting Ensemble, which vis- 
its classrooms and, along with actors drawn 
from the student body, appears in theatrical 
productions during the summer. 


Dormitory housing at Bread Loaf in 
Vermont is available for students without 
families accompanying them; most student 
rooms are doubles. Cabins, houses, and 
camps in the mountain communities sur- 
rounding Bread Loaf and at Lake Dunmore 
are available for students with families. 
Although the Bread Loaf office provides 
housing lists, securing off-campus housing is 
the responsibility of the student. Meals for 
on-campus students are served in the Bread 
Loaf Inn; off-campus students may pay for 
individual meals in the Inn. The School con- 
tracts the services of a local day care center 
to provide a child-care program for children 
of students, faculty, and staff. 


For those who enjoy outdoor life, Bread 
Loaf/Vermont is ideally located at the edge 
of the Green Mountain National Forest. A 
junction with the Long Trail, which winds 
along the summit of the Green Mountains 
and extends from southern Vermont to the 
Canadian border, is a short hike from the 
School. A picnic at the nearby Robert Frost 
Farm and a tour of the Frost Cabin are pop- 
ular Bread Loaf traditions, as are movies and 
dances in the Bread Loaf Barn. The exten- 
sive campus and nearby lakes and rivers offer 
many opportunities for recreation. A softball 
and soccer playing field and tennis and vol- 
leyball courts are available. Running and 
hiking trails are everywhere.

Academics 


The Master of Arts (M.A.) Degree 
Candidates must hold a bachelor’s degree 


from an accredited college. To earn the 
M.A., students must successfully complete 
the equivalent of 10 courses; the M.A. is 
usually earned in four or five summers. 

No thesis is required. A grade of B- or 
better is required in order to receive course 
credit. Students must complete work 
leading to the M.A. within 10 years of 
their initial enrollment. 


The curriculum is divided into six groups: 
(1) writing and the teaching of writing; (I) 
English literature through the seventeenth 
century; (III) English literature since the 
seventeenth century; (IV) American litera- 
ture; (V) world literature; (VI) theater arts. 
Ordinarily the M.A. program includes a 
minimum of two courses each from Groups 
II and III and one course each from Groups 
IV and V. Upon the student's request, any 
one of these six distribution requirements 
may be waived. 


The Master of Letters (M.Litt.) Degree 
The M.Litt. program builds in a concentrat- 
ed, specialized way on the broader base of 
the M.A. in English, which is a prerequisite 
for this degree. For example, students may 
concentrate on a period such as the 
Renaissance, a genre such as the novel, or 

a field of study such as American poetry. 


The M.Litt. can be earned in four or five 
summers by following a program of 10 
courses or Independent Reading Projects. 
This program of studies is drawn up by the 
end of the student’s first summer in the 
degree program, in consultation with the 
associate director. Of the 10 courses, up to 
three may be electives not directly related 
to the field of concentration. No thesis is 
required, but in the final summer a student 
must pass a comprehensive written and oral 
examination, or the equivalent, in his or 
her field of concentration. Students must 
complete work leading to the M.Litt. 
within 10 years of their initial acceptance. 


Credits 
The normal summer program of study 
consists of two courses (two units) in Alaska, 


New Mexico, North Carolina, and Vermont, 
and one course (two units) at Oxford. At all 
campuses except Oxford, each course meets 
five hours a week. Each one-unit course at 
Bread Loaf receives three semester hours 
(the equivalent of four and one-half quarter 
hours) of graduate credit. After the first 
summer exceptional students may request 
permission to take a third course for credit 
in Alaska, New Mexico, North Carolina, or 
Vermont or an independent tutorial (one 
unit of credit) at Oxford. 


Continuing Graduate Education 

The School allows students not seeking a 
degree to enroll for a summer in a non- 
degree status in continuing graduate 
education. Upon the student’s successful 
completion of a summer’s study, Middlebury 
College will issue the student a Certificate 
in Continuing Graduate Education. 


Undergraduate Honors Program 
Exceptionally able undergraduates with 
strong backgrounds in literary study may be 
admitted to graduate study at Bread Loaf 
after the completion of three years toward 
their bachelor’s degree and may take up to 
two units of course work. Their courses may 
be transferred to their home institutions, or 
they may serve as the initial credits leading 
to the M.A. degree at the Bread Loaf 
School of English. 


Transfer Credits 

Up to two units (six semester hours or nine 
quarter hours) of graduate credit may be 
transferred from other accredited institu- 
tions, to count toward the Bread Loaf M.A. 
or M.Litt. degree. Each course must be 
approved for transfer by the associate 
director, preferably before the work is done. 
Transfer course credits cannot be counted 
for degree credit elsewhere and must be of 
a grade of B or better. Graduate credits, 
whether they are earned at Bread Loaf or 
transferred from another institution, cannot 
count toward a degree after 10 years have 
elapsed. 


Credits earned at the Bread Loaf School of 
English are generally transferable to other 
graduate institutions. 





The Program in Theater 

Virtually since its beginning, the Bread Loaf 
School of English in Vermont has put a 
major emphasis upon the theater arts. The 
Program in Theater provides formal and 
informal instruction in acting, directing, 
playwriting, stagecraft, and design. While the 
program is not structured as a professional 
training school, it is oriented toward bringing 
students into contact with theater profes- 
sionals in all fields. A major aspect of theater 
study at the Bread Loaf program in Vermont 
is the presentation of a wide variety of 
performance projects. 


Bread Loaf each year brings professional 
actors to the Vermont campus to assist in 
mounting the summer’s major production, 
produced in Bread Loaf’s Burgess Meredith 
Little Theater; these actors constitute the 
Bread Loaf Acting Ensemble. The Ensemble 


summer. A reading project successfully 
completed is the equivalent of a regular 
Bread Loaf course. A tuition fee of $1,860 
is charged for each reading project. 


Independent Summer Reading Projects 
Under exceptional circumstances, when the 
format of the normal Independent Reading 
Project is not appropriate (for example, in 
acting or directing projects), students may 
design an Independent Summer Reading 
Project, which counts as the equivalent of a 
regular Bread Loaf course. Students have 

the responsibility for establishing the subject 
matter of the summer project and for sub- 
mitting a well-conceived prospectus for the 
summer’s work; students should submit the 
prospectus when they register for courses, or 
no later than March 1.The summer project 
must be in an area in which the student has 
previously taken a course at Bread Loaf and 


is intimately involved in many of the class- 
rooms-not only classes in dramatic literature,

2006 production will be Big Love by the 
contemporary American playwright 
Charles Mee; Big Love is loosely based 

on Aeschylus’s The Suppliant Maidens. 


New plays written by Bread Loaf students 
are occasionally produced in the theater on 
the Vermont campus, as are one-acts directed 
by advanced directing students. Opportunities 
also exist for acting students to explore and 
present longer scenes and for all interested 
students to act in informal presentations in 
the directing or playwriting workshops. 


Independent Reading Projects 

With the approval of the associate director 
and an appropriate member of the faculty, 
qualified students may undertake an 
Independent Reading Project, which 
consists of reading and research during the 
academic year. Students must have taken a 
course at Bread Loaf in the area of their 
proposed reading project and have demon- 
strated their competence by securing a grade 
of A- or higher in that course. Arrangements 
must be completed during the summer 
session before the academic year in which 
the reading project is to be undertaken. Each 
reading project culminates in a long essay, a 
draft of which is submitted in early April 
following the academic year of reading and 
research. Students then work closely with a 
faculty member in revising and bringing this 
essay to completion over the course of the 


Exceptional students attending Bread Loaf 
at Lincoln College, Oxford may propose a 
course of study for a tutorial to be taken in 
addition to their regular Bread Loaf course. 
These tutorial projects receive one unit of 
credit and should involve approximately the 
amount of reading and writing contained 
within a one-unit Bread Loaf course at one 
of the other four campuses. Project proposals 
must be approved by both the director and a 
member of the Bread Loaf/Oxford faculty, 
who will supervise the student’s work dur- 
ing the ensuing summer. Students should 
register for the tutorial when they register 
for their other courses, and submit a 
prospectus no later than March 1.A Bread 
Loaf student must be enrolled in one of the 
regular Bread Loaf/Oxford courses in order 
to be eligible to take one of these extra 
tutorials. A tuition fee of $1,860 will be 
charged for each tutorial. 


Course Registration 

Course registration begins on February 15. 
All enrolled students will receive detailed 
registration instructions. 


At all campuses except Oxford, students 
may, with the instructor’s permission, audit 
another course in literature, in addition to 
the two courses taken for credit. Students 
regularly registered for a course may not 
change their status to that of auditor 
without permission of the director.

Admission 

Admission 

New students are admitted on a rolling basis 
beginning on January 15; as long as space is 
available, new applications will be accepted 
until May 15. 


M.A. Program, Continuing Graduate 
Education, and Undergraduate Honors 
Admission is based on college transcripts, 
letters of recommendation, a statement of 
purpose, and a writing sample. 


M.Litt. Program 

Admission is limited to students holding 
an M.A. in English with especially strong 
academic records. Candidates (including 
Bread Loaf M.A.s) will be evaluated 
primarily on the basis of their master’s 
degree course work and a sample of their 
graduate-level writing. Applicants holding 
a Bread Loaf M.A. are encouraged to 
apply by December 1. 


As Bread Loaf is especially committed to 
increasing diversity in its community, minority 
applications are encouraged. 


Instructions for Application 

New applicants should fill out and return 
the application form and supporting 
materials, along with a $50 application fee. 
Application forms and detailed instructions 
are available from the Bread Loaf office in 
Vermont at the address listed inside the front 
cover of this bulletin, or by completing the 
online inquiry form on the Bread Loaf 
Web site. 


First-time applicants who were accepted for 
a previous summer, but who did not attend 
Bread Loaf, may reactivate their applications 
by submitting a new application form; they 
will be considered for admission with other 
new applicants. They will not be required to 
pay the application fee again, or to resubmit 
supporting application materials if they 
reapply within two years (the Bread Loaf 
office will keep all such applications on file 
for two years only). 


Re-enrollment 

Returning students should complete a 
re-enrollment form at the end of the 

summer session or early in the fall. They will 

be notified of re-enrollment in December. 
Students whose work receives a grade below | 
B will be placed on academic probation. 

Students who receive a second grade below 

B may be denied re-enrollment. 


Returning students who have not attended 
Bread Loaf in the past ten years or more 
will be asked to submit new application 
materials. 


Financial Aid 

Because of the generosity over the years of 
Bread Loaf graduates, faculty, and friends, the 
School has steadily increased its financial aid 
resources. No interested applicant with 
strong credentials should fail to apply 
because of need. 


Financial aid may be in the form of grants 
(at all five campuses) and/or work-aid 

(in Vermont and New Mexico). The aid is 
awarded on the basis of financial need and 
scholastic achievement. To be considered for 
all types of aid offered through Middlebury 
College, a student must first file a Bread 
Loaf Financial Aid Form with the 
Middlebury Office of Financial Aid. (For 
more information and downloadable forms, 
visit the Office of Financial Aid’s Web site at 
www.middlebury.edu/admissions/finaid/ 
breadloaf/.) Requests for aid should be 
made when the application form is 
submitted to the School; all pertinent forms 
and information will be sent when they 
become available. Since financial aid is 
dispensed on a first-come, first-served basis, 
students are advised to return all completed 
materials as soon as possible after they are 
received. 


Bread Loaf staff work throughout the year 
to raise funds for special fellowships. 
Information about any fellowships will be 
posted on the Bread Loaf Web site if and 
when they become available. 






Other Information 


Fees 

Fees for summer 2006 are listed in the front 
inside cover of this catalog. The tuition fee 
includes a fee for an accident insurance 
policy with limited coverage. An additional 
$1,860 is charged when students take a third 
course for credit. 


Each accepted applicant who wishes to 
register is required to pay a non-refundable 
$300 enrollment deposit, which is applied 

to the student's total bill. An applicant is 
officially enrolled in the Bread Loaf program 
only upon receipt of this deposit. Money 
should not be sent until payment is requested. 
Rooms are assigned only to students enrolled 
officially. In order to be fair to students 
waitlisted for on-campus housing, students 
who intend to live off-campus must notify 
the Bread Loaf office no later than May 1. 
Students who move off-campus after this 
date will incur a penalty fee of $300. 


Final bills are mailed about May 1 and are 
payable upon receipt. A late fee will be 
charged for bills not paid by June 1, except 
for those students admitted after bills have 
been sent. Checks should be made payable 
to Middlebury College. Students living 
outside the U.S. must have the checks made 
out in USS. dollars. 


Refunds 

Students who withdraw for medical reasons 
or serious emergencies forfeit the enroll- 
ment deposit but may receive refunds for 
any additional amounts paid as follows: 


e before the end of first week of classes: 
60 percent of tuition and 60 percent 
of board; 

e before the end of second week of classes: 
20 percent of tuition plus 20 percent of 
board; 

e no refunds after the end of the second 
week of classes. 


Transportation 

Students are expected to make their own 
travel arrangements. They will receive 
information early in the spring about 
traveling to the campus in which they are 
enrolled. 


Transcripts 

One official transcript from the Bread 

Loaf School of English will be issued by 
Middlebury College free of charge the first 
time a student requests a transcript. A fee of 
$5 is charged for each additional transcript 
and all subsequent transcripts; there is a 
charge of $1 for each additional copy sent 
at the same time to the same address. 
Requests for transcripts must be made by 
the individual student in writing (not by 
e-mail or fax) to the Graduate Registrar, 
Forest Hall, Middlebury College, Middlebury, 
VT 05753. No transcript will be issued to 
students who are financially indebted to the 
College until satisfactory arrangements have 
been made with the Middlebury controller’s 
office. 


Letters of Reference 

Requests for letters of reference should be 
made to the associate director of the School, 
through the Bread Loaf office, not to former 
Bread Loaf faculty. 


Texts 

Texts for each course are listed with the 
course descriptions found in this bulletin, 
usually in the order in which they will be 
studied. Students going to Alaska, New 
Mexico, North Carolina, and Oxford must 
purchase their own copies of the texts to 
be used; Bread Loaf does not maintain 
bookstores at these campuses. An onsite 
bookstore for the sale of required texts is 
maintained at the Vermont campus. 


It may occasionally be necessary to 
substitute other texts for those listed in the 
courses described in this bulletin. The Bread 
Loaf office will make every effort to inform 
students of any changes before the start of 
the session. Students are urged to complete 
as much reading as possible before arrival 

in order to permit more time during the 
session for collateral assignments and for 
the preparation of papers.

Facilities & Activities 


Library Facilities 

The facilities of the Middlebury College 
Library in Vermont, which include the 
Abernethy Collection of Americana and the 
Robert Frost Room, are available to Bread 
Loaf students. The Davison Memorial 
Library at Bread Loaf contains definitive 
editions, reference books, and reserve shelves 
for special course assignments. 


e In Alaska, students have use of the library 
of the University of Alaska Southeast. 


e In New Mexico, students have use of the 
library of St. John’s College, supplemented 
by books from the University of New 
Mexico. 


e In North Carolina, students have use of 
the R. Hiden Ramsey Library and its 
resources. 


e At Oxford, students have use of both the 
Lincoln College Library and the 
Bodleian Library of Oxford, one of the 
greatest libraries in the world. 


Medical Facilities 

At Bread Loaf/Vermont a nurse is in atten- 
dance on weekdays, and the College medical 
director is available for consultation. The 
well-equipped Porter Medical Center in 
Middlebury is within easy reach. 


At the other four sites, students with medical 
needs will be referred to local doctors. 


Computer Facilities 

At Bread Loaf/Vermont a student computer 
center is equipped with both Macintosh 
computers and PCs; instruction in the use of 
computers and of various forms of software 
is provided when needed. Computer 
facilities are also available at the other four 
campuses. Bread Loaf encourages students to 
bring their own computers for their personal 
use. There are wireless capabilities on both 
the Vermont and Alaska campuses. There are 


direct Internet connections in student rooms 
in New Mexico, North Carolina, and 
Oxford. 





BreadNet and the Bread Loaf 
Teacher Network 

One of the most exciting of Bread Loaf’s 
innovations has been the development of 
BreadNet, an electronic network that links 
the classrooms of Bread Loaf teachers. The 
primary goals of BreadNet are to perpetuate 
the Bread Loaf community throughout the 
year and to encourage collaboration among 
all Bread Loaf teachers, faculty, and their 
classrooms. All Bread Loaf students, faculty, 
staff, and graduates are invited to join; 
there is no fee. 


Lecture Program and Other Activities 
The lecture programs at all five Bread Loaf 
campuses introduce students to scholars and 
writers whose lectures broaden the outlook 
and enrich the content of the regular academic 
program. Among the special lecturers at 
Bread Loaf have been distinguished poets, 
novelists, critics, and teachers such as Julia 
Alvarez, Nancie Atwell, C.L. Barber, Saul 
Bellow, John Berryman, R.P. Blackmur, Willa 
Cather, Sandra Cisneros, Richard Ellmann,

Experienced teacher-researchers also visit 
Bread Loaf to offer workshops on practice- 
oriented research in the classroom. 


At most campuses, students have the 
opportunity to see classic or modern films. 
At all campuses they are invited to join the 
Bread Loaf Madrigalists or other singing 
groups. Students at all campuses give 
readings from their own writings. 





The History 


The original mountain-and-forest 

area in which the School of English’s 

Vermont campus is located was 

willed to Middlebury College in 
1915 by Joseph Battell, breeder of Morgan 
horses, proprietor of the local newspaper, 
and spirited lover of nature. Mr. Battell 
acquired large landholdings, tract by tract, 
starting in 1866, until several mountains 
were among his properties. In this striking 
setting, Mr. Battell constructed the Bread 
Loaf Inn and other buildings to house his 
summer guests. Modern improvements and 
the addition of several buildings have 
enhanced the conveniences of the original 
inn and the surrounding “cottages,” but the 
original nineteenth-century structures in 
their Green Mountain site still make an 
unforgettable impression. 


During the last 86 years, Bread Loaf has 
counted among its faculty members such 
distinguished teachers and scholars as 
George K. Anderson, Carlos Baker, Harold 
Bloom, James Britton, Cleanth Brooks, 
Reuben Brower, Donald Davidson, Elizabeth 
Drew, A. Bartlett Giamatti, Laurence B. 
Holland, A. Walton Litz, Nancy Martin, 
Perry Miller, Martin Price, John Crowe 
Ransom, Donald Stauffer, and Wylie Sypher. 
But no one has been identified with Bread 
Loaf more indelibly than has Robert Frost, 


who first came to the School on the 





invitation of Dean Wilfred Davison in 1921.

Group I (Writing and the Teaching of Writing) 





7001 Writing as a Critical Reader: the Aesthetics of Presence 
in Modern and Contemporary Poetry/Mr. Long/T, Th 9-11:45 

In the 1919 Preface to his American edition of New Poems, D.H. 
Lawrence calls for a poetry addressed to “that which is at hand: the 
immediate present.” A preoccupation with what Lawrence called 
“quivering momentaneity” has endured throughout the poetry of the 
twentieth century, most notably in the poems of William Carlos 
Williams, Wallace Stevens, Marianne Moore, Gertrude Stein, E.E. 
Cummings, Theodore Roethke, Charles Olsen, Denise Levertov, A.R. 
Ammons, Robert Creeley, John Ashberry, W.S. Merwin, Gary Snyder, 
Charles Wright, Mary Oliver, and Robert Hass. As the title for this 
course suggests, students will trace this preoccupation with immediacy 
through a sequence of writing assignments that will help us assess the 
forms of writing used in classes organized around the reading of poetry; 
in the process, students will test prevalent assumptions that determine 
the pedagogical protocols for writing about poems and experiment with 
alternative ways to motivate the experience of reading poetry through 
the activity of writing. (This course can be either a Group I or Group IV 
course; students should indicate their choice at the time of registration.) 


Texts: The Norton Anthology of Modern and Contemporary American Poetry, 
2 vols., ed. Jahan Ramazani, Richard Ellmann, and Robert O’Clair 
(Norton); William Carlos Williams, Paterson (New Directions); A.R. 
Ammons, Jape for the Turn of the Year (Norton); Mary Oliver, The Leaf 
and the Cloud (Da Capo). 


7018b Creating Documentary Theater/Mr. Paparelli/M,W 2-4:45 
One of the fasting growing forms of modern theater, documentary 
theater, transforms spoken, recorded, or documented fact into a live 
dramatic experience. Starting with an overview of documentary theater, 
students will explore the research, interview, structuring, and editing 
process for creating theater from fact. A major focus of this course is the 
creation of an original project in Juneau, based on the process used to 
create columbinus, a theatrical examination of the 1999 Columbine 

High School shootings. We will closely examine columbinus as well as 
two other modern documentary-style plays. Students will see a special 
performance of a new version of The Laramie Project which will 
premiere at Perseverance Theatre in May, directed and edited by head 
writer Leigh Fondakowski. Note: The interview and research process is 
entirely outside of classroom hours and will require a significant time 
commitment. Students are required to bring cassette recorders for the 
interview process. 


Texts: Moisés Kaufman and the Members of the Tectonic Theater 
Project, The Laramie Project; United States Theatre Project, columbinus; 
Leigh Fondakowski, with Greg Pierotti, Stephen Wangh, and Margo 
Hall, The People’s Temple. Current versions of these scripts will be 
distributed upon arrival. 


7045 Reading and Writing Memoirs/Ms. Cazden/ T, Th 9-11:45 
We will read a rich variety of memoirs (in the order listed below) and 
discuss them for both meaning and style. As a group, they range widely 
in focus-voices remembered from childhood (Welty), the importance 
of place (Nelson, Conway, and Stepto)-and in style (especially creative 
nonfiction in Harper-Haines). We will refer to Zinsser’s guide to 
memoir writing throughout the course. Each student will write at least 
20 new memoir pages each week-separate vignettes and chapters will 
be welcome. Class meetings will be divided between whole-class 
discussions of readings, and small-group discussions of student writing 
in progress. In addition, I will confer with each student each week. 
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Texts: Eudora Welty, One Writer’s Beginnings (Harvard); Richard Nelson, 
The Island Within (North Point); Robert B. Stepto, Blue as the Lake: A 
Personal Geography (Beacon); Jan Harper-Haines, Cold River Spirits: The 
Legacy of an Athasbascan-Irish Family from Alaska’s Yukon River (Epicenter); 
Jill Ker Conway, The Road from Coorain (Vintage); William Zinsser, 
Writing about Your Life: A Journey into the Past (Marlowe). 


Group II (English Literature through the 
Seventeenth Century) 


7260b Shakespeare Page to Stage: Hamlet 
Mr. Paparelli/M, W 9-11:45 

The modern actor is assigned a role in Shakespeare’s masterpiece. He 
uses careful text analysis, acting technique, and personal experience to 
transform a literary figure into a unique living and breathing human 
being. This course explores the actor’s process in preparing and execut- 
ing a role in a Shakespeare play. Students will start with understanding 
how meter, punctuation, and literary device become palpable tools for 














the actor in illuminating the text. This technique will be combined with 


an actor’s process for breaking text down into acting beats, looking for 
motivation, tactic, and, ultimately, action. Finally, a complex psychology 
must be created, fusing an actor’s personal experience with clear textual 
technique to create a unique character. The course fluctuates between 
lecture and practicum, as students prepare for a workshop production 
side by side with professional actors in preparation for a production of 
the play at Perseverance Theatre in Juneau. Students will have an actor’s 
experience in this course, and are required to memorize lines, staging, 
and ultimately perform a workshop production. 


Texts: William Shakespeare, Hamlet (New Cambridge) and Hamlet 
Arden); Cicely Berry, The Actor and the Text (Applause); David Crystal 
and Ben Crystal, Shakespeare’s Words (Penguin); Alexander Schmidt, 
Shakespeare Lexicon and Quotation Dictionary, 2 vols. (Dover); Helge 
Kokeritz, Shakespeare’s Names (Yale). An edited production script will 
be distributed upon arrival. 


7280 Renaissance Verse: Lyric, Pastoral, Epic 

Ms. Keen/M, W 2-4:45 

Reading English Renaissance verse written in the major kinds (lyrics, 
including sonnets; pastoral elegies; epic) gives students the opportunity 
to witness the generic and formal innovations of sixteenth- and 
seventeenth-century poetry. In addition to numerous shorter poems, 
students will read lyric sequences (Sidney’s Astrophil and Stella; Spenser's 
Shepheardes’ Calender), secular and religious verse (by Donne, Herbert, 
and Herrick), and, in its entirety, Milton’s great epic justifying the ways 
of God to Man, Paradise Lost.

Edition); Sixteenth-Century Poetry: An Annotated Anthology, ed. Gordon 
Braden (Blackwell); Seventeenth-Century Poetry: An Annotated Anthology, 
ed.

Group III (English Literature since the 
Seventeenth Century) 


7305 Jane Austen in Print and Film/Ms. Booth/T, Th 9-11:45 

I assume most people wanting to take this course have read one or 
more Austen novels. I hope everyone will have a chance to read each of 
them once before our course starts. Then the fun of rereading begins, 
and the challenge of sifting through the critical history and popular 
response. We will aim to enhance critical understanding of each of the 
six novels and to gain familiarity with Austen’s life and times as well as 
the reception history of her works. What is the shape of her career, and 
how has the acclaim of Austen shifted across the generations? What sig- 
nificant cultural issues do her novels confront and temporarily resolve? 
How do Austen’s novels lend themselves to teaching in the high school 
and undergraduate classroom? Why is Austen such ripe material for film 
in the later twentieth- and early twenty-first centuries? From the level 
of the sentence on out to the myriad of paperbacks and generations of 
film adaptations, we will cultivate an acute perspective on Austen’s 
works, scholarly and general responses to them, and adaptations of them. 
While our course will include concentrated viewing of several films, we 
also will browse through the Austeniana of tourism, “sequels” in print, 
and Web sites.

7358 The Brontés/Ms. Booth/T, Th 2—4:45 

Ever since the three weird sisters brought out their first publications in 
1847-1848, readers have fashioned the Brontë family into literary saints 
or dark geniuses. This course will interweave reexamination of five of 
the Brontés’ classic novels with a survey of the varied biographical 
portraiture and popular and critical reception of Bronteana. After 
Branwell’s, Emily’s, and Anne’s early deaths, Charlotte became custodian 
of their reputations; when she too died after a few months of marriage, 
her widower and father both collaborated in and resisted Gaskell’s 
careful “spin” of the story. Over the generations, collectors and pilgrims 
fostered the museums and tourist packages that flourish today. In the 
twentieth century, scholars recuperated the juvenilia and, through differ- 
ent schools of criticism, established Jane Eyre and Withering Heights on 
reading lists. Biographers contend with the lasting power of Gaskell’s 
version, while the works continue to be reprinted and reinterpreted in 
film. Through our study of the Brontés, we will experiment in the fields 
of literary, Victorian, and cultural studies as well as feminist criticism of 
women writers. We will entertain such interrelated yet diverse questions 
as: How much of “the gothic” emerges in these novels? What conditions 
faced unmarried middle-class women circa 1840? How are international 
relations reflected in the works? What were the earliest scholarly 
editions? What difference did feminist movements and criticism make? 
When were the first package tours to Haworth developed? What still 
remains of each member of this magnificent and tortured family? 
Students should have recently read Gaskell’s Life and at least two of 

the novels before the course begins (these are Victorian works!).

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7360 The Social Character of the Victorian Novel 

Mr. Nunokawa/M, W 2-4:45 

In this course, we will read a range of more or less familiar works in a 
variety of theoretical, historical, and critical contexts. Our general aim 
will be to study the social character of the Victorian novel in ways that 
take full measure of literary form and affect. We will be guided by big 
and little questions like these: How do Victorian novels transform the 
pursuit of economic interests into dramas of romantic and erotic desire? 
How do they transform dramas of romantic and erotic desire into 
stories of economic interest? How are fascinations and anxieties about 
foreign races brought home to the domestic scene? How are questions 
of social class and individual character handled? What is the relation 
between verbal facility and social class in the Victorian novel, and how 
is this relation represented? How does the form of the Victorian novel 
extend, intensify, and expose the systems of social surveillance that 
developed in the nineteenth century? Why and how does the Victorian 
novel labor to produce bodily discomfort, both for those who inhabit it 
and for those who read it? How does the culture of capitalism haunt the 
Victorian novel? How does the Victorian novel imagine its relation to 
other fields of knowledge, such as the social sciences emerging at the 
same period, which take, as the novel does, society itself as their object? I 


Texts: Jane Austen, Emma (the one technically non-Victorian novel); 
Charlotte Bronté, Jane Eyre; William Makepeace Thackeray, Vanity Fair; 
Charles Dickens, Our Mutual Friend; Wilkie Collins, The Woman in White; 
George Eliot, Middlemarch; Thomas Hardy, Tess of the D’Urbervilles 

(all in Penguin editions). In addition, there will be some theoretical and 
historical texts which will help situate our consideration of the novels, 
including: Max Weber, The Protestant Ethic and the Spirit of Capitalism 
(excerpts); The Sociology of Georg Simmel, ed. Kurt Wolff (excerpts); 
Raymond Williams, The Country and the City; Emile Durkheim, various 
essays; Neil Hertz, “Recognizing Casaubon”; these texts will either be 
on reserve or will be photocopied for the class.

7390 The Essay and Its Vicissitudes/Mr. Nunokawa/M, W 9-11:45 

This course will introduce students to the range of the essay form as it 

has developed from the early modern period to our own. The class will 

be organized, for the most part, chronologically, beginning with the likes 

of Bacon, and ending with some lustrous contemporary examples of, 

and luminous reflections on, the form. We will consider how writers as 
various as Bacon, Hume, Johnson, Hazlitt, Emerson, Woolf, Baldwin, 

and Elizabeth Hardwick define and revise the shape and scope of those i 
disparate aspirations in prose that have come to be called collectively 

The Essay. The writing assigned for this course will seek to enlist the 

essays not only as objects of analysis but also as models for our own } 
essays in the essay form. 


Texts: The texts will be supplied by the professor in the form of a reader f 
that he will assemble; the reader will be available for purchase through 
the Middlebury College bookstore by March 1.

7410 Ulysses: Homer, Joyce, Walcott/Ms. Keen/M-Th 9-10:15 
This course frames a careful reading of James Joyce’s Ulysses with brief 
encounters with other versions of the story first recorded in Homer’s 
Odyssey. We will begin with Tennyson’s “Ulysses” and Homer’s Odyssey 
(in translation) and conclude with Derek Walcott’s stage version of The 
Odyssey and a viewing of the film Bloom. The central purpose of the 
course, however, is to read Joyce’s Ulysses steadily, over five weeks of the 
term. We will work together to understand Joyce’s narrative techniques, 
interpret his major characters, notice their movements through space, 
analyze patterns of allusion to Homer and other writers, and explicate 
passages of Joyce’s peculiar language. Some of these broader topics will 
inform our discussions: the publication history of Ulysses; censorship and 
the law; Joyce and religion; the controversies about the textual editing 
of Ulysses; Joyce and Irish nationalism; gender in Ulysses; Joyce and 
Orientalism; postcolonial Joyce. Please prepare for the course not by 
reading Ulysses on your own, but by reading Joyce’s Portrait of the Artist 
as a Young Man prior to arriving in Juneau. 











Texts: Homer, The Odyssey, trans. Stanley Lombardo (Hackett); James

7001 Writing as a Critical Reader: the Aesthetics of Presence 
in Modern and Contemporary Poetry/Mr. Long/T, Th 9-11:45 
See description under Group I offerings. This course can be either a Group I or a 
Group IV course; students should indicate their choice at the time of registration.

7684 Searching for Wildness: Readings in the Environmental 
Literature of North America/Mr. Long/T, Th 2-4:45 

This course will introduce students to the history of environmental 
iterature in North America, with a special focus on the continued 
search for wildness in the American West and Alaska. Topics will include 
the roots of North American conceptions of nature, indigeneity and 
Native conceptions of landscape, ideas of wilderness and inhabited 
andscapes, bioregionalism, and the sense of place. Our course activities 
will take us through both texts and Alaskan landscapes, so participants 
should bring sleeping bags, sturdy walking shoes, and quality rain gear. 
Outings and readings will introduce us to the geology, biology, and 
numan history of the Juneau area, and they will invite us to consider 
he important connections among education, place, and the physical 
environment. Course assignments will include a portfolio of reading 
responses, longer essays, and a journal on our excursions and their 
connections to the course readings. A course packet of additional 
readings will be available. Registered students will receive a course 
packet from the Bread Loaf office with excerpts from Barry Lopez, 
The Rediscovery of North America, and Charles C. Mann, 1491: New 
Revelations of the Americas before Columbus. These books will also be 
available at the reserve desk in the library of the University of Alaska 
Southeast. There will be a course fee ($300) to cover the costs of our 
outdoor excursions.

Group V (World Literature) 


7710a The Bible as Literature/Mr. Dunn/T, Th 2-4:45 

In this course we will read substantial selections from the Bible. 
Although we will consider theological, textual, and historical 
perspectives in our reading, the primary focus will be literary. Our 
most sustained inquiries will be into questions of narrative, but we 

will also consider issues of poetics, genre, and translation. Finally, we 
will discuss the place the Bible has in the history of interpretation, with 
particular emphasis upon the way the book interprets itself and 
establishes its own canonical status.

Group I (Writing and the Teaching of Writing) 


7000c Writing Place Poems/Mr. Womack/T, Th 2—4:45 

The course will focus on narrating specific landscapes within poems 
and investing them with meaning. Each class will be devoted to 
discussing an essay about the meaning of place, followed by a workshop 
environment in which a geographically-rooted poem is used as a model 
for students to write their own poem focused on a particular location. 
Students should come to the course having chosen a single urban or 
rural place of importance to them to concentrate on for their six weeks 
in the workshop. 


Texts: Class materials will consist of an inexpensive course packet that 
students will purchase. 


7090a Going Digital: Writing and Technology in the 
Twenty-first Century/Mr. Porter/M, W 2-4:45 

As anyone with a cell phone, an iPod, or a digital camera knows, new 
technologies in the last ten years have profoundly affected everyday 
communication and more formal modes of expression. The content of 
writing, its form, and even its physical embodiment are changing before 
our eyes. Text is increasingly accompanied by pictures, sound, and video, 
any or all of which might be dynamic or interactive, while the reading 
experience itself extends beyond the book, beyond the computer screen, 
and into the world around us. From MoveOn.org and Web blogging 

to digital poetry and embedded journalism, storytelling has never been 
so complicated and at the same time so multi-sensory. Clearly, digital 
technologies have challenged the page as the natural scene of writing, 
altering not only the way we write but also the way we read. The 
purpose of this course is twofold: (1) to provide a conceptual framework 
for thinking critically about art, technology, and writing; and (2) to 
introduce creative concepts and hands-on skills related to digital story- 
telling and essay writing. We will explore two different genres of 
multimedia writing: the radio essay and the interactive photo essay. 

The radio essay will transpose a written text to spoken language, 
recording a voiceover, and then mixing that narration with music on a 
computer. The interactive essay will explore hypertext as a non-linear 
form of writing constructed for the Web. Each of these assignments 

will involve writing a creative nonfiction essay, then converting it 

into another medium.

Group II (English Literature through the 
Seventeenth Century) 


7210 Chaucer/Ms. Sponsler/M, W 9-11:45 

This course will study the Canterbury Tales, Chaucer’s extraordinary story 
collection, with occasional forays into his shorter poems. We will talk 
about Chaucer’s literary influences and his cultural context in late four- 
teenth-century England, his stylistic innovations and his importance for 
the English language, the pleasures of his poetry (and prose), the many 
interpretive issues raised by the Tales (including questions of perennial 
interest involving gender, class, and religion), his canonization as a major 
author, his literary legacy, and his continued appeal—including his 

place in the curriculum and his relevance for modern readers. Selected 
historical and critical essays on reserve will enrich and contextualize 
our discussions, as will the occasional film. No prior experience with 
medieval literature is expected or needed to enjoy and profit from this 
class. If you would like an entertaining introduction to Chaucer’s 
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historical context, I recommend Terry Jones’ Who Murdered Chaucer? A 
Medieval Mystery (Thomas Dunne Books 2005), which will also be on 
reserve for you to dip into if you promise to take it with a grain of salt.

7252 Shakespeare and Performance/Mr. B. Smith/M, W 9—11:45 
Bodies, space, time, and sound—the four components present in every 
dramatic performance—will provide the coordinates for our study of 
Shakespeare’s work for the stage. We’ll begin by analyzing and discussing 
each of the elements in turn, paying attention to what philosophers 
said about them in Shakespeare’s time, how they were deployed in the 
physical spaces Shakespeare wrote for, what changes have overtaken 
them in modern production practices and in the media of film and 
video, and where they stand in relation to contemporary critical theory. 
The selection of plays will include Richard II, Twelfth Night, Hamlet, and 
The Tempest, plus any play that may be in production in Santa Fe. 
Performances that we’ll view and discuss together will include a 
videotape of a live performance of Richard II at the restored Globe 
Theater in London, Trevor Nunn’ film of Tivelfth Night, Michael 
Almereyda’s hyper-mediated film of Hamlet, and Peter Greenaway’s 
filmic fantasy Prospero’: Books. You'll be asked to develop four projects 
for the course, one devoted to bodies, one to space, one to time, and 
one to sound. One of these projects will take the form of a performance 
that you work up individually or as part of a group; another will take 
the form of a review of the videotaped live performance, one of the 
films, or a stage production in Santa Fe, if there is one; two will take 
the form of critical essays.

Group III (English Literature since the 
Seventeenth Century) 


7310b Romantic Revolutions/Ms. Russett/T, Th 2—4:45 

“Bliss was it in that dawn to be alive,/But to be young was very 
heaven!” exclaims Wordsworth in his autobiographical epic The Prelude. 
“Romantic” literature, as it has come to be called, was written by young 
people who believed—rightly—that they were living through a “young” 
time of momentous transformation and promise. Their poetry and fic- 
tion, the expression of high ideals and frightening upheavals, aimed at 
nothing less than a reinvention of the self and social world. This course, 
accordingly, considers their literature in the context of revolutionary 
debates but also as politics (and philosophy) by other means. Among 

the continuing themes of the course will be the relationship between 
political and aesthetic innovation. More specifically, we will consider 
how modern democracy created new relationships between writers and 
their readers; how the ideology of individualism reconceptualized the | 
individual; how the “rights of men” related to the “rights of women” 
and peoples of color; how philosophical speculation energized—but also 
conflicted with—the development of “working class” agendas; and how } 
Britain’s commercial and military empire was imagined and resisted in 
representations of “the East.” Readings will span the period from the 
French Revolution to the agitations of the 1820s, and will include 
significant works by William Blake, William Godwin, Samuel Taylor 
Coleridge, William Wordsworth, Lord Byron, Percy and Mary Shelley, 














and John Keats, as well as shorter selections by political writers like 
Mary Wollstonecraft and Thomas Paine. Seminar participants will 
research and present various historical and intellectual contexts of the 
revolutionary period.

7360 Victorian Novels, Victorian Life/Ms. David/T, Th 9-11:45 
In this course, we will explore the importance of the Victorian novel in 
helping its readers to understand their changing times and also their 
own place within the particular historical moment. Often read in 
installments over many months, the novels explored such conflicts as 
` those between the competitive self and social responsibility, established 
ethics and burgeoning industrialism, the conventional role of woman as 
guardian of the hearth and women’s demands for social equality, and 
domestic security and imperial adventure. Novels also introduced 
readers to places and people removed from their own particular 
geographical and class milieu: in sum, novels taught Victorian readers 
about the Victorian world. Our reading list is necessarily demanding 
and it is essential that everything be read before we meet in Santa Fe.

7395 Women and the Gothic/Ms. Russett/T, Th 9-11:45 

From its beginnings in the late eighteenth century, the gothic novel has 
been associated with women: women readers, women writers, and the 
many women whose public and private travails found thinly disguised 
expression in the novels’ hair-raising plots. This course will explore the 
female gothic tradition and the social, psychological, and legal problems 
for which these allegedly escapist fictions provided a language. Because 
gothic novels have typically been categorized as “popular” literature, 
we will also consider issues of genre, authorship, and reception as they 
pertain to the canonization of literary forms. We will begin with the 
grandmother of all gothic novels, proceed to two ambitious early 
nineteenth-century variations, continue with Charlotte Bronté’s “new 
gothic” and its afterlives in the twentieth century, and conclude with a 
contemporary writer's rediscovery of the form. Along the way we will 
also glance at a few poems and nonfictional works that engage creatively 


with the concerns of the gothic tradition. Because the reading list is 
long and the novels are longer, it is essential that at least three of the 
primary works (by Radcliffe, Bronté, and Collins) be read before we 
meet in Santa Fe. Seminar participants will present on various historical 
and critical contexts for the readings; writing assignments will include 
an annotated bibliography as well as a pedagogical project.

Group IV (American Literature) 

7574 Nineteenth-Century American Literature and the 
West/Mr. Aleman/M, W 9-11:45 

This course traces the development of the U.S’s western frontier as it 
appears in key literary texts and cultural images across the nineteenth 
century. We’ll consider how the “frontier” transformed into the “West” 
and in the process became a geo-literary space for writers and travelers 
to express cultural fears and desires that emerge as a response to 
historical change. We’ll balance literary texts with cultural ones, such as 
John O’Sullivan’s 1845 “Annexation” editorial and American landscape 
paintings, to understand how the West works as a socially symbolic 
space, and we'll frame our analysis within and against critical writings 
about the West, ranging from Frederick Jackson Turner’s “frontier thesis” 
to Richard Slotkin’s notion of “frontier violence.’ Most importantly, the 
class will consider how three interrelated genres—the historical 
romance, travel narrative, and pulp fiction—use the concept of the 
West to narrate cultural conflicts such as class competition, racial 
anxiety, gender trouble, and the emergence of U.S. empire. Additional 
readings, including several rare dime novels, some short stories, and 
selected critical essays, will be made available to students electronically 
and included in the class’s reading schedule.

7585 Early Twentieth-Century Native American Fiction 

Mr. Womack/T, Th 9-11:45 

The course covers E. Pauline Johnson’s The Moccasin Maker, Mourning 
Dove’s Cogewea, D’Arcy McNickle’s The Surrounded, John Joseph 
Matthews’ Sundown, Robert Warrior’s Tribal Secrets, and Lucy Maddox’s 
Citizen Indians. A major area of discussion will be the possible relations 
between federal policies and the themes of the works of fiction included 
in this course.

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7673 Contemporary Chicana/o Literature 

Mr. Alemán/M, W 2—4:45 

Literature penned by Mexican Americans can be traced to 1848, when 
the Mexican population living in the territories ceded to the U.S. after 
the U.S-Mexico War became American citizens. It might also have its 
roots in Spanish colonial writings in the New World, such as Cabeza 
de Vaca’s 1542 La Relación or Pérez de Villagra’s 1610 epic, La Historia 
de la Nueva México. But the contemporary period marks the renaissance 
of Chicana/o literature, when Mexican Americans represented the 
vicissitudes of ethnic identity in relation to language, sexuality, religion, 
and education. Contemporary Chicana/o literature is a storehouse of 
themes, ideas, conflicts, and cultural contradictions that shape the forma- 
tion of Chicana/o identity, but as this class will discover, Chicana/o 
iterature is also involved in an ongoing, self-referential process that fore- 
grounds the ambivalence of an ethnic identity cut on the borderlands 
between two worlds. This borderlands identity challenges the notion 
of an authentic Chicana/o culture but also generates a characteristic 
aesthetic that mixes genres, collapses form and content, bridges the 

gap between history and popular literature, and turns the politics of 
Chicana/o ethnicity into the poetics of Chicana/o literature. This class 
will examine contemporary Chicana/o narratives—from a bildungsro- 
man to a mystery novel—to grasp how Chicana/o literature is a 
dynamic mezcla or mixture of cultural forms, ideologies, and identities.

Selections from 
Gloria Anzaldtia’s Borderlands/La Frontera and Tey Diana Rebolledo’s 
Infinite Divisions, along with critical essays, will be made available to 
students electronically and included on the reading schedule. 





Group V (World Literature) 


7710b The Bible as Literature/Mr.V. Smith/T, Th 9-11:45 

This course will study both the history, or histories, of the Bible and its 
literary characteristics, asking how particular features of it have reflected 
its larger purpose, including the question of authorship; the structures 
and modes of the Biblical books; the formation of the canon, including 
the development of the Tanakh, or Hebrew Bible, and the history of the 
apocryphal or deuterocanonical books; translation from the Septuagint 
to the present; literary genres of the Bible; histories of exegesis, interpre- 
tation, and commentary; the redaction, division, and ordering of biblical 
texts; the cultural, political, and intellectual worlds within which these 
texts were written.

7715 Dante/Mr.V. Smith/T, Th 2—4:45 

We will read the last great poem of medieval system, and the first great 
poem of individual initiative, Dante’s Divine Comedy. In order to under- 
stand some of the wide array of influences detectable in his encyclope- 
dic, yet devastatingly intimate, work, we will read two of his theoretical 
works, De Vulgari Eloquentia (in translation), and one of the greatest 
pieces of medieval literary theory, the letter to his friend Can Grande. 
As a prelude to the Comedy, we will read his short lyric cycle concern- 
ing his encounter with Beatrice, La Vita Nuova (also in translation); 
please read La Vita Nuova for the first class.

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7718 The Myth of the Hero/Mr. Porter/M, W 9-11:45 

Classical literature is traversed by gods, heroes, and monsters whose 
complex interactions reveal the anxieties and fantasies of cultures 
strangely familiar and remote at the same time. The great celebrities 
from antiquity share much in common—courage, strength, cunning, 
and an eagerness to boldly go where no one else has gone before. As a 
cultural construct, however, the hero is far from homogenous. No two 
quests are the same, and the problems faced by each hero are critically 
and interestingly different. Our goal in this class is to accomplish three 
things: (1) immerse ourselves in a close reading of selected classical quest 
narratives; (2) decode the symbolic language of the hero; (3) and trace 
the subtle ways the concept changes and evolves as it undergoes various 
permutations in antiquity. Toward these ends, we'll look closely at four 
definitive quest narratives produced by Greek and Roman sources: 
Homer’s great story about the Trojan war and the wandering of 
Odysseus; Apollonius of Rhodes’ mini-epic about Jason’s quest for the 
Golden Fleece; Virgil’s panoramic tale of the founding of Rome; and 
Petronius’ bawdy deconstruction of the hero in late Roman literature. 
Critical readings on reserve will call attention to relevant historical 
contexts and interpretive issues (including questions of gender, identity, 
and power).

7740 Opera at 7,000 Feet/Mr. B. Smith/M, W 2—4:45 

That’s the vertical dimension. Horizontally, we shall get as close as we 
can to four of the productions in the Santa Fe Opera’ fiftieth year of 
bringing singers, instrumentalists, and listeners together under the high- 
desert stars: Georges Bizet’s Carmen, Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart’s Die 
Zauberflöte (The Magic Flute), Jules Massenet’s Cendrillon, and Richard 
Strauss’s Salome. A selection of theoretical and critical readings will give 
us a range of reference points for studying the literary sources, dramatic 
structure, musical design, and production history of each opera. Before 
turning to the four operas in production, we shall try out those refer- 
ence points on Giuseppe Verdi's Otello, comparing Verdi’s ways with pas- 
sion to Shakespeare’s Othello. Participants in the seminar will undertake 
three projects: a three-page source study, a five-page review of one of 
the four performances, and an eight-page interpretative essay drawing 
on one or more of the critical readings. An additional fee of $276 will 
be charged to cover the cost of tickets.

Group I (Writing and the Teaching of Writing) 





7000d Poetry Workshop/Mr. Chess/T, Th 9-11:45 

Imitations and departures. That’s what we'll be doing in our poetry 
workshop this summer. We’ll read the work of a variety of poets and 
identify and discuss defining features—aesthetic and thematic—of the 
work. Based on what we see in the work of others, we'll develop 
exercises that challenge us to incorporate one or more of those 
features in poems of our own as well as exercises that invite us to work 
tangentially or in opposition to the exemplary texts. We’ll discuss our 
work in class as well as in individual conferences. So that we'll be able 
to take as our sources of imitation and points of departure poems 
written in a wide range of styles and voices, we'll use the Norton 
Anthology of Modern and Contemporary Poetry, vols. I and II, as our 
primary texts. To get a sense of how vision and style inform a slightly 
larger collection of poems, we'll read Jane Hirshfield’s Given Sugar, Given 
Salt and Marie Howe’ What the Living Do. Finally, for information 

and inspiration, we'll read Kenneth Koch’s Making Your Own Days: 

The Pleasures of Reading and Writing Poetry.

7030 Rewriting a Life: Teaching Revision as a Life Skill 

Ms. Warnock/M, W 9-11:45 

Through daily reading and writing we will examine the usefulness, 

for writers and teachers of writing, of Kenneth Burke’s image of “life 

as a rough draft” and his theory of identification as an act of mutual 
meaning-making that requires changes in the identities and situations of 
both writers and readers. This summer we will read works of fiction and 
nonfiction about crossing boundaries—national, cultural, linguistic, class, 
race, and gender, several of which cross traditional forms and genre 
distinctions. Students will write and present drafts and final copies to the 
class each week and prepare a final course portfolio. We will read the 
following texts in the following order, except for Writing on the Edge: 

A Borderlands Reader, which will be assigned throughout the course.

7040 Writing about Place/Mr. Warnock/M, W 9-11:45 
“To know a place, like a friend or lover, is for it to become familiar. 
[T]o know it better is for it to become strange again. “ Rebecca Solnit 


We think of writing about place as something that insiders are best 
able to do, but then again as something that outsiders—travelers, 
anthropologists—may in some ways be in a better position to do. 

We may think of a “place” as having a certain character, an identity, a 
particular kind of order and stability. And yet we know that a sense of 
place can emerge most strongly when it is being threatened or other- 
wise contested. We take place as something “natural” and yet we also 
know that place is constructed and has a history. Not surprisingly, the 
meanings of “place,” according to the Oxford English Dictionary, are all 
over the place: “[T]he senses are numerous and...difficult to arrange.” 
In this writing class, we will enter this world of possibility through 
reading, a field trip or two, music, and regular writing.

7105 Language, Literacy, and the Teaching of Writing in 
Multicultural Settings/Ms. Moss/M, W 9-11:45 

American classrooms are increasingly becoming “contact zones” where 
students from a variety of language, class, and ethnic backgrounds 
with multiple ways of knowing interact. This contact zone is part of 
the context for what we as English teachers do when we “teach” in 
multicultural settings. Specifically, as we introduce students to academic 
literacy, we must be aware of the social, political, economic, and cultural 
forces that shape our communities, our schools, our students, and our- 
selves as teachers. What do we need to know about language diversity, 
literacy, and culture to be effective teachers within these multicultural 
settings? How do such forces shape how we teach and what we teach? 
What does it mean to teach writing in a multicultural setting? These 
are some of the questions that we will examine in this course. We will 
explore issues of language, literacy, and culture as they relate to the 
teaching of writing and related skills. At the center of our exploration 
will be the role of the teacher. We will examine how our cultural 
backgrounds shape our own language and literacy. To provide insight 
into many of the questions raised in class discussions and readings, we 
will turn to teacher-research as a means of inquiry into classroom and 
community practices.

7295a Milton’s Poetry and the Bible/Mr. Engle/M, W 2—4:45 

In this course we will read Milton’s biblical epic, Paradise Lost, his 
biblical tragedy, Samson Agonistes, and his biblical brief epic, Paradise 
Regained, alongside the parts of the Bible that Milton is revising. We 
will also touch on Milton’s Masque (a.k.a. Comus), and a number of his 
shorter poems, including his pastoral elegy Lycidas. Though Milton’s 
career as a poet was not continuous, and for long periods of his adult- 
hood it was in abeyance due to other commitments, it is nonetheless 
exceptionally unified. Milton’s vocation, style, personal anxieties, 
political dreams, and sublime imagination are on display in his earliest 
great poem, “On the Morning of Christ’s Nativity,’ written when he 
was a Cambridge student, and remain recognizably present through the 
masterpieces of his blind old age. Throughout, Milton saw the Bible as 
the key text to which all other texts must be referred. We will discuss 
Milton’s career with attention to his exploration of genres and with 
attention also to less obvious aspects of Miltonic poetry: its wit and 
human interest. While there will be some discussion of the rich tradition 
of Milton criticism, the main focus will be on reading the poetry and 
thinking about how to teach it. Students will write a twice-weekly 
informal note or question on the reading, will lead one class discussion, 
will participate in a reading event, and will also write a shorter and a 
longer paper in the course of the summer session. Please come to the 
first meeting prepared to discuss “On the Morning of Christ’s Nativity” 
and the accounts of the birth of Christ in the Gospels. Our first class 
will be in the week of 26 June (I arrive back from a trip to China well 
into the first week of classes), so we will make up missed time during 
the second week of the term.

Readings reflecting a range of narrative tendencies and recurring 
thematic preoccupations, with particular emphasis on various forms 
of initiation, exile, and estrangement.

7583 Memory in African American Public and Literary Discourse 
Ms. Moss/M, W 2—4:45 

Though memory or “memoria” was one of the original five canons 

of rhetoric, until recently it was one of the forgotten canons. However, 
memory has reemerged as an important element in rhetorical studies, 
literary criticism, and other disciplinary areas. Of interest to many 
scholars is how memory is used in particular cultural texts. In this 
seminar, we will examine how the art and practice of memory 

function in African American texts from a variety of genres and media. 
Specifically, we will look at contemporary black political discourse, 
novels, poetry, plays, and film. Students will be asked to think about how 
race as well as a community’s history, beliefs and cultural practices shape 
the functions and uses of memory in a text. Questions that we will 
consider: how is collective and/or cultural memory used as a persuasive 
device? What is the relationship between memory and political action? 
Who has the right to invoke memory? What impact might genre have 
on the place of memory in a text? Texts will include a course packet of 
critical readings on memory (from classical rhetoric to contemporary 
theories); political speeches from Martin Luther King, Jr., Barbara 
Jordan, Barack Obama (and others); and the novels listed below.

7591 Faulkner/Mr. Donadio/T, Th 9-11:45 
An intensive reading of the major works. 


Texts: William Faulkner, The Sound and the Fury; Sanctuary; As I Lay 
Dying; Light in August; Absalom, Absalom!; The Wild Palms; Go Down, 
Moses; Collected Stories. Except for the Collected Stories (published by 
Vintage), these works are all included in the Library of America 
volumes devoted to William Faulkner: Novels 1926-1929 (scheduled 
for publication by April, 2006); Novels 1930-1935; Novels 1936-1940; 
Novels 1942-1954. 


7638 The African American Novel/Ms. Babb/T, Th 2—4:45 

This course will explore the development of the African American 
novel from the turn of the twentieth century to the present. 

Being interdisciplinary in nature, the course will emphasize the ways in 
which cultural history has influenced the shape and forms of African 
American texts. We will read primary texts by writers such as James 
Weldon Johnson, Toni Morrison, Colson Whitehead, and Ernest Gaines 
and consider these books against the backdrops of particular cultural 
moments—slavery, Reconstruction, the Jazz Age, and modern popular 
culture.

7907 Chaucer/Mr. Fyler 

This course offers a study of the major poetry of Geoffrey Chaucer. We 
will spend roughly two-thirds of our time on the Canterbury Tales and 
the other third on Chaucer’s most extraordinary poem, Troilus and 
Criseyde. Chaucer is primarily a narrative rather than a lyric poet: 
though the analogy is an imperfect one, the Canterbury Tales is like a col- 
lection of short stories, and Troilus like a novel in verse. We will talk 
about Chaucer’s literary sources and contexts, the interpretation of his 
poetry, and his treatment of a number of issues, especially gender issues, 
that are of perennial interest. 


L.D. Benson (Houghton Mifflin or 
Oxford Paperback [readily available less expensively in the U.K.]); 
Boethius, The Consolation of Philosophy, trans. R. Green (Macmillan);

7910 Religion, Politics, and Literature from Spenser to Milton 
Mr. McCullough 

This course will set some of the greatest achievements of England’s lit- 
erary Renaissance in the context of religio-political culture under 
Elizabeth I, James I, and Charles I. Our emphasis will be on the ways in 
which the sacred and the secular converged in early modern England 
and the ways literature both influenced and was influenced by that con- 
vergence. Topics of classes will include humanism and Protestantism; 
religious master texts for literary language, such as the English Bible, 
Psalter, and Book of Common Prayer; religious satire in the theater; and 
religio-political deployments of epic and lyric verse.

Spenser, “Amoretti and Epithalamion,” in The Shorter Poems, ed. Richard 
McCabe (Penguin); Spenser, The Faerie Queene, (Book I) ed. T.P. Roche, 
Jr. (Penguin); John Donne, Complete English Poems, ed. C.A. Patrides and 
Robin Hamilton (Everyman); Ben Jonson, Bartholomew Fair (any edi- 
tion); William Shakespeare, Measure for Measure (any edition); George 
Herbert: The Complete English Poems, ed. John Tobin (Penguin); John 
Milton, “Nativity Ode,” “Lycidas,” “Comus,” in Complete Poems (Oxford 
or Penguin). For background, The Oxford Illustrated History of Tudor and 
Stuart Britain, ed. John Morrill (Oxford). 


7920 Shakespeare: On the Page and on the Stage/Ms. Gilbert 

A play text exists on the page; a performance text exists on stage. These 
two versions of Shakespeare’s texts (to which we may add performances 
on film and video) will form the center of our work as we read, discuss, 
and watch productions in the current repertoire of the Royal 
Shakespeare Company (RSC) in Stratford-upon-Avon. Shakespeare pro- 
ductions by other companies (including the restored Globe in London) 
will also be considered. Some classes will take place in Stratford, and it is 
hoped that these will include meetings with members of the RSC, who 
will discuss their work in the productions. Stratford visits will also give 
students a chance to work with the archival material on past perform- 
ances housed in the Shakespeare Centre Library; this material includes 
prompt-books, reviews, photographs, production records, and, since 
1982, archival videos. Tickets have already been booked for the follow- 
ing plays: Julius Caesar, Antony and Cleopatra, Much Ado about Nothing, 
Henry VI, Parts 1, 2, and 3, and The Tempest. Information on the remain- 
ing plays to be seen will be circulated to those enrolling in the course as 
soon as it is available. Students must expect additional charges for tickets 
and transportation of about $600. 





Texts: Plays of the repertory in reliable editions (either a Complete 
Works or individual editions, particularly from Arden, Oxford, New 
Cambridge, or New Penguin). A list of selected readings on Shakespeare 
in the theater will be sent to students prior to the start of the session. 


7922 Re-encountering The Tempest/Ms. Kean 

This class focuses on Shakespeare’s play The Tempest and its cultural lega- 
cy. We will examine the text of the play and its performance history in 
detail, while also scrutinizing the theoretical positions (particularly post- 
colonialism) underpinning recent critical interpretations and performa- 
tive choices. We will then move on to look at a number of other literary 
texts from the early modern period and the late twentieth century 
which seem to work as responses, re-readings, or re-positionings of The 
Tempest. From the early modern period we will consider John Dryden 
and William Davenant’s play The Tempest, or the Enchanted Isle (1670/1); 
Henry Neville’s short prose piece The Isle of Pines (1668); and Daniel 
Defoe’s Robinson Crusoe (1719). Our more recent set texts will be Aimé 
Césaire’s Une tempéte (1969); J.M. Coetzee’s Foe (1986); Barry 
Unsworth’s Sacred Hunger (1992); and Marina Warner’s Indigo (1992). I 
expect that class discussions will range widely, and you may also wish to 
look at George Lamming’s The Pleasures of Exile (1960); John Fowles’ 
The Collector (1963); J.M. Coetzee’s In the Heart of the Country (1977); 
Gloria Naylor’s Mama Day (1988); and the films Forbidden Planet (Fred 
Wilcox, 1956) and Prospero’s Books (Peter Greenaway, 1991). 





Texts: Use a paperback edition of The Tempest with reasonable notes, e.g. 
the Arden edition. A good basic Milton would be Complete English 
Poems, Of Education, Areopagitica, ed. Gordon Campbell (Everyman). Texts 
of the Dryden and Davenant Tempest and Neville’s Isle of Pines will be 
made available to you on arrival. [You can look for them in advance if 
you wish as follows: Shakespeare Made Fit: Restoration Adaptations of 
Shakespeare, ed. Sandra Clark (Everyman) has the text for the Dryden 
and Davenant play; Three Early Modern Utopias, ed. Susan Bruce 
(Oxford) has the Neville—be aware it’s a little racy!] The modern texts 
can be read in whatever edition is available to you. You must read 
Warner and Unsworth in advance but please read as many of the named 
texts as possible. [N.B.: The Warner is out of print but available used 
through amazon.com; Aimé Césaire’s play, Une tempête, can be ordered 
either in the original French or in an English translation through ama- 
zon.| 


7925 Material Shakespeare/Ms. Smith 

How did the material conditions of the theater and the printing house 
affect Shakespeare’s plays? This course focuses on five Shakespeare plays 
and the ways in which the circumstances of their production and trans- 
mission are integral to our readings. Alongside the transcendent poetic 
genius of Shakespeare remembered by literary history emerges a com- 
mercial writer affected by audiences, fellow writers, and the circum- 
stances of print. Returning Shakespeare to the precise conditions of 
composition and reception reinvigorates the plays with the shock of the 
old and reinstates actors, audiences, and printers as co-authors of the 
works. This course draws on theater history, on Elizabethan writing, on 
new bibliographic methods and Oxford’s excellent resources for study- 
ing early printed texts, as well as on the art and culture of the period. 


Texts: William Shakespeare, Romeo and Juliet, A Midsummer Night’s Dream, 
Henry V, Macbeth, The Winter's ‘Tale. Any edition is acceptable, but if you 
are acquiring new texts, the complete works Norton Shakespeare (1997) is 
recommended. For background, Russ McDonald’s The Bedford 
Companion to Shakespeare (Bedford), and Tiffany Stern, Making 
Shakespeare (Routledge) are good places to start. 
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7935 Literature and the Arts in Restoration and Early 
Eighteenth-Century England/Mr. McCullough 

This course will set the major literary achievements of Restoration and 
Augustan England in the wider contexts of politics, religion, and the 
other arts that flourished after the return of monarchy in 1660. We will 
consider major published poets and dramatists, as well as manuscript 
culture, diaries, and the emergent periodical essay. An emphasis will be 
placed on parallel features and influences in architecture, garden design, 
urban development, painting, and music, taking advantage (through field 
trips, for which students should allow a small budget of up to £100 for 
travel) of the architectural, landscape, and fine art legacies in Oxford and 
London. (This course will satisfy one Group II and one Group III 
requirement.) 


Texts: John Milton, Paradise Lost (either Oxford World’s Classics or 
Penguin); Restoration Literature: An Anthology, ed. Paul Hammond 
(Oxford World’s Classics); Eighteenth-Century Poetry, An Annotated 
Anthology, ed. David Fairer and Christine Gerrard (Blackwell). Plays: 
Sir George Etherege, The Man of Mode; John Dryden, All for Love; 
Nathaniel Lee, Lucius Junius Brutus (these are all found in Restoration 
Drama, An Anthology, ed. David Womersley, Blackwell, available online, 
but you are welcome to use any other editions you might find; the 
Lee will be difficult to find outside of this anthology or libraries). 

For context, an excellent guide is A Concise Companion to the Restoration 
and Eighteenth Century, ed. Cynthia Wall (Blackwell). 


7939 Dark Materials: Milton, Blake, Pullman/Ms. Kean 

The contemporary children’s writer Philip Pullman has called His Dark 
Materials, the title of which comes from Milton’s Paradise Lost, an “epic.” 
We will take both the claim for epic status and the affiliation to Milton 
seriously as we consider Pullman’s ethical position and his skills as a 
bard in retelling the age-old story of good versus evil. Our critical focus 
will be on John Milton and William Blake as significant precursors for 
Pullman within an identifiable prophetic and epic English tradition. 

In comparing these three major authors we will review literary genre 
and address core metaphysical questions of the human condition. 

Topics for consideration are likely to include self-knowledge, creativity, 
inspiration, virtue, rebellion, innocence versus experience, republicanism, 
humanism, liberty, energy, matter, cosmology, doctrine, heresy, sin and 
guilt, prophecy, familial and sexual relations, the limits of human knowl- 
edge, religion versus science, self-governance and social responsibility. 
Any tour of Pullman’s (or Lyra’s) Oxford must be taken in your own 
time! In addition to Pullman’s trilogy, please be sure to read the 
following before beginning the course: Milton’s Paradise Lost, Paradise 
Regained, and Areopagitica and Blake’s Songs of Innocence and Experience 
and The Marriage of Heaven and Hell.

7935 Literature and the Arts in Restoration and Early 
Eighteenth-Century England/Mr. McCullough 

See description under Group II offerings. This course will satisfy one Group H 
and one Group II requirement. 


7941 Early Romanticism/Ms. Gerrard 

This course will explore the evolution of romanticism by locating its 
origins in earlier eighteenth-century writing and by examining a 
number of key texts from the “first generation” of romantic writers of 
the 1790s and early 1800s. The course will explore early romanticism 
from a variety of perspectives—political, social, literary, aesthetic. We will 
focus in particular on the following topics: sensibility and sentiment, the 


sublime, landscapes of the mind, rudeness and primitivism, the role of 
women. The list of texts below is not comprehensive. Students will be 
encouraged to pursue individual lines of enquiry and to read widely 
for their written papers. 


Texts: James Thomson, Winter (1726) in James Thomson: The Seasons and 
the Castle of Indolence, ed. A.D. McKillop (Oxford); Anne Finch, A 
Nocturnal Reverie (1713); Alexander Pope, Eloisa to Abelard (1717);

7945 British Romantic Literature and the French Revolution 
Mr. Mee 

“All circumstances taken together, the French Revolution is the most 
astonishing that has hitherto happened in the world,’ wrote Edmund 
Burke in 1790. Looking back a decade later, the poet William 
Wordsworth remembered that “Bliss was it in that dawn to be alive, 
But to be young was very heaven.” Writers responded vigorously to the 
French Revolution and felt its reverberations well into what we think 
of as the Romantic period, shaping key ideas about culture and society 
that are still with us today. Topics examined in the classes will include 
Burke, Paine, and the Revolution controversy; Godwin and the political 
novel; the revolutionary sublime; Mary Wollstonecraft and women’s 
writing; and “reactionary romanticism.” Teaching will take place both in 
a college environment and in the seminar room of the Bodleian Library, 
where contemporary editions of key texts (both literary and more 
ephemeral) will be examined by the class. The classes are designed 
towards the production of a single extended essay based on individual 
research topics.

Nothing comes to thee new or strange, 
Sleep full of rest from head to feet, 
Lie still, dry dust, secure of change.

Rewriting, revision, and literary adaptation flourished during the nine- 
teenth century. This course approaches the idea of literary adaptation 

in both its most specific and its broadest senses. We will consider how 
nineteenth-century writers approached ideas of change and transforma- 
tion, how they were changed by and transformed their own time, and 
how we, in turn, reimagine the writing and writers of the period. Topics 
covered will include conceptions of the self; forms of publication and 
modes of reading; changes in technology; literary and generic adapta- 
tion; parody and pastiche; scientific developments; changes in theology, 
philosophy, and ethics; ideas of “character”; the role of the critic; and the 
way in which we, ourselves, have adapted, and adapted to the idea of 
what it might mean to be Victorians. 
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‘Texts: Photocopies of extracts and out-of-print material will be provid- 
ed in Oxford; in addition, students should obtain and be familiar with 
Tennyson: A Selected Edition, ed. Christopher Ricks (California); Emily 
Bronté, Wuthering Heights, ed. Lucasta Miller (Penguin); Robert Browning, 
ed. Adam Roberts (Oxford Authors Series); Charles Dickens, Great 
Expectations, ed. Charlotte Mitchell (Penguin); George Eliot, The Lifted 
Veil, ed. Helen Small (Oxford); Elizabeth Barrett Browning, Aurora 
Leigh, ed. Margaret Reynolds (Norton Critical Ed.); Bram Stoker, 
Dracula, ed. Maurice Hindle (Penguin); A.S. Byatt, Possession (any 
edition). Students should also read one of the introductory guides to 
the Victorian period currently available in paperback, such as Walter 
Houghton, The Victorian Frame of Mind, 1830-1870 (Yale) or Robin 
Gilmour, The Victorian Period (Longman; available only in the U.K.). 


7955 Dickens and Film/Mr. Mee 

This course takes off from the Russian filmmaker Sergei Eisenstein’s 
essay “Dickens, Griffith, and the Film Today.” Eisenstein believed that 
the origins of cinema owed much to the novels of Charles Dickens, not 
just in terms of filming the novels themselves, but more importantly in 
the basic development of cinematography as a medium. Dickens, for 
Eisenstein, was the great early artist of the dizzying speed of the modern 
metropolis. This sense of energy, along with techniques such as cutting 
or switching between different points of view in a narrative, were 
fundamental to the emergence of the new medium of film. In this 
course, we will be looking at these “cinematic” aspects of the novels, 
but also at film and TV adaptations of them. The aim is not just to judge 
whether these are “faithful” renditions of the plots of the novels, but 

to consider the paradoxical proposition that films are not always as 
cinematic as the novels themselves. 


Texts: We will be using the novels Oliver Tivist, A Tale of Tivo Cities, Great 
Expectations, and Our Mutual Friend as our primary texts (all in Penguin). 
We will also be looking at David Lean’s versions of Oliver Tivist and 
Great Expectations, comparing the former to the recent Polanski version; 
the 1958 film of A Tale of Tivo Cities directed by Ralph Thomas; and the 
recent BBC adaptation of Our Mutual Friend (2001). Key secondary 
texts will be Eisenstein’s essay, available in Sergei Eisenstein, Film Form: 
Essays in Film Theory (Harvest) and Grahame Smith’s Dickens and the 
Dream of Cinema (Manchester). 


7974 Ghost Stories/Ms. Smith 

If, as W.H. Auden suggested, art is “the means by which we break bread 
with the dead,” literature is intrinsically ghostly. Like a ghost, literature 
makes connections between the living and the dead; it too can haunt us 
with an image or a feeling; both question the mundane and material 
reality in which we think we live; neither is susceptible to real explica- 
tion. The literary and the ghostly both unsettle us, and it’s the aim of 
this course to preserve that spookiness while trying to understand it. 
Using a range of literary texts which could be called ghost stories, we 
will investigate the hold of this particular genre across the imaginations 
of centuries of readers, but in considering ghost stories we will also be 
approaching some fundamental questions about literature itself. From 
Hamlet to the film The Sixth Sense, from The Turn of the Screw to Beloved, 
ghost stories can be contextualized via psychoanalysis, religion, politics, 
anthropology, literary criticism, history, and urban myth: we'll try to 
sample some of this thrilling interdisciplinary range.

7975 James Joyce/Ms. Johnson 

Students will engage in intensive study of Ulysses in its Hiberno- 
European, modernist, and Joycean contexts. We will begin by reading 
both Dubliners and A Portrait of the Artist as a Young Man (and Joyce’s 
poetry, critical essays, Stephen Hero, Exiles, Giacomo Joyce, and Finnegans 


Wake will all be incorporated into discussions), but the course will be 
primarily devoted to the reading and study of Ulysses. This work’s cen- 
trality to, yet deviation from, the aesthetic and political preoccupations 
of modernism will be explored. 


Primary Texts: James Joyce, Dubliners, A Portrait of the Artist as a Young 
Man, and Ulysses (preferably the H.W. Gabler edition). Supplementary 
Texts: Stephen Hero, Exiles, Giacomo Joyce, Finnegans Wake, and Poems 
and Shorter Writings, ed. Richard Ellmann, A. Walton Litz, and John 
Whittier-Ferguson (Faber). (Students are not expected to buy the 
supplementary texts.) 


7980 Modernist Narrative: Narrative Theory/Ms. Johnson 
Through an examination of narrative as it has been theorized principally 
but not exclusively in the last century, this course will focus on the 
relation between “modernity” and “modernism” as it might be registered 
in British narrative fiction of the first 40 years of the twentieth century. 
Primary theoretical texts will be juxtaposed with novels of the period 
with the aim of delineating the particularity and distinctness of 
“modernist” narrative modes. Acknowledging that there was no absolute 
originality of such modes during this period, we will nevertheless attend 
to the range and scale of changes and the regularity and radicalism with 
which they were practiced, with an eye to marking what might make 
this a distinctive moment in recent literary history. Narrative theory has 
too often been accused of focusing narrowly on matters of literary 
form; our study will examine more recent developments of such theory 
which carry its concerns into history, politics, and gender. So, both texts 
and theories will be considered in the broader contexts of antecedent 
and contemporary developments in psychology, philosophy, science, 
politics, and social and economic events and theories.

(Note: some of these edi- 
tions are available only in the U.K.; you can find them in online sites or 
used in the U.S.) From time to time particular nonfictional pieces and 
additional readings in narrative theory will be assigned; these will be 


available in Oxford. 


7986 British Literature and Culture since 1950/Ms. Ratcliffe 

In this course, we will look at the ways in which literary texts engage 
with and have reflected British culture over the last 55 years, and the 
ways in which culture itself might be seen to be shaped by these texts. 
The scope of this course is wide but we will be focusing on ideas of 
responsiveness and responsibility, in particular the way artistic responsi- 
bility is conceived. Authors covered will include Iris Murdoch, William 
Golding, Muriel Spark, Alan Warner, Martin Amis, Angela Carter, Julian 
Barnes, Zadie Smith, W.H. Auden, Philip Larkin, Sylvia Plath, Tony 
Harrison, Geoffrey Hill, Samuel Beckett, Tom Stoppard, Sarah Kane 
and Mark Ravenhill. Questions we will be considering will include the 
survival of print culture in an age of film and cyberspace, the definition 
of a “British” voice, writing and rewriting, the possibility of the post- 
1945 lyric, and the idea of a modern ethics of fiction.

7000a Poetry Writing/Mr. Muldoon/T, Th 2-4:45 

A workshop devoted to close readings of poems by the participants, the 
course will be augmented by readings of, and formal assignments based 
on, a wide range of contemporary poets from Ashbery to Ali, Dickey 
to Dove, Larkin to Levertov, Olson to Oliver. Participants will be 
expected to have a firm grasp of poetic terms and of prosody and to be 
able and willing to discuss poetry with acumen and aplomb. Though 
the workshop will be at the heart of the course, two conferences will 
also be scheduled with each poet.

7000b Poetry Writing/Mr. Huddle/M, W 2-4:45 

In this course, we'll attempt to be unusually productive. We’ll look for 
assignments that will lead us into composing drafts of poems, we'll make 
contracts to write poems on specific topics and in specific forms, and 
we'll read and discuss a great deal of poetry in class. As much as possible, 
we'll attempt to save our detailed criticism for conferences and written 
exchanges. We’ll look for some unconventional methods of encouraging 
each other to make poems that matter.

7005a Writing Fiction/Ms. Powell/T, Th 2—4:45 

Although this workshop involves quite a bit of reading, it is primarily a 
writing workshop. Each class will be spent examining stories submitted 
by its members. These stories, fragments, portions of a novel, will have 
been copied by the authors and made available several days prior to 
each session. Everyone should provide extensive written comments on 
each submission in addition to giving honest, detailed, and tactfully 
phrased criticism in class.

(Longman). A packet of readings (essays on writing, short stories) will be 
made available at Bread Loaf. 


7005b Fiction Writing/Ms. Tudish/T, Th 2—4:45 

This workshop will focus on close reading and discussion of student 
work, as well as the stories of published authors. We will practice the 
craft of fiction through short exercises that help to increase our 
awareness of such matters as narrative voice, story time, point of view, 
language, and character. Exploring the work of notable writers from 
many cultures, we will encounter a variety of voices, themes, and sub- 
jects—from the intensely personal to the political, from the realistic to 
the fantastic. And we will draft and revise original stories, discovering 
along the way our own particular voices and fictional worlds.

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7018a Playwriting/Mr. Clubb/M, W 2-4:45 

This course concerns itself with the many ways we express ourselves 
through dramatic form. An initial consideration of the resources at 
hand will give way to regular discussions of established structures and 
techniques. Members of the class are asked to write a scene for each 
class meeting. Throughout the course we will be searching for new 
forms, new ways of ordering experience, new ways of putting our own 
imaginations in front of us. 


7020 Literary Journalism/Mr. Dirda/M-F 8:45-9:45 

Literary journalism may well appear an oxymoron, but I mean this 
phrase to embrace every aspect of what is sometimes called “soft” news: 
reviews, profiles, magazine features, think pieces. Having worked for 
more than 25 years as a writer and editor at The Washington Post, I hope 
to pass on some of what I’ve learned to the students in this course. 
However, the general goal of the class will be even simpler: To help each 
of its members to become a more effective writer of expository and 
critical prose. Students will be required to write each week, and class 
participation is essential, as this is essentially a workshop. Expect to 
photocopy assignments for everyone in the course. Many of the assign- 
ments will be loose enough so that they can be tailored to individual 
interests. For instance, the film buff might write a movie notice, while 
the music fan can review a new CD. Besides our discussions of these 
and similar exercises, we will also read selections from the books listed 
below. My own book is included because I hope to explain the genesis, 
background, and intent of several of the pieces, and then discuss the 
ways in which they succeed and the ways they might be improved.

7090b Technologies and the Teaching of Writing 

Ms. Lunsford/M-F 10-11:00 

As one of the oldest technologies in the Western world, writing is 
always tied closely to technological change. What differs today is the 
sheer rate of such change and the proliferation of digital technologies: 
as a result, the definition, nature, status, and scope of writing are 
changing in dramatic ways. Moreover, the ante for teachers of writing is 
going up, up, and up as we try not only to keep pace with change but 
to explore, understand, and critique the ramifications of such changes. 
This class will begin with attempts to define “writing” for the twenty- 
first century and then move on to the consideration of the challenges 
facing teachers of writing today. Each participant will choose a particular 
technology or technological adaptation (Web logs, e-mail, flash, gaming, 
wikis, hypertext novels, discussion boards, course management software, 
and so on) to focus on for a term project, aiming for a thorough 
exploration of the technology and a series of applications of it to the 
classroom. Readings will include a series of articles, which I will 
provide, as well as the following books, in the order in which they are 
listed below.

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7101 Language, Learning, and Public Engagement 

Ms. Goswami/M-F 11:15-12:15 

Class members will consider questions of what changes occur in oral 
and written language when young people are involved in quality 
programs in the arts, media production, community organizations, and 
other varieties of public engagement. Taking Students at the Center 

(a community-based arts and writing collaborative in New Orleans, 
pre- and post-Katrina) as our primary illustrative organization, we will 
work toward understanding how young people were changed through 
their experiences in these settings by examining case studies, documen- 
tary as well as literary texts, in light of theories about language and 
learning as class members consider how to bring generative practices to 
their local settings. We will explore the role of technology in providing 
access and creative possibilities and ourselves keep online journals and 
create digital portfolios. No technology experience is required.

7107 The Language Wars/Ms. Lunsford/M-F 11:15-12:15 

While the United States was founded on principles of linguistic plurali- 
ty (as every five-cent piece proclaims, “e pluribus unum”), the English 
language has long held dominance in the U.S. and, eventually, most 
power came to be associated with one particular form of English, often 
referred to as “standard” English, the most formal form of which is 
academic discourse. This seminar will examine the long struggle to share 
the wealth of linguistic power and to craft more inclusive theories of 
language use, asking how crucial questions of gender, race, and class have 
both shaped and responded to the “language wars” of recent decades. 
After surveying the effects of language loss throughout the world and 
the early struggles to legitimate vernacular languages (as opposed to 
Latin or Greek), we will consider more contemporary skirmishes around 
issues of “English only,’ Ebonics, and, especially, attempts to provide 
viable alternatives to traditional essay writing. In the case of academic 
essays, we will attempt to define a range of appropriate practices and 
articulate the characteristics they share. Along the way, we will consider 
powerful varieties of English at work in contemporary creative nonfic- 
tion, fiction, music, and film. Readings will include a series of articles

7172 Storytellers/Mr. Armstrong/M-F 11:15-12:15 

This course explores narrative art and narrative understanding. We 
study storytelling as a critical and creative practice that begins in early 
childhood and we follow its development through childhood into 
maturity. We reflect on our own narrative practice and examine theories 
of narrative. We investigate the relationship among narrative, truth, 

and reality and discuss the role of narrative in learning and teaching. 
We consider oral and literary traditions and examine stories of diverse 
genres and from diverse cultural contexts. We read stories composed by 
children and young people, our own stories, folk tales and fairy tales, 
contemporary short stories, classic literary tales, writers’ reflections, the- 
oretical essays. We seek to understand the relationships among different 
kinds of storyteller, different narrative traditions, and different moments 
in narrative experience. Course members contribute to a class journal, 
write essays in interpretation, and undertake a study of some aspect of 
narrative of their own choice. Course members are invited to bring 
with them examples of their own narrative writing and, if they are 
teachers or parents, of their students’ or children’s stories.

7182 Describing the Imagination/Mr. Armstrong/M-F 8:45-9:45 
In this workshop we examine the growth of imagination from infancy, 
through childhood and youth, into adulthood. The focus of inquiry is 
on the creative works of children and young people: their writing, art, 
music, dance, and drama. We observe, describe, and interpret creative 
work in a variety of ways, constructing a model of the imagination at 
different moments of development. We study accounts of the imagina- 
tion by writers, artists, critics, and theorists. We examine the place of the 
imagination in education and the relationship between imagination and 
assessment. We consider how to document and value imaginative 
achievement and how to promote and sustain imaginative work in 
school and beyond. Class members are asked to bring with them exam- 
ples of the creative work of their own students. Of particular interest is 
work that combines different art forms. We keep a class journal in 
which we document our own imaginative journey day by day. Class 
members are expected to contribute regularly to the journal, to write 
notes and reflections on class discussions, and to conduct their own 
inquiry into some aspect of the class theme.

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Group II (English Literature through the 
Seventeenth Century) 
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7249 Shakespeare and the Liberty of Speech 

Ms. James/M-F 8:45-9:45 

What are the scope and limits of expression on the English Renaissance 
stage and printed page? To what extent does censorship influence 
Shakespeare’s theory and practice of writing drama and poetry? This 
course examines the ways in which legal limitations to free speech 
encourage dramatists and poets such as Shakespeare to find alternate 
modes of expression and, more generally, to bring the concept of the 
political liberty of speech onto the stage. We will pay particular attention 
to the dramatic characters that actively seek greater liberties of speech 
than their social positions typically allow: servants and young women. 
We will read plays such as Romeo and Juliet, As You Like It, Much Ado 
about Nothing, Tivelfth Night, Julius Caesar, Othello, and King Lear in 
historical, political, and theoretical contexts.

7260a A Midsummer Night’s Dream on the Page and Stage 

Mr. MacVey/M, W 2-5:00 

In this course we will explore a single great play, A Midsummer Night’s 
Dream. We will spend some time on critical interpretations and on the 
play’s cultural history to help us make decisions about how to stage the 
work. Our primary focus will be on the text as a blueprint for perform- 
ance. We will examine its language to be certain we know what is actu- 
ally being said, to whom it is being spoken, and why the speaker might 
be saying it. We’ll explore the poetry and consider its rhythm, imagery, 
and structure; we will make use of tools such as scansion to help us fully 
understand the verse. We will examine every scene from a theatrical 
point of view, exploring structure, action, events, reversals, and ways of 
staging that will bring it to life. We will stage the play very simply, script 
in hand, and present it during the last week of classes. All students in 

he class will participate in the reading. Students should plan to be on 
campus through the evening of Wednesday, August 9 for the final 
presentation. (Students who have taken either of Mr. MacVey’s courses 
on The Tempest or The Merchant of Venice should not register for this 
class.)

7270 Jews, Turks, and Moors in Early Modern English 
Literature/Mr. Shoulson/M-F 10—-11:00 

This course examines how early modern English society grappled with 
the rise of a plurality of religious, political, and ethnic minorities in the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries. Our focus will be on the varied 
representations of Jews, Muslims (most frequently called “Turks” during 
the period, despite the imprecision of this ethno-geographic designation), 
and Africans (again, often misnamed “Moors”) in English writings of 
the period. We shall examine these depictions in relation to popular 
stereotypes and beliefs about these groups in circulation (and their 
historical roots). The course will address these and many other questions: 
To what extent did early modern writers—dramatists, poets, polemicists, 
travel writers, and others—undermine or support stereotypical concep- 
tions of the English Other? In what ways are the conflicting representa- 
tions of these different religious and ethnic minorities interrelated 

and mutually constitutive? How do the multiple discourses of alterity 
constitute essential components of the evolving sense of (masculine, 
bourgeois) Englishness in the early modern period?

Shakespeare, The Merchant of Venice, ed. Lawrence Danson (Longman); 
Piracy, Slavery, and Redemption: Barbary Captivity Narratives from Early

Daniel Vitkus (Columbia); Thomas Heywood, The Fair Maid of the 
West (Nebraska); Othello and the Tragedy of Mariam, ed. Clare Carroll 
(Longman). (N.B. Since the editions of the Shakespeare plays include 
essential additional readings, it’s important that you obtain these specific 
versions of the texts.) There will also be a reader comprised of other 
materials (lyric poems, travel narratives, etc.). 


7295b Milton and the Erotics of Protestant Poetry 

Mr. Shoulson/M-F 11:15-12:15 

Characterized by some as puritanical and prudish, by others as licentious 
and libertine, John Milton stands as one of the most deeply learned 

and uncompromising writers in English literary history. His writings 
offer complex meditations on religion, politics, and human sexuality, 
meditations that defy easy categorization and stereotyping. In addition 
to having composed some of the most ambitious poetry of the 
seventeenth century, Milton also developed a sophisticated approach to 
marriage and social relations, having sparked an extensive debate on the 
religious propriety and ethics of divorce. In this course we will address 
ourselves in particular to the explosive tensions in Milton’s poetry 
generated by his distinctive and idiosyncratic views on sex, marriage, 
poetic creativity, and religious liberty. For the purposes of contextualization 
and comparison, we will contrast Milton’s early lyrics, A Mask (Comus), 
selections from the divorce tracts, Paradise Lost, and Samson Agonistes 
with the writings of some of his immediate predecessors and contem- 
poraries, including Aemelia Lanyer, John Donne, Robert Herrick, 
Andrew Marvell, Thomas Traherne, and Katherine Philips. 


Texts: John Milton, The Complete Poems and Major Prose, ed. Merritt Y. 
Hughes (Hackett). Other editions of Milton’s poetry and prose may be 
used in a pinch but, since each editor selects different excerpts from the 
prose, it is highly recommended that students purchase or borrow the 
Hughes edition. I will also assemble a reader comprised of selections 
from the other writers. 


Group III (English Literature since the 
Seventeenth Century) 
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7310a Romantic Poetry: Discourses of the Sublime in Poetry 
by Men and Women/Ms. Armstrong/M-F 11:15-12:15 

We will study a series of dialogues in poetry about the nature of the 
Sublime, a category we no longer use but that was intensely important 
to poets writing from the 1790s to about 1830. There was a debate 
within and between groups of male and female poets, from Blake and 
Wordsworth to Charlotte Smith and Felicia Hemans. Some of the most 
exciting Romantic poetry is concerned with this theme. Among the 
poets we will read are Blake, Wordsworth, Coleridge, Shelley, Keats, 
Byron, Anna Barbauld, Charlotte Smith, Joanna Baillie, Amelia Opie, 
Mary Tighe, Letitia Landon, and Felicia Hemans. We will look at some 
of the contemporary debates on the Sublime, particularly at Burke and 
Kant, but also discussions by less well-known figures provided in a 
photocopied anthology that will be distributed when you arrive. We 
will begin the course by reading Burke and Blake’s Songs of Innocence 
and of Experience and The Marriage of Heaven and Hell, moving on to 
consider Wordsworth, particularly “Tintern Abbey,” and Charlotte 
Smith’s “Beachy Head.” Browse in the two anthologies recommended 
to prepare for the course and be sure to read Burke before the first class. 
Please try to read as many of the texts as you can in advance.

Paula R. Feldman (Johns Hopkins; this volume has a 
long delivery date, so it is essential to order early). 


7375 Nineteenth-Century Fiction and the Meaning of 
Space/Ms. Armstrong/M-—F 8:45-9:45 

Space, and how the novelist creates it in fiction, is one of the forgotten 
narrative elements in the criticism and theory of the nineteenth-century 
novel. In a series of novels ranging from Mary Shelley’s Frankenstein at 
the beginning of the century to a Kipling short story at the end, this 
course will explore the different ways in which space is represented in 
nineteenth-century fiction. Social space, “inner” psychological space, 
domestic space, rural, urban, and colonial space all shape the form of 
fiction and disclose concerns about society and the gendered individual 
subject’s relation to it. Concurrently with exploring the fiction we 
shall look at the way space has been conceptualized, in foundational 
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philosophers such as Kant, and in recent thought—for instance, by 
philosophical geographers (David Harvey), planners (Corbusier), and 
theorists (Bachelard, Lefebvre). Please try to read as many of the texts 
as you can in advance.

7405 Modern Irish Literature/Mr. Luftig/M-F 10—11:00 

This survey will be organized around questions about what, under the 
best and worst of circumstances, Irish literature may be said to have cre- 
ated or caused—in terms of political activity, social and cultural struc- 
tures, violence, and peace. The questions are made appropriate by litera- 
ture’s relative prominence at important moments in Irish history; the 
assignments for the course will thus include, especially during the initial 
weeks, substantial selections from the assigned historical text, as well as 
other contextual and critical readings. We will read a few selections by 
and about influential nineteenth-century poets, before considering rele- 
vant work by Joyce, Yeats, Synge, Lady Gregory, and others from their 
time, sampling fiction and poetry by a series of mid-century writers, and 
studying major works by contemporaries such as Heaney, Friel, Boland, 
and Ni Dhuibhne. There will be a particular focus on writings by Irish 
women and texts associated with minority communities. At the conclu- 
sion of the course each student will select and present to the class a 
quite recent Irish poem considered in relation to other texts of his or 
her own choosing, for use in teaching, writing, or some other specified 
purpose. Participants should read the fourth and sixth chapters (by 
Foster and Kiberd, respectively) of the Oxford Illustrated History for the 
first class session.

Photocopied materials will supplement the assigned books. 


7430 Bloomsbury/Ms. Green-Lewis/T, Th 2-4:45 

In 1904, Virginia Woolf and her three siblings took up residence in the 
then unfashionable area of Bloomsbury, London. No one defining set 
of ideas or political or aesthetic beliefs can sum up the intellectual and 
creative life that began there, although G.E. Moore comes close with 
his assertion that “personal affections and aesthetic enjoyments include 
all the greatest...goods that we can imagine.’ This course will explore 
some of the variety of form, style, and subject matter produced by 
assorted members of the Bloomsbury circle, and will make “personal 
affections and aesthetic enjoyments” the focus (and perhaps consequence!) 
of our study. There will be plentiful secondary reading assigned. To 
safeguard pleasure and sanity, therefore, please read the four assigned 
novels before the session begins.

7437 Trauma and the Literature of Survival 

Ms. Sokoloff/T, Th 2—4:45 

What is the relationship between survival and literary production? 

This course will examine this question by tracing the archetypal figure 
of survival, the “shell-shocked” soldier, from the time of the First World 





War (when the term “shell shock” was coined) to more rece 
when, despite the anachronism, the broken-down WWI soldier contin- 
ues to animate the literary imagination. In its own historical context, th 
spectacle of the shell-shocked soldier unraveled traditional notions of i 
war, manliness, and mental illness. As a literary figure, he becomes a site 
for contesting fundamental assumptions about home, memory, ordinary 
experience, and literary representation itself. Our discussions will address 
thematic, theoretical, and aesthetic dimensions of works (fiction and 
nonfiction) written in England immediately following World War | as 
well as several novels written by contemporary American and British 
authors.

7455 Fiction of Empire and the Breakup of Empire 

Ms. Sabin/T, Th 2—4:45 

Through close study of selected Victorian, modern, and contemporary 
texts, the seminar will examine continuities and ruptures between 
colonial and postcolonial fiction in English. Novels and short stories 
will be considered in relation to a variety of critical and theoretical 
controversies in current postcolonial studies. We will discuss the partici- 
pation of the English novel in the construction and also the critique of 
imperialism, the ambiguous status of the English language in the turn 
against the colonialist mentality, and more recent questioning of the 
term “postcolonial” itself. This course moves fast, especially at the 
beginning. It will be important to have done a substantial amount of 
the primary reading before arrival, at least Jane Eyre, A Passage to India, 
The Clear Light of Day, and The Romantics, plus as many of the other 
texts as possible. If your time and access to a library permit, read also 
the opening section of Edward Said’s Culture and Imperialism. Specific 
assignments in critical readings will accompany the primary texts during 
the course, along with photocopied extracts from some contemporary 
primary readings unavailable for purchase in print. (This course can be 
used to satisfy either a Group III or a Group V requirement; students 
should indicate their choice at the time of registration.)

Group IV (American Literature) 


7385 Fictions of Finance/Mr. Freedman/M, W 2-4:45 
What is the relation between literature and its ambient economic 
world? This question will be at the center of our inquiry this summer, 
as we survey a number of works that look to the interplay between 
imaginative expression and material practices in America between, 
roughly, 1850 and 1920. Particularly interesting to us will be fictions 
that take the new, globalizing ambitions of finance capitalism seriously 
and that attend to the emotional, imaginative consequences of such a 
massive new economic force and its ancillary institutions (the stock 
market, the corporation). Readings will include some poems and a bit 
of economics (e.g. Marx, Schumpeter) but will mainly focus on the 
novels listed below.

7580 African American Cultural Forms, 1910—1940 

Mr. Stepto/M-F 10-11:00 

A discussion-oriented course mostly on what is commonly called the 
Harlem Renaissance, though a goal for us will be to understand why 
many insist that the period should be known as the New Negro 
Renaissance era. The cultural forms examined will be primarily literary 
and from the visual arts; music, film, and dance will also be considered, 
especially when they combine to produce the “black musical film,” 
e.g. “Cabin in the Sky.’ The broad themes will include: the migration 
narrative, the formation of and reaction to the black metropolis, 
“artistic” uses of vernacular forms, the practice of modernisms, and the 
“invention” of Africa. Needless to say, multiple expressions of the blues 
(literary, visual, musical) connect all of these themes. Students will be 
expected to complete the writing assignments and to participate in 
one or more presentation groups. There will be a final presentation of 
projects but no final exam. 


Texts: Our general literature reader will be the 1995 revised edition of 
Voices of the Harlem Renaissance, ed. Nathan Huggins (Oxford). Some 
reading in the Huggins prior to the summer is advised. The assigned 
novels (to be discussed in this order) are: James Weldon Johnson, 

The Autobiography of an Ex-Colored Man (Penguin); F Scott Fitzgerald, 
The Great Gatsby (Scribner); Nella Larsen, Passing (Penguin). Our 
principal art book is Harlem Renaissance: Art of Black America (Studio 
Museum of Harlem; Abrams). There will be additional reading in 
photocopies at Bread Loaf. You are invited to bring your own favorite, 
compelling, relevant images and tunes for incorporation into the 
assignments and discussions. 


7610 Urban American Literature/Mr. Nash/M-F 11:15-12:15 
How has urban space been represented in American literature, and what 
impact has urbanization had on American literary culture? Those two 
questions form the foundation of this course. In attempting to answer 
them, we will examine novels, poetry, and drama that feature and 
explore the urban environment; for the purposes of balancing focus 
with applicability, we will use Chicago as a representative city in our 
primary works and add in theoretical readings that allow for broader 
consideration of the issues.

7638 African American Narrative since 1940 

Mr. Nash/M-F 8:45-9:45 

This course provides an aesthetic/cultural-historical examination of 
representative African American narratives from 1940 to the present. 
We will discuss developments in African American literary culture such 
as social realism, universalism, the Black Arts Movement, the New 
Breed, and the New Black Aesthetic. We may also supplement our 
reading of fiction with considerations of visual art, music, and film.

7640 Modern American Drama/Mr. Cadden/M-F 8:45-9:45 
After a look at some of the acknowledged classics of modern American 
drama by O’Neill, Wilder, Miller, Williams, Hansberry, and Albee, we 
will turn to works written for the theater over the past 30 years, 
including plays by David Mamet, Tony Kushner, August Wilson, David 
Henry Hwang, Paula Vogel, Anna Deveare Smith, and Charles Mee, 
whose Big Love will be the Bread Loaf Acting Ensemble’s major 
production. The members of the troupe will greatly facilitate our efforts 
to analyze how these plays work in performance.

7650 The Contemporary American Short Story 

Mr. Huddle/M-— F 8:45-9:45 

Among the considerations of this discussion-oriented class will be 
strengths and weaknesses of stories, collections, and authors from 1985 
to the present. Along with speculating about what contemporary 
fiction can tell us about contemporary culture, we will address specific 
curriculum issues as they apply to the contemporary short story and 
the general topic of literary evaluation. Students will be asked to give 
brief class presentations.

7670 American Indian Literature/Ms. Maddox/M-F 10-11:00 
This course is designed as a general introduction to the work of recent 
and contemporary American Indian writers from various parts of North 
America. In addition to reading the texts closely, we will pay attention 
to a number of factors that are especially important to this body of 
literature, including the specific historical contexts that inform the 
contemporary texts; the local—geographical and tribal—contexts that 
continue to define much contemporary writing; the relationship 
between tribal traditions and contemporary political, social, and aesthetic 
concerns. The readings for the course will also include an introduction 
to some of the principal debates among contemporary critics of 
American Indian writing.

7455 Fiction of Empire and the Breakup of Empire 

Ms. Sabin/ T, Th 2-4:45 

See description under Group II offerings. This course can be used to satisfy 
either a Group II or a Group V requirement; students should indicate their 
choice at the time of registration. 


7716 Vergil and Ovid in the Renaissance 

Ms. James/M-F 11:15-12:15 

How might poets, playwrights, and schoolteachers go about “translating” 
the classics as cultural, political, and religious documents? What are the 
proper limits to the classical education of schoolboys and citizens? 

Can you trust pagans, even bearing the gifts of ancient learning? We 
will concentrate on the examples and legacies of Vergil and Ovid, who 
present the canonical models of, respectively, ethical virtue and truancy 
in Renaissance English writing. In addition to poetry and drama, we 
will read the defenses and attacks on poetry and the educational treatises 
that attempt to recover and control the irrepressible imagination and 


authority of the ancient world. Readings include Vergil, Ovid, Spenser, 
Marlowe, Shakespeare, Daniel, Drayton, and Milton.

Lake Prescott (Norton). Photocopies of selected English translations of 
Ovid’s other poems (the Amores, Art of Love, Heroides, and Tristia) and 
Milton’s A Maske at Ludlow will be provided at Bread Loaf. 
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7720 The Comic Journey/ Mr. Cadden/M-F 10-11:00 

This course will focus on plays and screenplays that take an “Odyssean” 
view of the human experience. After a reading of Homer’s comic epic, 
we shall turn to works that represent characters undertaking (or under- 
going) a series of adventures which, despite hardships encountered along 
the way, ultimately leads to a happy end. We shall examine how and 
why this ancient comic pattern speaks to us and how modern and 
contemporary writers and directors have inflected the pattern with 
their own unique vision and ideas.

7745 The Short Novel/Mr. Dirda/M-F 11:15-12:15 

Henry James spoke of “the beautiful and blessed nouvelle,” underscoring 
the view of many writers (and readers) that the short novel allows for 
the most satisfying combination of intensity, imagination, and artistry. 
In this course we will enjoy eight distinctive examples, discuss the 
salient qualities and achievement of each, and try to understand what 
the various texts gain from conciseness. As these are wonderful books, 
we will above all read them for pleasure, albeit without neglecting the 
critical itch to understand just how their authors create that pleasure. 
As many of the best known short novels—such as The Aspern Papers, 
The Metamorphosis, and Persuasion—are so well known, I have decided 
to include several less familiar, but comparably rewarding titles for our 
summer session. Most of these books range between 100 and 200 pages 
in length. Grades will be determined by three short essays (75 percent) 
and class participation (25 percent). This last will include one brief oral 
presentation.

7775 Caribbean Literature/Ms. Powell/M,W 2—4:45 

This course investigates many of the thematic concerns that dominate 
contemporary Caribbean fiction, matters such as immigration and 
displacement; history and the preservation of culture and ancestry; 
language and oral storytelling; class, race, gender, and other shifting 
identities; as well as the authors’ stylistic contributions to the craft of 
writing.

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7785 Through a Glass Darkly: Modernity, Photography, 

and the Art of Seeing/Ms. Blair/M-F 8:45-9:45 

This course will focus on the power of the camera, understood as a 
central instrument, fact, and symbol of modernity. For literary as well 

as visual artists confronting a radically changing social landscape, 
photography remains both a troubling model and a powerful resource. 
Making possible ever more life-like reproductions, replacing reality with 
the reality effect, radically altering our experience of history (and of 
experience itself), photography records the very changes that define 

the modern—and in so doing helps inaugurate them. Our goal will 

be to explore both the affirmative and the destructive possibilities of 
photography, reading widely across cultural contexts. We’ll begin with 
critical guides to the venture offered by Roland Barthes, Susan Sontag, 
and Walter Benjamin, accompanied by exploration of bodies of photo- 
graphs (European, American, Latin American) that interest them. We’ll 
continue with a series of literary texts and photographs read in dialogue: 
Walt Whitman’s Song of Myself and the daguerreotype images of Mathew 
Brady and J.T. Zealey; Franz Kafka’s stories and the portrait catalogues 
of August Sander and Lewis Hine; the modernist documentary Let Us 
Now Praise Famous Men and the American portraiture of Esther Bubley, 
Lisette Model, Diane Arbus, and other viewers from underground, 

the margins, and below. The last part of the course will be devoted to 
texts that rethink relations between visuality and social visibility, 
including Ralph Ellison’s Invisible Man, and the work of contemporary 
photographers like Dawoud Bey, Pedro Meyer, Sebastiao Salgado, 

Sune Woods, and Nikki S. Lee. Throughout the course, our emphasis 
will be on generating strategies for the critical reading of visual texts; 
no previous experience with photographs or visual studies is necessary. 
Requirements will include active class participation, several short 
response papers, and a final long essay.

This workshop course is designed for those with little or no acting 
training or experience who nonetheless feel a “hunger for the fire.” 
Students will participate in exercises and scenes designed to stimulate 
their imagination, increase their concentration, and develop the skills 
needed to act with honesty and theatrical energy. An equally important 
and demanding part of the course work will be journal writing. 
Students should read the Herrigel book before class. There will be a 
final exam involving a performance and a critique: this will consist of 
acting scenes on the final Monday night, followed by a required critique 
on Tuesday, at the regular class time. Students need to be available to 
rehearse with partners during the evenings and on weekends, except for 
midterm recess.
